ing Hiftory ; I thoiffiht I could not, in Juflioe to tte 

Memory of my Author, who had the Honour to be a 

Cadet of your Family, addrefr his Work fo properly to 

any Patron as to his own Chie£ " 

I fliall 
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I fliall not here take the Liberty to give any Account 
of the Condu<5t of your Lordfhip's Foretathers, left the 
Relation, tho' made in the inoft impartial Manner, Ihould 
have too much the Appearance ot Panegyrick, a Subject ' 
ever ungrateful to real Worth, and {hocking to a modeft 
Ear. I mall only beg Leave, for the Satis^<5tion of- thoie 
who read our Scottijh Hiftory, to give a fliort Account 
of the Rife of thofe two chief Branches of the Family of 
LiNDESAY, vizj* The Earls of Crawford, and Lords 
LiNDESAY of The Byres, without taking any Notice 
of the original Source of the Family, or of tracing it 
further back, than to the Perfbn of James Lord Unde- 
fay of Crawford, who was the Father and Founder of 
thofe two noble Families ; both which are now reprefen- 
ted in your Lord/hip. 

The Lord James was the eldeft Son and Heir of 
Lord James Lindefay of Crawford, who was one of the 
fmall Number of tnofe Barons, that were determined to 
risk eheir. Lives and Fortunes for the Honour of cheix 
Country, and Qx pref«r » Life of Toil and Hazard, to 
inglorious Eafe, and unmanly Quiet, rather than to fub- 
mit to thac dilhonoumUe Suirendry of the Independency 
of the Crown to Ed*ward L 

This Gentleman, with his Brother Roheri Lindefay, 
and Coufin Roger Lindefay ( who is faid to have been 
tlie Founder of the Familr or DamrodMs ) were amorigfl 
xhe firft that joyned anct confederated themfelves with 
chat D3atc{ik^ Hero, tnd Mirack. of louman Nature, Sir 
Wiilicmi Wdk(€, who was z. younget Son of Wallace of 
Mderftety by the Heire6 of Liadepr^ of Craigie ( another 
c<»)£da'ab]ie Branch of your FainJly) whole Arms are 
&ill carried in the Acchievements of the WaUaces of Crai^ 
^ity who hav« been ever fince poffefl of the £ftace. 

D u n I N G the Cotirfe of tbefe Wars, thofe Gentle- 
men, with a gr^at many c£ their Kindred and Followers, 
, ' lofl 
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loft their Lives, which they had generoufly (pent, in Ha*- 
7ards, Toyl, and conftant Alarms, in the glorious Caufe 
of Liberty : And Lord 7^w«, of whom 1 fpeak, who 
was the eldeft Son of Lord James that was killed with 
Wallace^ and the Heir of the Family, continued to tread 
in thofe rugged Paths of Virtue, which his Forefathers 
had, , by (b many Examples, pointed out to him. He 
was eminently remarkable for all their Virtues, efpecially 
for thofe valuable Qualities of Refolution, Steadinefs and 
Integrity, peculiar to his Family. He was the firft Man 
of Quabty, who, by previous Concert, met King Robert L 
on his Arrival in Anandale^ when that Prince was deter- 
mined to take on him the Government of his Country, 
and (b aflert its Freedom and Independency. He adhe- 
red (leadily to the Interefts of his. Country, under the in- 
comparable Adminiftration of this magnanimous Prince. 
He was with him in every Adhion, and had more than an 
ordinary Share of every Hazard and Fatigue, until .he was 

' killed at .S>i>/i»g^-Bridge, fightine at the Head of a Body 
of Troops that were commanded by that celebrated Cap- 

- tain, nihomas Randal ^zxXoiMurr ay y the King's Nephew. 

This Lord James left behind him three Sons j jD^- 
fvid the eldeft, who fucceeded him in his Honours and 
Eftate } Alexander Lord Lindefay of Clenesk the Second, 
who married Katharine Stirling Heirefs of Glenesk ; and 
William Lord Lindefay of The Byres the third Son, who 
married Eufhame Moor, the only Daughter and Heire(s 
of Sir Willtam Moor of Abercorn, by whom he got the 
Lordftiip of Abercom, and the Eftate of Dean that was an- 
nexed to it. 

. Davidy the eldeft Son, was killed in the Battle at Ban-- 
nockbum, and left behind him only one Son, David, who 
{ucceed4|l him in his Honours and Eftate. 

(^Alexander Lord of Glenesk, the fecond, Son, was, hi 
the Minority of King Dan)id Bruce, with feVeral Hun-

dreds of his Followers, and fourfcore Gentlemen of his 
Name, killed in the Battle at Vupline. And William Lord 
of T^he Byres, the third Son, and his Nephew Lord Da^ 
*vid * of Crawford, were both killed in the Battle at 
HdidonhilL

Lord David of Crawford, dying without mal^ Iffue 
of his own Body, was fucceeded by his Coufin-german, 
David Lord Lindcfay of Clenesk, the elded Son of Lord 
Alexander who was killed at Vftfline, not only in his 
Honours and paternal Eftate, but likewife in all tnofe ex- 
tenfive Acquiutions, which had been granted to the Fa- 
mily upon the Forfeiture of the great John Cuming of^ 
Badenach, whom his Grandfather, Lord James, killed in 
the Church of Dumfries, viz,. The Lordiiiip of Badenach, 
Lochaher, Stradown, or Strathown, Glenlevtt, and Brae of 

Murray. 

From this Period, the male Defendants of thefe two 
Brothers^ Lord Alexander of Clenesk, and Lord William 
of ^e Byres, continued in two diftin^b Families 5 the 
firft, under the Title of Earls of Crawford, and the 
other by the Title of Lords Lindefay of The Byres ; until 
the Reign of King Charles L when tney were again united 
in the rerfon of your Lordftiips Great Grandfather, John 
Earl of Lindefay, in this Manner, 

David Lindefin, "EsltI of Crawford, did, in the Mi- 
nority of King fames VL enter into a Contract of Tailie 
with Robert Lofd Lindefay of The Byres, your Lordfhips 
Great Grandfather's Father, whereby they mutually pro- 
vided their (everal Dignities and Eftates to each oth^r, 
upon- the Failure of their nearer male IfTue, refpedtively. .

This Eatl Da'vid was {ucceeded by his eldeft Son Da- 
mdy who, dying without lawful Heirs male of his own 
Body, was fucceeded by his Brother Sir Hary Lindefay of 
Carre ^on^ and he was fucceeded by his only Son Earl Lu- 
dovick, who entred into a fecond Oantra^t of Tailie with 
John Earl of Lindefayy your Great Grandfather, who was 
the eldeft Son of Lord Robert the firft Contra(Steri By 
this fecond Deed of Entail, all the Articles, Conditions 
and Provifions, upon the feveral Events mentioned in the 
firft Tailie, were ratified, and of new ftipulated and con- 
firmed J and, in confequence of it, a Refignation was 
made in th^ Hands of the Crown, which was accepted of^ 
and the Deed was confirmed by the King, and afterwards 
ratified by an kd of Parliament. 

After the Death of Earl Ludovick, who was killed 
in the Wars of Germany^ unmarried, and of <*A\exander 
Lord Lindefay of Sfinz^ie, his neareft Heir male, who 
likewife died without male Iffue, John Earl of Lindefay 
fucceeded to the Earldom of Crawford, and Lordflup

Having thus, for the Satisfadion bf my Readers bf 
the following Hiftory, taken the Freedom with your Lord- 
fhip to give this (hort Account of the Succemon of the 
Lordfhip and Earldom of Crawforp, upon the. Failure

it. Every fuch Perfon is an Ornament to a noble Family, 
who, by adding of frefli Luflre to it, very much heightens 
and increafes its Reputation, and endears it to his Coun- 
try, by adding to the Number of thofe Worthies of his 
Family, who have deferved well of their Country.

A noble Defcent is certainly a great Spur to Virtue, 
and rarely fails to beget, in a generous Breaft, a noble 
Emulation to equal the great Deeds of thofe, to whofe 
Merit one owes nis Nobility : But fhould the Reprefen- 
rative of a noble Family bury thofe great and good Qua- 
lities in Sloth and Luxury, that ought to be imployed in 
the pubhck Service -, or ihould he, by remarkable Weak- 
nefs and Infiifficiency, or by a depraved Difpofition to 
Vice or Folly, give the World juft Ground to liifpe(5k him 
as fpurious, lb unworthy a Condudt would, mofl certain- 
ly, forfeit in him all that Reputation, Honour and Efleem, 
in the Opinion of Mankind, which his Fathers had ac- 
quired > and that voluntary Tribute of Praife, Good- 
Will, Reverence and Refbedt, would be no longer paid 
him, than the Caufe fubfifted which at firft procured it.

Those natural Endowments, which qualify a Perfori 
for great and laudable Undertakings, and make one ufe- 
fiil and agreeable to Society, were fo early apparent in 
yourLordihip, that none, who knew you, doubted of your 
tecoming every Way equal, and worthy to reprefent fo 
many Men of Worth. You have like wife! adorned thofe 
great and good Qualities, which you feem to inherit by 
Generation from them, with all the acquired Accomplifli- 
ments that are proper for one of your Rank j and have 

already, on every proper Occafion,~ftifficieTitly vouched 

this to the World : But thefe Ihftances I forbear to men- 
tion, or to take any Notice of the Opinion which thofe, 
who are honoured with an intimate and particular Ac- 
quaintance with you, ^ entertain of you, left I Ihould of- 
fend your Modefty. But I may adventure to fay. That, 
as you are now entrine upon the Scene of Adtion in Life, 
if you continue to follow the Example of your Anceftors, 
and to improve and imploy your natural Talents, as they 
did, your Country cannot be difappoimed of the great and 
favourable Hopes which they have conceived ofyou. 

Your Fathers, My Lord, by their great and fignal Ser- 
vices to their Country, became the eminent and remark- 
able Objedts of pifbUck Favour. By thefe honourable 
Means did they, many Ages, ago, acquire great and ex- 
tenfive Pofleflions, both ot Wealth and Power, and arrive 
at the higheft Pitch of Dignity, and Titles of Honour then 
known in Eurofe, They have f ince, by the Calamities of 
Civil War, at the Time of the Reformation, and in the 
'-# Reigns of King Charles I. and II. wafled thofe Eflates and 
extenfive VafTalages, in the very fame Way, and by the 
very fame Means, . by which they were acquired, in the 
Defence of publick Liberty : But if your Lordfhip fleadily

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purfue the fame noble Ends, and follow the fame vir- 
tuous and laudable Courfes with them, fo as to deferve 
as well of the jpublick as they have have done, Events 
may happen to give you an Opportunity to regain, by 
fair and honourable Means, what they have fo nonour- 
ably loft.

For my own Part, My Lord, I beg Leave to affure 

your Lordfliip, that nothing could give me greater Joy, 

than to fliare with your Friends, the Pleafure of feeing 

your Lordfhip make as great a Figure in the World, as 

any of your Predeceflbrs have done ; of whom fo many 
have been jullly ranked in that high Clafs of Hero's, who 

are, with Truth, faid to be ( in Subordination to the Re- 
gal Power ) the Guardians of their Country, and Prote- 
stors of its Liberties.

becaufe that he had worthily excircifed tfa^ fame Office in King Jam^s 1. 
his Time. 

I N the mean Time, Arcbii^ £arl of ^M^as^ being very potent 
in Kin and Friends, contemned all the King^s <%cers, in refpeift of his 
great Puiflaace ; fo many Compfciints were niadc to th^ Gtfoernor and 
Magiflrates, and efpecially upon the Men of Anandak^ becaufe he not 
only fpoiled the whole Countries neareft to^ him, but alio cruelly flew the 
Ind wellers thereof without any ^it-f \ And when he was commanded to 
repair fuch Injuries done by* him, he both obftinately difobeyed, and 
alio iSspt others that would l^ve dmendecl thefe Offence ; and caiiled 
prackim publkHy, ^kat no Man wiibin Anandiftte, of" . otber -bounds 
wba(foetw j^rtaining if bis ^ominionSy eitbef to call or taitbdraw tke 
reft ; or yet^ if be was cdfkdytbat be obey not any tftbe KingsOfficerry 
under tbe Tain ofHeatb ; aUedging, That he had Privil^e of the King 
to decide all Matters Within the B^uridft ferefaid : Wherefore the whole 
Nobility, that were Men of good Zeal and Confcience, feeing Juftice 
utterly fuppreffed on every Side, were highly xx)tfmdved at the fs^id Earl 
of ^DovglaSy but durft not attempt to puniih therefore, becaufe th^ drea- 
ded bo provoke greater Troubles, both to tfaemfelve^ and alfo to the whole 
R^m, if they would invade fo great a Man. 

Through this Manner the whole Youth of Scotland began to rage 
iti IMiifchM 2tnd Luft f Soxy jb lopg.as thei:e.was. no Man to punifl),.4nii:li 
i^^p and ^Slaughter was \a Land txA- Eterrotighs; greae Grihd^ty f£ 
Nobles ambngft themfelves \ iot Slaughter, Theft and Murder were 
then patent, and fo continually. Day by Day, that he was effeemed the 
greateft M^ o^ Renown and Famc^' that was the s realcft Brigaad, Thief, 
or Murderer : -But they were the Caufe of thelc Mifchiefs, that were 
Governors and Magiftrates of the Realm. 

In. this mean Time many great DijOenCons aiofe antong0: us, but it 
ifi uncenaia who was the Mover, or by what Occafion. The dancelhr 
cxerci^ his Office further than became him. He l^ept both the Caftle 
t^f Edinhurgby a»d alfo our young King thefein> who #as committed to 
his Keeping by the whole Is[obili(y ^ and a great Part of the Nobility 
L aiSfted to his Opinion. On the other Side, Sir Jkxander Livingfton^ 

.bearing the Authority committed to him by the Gon&nt of the Nobility, 
maifiCained another Fa&on ; to whofe OpiiuQQ, the Q^peea Mother, with 
many of the Nobles, aflifted very cruelly. So the Principals of both tbe 
Fadions caufed proclaim Letters at the Market-crofles, and principal 
Villages of thi^ Realm, I'Ufofi aU JMen Jhotdd ob^ coiiform to tbe Let- 
ters fet fortb hy tbem^ under tbe Tain of Deatb. Through which no 
Man knew whom they ihould obey ^ and alfo great Troubles appeared in 
this Realm daily^ becaufe there was no Man to defend the Burg^fles, 
t^Fritfts, aqd poor Men Laborers haunting their leifom Bufinefs, . either 
publtckly €!C privately, and all other fesble Ferfons unable to deferni 
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themfclves^ vhfoi.vere soioft crudly vexed an)d afflilkK hywicbd unhappy 
Tyiaxits^ ihiaqk trduKiftm Times : Fclr \rhdn any paift to feek Rebels 
ffom the GbfiMCitter^ "tf ItyAxks and Trottbles fuftained by them, thefe 
^hieyes and Bfigand3 feigned theaiTdlves to be df the defaer Faftion, and 
lotroald.faum tiiexr Hbufes^ .and carry cheir wboU Gdods away before they 
xecunMi Hcnnc.. And . even fuch like Mifcbief befel them that went 16 
complain to the GK^TMr of the OppreiSoa dcNse t6 them^. Some other 
good Men^ moved, opon Confideration ahd Pity of their prefent Calami- 
ties, fufiered numy fiirii Injuries, and kept tnemfelves at Home, and 
Iboght no SLedrefa. 

, I N the Middle of thefe Troubles,, all Things be^ng out of Order> 
the Qgeen Mother bc^gan to find out a Mean, bow^e ftlould diminiih 
Che Cbmctilor^ Bawer, and augmrat the Gwermr% whofe Authority 
file aflSfbrd ; fi) flie pad^ tb Edinbwih^ convoyed with a fmall Ttain. 
The Cbaacelkr received her with Gladnef^ and gave ^^r Entrefs to ti^t 
her young Sbn } and gave Cbmmand, how ok Are pkafed to harve En* 
tn^s to the C^e, that it fiiould be patent to her Grace : But Ihe very 
craft Uy di&mbled tlkatihe came to intercommune with the Nobles, at- 

ledgtng. That there was ooching that ihe hated To much as civil Wari 

and Df fifenfioo^ knowing that great.Milchief was engendred among the 
NoMemen in die Realn^ ; and theitfere; with a glad Will, ihe would 
that all Difcord were Xet afide, and Peace and Unity to be nourifhed 
a^ong the Lords } and dcfired alio that the KinJ; were brought up in 
tibe Pear of God, and honoo^ly in the Sight of the Wbrld ; for in 
Idffl lay the coily Hope and Reftitution of the Ccttnmdnwealth to its own 
. Edate, and Poniflttnent of TiaiilgreficMra fer the Ofiences committed at 
fucb troublous Times ) and, to biing thefe Purpofes t6 Effed^ (he pror 
mifed to imploy her whole Care and Labours to briiig all the Siibjefis of 
the Realm to Peace and Reft JBy thir, and other fuch like Words, the 
GfanctUsr removed all Sufpicion and Hatred out of his Mind, which 
he fufpeftcd the Qtaeen hare toward him before i fo followed fuch Fami- 
liarity and Kindnefs betwixt the Qkmieilor and the Queen, with her 
Afliflers, that ihe got Credence to jiGsL and haunt Company with her 
Son, both Day and Night, without any Impediment or Stem j wbile, at 
the laft, fpyiii C^portanity and Time ta fulfil her PUrpote, when ftta 
bad fuch Liberty to entci tb the Caftle; flkc ^ave the Chancellor to un- 
derhand, that ihe had made a Vow to, pafs m Pilgrimage to the White 
Kirk of Srechin^ &r the Health and profperous Succefs of her Son, de*" 
firing a Licence to carry away two Cof&rs with her Clothes and Orna- 
ments fi>rth of the CaiUe ; which being granted to her, ihe inclofed the 
young King in one of the laid Goflers, and her Clothes in another. 

Shortly after, the Watchmen and Keepers of the Place deceived

Friends^ e^very one of you knows petfeUfy-, fince Sir William Creighton, 
Captain of Edinburgh, x$as ptom&ted to iBe I^ancellory: qf /fe Rndnty 
'and Keeping ofourTrincey fir. mt only }fe:hasvitadttht^haiU^h 
pertaining to the King^ tributary to him^ wbo^ is a '^i^\X)ffwery infi 
cdjb would b€tve, oppreffed us witbunft0eral^e^yramy^ oindfi Jbouid 
ba^e ufurped all Honour^ Riches and Autb^l^y and^wtr. had been 
Irot^ght to Po%^ertyj Shame ^ and Jo utter Mifery^ if be badbolden fir*^. 
ward bis wickeaTurpofe and Intent. Has be not labour edi eeer jvncei 
without any Tunijhment of wichd>J^immers^.4indTertmheu\i^ 

Qmmonwealtby to compel, all Men to obey ins Charges? Has be not la^ 

boured alfo to Jet fprth and drefs all Matters^ both pvhlick and pri'^ 
n^'ate-i like^ as be oad been fuprefne Magiftrat^'^ approved iy the Votei 
(f this Realm ?^ Without T>oubty if this noble. Jjadyy .(mr Swereign^ 
Mother^ through, her Wifdom^ Tritdence afid T^irtnei and fpecialfy bj^ 
itJ^e Pawtir (f 4h^^y ^od^.had not helped us. all the fooner^ wejhoufd 
ba/ve tholed Jharp x^er/ecution^ ere any of as could perceive. Sbepajfed 
to fj&^ Chjuicellor in Edinburgh againji my Will indeed-) becaufi iknem 
bis Stibtilty fo well^ that be bda a. mar'oelhm^ Bprefight of all Kind of 
'Sti/hiciony and of any Kind of Chrafi or Braud^ that may^ imany Wan 
redound to his Hurt and damage ; .yea^ with a marmmus Conceit^ jhe 
hath taken away berSoji-i andlproughibimnmtous ; whereby I un-* 
derjiandj that the wife ft Man is not always ficker eft ^ nor yet the bardi- 
eft Maumofi happy. Now the Chancellor, notwitbftanding all his iftf- 
llom and^ toreftght^ with great Shame-) hatb. kft the King^ under the 
Colour of whofe Authority he over-ran every Man^ like a greedy and in-^ 
friable Tyrant-, without all Regard of Order, or Humanify. Whatever 
be pmpofed to doy b§ fet it out' under the Tretence of King^ whereby . 
the poor- people Jhould take the greater Fear and ^Dreadour to difobey 
him : ^utnow bis Chance is both foul and miferable^ and every Man 
sscill laugh him to Scorn ; and-, by the contrary to us^ we have great Ho^ 
'^our i and the rather that we have in our Hands the Kingy which we 
defired above all Creatures in the Fiorth, Se of good Courage therefore^ 
all the Mifchief Slaughter', Hanijhment^ Troubles and Vexations^ which 
5f)&^ Cliancellor thought to have done to us^ let us do the like to him. Let 
m alfo take upjome Men of War ^^ and every Man^ after his ^ower^ fend 
fecret Mejfages to bis Friends^ that. they may ati^ that favour us^ con^ 
.c^em together quietly', //^.Edinburgh, the tbirdTiay after this-, early in the 
Mornivg-, fo that the Chancellor j^^//w/ knffw us for to come for the Sieg- 
ivg of the Caftle-^ while we have the Siege even belted about the WaHs. 
Forward let us fee \ f6 yeJJ^all have ouhjeUs to you^. all that would 
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have arr^antJy opprejfed ym. I kmw that we hme Strength far 
this J^ea^ if our Hearts Jert^e us: Sut^ I fay^ the Teril and the 
Oppreffion that ye have heen in^ on the one Tart^ the Commodity^ Free-- 
dom and Opportunity cf Timey. on the other Tart^ with the great Ho- 
nour and Gkiry that will follow thereupon^ fhotdd perfwade you more 
than my Words can do. ~ We inlake nothing hut Hardiment and Courage i 
Chance and Fortune^ which we think to ejfayi wilUfuppiy the refi. 

When the Gotwnor had faid thefe Words, every Man, with a glad 
Heart and Will, prcmifed to affift him with all their Strength j yea, 
and albeit Archibald Earl of Douglas would concur with the Chancel- 
lor in their contrary ; and the Queen promifed to furnilh the Mea of 
War with Viftuals out of her own Girnels, induring the Time of the 
Siege. Attour Ihe faid. That no Man miftered to take Fear of the Earl 
of T)ouglas^ that he would come to fiipport the Chancellor^ for he hated 
him fo highly, that be wiilaed nothing more than the Kuin of the Lord 
Creighttm's Houfe, and his Pofterity to be rooted out utterly* Through 
this every Man took the better Courage, and promifed to do all Things 
that lay in them, for performing of the Governors Command and Charge, 
and thereafter the Convention diflblved, and every Man paft homeward 
CO make him ready to the EffeS forefaid. But now will we return to our 
firft Purpofe. 

The Chancellor perceivbg himfelf fo craftily deceived by his Foes, 
and alfo perceiving that there was no Place, almoft, to he reconciled 
with his Unfriends, he thought that there was nothing to follow there- 
upon, in refpeft of the Lofs of the King, but utter Ruin and Deftru- 
Stion of his Houfe,, Kin and Friends ; and therefore took Purpofe to fend 
a Meflage to u4rchihald E^d oiThuglas^ and defire him to have Sup- 
port againft the Governor and Qyeen, whom he flippon?d Ihortly to come 
to invade him j which, if he would do, he promifed faithfolly to make* 
the faid Earl mutual Support, and fhould ftand his Friend really and 
truly beyond all others, when it Ihall chance him to have ado with his 
' Enemies. 

« 

This MefTage fcantly ended, the Earl oi Douglas^ with an ireful 
Countenance, anlwered him again in Manner following. 

1 T* is hut little Skaith-i I think-, for mcy albeit fnch fnifchievotis 
Ttraitors as William Creighton, and Alexander: Livingfton, that you 
call Governor, mo^e War contrary others : Jnd alfo it becometh not the 
honourable State of Ncblemen-, to help any of them^ albeit ilk one of 
them had wrecked another ^ fo that there were not fuch a Thing as the 
Memory of any of them hereafter to our Tofierity\ As to my feif there 
is nothing more pleafant to me^ than to hear of War and T)ifcord be-^ 
twixt thefe two unhappy grants j ajid namely^ where the beginning 
of their T>ijfenfm is not founded upon a good Caufe^ but upon afhame- 
fill and wicked Ground. Would (sod Imight fee a miferable Mifchief 
to befal them both-, feeing they ha^e both deferred the fame condignly^ 
through their own Ambition^ faljhood^ Tride and Height : tor I know 
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it is the 'very'jnfiJudffnentofGod'i that deceitful T^yrants^ fetting their 
whole Turpofe and Intent upon Mifchief^ and Wreck of others^ accor- 
ding to their Tiemerits Jhall be punifheain the Sight of the World-, and 
fpecially^ feeing they ha^e fo cfi offended both Noblemen and fimple 
Men (f good Life and Omverfation. 

Soon by this ihe Chancellor had received this Anfwer, the Gocer- 
nor had belted the Siege about the Cafilc, and invaded the fame fo fharp- 
ly, that, nothing being provided, nor well forefeen in Time therefore 
-within the Caftle, the Chancellor took Purpofe therethrough to ren- 
der the Caflle in the Governors Hands j and, to bring this more 
eafily to EfFefi, he requefled the Governor-, by a Herauld, to give him 
two Days Truce, that he might come forth to the Fields, before the 
Gates, to talk and intercommune with him, upon fundry Affairs concer- 
ning the Commonweal ^ and alfo promifed, by the Faith of his Eody, 
to Ihew him that Thing which might redound to both their Safeties, 
Welfares and Securities, contrary others that hated them both as One. 

The Governor^ glad of this Meffage, accompanied with a fmall 
2^umber of his Friends, as were co n v en ed betwixt them, went and met 
the Chancellor at the Place appointed j where the Chancellor revealed 
the iharp Anfwers of the Earl of Douglas^ that he had fent to him the 
Time he fought Support to efchew the Governors prefent Wrath, fay- 
ing, He wijhed nothing more-, than that ilk one of them fljould dejiroy 
another : Wherefore-, faid he, fmce this Wickeduefs and EcH is equally 
mamfiji to ns both ; and-, in the mean Time-, if it Jhall chance m to 
continue any further in this Fead-, it Jhall redound to his Advantage-, 
and to our great Skaith and Shame ; whereby we two JImU be an eafy 
^Prey to the Earl of Douglas our common Enemy j and therefore I would 
we had Regard to the Welfare of our fehes and Friends. If our T>if 
fenfion ha^ve any further Trogrefs^ it will be manifold more noifom to us-, 
than if we had Wars with our own Friends j and-, as to my felf I re- 
moce all Rancour ofMind^ feeking freely-, from the Bottom of my Heart •, 
your Peace and Kindnefs-, and am content both to render my Jelf and 
the QaJile in your Hands j under what Conditions you pleafe to prefcribe 
to me-, willing to be a true faithful Servant and SubjeU to the Prince-, 
and obedient to your Jelf Jo long as you bear the ^Government of this 
Realm-, after the Jdzife of the Kings Counfellers-, and yours. 

The Governor heard thir Words very pleafantly,and had good Hope of 
better to follow hereupon, thinking well, that this prelent Difcord being 
put to Reft, and the Commonwealth put to Quietnefs, he fliould more 
calily reprcfs all Injuries within this Realm, and therefore, with a hearty 
Countenance, he requefted the Chancellor to be mindful to do as he had 
faid J and if he kept Promife truly, he ihould cut off all the wicked Mem- 
bers, Pcrturbcrs ot the Commonwealth, and rule the Realm, fiom thence, 
with great Tranquillity and Peace. Then, witiiout any further, fofoon 
as be had put himfelf in the King and Governor their Wills, and deli- . 
vered the Keys of theCaftlc, in Sign and Token of the Rendring there- 
of freely, he requefted the Benevolence of the whole Nobility prdent for 
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the Time, who held him, from thencefbrth, not as an Enemy, but as a 
principal Pillar of the Commonwealth. 

After this the GooernoT was received in the Caftle with great Tri- 
umph and Mirth \ and there Sir William Creigbton received a Gift again, 
both of the Caftle and Chancellory'^ like a^ he had before ; through the 
which fuch Amity and Friendfhip daily inCreafcd betwixt the Go^ernCT 
and the Chancellor^ and amongft their Friends on every Side, that all 
Men fupponed the fame to endure for ever unbroken. 

I N this mean Time, while the Country was waltring to and fro, in 
this Manner, there was no other Thing but Theft, Reift' and Slaughter, in 
the South and Weft oi Scotland -^ for Sir Thomas Boyd flew Jlan Stuart'^ 
Lord oi^amly (who, ere he died, obtained the Superiority of Z/^W^tf 
fiom the King ) at Tozvmatborn^ three Miles from Falkirk'^ for old 
Fead which was betwixt them, the third Year after the Death of King 
yames I. Which Deed was foon requitted thereafter j {ox Alexander Stu- 
art-i to revenge his Brother's Slaughter, manftilly fet upon Sir T^bomas 
^ayd^ in plain Battle, where the faid Sir Thomas was cruelly flain, 

with many valiant Men on every Side. It was foughtcn that Day fo 

manfully, that both the Parties would retire and reft them divcrfe and 
fundry Times, and rencounter again at the Sound of^he Trumpet; 
while, at the laft, the Viftory inclined to Alexander Stuart^ as faid is ; 
and fo the whole South-weft o^ Scotland was divided in two Parts, and 
never Cook Reft till the Deceafe o? Archibald Earl of Tknglas^ who died 
in the hot Fever at Leftalrig-^ the Year of God 1439. to whoqi William^ 
his Son, fucceeded, a young Man of fourteen Years of Age, gotten upon 
Matild Lindfayy Daughter to the Earl of Orawfjrd^ whom the faid 
. Archibald married at T^undee fomctime, with fuch Triumph and Pomp, 
that never the like was fecn at no Man's Marriage. 

This WtlUam was the fixth belted Earl of that Houfe of Tiougjas. 
He was ^ young Man of fingular good Appearance in the Beginning ; 
but, alas ! the tender Youth, if it be not brought up in the Fear of 
God, is fo eafily corrupted, that it inclines rather to Vice than Virtue, 
efpecially through the mifchieyous Company of Harlots and Flatterers, 
which are the moft unhappy and wicked Peft that ever Man, of what- 
foever Eftate and Condition he be, may be infefted with : For, if this 
young Gentleman had come in honeft and godly Company, without 
Doubt he had been a Man of fingular good Wit and Manhood : But he 
haunted proud and ungodly Mens Company and Counfels, and thereby 
he, to the great Contempt of the King's Authority, at all Times accom- 
panied above his Eftate. Wherever he rode, he was convoyed with a 
thoufand Horfemen, at fome Times Two thoufarid, or more^ amongft 
whom he maintained a great Company of Thieves and Murderers j stnd 
would bring them to Edinburgh'^ or any other Towns*, of fet Purpofe^ 
in the King's Sight, to let him underftand his mighty Power that he 
might raife. Attour, he thought himfelf free from the Injuries of all 
Enemies, if he reprefented the fame Arrogancy that his Father did ufe 
before j and fo he not only embraced the whole Form and Manner of his 
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Father's Conditions, but alfo furmounted his Pride and Height, above 
the Expeflation of any Man. He decked his HouihoJd much more 
than it was before in his Father's Time j and alfo, by the Perfwafion of 
Flatterers, he conduced fundry wicked Tyrants, out of ail Countries, to 
depend upon him, wherethrough he might be the more dreadful and aw- 
ful to every Man : While, at the laft, he took fuch Conceit of himfelf 
^ithin his own Bounds, through the vain Flattery of his Dependers, that 
he thought no Man within the JRealm might be his Fellow or Companion : 
For, it is faid, he thought but a fmall Matter to make Knights ^ and 
therefore, to advance his mighty Power, he created Senators of the Par- 
liament t^ithin his own Bounds, and held Parliament as he had been a 
King» 

• 

Sir Jamh Stuart^ Brother to the Lord oi Lorn^ who had married 
King James I. his Wife, aflifted the Earl oiT)ouglas^ and that through 
fome DiflTeniion that was between him and the Qo^ernor and Chancel- 
lor ; by what Occafion they difcorded can no Man tell. It is fupponed 
he thought, feeing the Country fo divided, as faid is, to have bad Ibmc 
Rule in the Realm, as well as any other, by Reafon he had married the 
King's Mother. The Goc^rfwr^ to reprcfs Sir y antes Stuart's Infolence, 
took him with His Brother and caft them both in Prifon, dreading, if 
they had reforted long together in the Earl of "Douglas's Company, that 
he fliould have greater Difficulty to reprefs their Infolence and Tyranny, 
The Qpeen, perceived to be highly commoved and offended at her Huf- 
band^s and his Brother's Imprifonment, was warded alfo within the 
Caftle of Stirlinff-, by the Gooernor^ which was in his own Keeping at 
that Time, and detained there, and never was relaxed till there was a 
Convention made of the whole Nobility, in whofe Prefencc it behoved 
her to make Purgation, that Ihe was free of all Mif-rule committed by 
her Husband, nor gave no Counfel thereto j and promifed, if ever it 
Ibould chance him, any Manner of Way, to trouble the Realm, or mo- 
left any of the Subjefts, that fhe ihould not be participant thereof in Time 
coming. After this the faid Sir James and his Brother were letten forth 
at the Requeft c^the Chancellor J and Sir Alexander SeWi^ alias Gordon^ 
the firft Earl oi Huntley of that Name, obliged and became Cautioner, 
that fuch Enormities, contrary the King and his Governor^ Ihould not be 
committed in Time coming, under Pain of Four thoufand Merks, nor yet 
to ufurp any Thing in the Commgnwealth. 

Albeit the Governor puniflied and correfted thir Men according 
to their Demerits, yet he puniflied, with a greater Rigour, others, right 
honourable and ancient Men, for fmall andlight Sufpicion that he took 
of them, without any Decreet or Inquifition of their Peers ; for either 
he compelled them to compone for themfelves, if he fufpeded them to 
make any Innovation, or elfe, without any Trial of their Crime or Inno- 
cence, they fliould incur his Danger and Indignation ^ which was very 
hard, in refpcft.he wzsGo^ernor of the Realm. Others, that were manifelt 
Oppreflbrs, were not only tholed to pafs over without any Punifliment of 
their Wickednefs, but alfo were remitted, although they had committed 
never fo great Crimes, This was done without the Chancellors Counfel, 
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wheriethrough he was highly offended ; for he thougfat veil, by this Form 
and Fafiiion of the Governor^ both he and his Authority Ihould be con- 
temned, and the Commonwealth, without Regard, wickedly to be over- 
thrown : But he fuppreffed the Anger of his Heart, till he faw better 
Occafion and Opportunity of Time i and thereby took Purpofe to pais 
homeward to Eainhurgb^ there to contain himfelf till he was further 
adyifed. 

All this Time the Governor remained, with the King and his Mo- 
ther, in Stirling'^ and retained a great Guard of Men of War, as Ufe is 
in Scotland in all fuch troublous Times, about him ^ and albeit he un- 
derfbod the Chancellor to be a Man of high Spirit and Courage, not wil* 
ling to fit with fo many Wrongs as he had gotten, unrevenged, if his 
Power would ferve thereto j yet, not the leis, in refpe<9: he was GocernoT'^ 
having the King in keeping, and therefore all the Realm would and ihould 
obey him, he regarded no Man, ruling all Things at his Pleafure, with- 
out any Advice or Confultation of other Nobles in this Realm. 

Wh £ N fuch Things were in doing, William Earl of Douglas fent 
Malcolm Fleming of Cummernald-^ and ManlLawder^ Ambafladors to 
Obarks VII. King of France', to give him the Dukery of TurinOy per- 
tidning to him in Herit^rge, which his Grandiire, who was flain at the 
B^tle of Vernoil for the Defence and Liberty of France^ joyfed and 
bruiked before ; and promifed iaithfiilly, That whatfomever was con- 
tained into the Charter made thereupon, that he ihould fuliil the fame 
exad}y, like as his Forebeers did before him\ Charles^ moved of great 
Zeat' and Love that he bare toward the Kings of Scotland^ and their 
Leiges, granted gladly their Requeft and MelTage, and gave to him, and 
his Procurators, the whole Rents and Lands in trance^ that his Grandfirc 
had before. On the other Side, the faid Earl of T>ouglas's AmbaiTadors, 
in his Name, gave their Oaths of Fidelity to^thc King of France^ and 
his SucceflTors, to do all Things concerning his Part, as faid is. 

The Meflage, fped with fuch happy Succefs, as we have flicwn to 
you already, caufed this Earl of T>ouglaSy being of tender Age, to be 
puft up with new Ambition, and greater Pride than he was before, as 
the Nature of Youth is : And alfo the prideful Tyrants and Flatterers 
that were about him, through this Occafion^ fpurred him to greater Ty- 
ranny and Oppreifion, than any Man wonted to do before, in any Age. 

But this Oppreffion and Mifchief reigned not only in the Sotab-weji 
Parts, but alfo the Men of the Ifles invaded fundry Parts in Scotland^ 
at that Time, both.by Fire and Sword, and fpecially ^be Lennox was 
wholly overthrown. The principal Men of the Ifles were Laucbjan 
Macckan (or Maccleod) and Murdoch Gibfon^ two notable Thieves 
and Murderers. To refift thir cruel Murderers and Traitors, John Col- 
qvhon of Ijufs gathered a Company of Men, and fought at Locbloumondj 
befide Incb-merine^ where . he, being overfet with a great Multitude of 
Men, was flain, with many of his Folks, fighting manfolly to Death, 
and few of the Men of the Ifles were flain. At that Vi6lory^ Traitors 
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became ib proud and infolenc, that they burnt and berried the Country 
wherever they came, and fpared neither old nor young, Bairn nor Wife, 
but cruelly would burn their Houfes and them together, if they made 
any Obfiacle ; or elfe, if they made no Debate, without Coniideration 
and Pity, would cut their Throats, and thereafter carry away their Gear 
and Wares, with their Wives and Bairns, who, not witting of fuch In- 
curfions, were crue]ly murdered and ilicked in their Beds, without any 
Regard of old or young. Thus they raged through the Realm, without 
any RefpeA to God or Man. 

. Ik this Year, which was the fear of God, 1439. there arofe a great 
Dearth of ViAuals within this Realm, partly becaufe of the Labourers 
of the Ground, that might not fow nor win their Corns, through the Tu- 
mults and Cumbers, in the Country ; and partly, which was mod appa- 
rent to be true, it was the very Wrath and Ire of God, to caufe us know 
ourfelves, and, through that Scourge, to provoke us to Amendment of 
Life. There reigned alio a horrible Pcft, at that Time, in this Coun- 
try ; for all Men, that were infe&ed therewith, died the fame Day they 
took it, without any Remedy. Attour, albeit thir three Plagues and 
Scourges reigned amongft us, yet, nevertheleis, fome Men made them 
never to mend their Lives, but rather became daily worfe j divers others, 
that complaine4 upon the Enormities that they fuOiained, got little or 
no Redrefs j wherefore the People began to weary, and cujfe that ever it 
chanced them to live in fuch wicked and dangerous Times. It was then 
whifpered throughout the Realm, That the Governor was the whole 
Cauie of all Mifchief that reign^, for the Time, within the Realm, 
alledging. That, fince he got the Government^ every Man fuppofcd that 
he bore greater Favour to bloody and mifchievous Tyrants, than it be- 
came him ; and, for the Hatred that he had to the Chancellor^ he drew 
alfo his Ailifiance and Familiarity to the Earl di ^Douglas ^ and maintain- 
ed him only for the Cbdficelkr'^ Subveriion and Ruin : But how foon 
he knew the fame perfefl^. That every Man meant that it ihould re- 
dound to his great Hurt, that the Governor and the Earl of Tiouglas 
were confederate, he began to confider, and to paufe thereupon very ear- 
neftly, and took Purpofc to do fome hardy and witty Afi, wherethrough 
he fliould hazard himfelf, Kin and Friends, to be out of this prefent Pe- 
ril, or elfe be berried, and peril all for ever ; while, at the lait, when he 
had fure Knowledge where the King was at his Paflime, and what Folks 
convoyed him, by Explorators, he, accompanied with certain cbofen 
Men, paffed his Way to the Park of Stirling^ upon a mirk Night, and 
gave Command to his Friends to be in Readinefs, with their whole For- 
ces, to afiift him by the Way, and to ly near hand, betwixt Lithgow and 
Stirling'i if he ihould be purfued by his Unfriends ;• and they that came 
with himfelf, to the Number of One hundred armed Men, to come but in 
a fmall Company, at diverfe Paflages, to efchew all Sufpicion that any 
might conceive concerning the Purpofe, if they had been met upon the 
Morrow in the Morning. 

The Chancellor happened better than any Man fuppofed ; for even, 
at the Breaking of the Day^ the King came x)ut of the Caftie to^ hunt 
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and pafs his Time^ convoyed with a fmall Company of Hbr/emen, ^s his 
Ufe was ; or ever he could perceive the Cbancelhr^B Folks lying in wait 
for him, he was environed and circuited round about with them, who, 
all together, faluted the King with great Reverence and Humility; 
which being done, the Cbancelhr requefled his Grace affe^uoufly, That 
he would be fb good as to deliver himfelf forth of that Prifon, wherein 
the Goeermr moft wickedly detained him, to the great Skaith and Da- 
mage oi the Commonwealth : Ejthorted hinii therefore to pafs to Edin^ 
hurgb-i or to any other Part of Scotland where he pleafed, and he ihould 
convoy him forth of all Mens Danger, againft the Hearts of all them 
that would the contrary. Attour^ it heMtnetb ( faith \it) a Trince to 
Ivoe freely^ impiring above otbers^ and not fubieU to ary VaffoTs Cor- 
reUion and Cbajiifement ; for that was the Well of them that wijhed bis 
Welfare. Thir Words being fpoken, the King began to fmile, where- 
through they underftood the ICing to be content of their Coming, and 
glad to go with them ; and therefore hint his Hojrfe by the Bridle, and 
convoyed him to Edinburgh. At this Time fome of the King's Servants 
and Neighb^Nirs, that came with him forth, made Obftacle and Debate ; 
but the Governor's eldeft Son, Sir Jlexander Limngfton^ forbade them 
to make any Impediment, faying, Ji was a i)ain Turpofe to firive with 

fo many armed Men^ and specially where .there was no 1^ anger \ and 
it was better^ at that Time^ tofifiain a Shame ^ albeit there was none; 
and more necejfary to give Tlace to their Enemy ^ than to attemfa the 
Thing that was far a^oee their Strength. It is the Law and Courfe 
of Fortune, That he is neareft Peril and Decay, that fits prelently high- 
eft upon the Wheel ; and, by the contray, he will chance to be lUuf&a- 
ted and extolled, who, by Appearance, is utterly dejeded and caft 
down. . 

Soon after that, the King had taken his Way to Edinburgh^ there 
met him then Four thoufand armed Men, to ailifl: him by the ChanCeUof's 
Convoy, if any Man would have invaded him, and received him with 
great Joy ; fo, before that the Governor got Word, the King was placed 
in Edinburgh. • ' 

I N this mean Time of the King's Taking, it chanced the Governor 
to be a Day's Journey out of Stirling at that Time : But when he got 
Word thereof, he fped to Stirling again with all Diligence, right folici - 
tous in his Mind, and advifed what Ihould be done ; for this vexed him 
more than all the Troubles he h^d before : And he was the more crabbed 
with himfelf, being efteemed, with all Men within the Realm, a Man 
of finguJar good Wit and Foreiight, that he ihould have been fo negli- 
gent and ilothfiil in keeping of the King, whereby his^ Unfriends had 
great Octalion to have him in Derilion. Attour, he Inirnt the more for An- 
ger within himfelf, that he was fo mifchanced in this Behalf, he leaving 
his Familiars and Friends with th^ King, who knew nothing of this unr 
happy Fortune that had chanced him, which all his Enemies deiired, 
above all Things, both Day and Night. Aik! alfo, he believed nothing 
more than a Falihood among tbemfelv^s at Home, in refpe& of his Ene- 
mies facile Prey ; Hour and Time fo juflly kept, and the King's glad 
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Departing without any Debate or Impediment* When he had paufed 
on this Manner, up and down, and redargued himfelf for his Slothful- 
nefs, he began to advife how he ihould efchew all Danger, prefent and to 
come : And confidering, That' it was moft unficker to commit his Life 
and Honour in the Binding up of Bands with the Earl oiT>ougIas^ who 
was but a young Man, without Knowledge and Experience of fo high 
and mighty Matters, following the Counfel of vain greedy Flatterers, . 
over-running every Man that he might overcome, without either Law or 
Keafon ^ through the whilk, every Man, that favoured the Common- 
wealth, efteemed him as a manifeft Enemy, and not a true Leige of the 
Realm : And fo he thought. That if he would fully leave the Chancel- 
lor^ and others his faithful Friends, and colleague with the Earl oiT)oU' 
glas^ in Contempt of the Chancellor^ who would have wrecked them 
both before, it were a ready Way to caufe himfelf. Kin and Friends, be 
defpighted and lightlied by the whole Nobility, and be deprived of his 
Governments to lus great Diihonour and Shame ; at the laft, his Bairns, 
Kindred and Friends wrecked utterly, and himfelf compelled to leave 
the Realm ^r ever. Shortly, he coniiilted with his Friends, what they 
thought fit and befl to be done in this Matter. 

The Matter long reafoned too and fro by Men of good Experience, 
they thought nothing better, than to diffemble all Offences that were 
bygone, with all Quarrels and Debates, betwixt the Chancellor and him, 
to be fet alide, and to be zx Unity and Concord, as they were before. 
, The Governor thought this Counfel very good and fweet j and therefore, 
beyond all Mens Expe^tion, paft his Way to Edinburgh^ accompanied 
with a fmall Number of Folks, and that, namely^ by the Draught and 
Counfel of two wife, godly andfj>rudent Prelates, being in Edinburgh 
for the Time, viz. Henry Lighton Bilhop of Aberdeen^ and John Innes 
Biihop of Morrayy who, being both honourable Men, entertained as well 
with the Gov)ernor as Chancellor ^^ in all Times bygone, made great La- 
bours and Travels to bring them to Peace and Concord, while, at the 
lafl, they brought them bot£ together in St. Gileses Kirk, void of all Com- 
pany and Armor, and accompanied with a fmall Number of their mofl • 
Ipecial Friends that were about them j then the Governor began in Man- 
ner following. 

WHE N I was in Company ^ fundry and diverfe Times^ with wife 
and prudent Men-, wellbejeen in ISfiories both old and new-, oftentimes 
I heard them fay^ Tthat fober Goods ^ with Teace and Concord -^ grow 
ay more and more^ to great Subjiance at the laft i and^ by the contrary ^ 
right potent Men^ through afmaU TUffenfton^ have been brought to ut- 
ter Jvreck and Herfhip. And not onty have we this into ancient Hijio- 
ries of other Bjeahns^ but alfo we have the Experience of the fame daily 
anwngft ourfek^s. What Skaith and ^afna^e-, befide the T>ifpleafure 
qf our Hearts s which is worfi of all ^ have we both fufiainedl What 
Lofsqf Goods and Gear our Familiars and Friends h^ve had-^ fince the 
beginning of our T)iJfef^on^ as, I believe there are living Men can tell? 
For^ of Truths we have neither Strength nor Riches that we had before y 
nor yet are we in fo honourable EJiatCy neither with Nobles nor with 
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Commons^ as we were wont to he in Time of Concord TMr civil Wars 
and T>iJfenfions make us both odious to the People j and-^ becavfe it di- 
minijhes our Fame and Honour-, which are more precious to us than our 
Livesy I would we took Example of the Things hygone^ and not of the 
dangers that are to come. 1 am forfooth the more qffended^ Hhat we 
Two r to whom the Government of this Realm is moft gainings and there- 
fore was given to us hy the Confent of the whole Nobility^ Jhould be holden 
afMocking-Stocks to every Man-i and efteemed as prideful and ambiiious 
Tyrants j and to be only the Caufe of fo great T^heft^ Herjhip^ Stealthi 
Keif and Slaughter i whereby the whole Kealm may be an eaJyTrey to 
our Enemies j for they defire nothing more than our Diffenjion^ daily be- 
holding till we be both rooted out laterh. through the which all Laws 
and Juftice Jhould be contemned j and every Man that pleafes Jhall put 
Hand in the Kings own Terfon } or elfe Jhall abufe all Government and 
Juthority. Remember therefore^ that the Nobility has tut us in this 
Tlace^ till the.Kings Majefiy come to perfeU j^e^ to hola this Realm in 
Tranquillity on every Tart j to reprejs all feditious Terfons^ and defend 
Innocents p-om the Tyrants^ for by out jDijTenfion the Realm is wrecked 
and betrayed^ and not r*iha ana gc^^emea -r^ it Jhould be. I befeech 
therefore^ if thou has ZiOve or Favour^ either to this Realm pr Prince i 
that thou wilt remove all Rancour of Hearty wherethrough the Common* 
wealth is wrecked j and let us be reconciled again to our old Friend- 
Jhip that was betwixt us > for Briendjhip is the mofi ha^y Sand that^ 
can be made^ for Welfare of Realms and Countries j without the which 
no Man J private or publick^ may be profitable to himfelf nw yet to 
the Ommonwealth : And therefore-^ let all hjuries be Jet afide^ having 
the Welfare of this Realm affixed beforejmrMyes ; and^ that ye JhouM 
grant the rather to this myRequeji^ Ifwgive all Wrongs done to me^ and 
Jhall repair all Wrongs and Offences done by me^ at your own TlecUure 
and Will Jttour-i the King Jhall remain in thy Government andKeep^ 
ing till he come to perfeU Jge^ becaufe his Father^ when he was on 
Life-i committed him to thy Care and Charge i and^ as to my ozm Vart^ 
I defire no more^ but that ilk one of us hve another heart fully ^ as it 
becometh us to do:, and that the Nobility^ with the Commons of the 
Realm', may fee and underjiand us to be faithful Governors and Ma-^ 
gijirates of the fame^ Tunijhers of Trefpajfers^ and Maintainors ofE- 
quity ana Juftice ; the whichy if we do not^ but dijfent among ourfehesy 
regarding our own private Winning more than the Welfare of the Realm j 
then our own Gear and Subfiance Jhall vanijh away for ever^ ourfeheSy 
Wives and "Bairns put to Wreck ; andy that which is worft ofall^ the 
King Jhall be in T> anger ^ and tint betwixt us ; his Treafures and Riches 
come to nought j and finally -^ throt^h our prideful vain Jmbition^ the 
Realm Jhall be an eajy and facile Trey to our Enemies. 

When the Governor had faid in this Manner, the Chancellor made 
Anfwer in Manner following. 

iT is not unknown to all the Leiges of this Realm^ that I deiefiedy 
in all T^im^s bygone^ all Sedition and Wars^ fetting my whole Labours 
and Diligence to efchew the fame ^ after my Towers andy as to the 
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prefent Difccrd newly rifen ammgfi us^ which is intended thrmgh pride- 
fui and n)ain Ambition^ £iadfy^ with my Hearty Iwotdd it were fojlock- 
ned forth and fet afide^ that there jkmdd not be fo much as a Spark-^ 
or any Kind of Menrny thereof in Ttme comings left itjhould^ through 
fmali Occafion^ afterward ra^e and kindle greater Hatred among us. 
I know perfeUly^i fo hng as Hatred and ^ifcord reigns amongft us^ 
there Jhall never he Grace nor Ricpes within the Realm^ and therefore 
I cannot refufe both the thankful and honourable Conditions necejfary to 
myfelf and alfo to the Welfare of this Realm^ andjpecially where they 
come of free Willy not codaed nor compelled ; for Idefire au Mens Amity 
and Kindnefsy and fpecially of them that are Governors oftb$ Common- 
wealth J yet it is not decent that either of us decern upon this Matter-, 
nor yet prefcribe a Form and Ri/hion to the Agreement if the prefent 
.^ijcoray for it is contrary to all Reafon and Law^ that any mini-- 
fter Law unto himfelf: Se/idey that whatewr the one decerns^ the 
ether Jloall he mifcontented therewith^ and complain^ ^hat the fame 
was done by all the Heads and the Ualki?^ that was amongft them : 
.Necejfary it is therefore^ 1 tbink^ for me-, tbM feme prudent and witty 
Man-i equally for us hath^ a Vac^ourer of tHe Commonwealth^ be chofen 
fir both the Tartiesj at wbofe Arbitriment and Sentence we Jhall repair 
all the Offences bygone^ toith all other lyings concerning the Government 
if this Country ; Jor all Men-^ that have any perfeU Favour thereto^ will 
mt only be careful of bis Counfel^ and fpend his Goods and Gear^ but 
alfo they will ware their Lives to the Advancement and Welfare of tbje 
fame j and efpecially they that are placed above others^ as a perfeU Ex- 
ample for Aaminiftration of Equity and Juftice. 

Thus all their Friends that%l:ood about began to extol and love them 
both with great Thanfgiving, that both they regarded the Commonwealth 
{o much, and preferred the fame to all private Quarrels and Debates. 
Then both the faid Parties were comprcmit^ by their Oaths, to iland at 
the Deliverance of the Arbitrators chofen by them both, who ihortly 
brought them both to Unity and Concord ; and, finally, were fo, friend- 
ly confederate, that neither of them appeared ever to fitil to another 
again. 

Shortly after there was a Parliament fet ^i Edinburgh-, to rpiake 
Statutes for repairing the Commonwealth to its old Eflate. At this l^ar- 
liament many and innumerable Complaints were given in, whereof the 
like were never feen before ;. there were fo many Widows, Bairns and In- 
£ints, feeking Redrefs for their Husbands, Kindred and Friends, that 
were cruelly ilain by wicked bloody Murderers j fiklike, many for Her- 
ihip. Theft and Reif^ that there was no Man but he would have Ruth 
and Pity to hear the fame. Shortly, Murther, Theft and Slaughter 
were come in fuch Dalliance among the People, and the King's K&s 
came in fuch Contempt, that no Man wifl where to feek Refuge, unlefs 
he had fwom himfelf a Servant to fome commoti Murderer, or bloody 
Tyrant, to maintain him contrary the Invafion of others, or elfe had gi- 
ven largely of his Gear to fave his Life, and givo him Peace «nd Reii 
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But when the Lords of Parliament had confulcecf loogy howp and in 
what Manner Mattery fhould be amended and repaired ; and alfo perceiv« 
ing the Earl of T)(niglas to be a principal Caufe of all wicked Enormities 
and Mifchiels ^ and, by reafon of his Riches, Kindred and Friends, they 
could not reprefs his Tyranny by Strength nor Might ; they therefore 
wiote pleafant Writings to him, purpofing to cut him off by Slight, 
Subtilty and Craft, requeuing, right affe^uoufly, the faid Earl and hi$ 
Brother to come in lor AfSftance of t|ie Cbmjmonwealth, which, withoat 
him, his Kindred and Friends, could n^t be goodly ruled ; for, fince 
they abftained from the Guiding of the fame, it was utterly wrecked and 
come to nought. Such coloured and painted Words they fent to this 
young Nobleman to draw him in the Snare, albeit they intended nothing 
more than his Deftrudlion and Ruin : So the Earl being given to Con-^ 
quefl:, Glory and Honour to himfelf, and to his Friends ( and namely he 
not underflanding fuch fair coloured Words, ^bat fwtbing could he dme 
without bim ana bis Kindred and Friends ) and alfo, upon the othet 
Part, by the Information of fome avaritious Courtiers, and greedy Flat- 
terers that depended upon him, haying Regard to their own privy Profit 
more than to their Mailer's Fame and Honour, he took Purpofe to obey 

the Letters, and came forward to the King try-JSJinhur^y accompanied 

with his Brother Da^id^ whom he never iu£&red to p^s a Foot-breadth 
froJ9 himfelf, and others his molfl honefl: Friends, believing no Falihood. 
to bechance him afterward, in refped of the heartly Meilage that came 
to him by the Magiftrates and Lords of Parliament. 

W H B N this Earl was coming forward on this Way, as is declared^ 
the CbancelhT') on fet Purpofe, rode forth to meet him, to remove all Sufpi<« 
cion of Falihood out of the Earl's Mind,^and requefled him very earncftly 
to ride to Crigbtoun with him, »and to'pafs his Time for a Day or two. 
To which the Earl of Tiouglas confented very gladly, and remained two 
Days, very well treated and entertained, with his Kindred and Friends ; 
where the CbancelloT fwore, by his great Oath and holy Sacraments, that 
there was no Man in Scotland^ except the King's Majefly^ that he fiivou- 
led fo well as the Earl oi^ougiasy and would efleem'him, from thence^ 
forth, equally with the Governor of the Realm. This young Gentleman, 
foftered with fuch Flattery, was allured to pafs to Bdinburgb. The 
CbanceUofy as he that had no privy Deceit nor Malice latent in his Mind, 
faid, with a heartly Countenance, in this Manner. 

SFi ING fo it isy tbat tbe King batb given and granted to you 
tbe largS Riches and Tuijfance of am others your Briends and Neigh^ 
hours^ iwill exhort you with all nny Seart ( as him whofe Houfej kin- 
dred and Iriends are more dear to me than all tbe reft cf Scotland, my 
own excepted) to ft and obedient to tbe King's- Laws and Statutes ^ whiat 
it pkafes tbe Eternal God to reign ahove us at this Time ; and remem^' 
her tbe high fortune you are promoted tOy the great Tiependence rfy^f 
fals^ and Land and Man-Rents^ with other great Strength and Tower ^ 
which needs not to he reckoned at this TtinM^ are not come to you^ that 
you jhould he more infolent thereof thinHni thereby to opprefs Inferiors^ 
or yet misken the Magiftrates appointed by the Tleafure of Godj and 
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the Cmfent rf the Hohility ; ha rather^ if the King bath git^en you all 
thir Bnrefaids^ rf bis awn jBene^olence and ^Pkafure^ it hecomes you to 
bave Mm in all Honour and reverent Obedience to bis Charge and Plea- 
fure^ andf above all T'hings^ to defend tbe Ommonwealtb-, not regtir- 
ding of Land and Goods for maintaining of tbe fame in Peace and Keji 5 
tberejfbre caufe alhEmrmities and Crimes^ committed heretofore -^ to be 
refounded and r emended witbin your Sounds^ apd fnffer not tbe poor 
People to be Ofoercome and reft by^ftrong and mifcbievous Tyrants^ nor 
flop no Man to be brought to 0e King^ that is a manifeft Trefpajfer or 
a Limmer^ butj on we contrary ^^ minijier Jujiice equally within your 
Soundsj as becomes you ; and thereafter^ not only thole others to be pu- 
nijhed^ but alfo to come with your whole Power and Strength to bring all 
wicked Sutchersy and rnanifefi Oppreffors of the Poor^ to be adjudged >, 
and tbole condignly according to the Laws 5 otherwife it will redound to 
your great l^ifionour-^ Hurt and Shame ^ to tbe Wreck and Herjhip of your 
Goods and Gear 5 and that which is worft of all^ to the utter Extirpa- 
tion of your Houfoy Kindred and Friends ; of the which -^ fince 1 favour 
you JO weUy I wotdd not ye were the Atahor ; nor yet that youjhould 
obfcure nor bht tbe honourable FaSls of martial ^eeas^ and the Honour 

in 'civil Government wbicbyvur FOr^eers conquejfed to tbeir Tojierity. 

The youn^ Gentleman being of good Inclination ( if he had been 
well accompanied ) took the Chancellors Admonition in good Part, prd- 
mifing to repair all Things that he had counfelled, and to obey and ferve 
the King's Majefty with due Honour and Reverence j but knew nothing 
of theG&^«r^/i&r's Fraud and Guile, who thought that this Realm fliould 
be in greater Tranquillity, if the Earl of Douglas and his Brother had 
been cutted off fuddenly.

After rhis they came to Edinburgh', without any Underftanding 
what was denied for their Deflrudion. ^me Men judged that no Good 
was to come tjf -tiro Journey, and that through the frequent Meffages 
both coming and going betwixt the Governor and Chancellor^ and there- 
fore gave Counfel, That none of them ihould enter, at that Time, into 
the Cafte oi Edinburgh', or, at leaft, if he entred, beft it were to fend 
his Brother T>amd back again Home, arid not to break their Father's 
Counfel, who inhibited them, that they ihould never pafs both together 
where there was any Appearance of Danger, Fraud or Guile, left it 
ihould be the Wreck of themfelves and Houfe. The Earl gave no Cre- 
dit to fuch Conjedures, faying he had Experience of the Governors and 
Chancellor's Faith and Loyalty in fuch Caies ; and, as to the Chancellor^ 
he had fo entertained and treated him, that he could dread no Evil and^ 
Falihood at his Hand ^ yet fuch quiet Rumours fpread through the whole 
Company, that caufed Sir David Douglas to perfwade the Earl, his 
Brother, to turn homeward again, dreading fome Mifchief to fall upon 
this hafty Friendihip : For the which the Earl reproved his Brother very 
iharply, faying it was not decent for him to give Ear to fuch vain unhap- 
py Flatterers, who were the very Occaiion of all Diffeniion and Difcord 
among Noblemen, fo long as they had Place \ and therefore gave Com- 
mand, with right iharp, threatning and bragging Words, That no Man 
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ia his Company meant fuch Thing, let be to fpeak the fame. But be- 
hold here a notable Cafe, and worthy to be marked ^ the nearer that any 
Man be to a Peril or Mifchief, he runs the more headlong thereto, and 
hath no Grace to hear them that give him Couniel to efchevir the Danger.

The Earl of Dot^/as being a young Nobleman of good Inclination, 
wifer perchance than any other of equal Age with him, would neither 
give Ear to his Goodwillers and Favourers, nor yet was he content with 
them that gave the Counfel to turn homeward again, but reproved them 
highly i wherethrough fundry Noblemen, with fad, driry and quiet 
Countenance followed him, and durft not fpeak any further. It may be 
well faid of this Man, that Safety itfelf, albeit it would, could not pre- 
fcrvc this Mail from Deftru(9:ion j and fo this Man, polling to his Death, 
without further Delay, fpurreth his Horfe, and came forward to Edin* 
hurgby and entred into the Caftle j where, by outward Countenance, he 
was received with great Joy and Gladnefs, and banquetted royally, with 
all Delicates that could be gotten ; and ever that he ihould take no Su- 
fpicton of any Deceit to follow thereupon. Then, at the laft, many of 
the Earl's Friends being fcaled oflF the Town, anjl Opportunity ferving, 
with Conlent and Advice of the Go^cm^r^ Wk© came then, of fet Pur- 
pofc, to Sidinburgb^ when the Dinner was finilhed, and all the delicate 
Courfes taken away, the Chancellor prefentcd a Bull's Head before the. 
Earl of ©^Aafx, which was a Sign and Token of Condemnation to the 
Death j but the Earl and his Brother beholding this manifold Treafon, 
with fad Mind and driry Countenance, ftart up from the Board, and made 
to leap at fome Place where they might any wile get out j but then, from 
Hand, a Company of armed Men rtilhed out round ab5ut them, who^ 
breaking all Hofpitality, lead them to the Caftle-billj with Sir Malcolm 
Fleming of Cummernatild^ and other Gentlemen their Aflifters and Fa- 
miliars, and ihook their Heads from them. This was done in the 
Year of God, One thoufand four hundred and forty Years, It is faid, 
the King, being of ten Years then, lamented and wept very fore, when 
he faw the Men of War bind the Earl's Hands and his Brother's with 
Cords } and prayed the Cbancellor^ for God's Sake, to let them alone, and 
fave their Lives for any Pleafure that he would defire him ; and therefore 
the Cbancellor boafted the King right Iharply, faying, Tbat it was for 
noprizy Hatred that he hare toward the Earl of Douglas, and his Ea- 
eaurers and Friends^ that he Jhould thole the T>€ath that T>ay^ accor- 
ding to bis n^eferoing-i but beQaufe be was a plain Enemy to the Kings 
Terfony and a manifeji Isaitor to the Commonweahb i and fo long as 
they were on Life^ the Realm would ne^er he at Teace and Keft j ma^ 
if they were cut g^, the Country jlmdd he at greater T!ranquillity. Then, 
from Hand, thir Gentlemen were hurled forth and execute, as faid is. 

From thenceforth the Realm was at fome Part quieter, for a cer- 
tain Time, than it was before ; albeit, not long after this JRlliam^ fuc- 
ceeded his Uncle James^ Father-Brother to this William^ oi Jnandale^ 
and Lord ^aheny^ who was called Grofs James-, becaufe that be was 
coroulcnt and grown of Body j for this William had no Bairns of his 
Body, nor Brother to fucceed him. 
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/This James was the feventh Earl of T)ouglaSj and was no lefs ha- 
ted by the Lieges of this Realm than any of his Predeceflbrs ; becaufe 
that, within ihort Space, Slaughter and Herlhip reigned as faft in his 
Days, and efpccially within his Bounds, as ever it did before j not that 
he maintained any Thieves and Murderers, jDut becaufe he punifhed them 
not ; for he thought ever to have excufed himfelf with his Grownnefs and 
Inability. Others thought, that, albeit he had never rifen out of his Bed, 
he ihould have had fuch Men about him, at his Command, as fhould 
have fuppreffed all Oppreflion and Murder within his Bounds : But he 
lived not long ; for he deceafed not long after at JhercorU'^ the third Year 
after he was made Earl.

This James had feven Sons, to whom the eldeft fucceeded by Tai- 
lie of the Lands of the Earldom of T^ouglas ; but the Lands that were 
not tailied, fell in Heritage to a Sifter of the faid William -, ciz. The 
Lands of Galloway ; and therefore flie was called. The fair Maiden of 
Galloway. There fell alfo to her, Winoun^ Anandale^ "Baheny and Or- 
mond: And it v& to be underftood, that this James^ called Grofs 
Jamesy .followed the , Inclination of many others, greedy to conquefs 
greater Rents to his Poftvrlty than he had himfelf ; thinking it was 
Wickednefs to divide the old Heritage of a Houfe j and, by the contrary, 
it was Wifdoih to amplify the Dominions left by the Forebeers, and 
thereifore to couple all thir Lands forefaid in one together : And, to that 
EfFe<9^ procured the Pope's Difpenfation to marry his eldeft Son upon his 
Brother s ^Daughter, Siner to the faid William. By this Caufe, without 
Doubt, the whole Lands ihould be united in one ^ yet, notwithftanding, 
the reft of the ^mglajfes feunnered, thinking the Marriage to be unlaw- 
ful ; alfo they thought that over great Lands and Riches were odious to 
be under a King, which, within fliort Time, Ihould be the Extirpation 
of the Sirname, and Rooting forth perpetually of the Houfe. The Prin- 
cipal of the lymglaffes that diffwaded this Marriage and Annexation of 
the Lands, were, the Earl of Angus-, and Sir John T>ouglas of 2)^/- 
1^€ith', Knight, both defcended of the Earl o^T>ouglas\ Houfe. When 
one hath over meikle Gear, cither it provoketh the Pofleffor thereof to 
attempt fomc ungodly Purpofe j or elfe, for a little Crime, or a light Su- 
fpicion that Kings and Princes take of them, fometimes they are brought 
to utter Deftruftion and Conftifion. But this Earl James^ named Grofs 
James^ was nothing moved with their Words ; and alfo underftanding 
that the King himfelf was to put Inhibition to this Marriage betwixt his 
Son and his Brother's Daughter, he hafted the fame with greater Dili- 
gence, not fparing the Time forbidden, as was the Ufe then, and caufed 
[olemfliise the Band of Matrimony. Wherefore' the People, moved with 
Scrupulofity, judged and faid, That fuch a Marriage could never be pro- 
fperous and happy, which was of Truth, and^ the People not beguiled of 
this Opinion. Many Neighbours Feads arofe in every Part, and that the 
rather by this William', Son to the faid James^ or elfe by his Affifters j 
and namely by Jobn Gormack an Ahole-Mzn^ one of the principal fworn 
Tyrants to the Earl of T>ouglas^ who, with a great Company of bloody 
Butchers, fet upon Sir William Kutbven of that Ilk, Sheriff-principal of 
Vertb^ to hiiYe flain himfclf> and reft a Brigand Thief oiAtbok from the 
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King's Jufticc, whom the Sheriff would have ja<lged : But this Sir 
Wil/iam Ruthcen^ feeing the Danger came fo fuddenly upon him, was 
much ahafcd, and prayed his Friends, and Gentlemen that were with 
him for the Time, to take a good Part with him, and not to thole them- 
felvcs to be murdered with a Meinzie of unmerciflil Thieves. And it 
wasfo long foughten with doubtfom Chance, till at thelaft the Sheriff was 
ViSor, and John Gormack^ with thirty of his Company, manfully flain 
upon Miiiftimme'rj One thoufand four hundred and forty three Years. 

Short While after this Combat, there followed another at ^um- 
hartouny to no lefs Damage to the Country than the other was. Rohert 
Semple and Patrick Gowhraitb^ Deputes to the King's felf (who then 
was fourteen Years of Age, having the Governance of this Realm in his 
own Hand ) to keep the Caftle of DnmBartoun as Principalis, began to 
ftrive amongft themfelves, which of them Ihould be principal Captain 
thereof i and when they could not agree with Words, they pulled out 
Swords and fought right cruelly, till, ?t the laft, Robert Semple was 
flain, and then Patrick Cowbraithj being very familiar with the Earl of 
T>ouglaSy took the Caftle in keeping, without any further Delay. The Earl 
of Douglas began to mufe upon the Slfuig^hteir, how that he was judged 
the principal Mover of both the Combats, through all the Realm,, and at, 
Court, thinking there could come no Good of thefc Things at laft, whe^ 
the King's Majefty came to perfed Age, if he amended not in Time ; 
and therefore took Purpofe to pafs to the King in Stirling to get a Remif- 
fion of all Things, and begin to live a better Life in Time' coming. So, 
being accompanied with a great Number of Folks, pafted to the King in 
Stirling^ ana there, at the firft coming, fell upon his Knees, and put 
himfeff, and all that he had, in the King's Will, defiring Remiffion of 
Faults committed by him, and that he might have Licence to wait upon 
his Majefty, but as the fobereft Courtier in his Majefty's Company ; 
which if he would do of his gracious Mercy, he promifed to be as ler- 
viceable as any Man within the Realm j and alfo fwore the great Oath, 
that he Ihould purfue all Thieves and Brigands at the uttermoft of his 
Power. The King, with gVeat Humanity of this Nobleman, offering 
himfelf willingly in the King's Hands, not only remitted his Offence^, 
but alfo made him Principal of his fecret Council, and ufed him moft fa- 
miliar of any Man a long Time thereafter. This William^ being fami* 
liar with the King, bore himfelf very pleafantly to every Man, and did 
nothing but that which appeared to all Men to be well done for the Wel- 
fare pf the Country j fo, creeping Piece and Piece in the King's Conceit, 
tarried upon Opportunity of Time to be revenged upon his Enemies, 
and namely upon Sir William Origbton Chancellor, who fo mifchantly 
had put down his Eames, William Earl of T>ouglas^ and T>m)id his 
Brother. 

While the Earl appeafed his Anger on this wife, the Chancellor^ 
perceiving that he was offended with him, denuded himifelf of the Chan- 
cellory^ and paffed his Way, with his Kindred and Friends, to Edin-^ 
burgh-^ thinking that he might moft eafily, being in the Caftle, efchew- 
the Danger and Injuries that the £arl of ^ough^ was preparing for him ; 

and 
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and furniflied the CaQle with Munition, Men and Vifluals, ftrongly. It 
is to be underftood, that not this Gentleman alone feared the Earl of 
T^mglas-, but alfo the Qo^ernor-i dreading him in the fame Manner, de- 
nuded himfelf of all Offices and Charges that he bare, except the Keep- 
ing of the Caftk of ^SStrV//^^, and departed haftilyout of the Court. Then 
the Earl ^iTiouglas^ by whofe Moyen and Convoy the whole Realm and 
Court was guided, thinking he had fufficient Time and Opportunity to 
revenge all Injuries done to his Friends before, caufed fummon Sir Wil- 
liam Crighton fometime Chancellor^ Sir Alexander Li'vingfion fometime 
Go^ernor^ with his .two Sons Sir Alexander and Sir James^ Knights, 
all, by an Herauld, to underly the Law for fuch Crimes as the King's 
Majefty was to lay to their Charge j with Certification, That if they 
compeared not, they fliould be denounced Traitors to our Sovereign's 
Higbnefs. Beiides this, he thought, if they compeared, that he fhould 
get his Will of them. Thir Noblemen being fummoned, ^s faid is, wrote 
again an ^Anfwer to the King, devifed by all their Confents, faying, T'here 
was nothing more dear to them than the Welfare of the Kings Terfon-i 
and the Stability of this Realm^ ready with fwh Obedience and Ser- 
€ices as became SubJeUs to their Prince ; but becaufe they knew the 
deadly Enemies^ wio ruled the Realm-, worki7iji all to their Confufion 
and utter Ruin^ Hkety to obtain their wicked Intent^ partly through the 
great Fa'vour that the King bore to the Earl of Bouglas, and partly 
through his great Tuijfance^ they Jhauld be oc^ert brown if they came in : 
therefore it was expedient for them to gi've Tlace^ and flee the Fury of 
their Enemies-^ till all Injuries were fet at Reji and ineajed^ and the 
Commonwealth in Tranquillity and Teace^ and then they fljould do fuch 
Honour and Reverence as became them duly for the Welfare of the Re- 
f aim J for it is very unlikely to commit themfehes to this prefent T^anger^, 
which they knew perfeWy to come in. Jttour^ as to the Kings Com- 
mandment and Charge^ it was thought unworthy that Maintainers of 
Thieves and Murderers^ being fuYrogated in their Tlaces^ who were 
conftitute and called to the Government of the Realm by the Votes of the 
JLords of Parliaments ruled the fame with the Tavour of all good Men^ 
till now that the Kings Majefty ^ deftitute of fuch Noblemen^ Favourers 
of the Commonwealth^ by the Cdunfel of potent and ambitious Tyrants^ 
laboured daily to promove all rnifchievous Tyrants to Hofwurs and 2)/g>- 
Kities^ to the heavy T> anger of the Commonwealth^ and dreadful ^ err or 
of the Kings Lieges of the Realm. 

How foon the Earl of Douglas perceived their high Contempt of 
his Authority, he caufed proclaim a Parliament to be holden at Stirling^ 
where the forefaid Perfons were forfeited and denounced Rebels to the 
Crown J and gave Charge to Sir John Forrefter of Conftofphin^ for to in- 
tring all their Moveables to the King's Ufe, which were efcheated. Af- 
ter this all Men were charged to pafs forward with difplayed Banner, by 
open Proclamation, to invade thir Men as common Traitors to the 
Crown ; and alfo an Army of Men being gathered, they iiegcd the CafUe 
of Crighton in Lothian-, which was rend red from Hand fo foon as they 
faw the King's Standard j and the Men were letten pafs Bag and Bag- 
gage, and the Callle caiten down to the GrouncJ^. To revenge thefe In- 
juries, 
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juries, Sir William Crighton colleacd a great Army of his Kindred and 
Friends, and firft burnt the whole Lands of O>rfiorpbin^ and convoyed 
away the Goods and Gear that might be gotten ; and thereafter invaded 
the Earl of Douglas ^ Land with Fire and Sword, and burnt all the 
Corns and Corn-yards, Villages and Towns, wherever he came ; and jGck- * 
like he did in the Lands of Ahercorn^ and the Town of "Blacknefs^ with 
the Caftle thereof, and carried away great Preys of Horfe, Sheep and 
Nolt out of all their Towns. But the Earl, of T>mglas perceived the 
Chancellor bolftercd by his Friends to his heavy Damage and Skaith ; 
amongft whom hfe fufpefled James Kennedy Bifliop of St. Jndrewr^ Si- 
fter-Son to King James I. He therefore fent Writings to the Earl of 
Crawfard and Alexander Ogihy of Innerwbarrity^ two fpecial Gour- 
tiera, his Friends, to make Herlhip upon the Biftiop's Lands j and if 
they might apprehend himielf quick, to keep him in Frifon within 
Irons, till further Advertifement. 

This Charge they fulfilled, and berried not only the Bifhop's Land*, 

but alfo the whole Lands adjacent thereto, and brought great Preys of 

Goods out diFife to Angus. As for the Bifhop, he contained himfelf in 

Safeguard, thinking it became him not - «o -%«»* Fighter : But yct he 

thought it expedient to ufe his own Authority upon iuch as invadtd him^ 

as faid is ; and therefore fummoned the Earl of Crawford^ and led upon 

him a Sentence of Curling, for his Contempt of the Cenfurcs of holy 

Kirk ; which the Earl lightly vilipended, as a Thing of na Strength, 

withput Fear of God and Man« But not long after, when the Earl was 

labotliring very diligently to reconcile his Son Alexander Undejayy and 

Akxander Ogihy forefaid, to the old Friendihip kept betwixt their 

Friends before,, he was flain, as ihall be ihewn hereafter. His Son AHe^ 

xander Undefay occafioned this Difcord that fell betwixt them for the 

Bailiary of Merhrotbock^ which pertained to Alexander Lindefay ; but 

Akxander Ogihy -^ whether it came of his own Ambition, or. if it was 

the Abbot's rleafure, it is not certain, but be ufurped the Bailiary to 

himfelf, and put this Alexander from the fame. Wherefore being, on 

this Way, robbed of his Right, he gathered a Company of his Friends, 

and fpecial ly tht Hamiltons^ who alMed him for the Time, and came 

forward with difplayed Banner, an4 arrayed Battle to j^erirotbock^ to 

take the fame again by Force. Alexander Ogihy alfo gathered a great 

Company, among whom ^z% Alexander then Earl of Huntley ; which being 

ihewn to the Earl of Crawford^ being in T)undee for the Time, willing 

to ftop all Mifchief that might befal his Friends, he came unto them in 

all Hafle. Scantly was he well come, when both the Armies were ready 

to joyn and fliock together ; yet he flopped his Son Alexander to make 

any Onfet^ and when he was coming in proper Perfon toward Alexander 

Ogil'V^'s Folks, to talk and intercommune friendly in all Debates betwixt 

his Son and them, a Soldier, not knowing what he was, and wherefore 

he came, flruck him at the Mouth with a Spear, aivi throughout the 

Neck, and he died incontinent^ in good Aflion, labouring to put Chri- 

ftian Men to Peace and Refl, and conquef): a good Commendation of all 

Men, albeit he was very infolent all the reft of his Lifetime. Which 

when his Son and Friends beheld, they were fo enraged, that. they fud- 
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denly nijQbed upon their Enemies in great Ire : But they, upon the other 
Side, refilled the Prefs, and held their Advcrfaries right manfully oflF for 
along Time, tiU,*t the laft, the Laird of Jknerwharrity^ Principal, was 
deadly wounded, and another great Fart of the moft valiant Men in the 
Throat of the Battle flain : They gave the Backs ; and, in the Fleeing, 
many of them were flain ; amongil whom was Jobfi Forbes of Titjligo^ 
JJexander Barclay of Gart/ey^ 7ames Maxwel of Te/iingy jDuncan 
Camphel of Calder-^ William (jioraon of "Burrvmfield^ all Barons, and di- 
verfe other Gentlemen. And there were an hundred flain upon the other 
Side. The Earl diHuntley-i being deftitute of his Folks on this Man- 
ner, horfed himfelf, and fled away to fave his Life in Innerwharrity ; 
but he was take% and brought living to RnJba^veny where he died, within 
fliort Time thereafter, by a Stroke he had got on the Side. The Morn 
thereafter the Gentleman was honourably buried in the Church- Yard. 
This Battle was fliricken in the Year of God, One thoufand four hundred 
and forty five Years. 

After this, there followed nothing but Slaughter iu this Readm, 
every Party ilk one lying in wait fcr another, as they had been fetting 
Tinchills for the SlaugKter of vr't\A Sei^e. Among whom Robert jB'oyd 
of Tkm^juale^ Captain of Dumbartouny lay in wait for James Stuart of 
JucbmyntOy who was but fixuen Men in Train* j and Ihortly, or ever 
James Stuart had Knowledge that any Man unbefet his Gate, a Com- 
pany of asmed Men rulhed out about him, and flew him cruelly, a 
litde Piece from Mirjipatrick i imd thereafter, from Hand, took his Wife 
out of her own Houfe, and brought lier Captive to Dumbartoun^ and 
by the Convoy of a Frieft, who falfly promiied, that ihe ihould thole no 
Skaith. But when ihe perceived herfelf mocked in this Manner, through 
hi^ Difpleafure of ber Husband's Slaughter, ihe parted with a dead 
Bairn, and died herfelf the third Day thereafter. 


Ik this mean Time Archibald ThmBar lieged the Caille oi Haks in 
Lotbian ; and, at the firft AJQault, he wan the fame, and ilew thei|n all 
^hat he found therein. But ihortly thereafter he was fieged by 'fames 
^Dm^lasy in whofe Will he put himfelf and Caiile, without any forther 
Debate. Innumerable Slaughter was made this Year in Anandale^ where 
the People has ever been, and yet are given to nothing more than to 
Slaughter. 

Shortly thereafter Mifchief reigned fo common in all Parts, that 
many Gentlemen of this S^ealm, feeing there was no Regard of the King, 
nor the Earl of !Dof{glas'i Forces, who was the principal Guider of the 
Court, contained themfelves and Friends within ilrong FortrefTe^, and 
left their Goods, that might not be kept within a Strength, to Thieves 
and Robbers, to take them as they thought good, thinking, if they laved 

themfelves, they had fufficient, till a better Fortune. 

» 

I N the next Year thereafter, the Kins^ by the Earl of D(wgias*8 
Counfel, fieged the CafUe of Mdinburgb nine Months all together j but, 
at the laft, Sic MUiam Crkbton rendred the Cafile upon thir Conditions, 
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J^bat he^ and all that ajfifted him-, Jkmld ha^e Retni/jions far all Of en- 
ces iygtme^ and be bimfelf to he reconciled in tbe Kiv^s Favour after 
bis oQ Manner. The CafUe being rendred, as faiJ isy w2ls reformed 
again of new, better than it was before. Soon thereafter a Parliament 
was fet to be holden at Pertb i in the which Sir William Crigbton waa 
received again to the King's Favour, and made Chancellor again of new, 
by the Confent of the whole Parliament i yet he meddled not with any 
publick Affiurs, expe&ing a better Time, till he Ihould have been pur* 
ged by an Ailize from all Kind of Sufpicion concerning the King'd 
Majefty. 

The fame Year Sir James Stuart^ Knight, who married the King'tf 
Mother, was banifhed \ becaufe he fpake fometimes rafhly. That the 
jR^ealm was evil guided \ which redounded to the Defamation of the Earl 
of T^mglas. This Sir James^ within fhort Time thereafter, was taken 
upon the Sea by the Flemings^ with fome Earls both of Scotland and 
Jangland^ and led Captive to Flanders^ where he died within ihort Time 
thereafter ; and alfo his Wife, King James II. his Mother, died Ihortly 
^er him, hearing of her Husband's Deceafe ^ and was buried in the 
Charter-houfe of St. Jobnfimn^ befidc her firft Husband King James L 

to whom /he bore cighc Bairns. Of chc whleli there were but two SoilS^ 

King James II. now King j the other called ^^ander^ who died an 
Infiuit J and fix Daughters. The Firft, called Margaret-, was married 
upon the dolphin of France^ called Lewis XI. Son to Charles VIL 
The Second, Dame HelenoTy married upon the Duke of ^artanzy. The 
Third upon the Lord oi Camphire^ and thereafter upon * > 

The Fourth upon the Duke of Juirick^ and thereafter upon 

The Fifth upon the Earl of Hmthy^ called 
George^ upon whom he begat a Daughter, who was married upon the 
Earl o£ Jrroly and then parted with her by the King her Brother's Con-^ 
fent ; and thereafter the Earl George married the Earl of Jrrofs -Daugh« 
ter, of whom came Earl Jlesxiander^ Earl Jdam oS Sutherland^ with di- 
verfc others. The Sixth married upon the Earl of Mortoun. The 
Qpeen bore to Sir James Stuart three Soiis ; Jobnj who was Earl of 
jkbole^ James of liucbanj called Hearty James j the Third Andrew 
Bifliop oi Murray. 


Short While hereafter Sir William Origbton Chancellor, by the 
txxs^oj of (Carles VII, Kii^ of France^ was fent to fpoufe M^garet 
the Duke of Gilder's Daughter, to be brought Home to Wife to King 
James II. The Gentlewoman was granted very gladly, and honourably 
convoyed by the Lord of Campbire^ Marquis of ^Berg^ Earl of Naffaus 
the Bifliop diCamhray^ and the Biihop of Lmg ; attour there came a 
Prince out of Itavenftein^ with diverfe other noble Knights and Squires. 
The Marriage being folemnized, there was a Parliament holden ztEdin-^ 
hurgb ; at the whidi, by the Counfel of fome ambitious Flatterers, Sit 
Jkxander iMtngfion of C^dkndor^ ibnittime Go^)ernor^ Jk^^ander his 
eldeft S01I9 Rffhert LJvingfton Treafurer, and Dat^d Lioingfton^ both 
deicended of the Houfe oiCaHendar^ James l^undas and liSert Sruce 
of Qaekmanan^ Knights, were taken, notwithifattding that they were 
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reconciled with the King's Majefty, ,and had to diverfe Places, and caftcn 
in Prifon. Albeit the Nobility and Lords of Parliament requefted the 
King to rcla^^tbem ; yet the high Hatred that the Courtiers had concei- 
ved againft them, fo prevailed over all Supplication, Law or Reafon, 
that they were kept clole in Irons till the feventh DsLy of T)ecefnl^er i and> 
on the eighth Day, brought to Edinl^urgb^ where Alexander Lwingjioiti 
fometime Governor y James Dt^ndas and Kohert Urucey paid great 
Sums of Money, and thereafter were warded in ^umhartmn^ and the 
refl were headed. It is faid that this Alexander ^^ when he was upon the 
Scafibld, turned him to the People, and made a lingular good C)ration, 
^eclating the Mutability and Unjiahlenefs of Fortttne^ exhorting all 
Gentlemen and Nobles of this Kealm to take an Example by him-, of 
the fragil Felicity of this World. At fometime his Father was chofeH 
Governor of this Kealm^ and where he himfelf bore fome Charges fo 


profperoti/ly^ and with fo ff^eat Commendation of all Men-^ that his Fa-

forced to Strengths for the l^efence of their Lives ^ and preferving them- 
felves to better Fortimey till^ at the laft^ their Innocency was tried^ they 
were in a Manner rejiored to the Kings Favours ^ which endured not long:

jPfi?a? Us Father warded-, himfelf adjudge d^ not by neutral Men ^fin- 
cere and good Confcience^ but by his deadly Enemies-, to under ly ajhame^ 
ful heathy as he had been a traitor : And therefore defired all Noble-^ 
mett not to defire great Offices in the Court-, albeit they appeared both 
honourable and commodious : For tbey that are promoted to the highefi 
VP^Iaees^ wbon tbey flide^ tbey get the preatefl Fall- And-, when they are 
put down-, if they be loved on the one^art-, by good Men-, for their wor-^ 
thy "Behaviour i they fhall be reproached^ on the other Tart-, by thewic-^ 
ked Ofid ungodly Men. Thir Words being faid, he fell upon his Knees, 
and ftretched forth his Craig to the Sword. A lamentable Sight to be-" 
hold 1 apd was beheaded to the great Difpleafure of all the People. 

\ Ik the Year following the Q|ieen parted with a Bairn, but no Matt 
knew by what Reafon j the Bairn was born quick, and decQafed within 
jhort Space thereafter. In the fame Year the royal Walls of T^umferm-^ 
ling being caften down, there was a Body of a young Child found in a Cape 
otijtidy wompled up in Sandal, as freih, incorrupted, and of as vive 
Colour as the nrft Hour it was buried. It was judged by them that were 
curious of old Antiquities, to be a Son of Qpeen Margaret^ wha decea-* 
.fed in bis Infancy. 

•^, Attour, the Peace and Truce taken with En^and Expired the 
jTame Year i and therefore the Scots made diverfe Incuruons and Roads in 
JEnglandj wafting all with Fire and Sword wherever they came. The 
Earl oi Shrewsbury^ Lieutenant and Warden for the Time upon the En- 
glifi Border, to revenge thir injuries again, invaded Scotland upon the 
Weft Borders, on the one Part, and burnt l)umfries^ with diverfe other- 
Towns, ainl returned Home again^with good Prey of Goods and Beftial. 

^ And alfo the £arl of Mfrtbumberland^ on the other Part^ came upon the

Eajl Borders, and burnt and berried Duml^ar in tht fame Fear. Sir 
George lywgias^ Brother to the Earl of ^Doag/asy not willing to be in 
an J^ifgii^Mvsi^s Commoun for an evil Turn, gathered a Company of 
chofeki M«, and burnt the Town of AiWkk ; out of the whidi he ga- 
tberai a great Prey, both erf Men and Goods, ere he returned in ScMkmd. 
Bot the Priibnent of both the Realms were intercharlged, and it»dj:e4 
again, Man for Man, on both the Sides. Such Herihip was made ^t thid 
Time^ on every Side, that both the Realms were <x)nilrained to takt 
Peace for fevcn Years to come. 

I II the mean Time, when fuch Things were in doing, the Earl of 
^Dm^Uu^ having the whole Guiding of the Court, laboured daily to ipto* 
fiiove his Ptiends to Honour and Dignity ; and obtained from the iting 
the Ward and Marriage of Jnnes l^unbar^ youngeft Daughter to yameS 
hft Earl oi Mmtm of that Sirhamei, to JrcUhald "Dmglas his Brother } 
and fo made him Earl of Murray. This J Ames deceafed without any 
Heirs male of his Body ; and fo the Lands came to the female by Donation 
of the King. This WiUiam Earl of ^Do%i^m^ not content of this Aug- 
memation to his Houie, pxomoved yebn his fitother to the Lord&ip of 
Bahenf, and George "Douglas to the Earldom of Ortmndy in Parlia- 
ment ; who w^re alfo choicn and declared principal Counfelkrs tif the 
Realm. Bat fundry fufpedfced, that this fudden Accefs to that P'elicity 
jhould have a ftort Decay ; for fince they faw the Earl oi^I>ougittsio<&^ 
vetous, given to make up his Friends, and io immediately to promove 
th^m to Land« and Loidfliips, fet the fhrengthning of hi^ own Hoafe^ 
Wfaeicthfoi^h they fliould make a Bar to the Kind's felf, if there cbadced 
any Walter df Court j and thereupon every Man judged that fudden and 
profpeious Succefs Ihouki have a jDiort Em. * 

But now, fince it hath chanced us to fpeak of the Tranflatiohof the 
Hoiife of Mnrr^ frwn the IDunbars to the ^ot^giaS^s^ 1 chi&k it expe^ 
dietft to fpeak of the Diverfity of Simamcs that have joy fed the fame with 
great Laud and Praife, finoe King Roi^ert I. even unto this prefent Tinie^ 
iirho l»re thcmfelves right wifely and manfully both in Peace and War. 

I K old Times Robert the Bruce gave the Earldom of Mtirray to kdt 

own Sifter's Son^ Sir ^Btmas RanM (fStrado&nj Ktii^^ chief of the 

Clan jMan ; wbofe Works can teftify his Life in the fourteen Book, fe* 

hearfed befiire in this fame Hiftery ; and failing of him^ and Heirs of 

lib Body, that it fhouM return again to the Crown. Tfaiis TbojHas had * 

two Sons, but I cannot tell who was their Mother. The tldeft called 

^Ihgmas^ who fucceeded to his Father's Plate j the other called j^pbn j 

•who, without any Succefliott of their Bodies, were both flain at the 

Battle oiTiuplin in Stratbem^ fitting manfiilly to the Death, ft* the 

Defence of this Realm, invaded by the JE^/j^-MeA, our old Enejnies* 

He dfo had two Daughters ; of whom the elddl was called IBlad^ Armes^ 

by rcafon flie was black-skinned. This Annts ivas a Woman of greater. 

Spirit than it became a Woman to be, who was married upon ^cinitk 

Ear! cX March. The Second was called Qeiles^ and was married typofii 

J^hk Brother to the ^zx\<i March ; and bore to him Georgey vho Kit- 
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ceeded to his Father-Brother heritably in the Earldom of March j and 
another Son called yobn>, a Man of Angular Virtue and Beauty. This 
yobn-i for his Virtue and Manhood, was married upon King Robert II. 
his Daughter, and promo ved to be Earl of Murray } for it is returned 
in again to the King's Houfe, by reafon that ic failed in the Heirs male of 
KandaL And this was the firfl: Dunhar that bruiked the Lands of 
Murray 'i who begat Thomas Dunbar who fucceeded to his Father ; and 
another named Jkxander Tiunbar-^ who married Mauld Frafer^ fuc- 
ceeded in his Place. This was the fixth E?irl.of iVf«rr^,.who was alfo 
Laird of Frendracht. This James begat upon sjffbbel Innes^ Daughter 
to the Laird of Innes^ j^exander T>ufjbary a Man of Angular Wit and 
Courage. This J^obe/ was but Hand-faft with him, and deceafed before 
the Marriage j wherethrough this Jkxander he was worthy of a greater 
Liying than he might fucceed to by the Laws and Praftices of this 
Kealm. After this^^^A Deceafe, this James Earl oi Murray married 
Katharine^ lawful Daughter to Alexander Seton^ as is fuppofed, the firft 
Earl of Huntley called Gordon-^ who bore to him two Daughters. The 
firft was married upon Sir William Orighton-, Heir to the faid Lord 

t^^bton forefaid, and got with her the Land oiFrendracht in Tocher, 
i'hc youhgeft was marriea opon Archibald Earl of iDou^las^s Brother, 
who was promoved to the Earldom of Murray-, as faid is : But this Jr- 
chibald being conviSed and forfeited for Lek-Majefty, the Earldom re- 
turned to the King's Hands again. 

But let us return to our Purpofe and Hiffory. This William Earl 
of Tim^glas being infolent through the Promotion of Friends, began to 
maintain fo many as were plain Flatterers, and allowed his Doings, or 
were ready at his Command, to execute fvich Mifchief as was his Plea- 
fure. He promoved them, yea, many of them from Ixife Eftate to great 
Riches and Dignity above their Degrees ; but whatfomever he was fo 
hardy as to reproach his Doings, ( for it gainftood fome Mens Confcience ) 
how foon it came to his Ears, he caufed them to be adjudged to underly 
the Law ; where he, being Jfudge and Party, fpoiled them fakelefly of 
their Lives. And, by the contrary, fo many as depended upon him, al- 
beit 'they had been never fo guilty, they were overfeen, or elfe he 
got them free Refpites and Remiflions for all Offences j wherethrough 
they been boldened up by fuch licentious Prerogatives above others, 
they put no Difference betwixt Wrong and Right. Oppreffion, Ra- 
viihing of Women, Thoft, Sacrilege, and all other Kinds of Mifchief, 
w^ere but a Dalliance : So that it was thought leifom to a Depender on 
a Douglas to flay or. murder j for fo fearfol was their Name, and terrible 
to every innocent Man, That, when a mifchievous Limmer was appre- 
hended, if he alledged that he murdered and flew at a Douglas's Com- 
mand, no Man durft prefent him to Jufliice. 

Through this unequal Punifliment of Innocents, and great Favour 
that he bore to Tyrants and Malefafiors, every Man began to hate his 
Crudity, for he regarded nothing the Love nor Favour of the People j 
but he gloried to be dreaded of all. To Thief and Reaver he was a ficker 
Targe ^ aad^ by ths contrary, a plain Enemy to good Men j thinking 

that 
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that it was a great Pleafure to fpoil them of their Lives, and whom ever 
he favoured not, without all Equity and Law. Alfo he fjpoiled all Kirks 
and Chapels wherever he catoe, and converted the Jewels thereof to his 
profane Ufe and Profit, So all good Men behoved ft) keep Silence, and 
durft not cry out upon his Tyranny. 

A T this Time y antes Kennedy Bifliop of St. j^ndrews^ a Man of 
fingular Virtue and Prudence, held himfelf very quiet, waiting upon a 
better Fortune, thinking that this great Cruelty that was exercifed fhould 
have a fudden End. 

This Time fell a horrible Cafe to John Cameron Biftiop of Glafgow^ 
principal Ruler of the Prince and Court to all Mifchief, and innocent 
Slaughter, done in thir troublous Times. A marvellous Example to all 
mortal Men to withdraw themfelves from all wicked Counfel, Abufe and 
wicked Tyranny : For he counfelled them to exercife all fuch Scaithing 
and Oppreflion upon the Realm, as he had done himfelf upon the poot 
Tenants of Glafgow. So that when the divine Power of God had per- 
mitted him to over-run and fcourge the People, on this Ways, for a cer- 
tain Space, he thought to put an l^nd to hxo txrt<*]ced Tyranny : At thc 

laft) on Tide-Even^ when he was fleeping, there came a Thunder m|| 
Voice out of Heaven, crying, andfummoning him to the extreme Jud^ 
ment ofGody where hejhouldgwe an Account and Reckoning of all Hi 
cruet Offences 'i without further T>elay. Through this he wakened forth 
d^ his ^eep^ and took Fear of the Novelty of fuch Things, unknown to 
htm before : £ut yet be believed this to be no other but a Dream, and 
no true Warning for Amendment of his curfed Life ^ yet he called for 
his Chamber-Chiels, and caufed them to light Candles, and to remain a 
While befide him, till he recovered the Fear and Dreadour that he had 
taken in his Sleep and Dreaming : But bv he had taken a Book, ^vA 
read a little While, the fame Voice and Words were heard with na left 
Fear and Dreadour than was before ; which made them that were pielent 
at that Time about him, to be in Dread j fo that none of them had a 
Word to fpeak to another, thinking no leis than fudden Milchief haftily 
to befal them all j and, from Hand, the third Time, the fame Words 
were more ugfomely cried than before. This Bifhop rendred his Spirit 
haftily, at the Pleafure of God, and Ihot out his Tongue moft wildly, 
as he had been hanged upon a Gallows. A terrible Sight to all cruel 
Oppreffors and Murderers of the. Poor. But, alas ! the wicked Ingyne of 
Man, boldened up with all conceived Malice, dreads never the terrible 
Judgment of God j nor yet the good and godly Man never ceafeth to 
embrace his infinite Grace and Mercy. But to our Hiflory. 

Albeit the Realm of Scotland was troubled and afflided on this 
Manner j yet the Reabn of England ftood in no better Cafe than their 
Neighbours did ; for Henry VI. a Bairn of fix Years of Age, being 
crowned King of England znd France^ there fell a Difcord between the 
jBurgunds and Eng^fh-Mtn ( both opprefling i^^»^^ with Fire and 
Sword ) for the Slaughter of the Earl of SarisBury^ who was (laia by 
Shot of a Gun, uncertain how or what Way* This Slaughter ;wa8 very- 
profitable 
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profitable for the Frencb-Mtn^ who were governed and ruled in Wars by a 
Woman of excellent Spirit, called Tlbe Maiden ijf France ; for they thereby 
liegan to be dF better Courage^ and to recover many of their Lands, which 
the EngUfi^Mtn had reft from them before ; and not only triumphed they 
againft the Engtijh-Mtn^ biit alfo became vifibrious of whatfomcver 
People or Nation with whom they had Debate or Quarrel. But the 
En^U/k-Men chinking to augment their Strength by a new Alliance and 
Affinity, married this young King Henry VI, upon the Duke oiLorrMu^ 
Daughter, and lightlied the honourable Marriage with the Duke of Or^ 
leans % Daughter, who was promifed in Marriage to him oft before ; fo^ 
in contrad:ing of new Friendlhip, they loft the old. Whereat the Duke 
of Orleans took iuch Hatred and Indignation, that, with many Nobles, 
his Friends and Familiars, he left the £^^/(^-Men, and gave over th^ 
Band betwixt them. And thereafter, from Hand, as the upfoitunate 
Chance of worldly Afiairs befals, that Mifchief ever follows upon Mif- 
Chief, there rofe a marvellous Sedition in England^ and difcond am^ag 
themfelves : For many Noblemen, envying the Empire and Governance 
of the Duke of Ghcefier^ who was chofen Prote^or of England during 
the Minority of the King, gathered to a Convention, where they took 
hini and pat htm in^n£»«» lor «bM$ JbYighc 5 and, upon the Mora^ow, broii^g;^ 
him out and hanged him ihameflilly upon a Gallows, as he had been A 
Thief. 

The principal Movers of this Sedition were, the Duke of ^uicking- 
bam^ the Bad otSemmnt^ and the Ck>nfiable ^i England. But how 
fi)on this vile AA was divulged through the Realm, GloceJier^B Kindt^ 
and Friends gathered, and invaded all Parts with Fire and Sword ; 
-vrhereibre the Earls of IBedfird^ Somerfet and Sbrewshvfy^ who were 
appointed for the Defence of Nsnrmandy^ and to gainftand their Enemies 
in France^ being deftitute of their Kindred and Friends, that were both 
in England and B^ance^ were compelled to withdraw them homeward y 
and fo they iofk Rwak^ with many other good Towns in Ntrmandj. 

H o vv foon thir Novels were fpread in England^ the Commons of 
England^ with no leTs Mifchief than the reft, choie themfelves an Irijk'^ 
Men, called Henry^ to be a Chiftain ; and then came forward, pur-* 
pofing to come to Lmdon^ boafting right highly to be revenged upon the 
rfobles of the Realm. 

The King, being fome Part dejefled in fo great a Variance, gathered 
an Army of all Kind of People through other, without any Order, and 
fent them forth to reprefs the Proudnels of the Commons. Upon whom 
the Commons ruihed fo fiercely, that they vanquifhed them with fmall 
Difficulty. Thereafter palled to London^ where they defired fome fpecial 
Courtiers to be rendred in their Hands; and fpecially t^^ Lord Gr^ 
Treafurer, the Bifhop of Sarisbifry^ and the Lord !Dudly ; fo thir Men 
were given to them to difpone at their Pleafure, thinking, that through 
the Sacrifice of thir Mens Liyes, all the reft might efchew the prefent 
Danger. But thir Commons ireful Cruelty, in a Manner, was hifficed 
with tho. Slaughter of the Lord <xr^ i wd thereafter they warded the 

reft 
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reft in ftrong Holds and Fortrefles. But how foon f he Lord Gray was 
execute, they began to fpoil the Town, and flew all the Citizens, with- 
out Ruth or Pity, that made any J)efence for their Gear. 

This, and fuch like other Cruelties, made the Governors oi 'England 
very folift and feared, thinking, that if they put no Remeid haftily to 
thir Labourers, the Commons fhould over-run them, as they had done 
the reft. After long Confultation, they caufed the Chancellor write to the 
Commons and their Captain, praying them to skale their Army ; which^ 
if they ftenched their Uproars, they promifed them free Remiflion of all 
Offences bypaft ; and alio to promo ve their Captain Henry to great Ho- 
nour and Dignity. The People was foon allured by thir fair pleafant 
Words, who when their high Fury oyerpaft them, they defircd to be at 
Home, willing to red themfelves of fuch Cummers and Enormities as 
they had entred in before. So Henry their Captain being left by them^ 
for whofe Caufe he attempted fo high Opprefhon and Mifchief, was ta- 
ken and beheaded for his temerarious Enterprifes ^ and his Taker got a 
thoufand Pounds Sterling for his Reward. 

T H E N the Nobles, .feeing that fo long Peace had bred fo great Riches 
among the Commons, wherethrough they Decame fo proud, that they 

perturbed the Country in this Manner, after long Confultation, they 
thought nothing better to break them with, than fome foreign Wars ; 
therefore they began to caufe Northumherland and Cumberland to pro- 
voke Wars. It hath been the Ufe, ever fince this Ifle oi Britain was inhabi- 
ted, cither by Scottijh or EngliJh-lA^n^ That whenever they had Wars with 
their Enemies, they could never be fo eafily drawn from Civil Difcord ; 
and^ by the contrary, being at DiiTenfion among themfelves, they were 
compelled to defift therefrom by moving of foreign Wars. So the En-^ 
giiJh'Mtny as faid is, invaded the Borders both with Fire and Sword, 
and carried away great Preys both of Men and Goods ; and fo many 

ScattiJh'TS/itn as made Defence ta refift the Inyafion and Herryflup, were 

all flain cruelly. 

The ScottiJh'Mcn knowing well the Intention of the EngUJh-Mcn^ 
and by what Counfel the Truce betwixt them was broken, and alfo the 
Occafion wherethrough the Wars began ; to revenge the great Injuries 
done to them, they gathered a great Band and Company of Men, and in- 
vaded England in this fame Manner, burning and flaying where they 
came, and returned Home with great Preys of Men and Goods. So the 
Countries being invaded on this Manner, on either Side, and daily trou^ 
bled with Slaughter and Herryflup, as faid is, the Lands of Cumberland 
were all utterly wafted and defl:royed. So the Scotti/h-Men invaded that 
Country with greateft Cruelty, by Reafon they were the firft Provokers 
of the Wars. 

But how foon this was fliown to the Nobles di England^ they coUeded 
an Army of Men, to the Number of forty thoufand Men, and fent them, 
to invade Scotland with greater Expedition than was believed. The 
Chiftains and Lieutenants of this Army, were, the Earl of J^lofthum- 
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herland-i and Magnus Keidman^ Knight of the Order, ^ho was fo well 
brought up in the Wars o^ France^ and therethrough had fo great Know- 
ledge and Experience of War, and warlike Affairs, and alio illuftrate 
with fuch Manhood, that he was called by the Evglijh lAtn^ the Father 
bf Chivalry j who was named by the Scots^ Man with the red Main. It 
is faid, that this Man had fuch Hatred at Scottijh-Men^ that he defired, 
in great Anger and Wrath, fo much Scotiijh Ground from King Henry 
as he might conquefs in Scotland^ by the Slaughter of the Inhabitants 
thereof and expelling of them, which was granted to him. 

I N this mean Time the ScotHJh-Mcn were very diligent to prepare 
all Things that were nccejQTary for their Relief ^ to whom George Dou- 
glas Earl of Ormond was made Lieutenant ; who got Knowledge by 
the Explorators, That the jE^^iS^Men were cpming in Anandak^ and 
had tranfported their Army over the Water of Solhway-, and had ftented 
their Pavilions upon the Water of Sarh After that they were camped 
on this Ways, upon the Morn after, they pafied through the Country, and 
herried and flew wherever they came : But knowing that the Scottijh 
Armies were approaching fo near, they took great Fear, and caufed them 

zVL that were burning and flaying, as faid is, to retire, by Sound of 
Trumpet, to the Gamps agam^ Where they put tbemfelves in arrayed 

Battle. In the Vanguard Magnus Reidman was placed. In the Rear- 
guard were all the Tfe(fllh'Men placed, to whom j^obn. ^enneytm was 
made Chiftain ; a Man of good Report and Spirit in warlike Affairs^ 
And the Earl of Nmbumherland was in the Middleward, with the reft 
of the Multitude of Men of Wan 

Upon the other Side, our Scottijkh^tn placed thcmfelves very craf-^ 
tily : For George Earl of Omund Vas in the Steill himfelf j and the 
Laird of Oraigie-WaUace^ ft noble Knight of fovereign Manhood, was 
upon the right Wing ; the Lord Maxwel and the Laird of Johnfimn^ 
on the left Wing, with a ohofen Coihpany <rf their Friends, and many 
other valiant Gentlemen and Yeomen of this Realm. So, by tbir Ar- 
mies were arrayed, the Earl of Ormond faid to his Folks on this Manner. 

J requeft you^ moji ^aUant Champions^ (^eUmuJly to remember^ ^hat 
it was not for no wrongous parrel that we have ajfembkd emfekes 
this l^ay at Armour^ hut rather for »ur own 7)efence^ and Security of 
ew Lpves from the Injuries tf^our Enemies'^ and their Tyranny^ who, 
at this prefenty do invade without any Caufe or Provocation made hy asi 
Every one of you underfiands ft^ciently^ that they have done the fame aft 
hefirey which at the laji hath redounded to their high Hifpkafttre and 
^ifadvantage. For we have Experience^ when we have been mqft un^ 
jufily invaded hy them^, that the infinite Favour of God^ which hath 
been ^€er ready to the y^, has caufed the ViBory to incline to us hy 
ExpeUation of Mans Ingyne. Jndye may he ajfuredy 7*hat the ViUory 
Jlands not in Multitude y^ Men^ hut infingular Courage^ direUed with 
a juft Qij^arreJ^ and God's Providence. Tlbink nothing hut ViUory^^ if 
that your Will and Turpofe he to deliver yow Cotmtryy Wives and "Bairni 

from the Jyranny of your Enemies. 

* 
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this he was treated and banquetted by the King's Majefly with great Ma- 
gnificence* It is faid, during the Time of the Banquet^ the King made 
a Harangue to him, and William Earl of T>ouglas^ his Brother, faying, 
Now-^ my Lords^ I hefeecb your Lordjhips to remember bow bapptly 
all ibinis ba^e fucceeded to youy and wbat Honour cometb tbrougb 
wife ana f age Counfel^ by tbe bigb telicity and Renown that chance to 
all SubJ0Sy when they are ruled gladly under the Obedience of one 
King or Vrince^ andybythe contrary ^ wbat Mifchief befals them that run 
o^er Head to any Turpofe^ without Regard or Forefigbt to God or Man. 
It becometh all Favourers of Commonwealths to conquefs all Men that are 
Neighbours to be their Friends^ and tojhew themfehes^ with all their 
Strength', Jirong Enemies^ when they are urged to battle with their 
Foes : For^ in Jo doings the Prince has Tleafure to rule andgovern^ and 
the SubjeUs live in Teace^ and refi free from the Injuries of their Ene- 
mies^ and Tyranny of Oppre£ors. It is known^ T^hat the Omditioti and 
Fafbion of all the Douglafles, fince the ^eginnipg^ bath been in this 
Ways^ and yet is^ and', as I fuppone^ to be in lume coming. Without 
doubt there is nothing fo dear and pleafant to me as Nobleman of the 
^lood of Douglas, whilk I favour ^ above all Tubings-, intirely with my 
Heart 5 fo that ye would Jhow ^ourfel&pjp ho worfe minded in the Cor- 
reUion of Thieves and MarMrer% than ye have proven valiant-, both 

firft and l^^ for the Defence and Welfare of this Realm : For if Thieves 
and Murderers be not punifhed-, the poor Ones and the Commons can 
have no Life^ who are the very Uphold of the Nobles^ and who per- 
chance are your own Kindred and ^lood '-, albeit', through bafe Eftates^ 
they be degenerate ; and-, beiw Chrijiians-, are panicipant of the Fa- 
mur of Qod^ (ind Obedience qfthefame Prince to whom ye are : There- 
fore I exhort, you to proceed in the Renown and Fame which ye and your ^ 
Forebeers have conqueji in Times paft. 

When the King had faid this, the faid Earls thanked his Majefiy 
with great Reverence, promifing to perfevere in all Things as he had 
commanded, and never to thole Theft, Reif nor Slaughter unpunilhed, 
in Time to come ; nor yet any Kind of Injuries nor Offences, committed 
againfl rich or poor, to let the fame pafs unrevenged. So thir Noblemen 
took their Leave, and paffed Home to their Wives and Bairns, convoyed 
with their Kindred and Friends, with great Triumph, Mirth and Glad- 
aiefs. After this the Lords of Scotland flood a long Time in greater Qyiet- 
nefs than was before. , 

But when the Word of this forrowful Battle came to London'^ it 

j^nade all the Nobles and People of the Country wondrous afraid j yet, 

that they fliould not feem to be altogether dejefted of their wonted Cou- 

lage, they decreed in Parliament, to revenge this great Slaughter made 

lately in the Battle of Sarh But when they gathered an Army to fend 

in Scotland'^ well-fiirniihed with Viflual, and all Kind of Munition and 

Vivers, there arofe fuddenly a vile Diffenfion and Difcord among them- 

felves, whereof the like was never heard nor feen before. The Duke of 

2^j&, the Earls oiMarch^^ Warwick and Sarisbury-, with many other great 

2S[oM«s of the RealiDa wnfpiicd againft this Uenry VL wherefore they 

diffembled 
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diffcmbled their Ir? with the Scottijh-Mcn to a more convenient Time. 
And look, how bufy chey were to vex us with Battle^ hoing at Quietnefs 
and Reft j fo they were as careful to procure our Peace, being tibubled 
with Wars amongft themfelvcs i and fent an Ambaflkdor to entreat Peace 
with the King of Scotland^ who, by the Advice of the Nobles, granted 
the fame for three Years j thinking it was not convenient to refufe it, fee- 
ing the £^^///^ Attemptions were puniihed in their Hand in the laftxBattle,, 

I N this fame Year, Sir 'Richard Cohil Knight fet upon James Au- 
chinkck^ a near Friend to the Earl of T)ong/aSj and flew him, with di- 
verfe of his Friends j becaufe he had fuftained fundry Injuries and Wrongs 
of this fames^ and had never made Redrefsi thereof, notwithftanding 
that the laid BAcbard had required him fundry and diverfe Times to the 
fame EfieiS;. But the Earl of Timglas took fuch high Indignation at the 
Slaughter of his Friends, that he made the folemned Oath, never to ceafe 
till he was revenged thereof j and fo he gathered a Company of Men, and 
jirft berried all the Lands pertaining to the faid Chhii-^ and thereafter 
£eged the faid Caftle where he was, whilk foon was won ; and the faid 
BJcbard^ and all them that were therein, flain, and the Houfe fpoiled« 
There were many in the Country that commended the Earl of T>ouglas^^ 

JEnterprife, for the JRcrcugijig of his Friciid'a Qu»arr>;l, if he had been fo 

diligent in purfuing of Murderers, Thieves and Revers that injured and 
opprefled the poor Commons without Ruth or Pity. But many had good 
Expeftation, that this Tyranny fliould fometime have an End, that vexed 
them all Times fo cruelly. At the laft the Earl being fo enriched, both 
through his own great Rents, and Buddes conquefl in the Court, and alfo 
through the great Extortion of the poor People, and by the great Impor- 
tance that befel him through the Overfeeing of the Thieves and Murde- 
rers, he took Purpofe to vifit other Countries to advance his Greatnefs j in 
fo £ir he thought no Man could be worthy, within this Realm, to be* 
hold his Vain Prodigality. So John Douglas Lord Saheny^ a Man 
mofk to his Conditions of any.Cre^tiire, being conftitute Procurator and 
Ovcrfeer of all Afiairs beloi%ing to him in Scotland^ in his Abfeoce j 
and alfo all neceflary Things being prepared according .to his Eftate^ 
took Voyage towards Flanders^ being accompanied with his Brother 
Mr. James T>ouglas^ a Man of lingular Erudition, and well befeen in 
Divine Letters, brought up long Time in Taris at Ihe Schools, and 
looked for the Biflioprick of Titmkel^ and thereafter for the Earldom of 
fDofiglas : For this Earl, being fo long married, having no Bairns, was 
defperate to have procreate or gotten any Children in "Times coming. 
There were in the Company many other Knights and Nobles, among 
whom were the Knights and Lords of HamUton^ Graham^ Saltom^ Sea- 
toun and OUphantj Men of great Fame and Eftimation. There were 
others of meaner Eftate, fuch as Ca/der^ Urquhart^ Campbell Fcrrejlerj 
Jjffuoder^ all Knights and Gentlemen. Whofe Convoy made this Earl 
fo proud and infolent, that he reprefented a King's Magnificence where^ 
ever he came. Out of Inlanders he pafled in France j and out of Fran^^ 
to Baly^ and £b forward to Kome : But' the Rtn^ans having Knowledge 
of his Coming, met him with a honourable Company, and^ received hiot 
very princely within the Town, 
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But, wicfain two Months after his De|>arture, ibme of the Nobles 
envying the Earl of ^mglas^ Promotion with great Rents and Domini- 
ons, and others opprefled by his Tyranny, began to delate his pr ideful 
Ambition and Difdaining of the People, and high Offences fuftained by 
every Man, in Time of his great Credit at C6urt : But many, -fceifig 
Place given to Men that would plain2ie, began. Day by Day, more and 
^ore to complain upon his Tyranny \ but the King, as it became a wife 
Prince, gave no fudden Credit in this Earl's Abfence. 
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Y IE T, notwithftanding, the King thought it expedient to (end a He- 
rauld to tummond John Lord "Baheny-^ Procurator to the Earl of ^m^ 
iaS'^ 'as ^id is, to anfwer to fuch Complaints as were gi^eu m upon him- 
If, his chief Kandred and Friends : But, feeing he was femethiiig 
ilfubfaorn to obey the Command and Charge given to him, the Ktng'« Ma- 
jefiy commanded a Company of Men of War to bring bim in ugainil his 
Will. At which Time fome perfwaded the King to handle him rigo- 
roufly, lince he had once begun \ otherwifc every ViUaiii ftouid contemn 
the King's Ads, they feeing no hafty Punifliment for Difobedienee. Sut 
the l^ing, nothing moved with thir Sayings, thou^t not beft co iHi^nifli 
foch Tilings in his Anger, but rather to repair all Things gently, left 

that, if he "vi^ould bav« bocu r4([^oas, there fiiould coxbc greater IncoA- 

t'eniencies and Calamities upon the Commonwealth \ and fo caused ac- 
cufe him, and fpeir at him. What Exci^fe be had to repel fudh Joints 
if Dittay and M/uries as were laid to the Earl of DouglasV Charge^ 
and others of bu Omnfel and7)ependenc^. Which Points, when he 
eoold not goodly colour them, he put himfelf in the King's Will ; w4m 
chatged. him to reflx>r« every one his own after, as he might get Time 
and Opportunity : Yet^ fo loon as be efchewed on t?his Ways, and wa« 
free of the King's Hands, he kept never a Word that he promifed, for 
the repairing of fuch O&nces, as he was commanded, following the 
Gouniel of the Earls of Onmnd and Murray ; who, albeit they durft not 
openly, yet they fubomed him quietly to Difobedicncc j and as other 
wicked Flatterers, to whom civil iJiffenfion was ever pleafant, for by it 
they thought they had a voluptuous Life ^ and, on the contrary, nothing 

was fo odious to them as Peace and Refl:« 

♦ 

The King, hearing of this Pridefiilnefs, caufed the Earl o£ Orkney ^ 
Chancellor for the Time, to pafs in Golhwc^ and Oydefdak^ and gar 
ther up all the Rents iii thefe Parts to the King's Profits^ and to make 
ColleSors to that EffeA ; at tour to give every Man Command, in thefe 
Countries, to refound the Injuries and Skaiths done by them before, and 
to efchew from all^ offending of their Neighbours in Time coming. But 
^vhen the Earl of Orkney pafled to Tiouglafdale and Qalhway to the 
Efied forefaid, accompanied with a fmall Number of Folks, not only was 
lie difobeyed in his Charges, but alfo mocked and injured by the Earl of 
IDou^as^ Friends and Familiars. 

The King, being provoked by this to high Anger and Wrath, cau- 
fed iummon, by a Herauld, all Men whatfomever, of high or low De- 
gree, pertaiaiflg or fayouiipg a Doifglas^ to underly the Law, and to 
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declare the Difobeyers the King's Rebels j wbofe T'ynnny he thought to 
reprefs with Fire and Sword : So the King^ accompamed with an Ar- 
my, paft to Galloway i at whofe Coining the ThieNres and Murderers fled 
to Strong-Holds and Strenghts for Safety of their Lives : But the King 
fent a great Part of his Army to purfue them, who were repulfed very 
contumeliouflly. At the which the King took fuch great Anger, that he 
fieged all the Fartrefles and Cafiles ; amongft whom he wan the Caflle of 
Ijochmahane and l^ouglas j and'becaufe the Caftle of Douglas was fo 
difficile to win, be cauled caft down the fame to the Ground j but Lecb- 
mahant was garniflied with Men of War, and not caften down, becaufc 
it was baftily rendred. And albeit he took fundry in his Favour after 
they were rendred in his Will, yet he dealt their Lands, Goods and 
Gear to their Creditors and Complainers, till they were fatisfied of the 
Things taken from them, whereof the Mifdoers were convifted. 

The King, notwithflanding of this Rebellion and Difobedience, was 
not more cruei in the punifhing thereof, than he was at the Begifiiiing- 
At laft, when this was ihewn to the Earl of T>ougJas^ beii^ at Rtme^ it 
made him to be afraid, and thereafter took Purple, with all Diligence, 
to come Home to Scutland ; hut ht from the Md^ificeAce he palled 
away with : For how foon this Word came to their Ears, they parted 
fundcy Ways, feme came through Flanders ^ and fbme through France. 
The Earl got fafe ConduA to pafs through England: Bat wheft he wa« 
matching near the Scottijh Borders, he fent Mr. James his Brother beicMre 
him to the King^s Majefty, to kDOw the King's Mind towards him. The 
King feeing this young Gentleman fo obedient, entreating his Brother^g 
Peace, received him very homely, faying. He defired nothing men of the 
Brorl cfDoQgli^ in ^ime comini^ hut tbM be would pmij^ Murderer Sj^ 
Thiers and Robbers ^ in tbefe Tarts where he bore Authority and Ride^ 
namely in Anaiidaie. 


The Earl of SDot^as^ ^cr tMs, came Hqim himfclfi and wat 
tecdtvcd right heartfully by the King, and was remitted of all Things 
bygone : Wherefore he promifed fitithfiiUy to rule all Things witbm 
his Bounds at the King'« Command and Pleafure ; and then he recei- 
ved aH Fortalices and Stren^hs again out of the Hands of the Kiag^s 
Men rf Wat j and therei^er was holden in fuch great Efiimatibil 
andi Favour hj the King, lliat he was made Lieutenant-General 
of the Ueahn : But he flood not long in this Credit j for fragil For- 
tune xtotngeth the Conceits of Men in fuch Manner, that they ftand but 
ftiort While at one Purpofe. So fcortly after he pafled to foeak witb the 
Kinig diEvgland^ without Knowledge of the King x^i "Scotland^ his own 
Prince, as he alledged^ for the Reparation of fundry Skaiths and Dama- 

;cs, faftained by the frequent Incurfions of the fi^gf^-Men of before. 

Jut the King of Scotland wz^ greatly commoved through his Paflftgc 
into England *y not only he himlelf lightlied by the Earl of Dou^h 
hat aHb he thought fome quiet Draught to be drawn betwixt the Earf 
of l^ouglas apd the King of England', to his ff^t Difihoflouj and 
Offence. 

* 
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This Earl forefaid being in England^ and underftafiding the King 
oi Scotland^ his Mafter, to know of all his quiet Doings, took Purpole, 
and came right humbly to the King's Grace, feiking Pardon for his 
Fault, promifing folemnly never to commit fo great an Offence in Time 
coming y for whom the Chi^ccn and Nobles made great Requeft to forgive 
him. The King, being moved by their Defire, received him again in 
Favour, as he was before j but deprived him of all his Offices, and dif- 
charged him of any Adminiftration thereof ; and therefore placed the 
Earl of Orkney and Sir William Origbton in the Offices, who were at all 
Times true, £iithfiil and obedient Subje&s. The Earl of l^ouglas was 
fo highly offended herewith, that he hated all the King's Counlellers as 
his deadly Enemies ^ and fpecially Sir William Crigbton^ for old Fead be- 
twixt them. Attour, fome flattening Courtiers feigned to the Earl of 
^ouglasy that they heard Sir William Crigbton^ when he was talking 
among his Friends, faying, / ^ow openly^ ^bat tbe King did not bis 
Office like a true and faithful Trince^ not only tbat be tboled tbe 
Marl of Douglas to efcape witb bin Life unpumjhed^ hut alfo reconciled 
fucb an unbappy Man to bis Favour Jo oft, again, wbo. did defer^e a 
tboufand T>eatbs for bis wicked* Tyranny. And faid moreover, T^bat it 

bad been good for tbo Commonwealtb of Scotland, tbat tbe Earl of Dou- 
gjlas^ witb bis wbote lUnarea and Jhriends, bad been rooted out-, and 

ibeir Memory clean Jlamped away 5 otberwife, if tbis he not done, fo 

kng as be or any of tbem lives, be was ajfured, Tbat neitber tbe King 

Shall reign long in Peace and Reft above tbis Realm j nor yet tbe StS^ 

yeUs obey to bis J^s^ as becomes a Commonwealtb guided witb Laws 

and Jujiice. 

The Earl of T^ouglas, hearing this, gave overfoon Credit to wicked 
falfe Reports of an idle Lown, that had no other Shift to conquefs his Li- 
ving with, except vain Trattils, to fow Difcord among Noblemen : But 
yet he fuppreffed his ireful Mind, and counfelled with his Friends, how 
and what Way he IhouH dcihoy Sir William Crigbton : For if he were 
cut off and flain, he thought it but little Difficulty to obtain the King's 
Favour, with all the Offices that he had before. S^, through the vain 
Words of this unhappy Flatterer, there kindled a Fire that was not able 
% to be flockened in no Man's Time living in their Days. At lafl: the Earl 
oil^wglas being advertifed, by fome Spies, That Sir William Crigbton 
bad fet a Day to cohie to Edinhurgb, thought to put his unbappy Purpofe to 
Execution : And, to thatEffed, he fuborned fome bloody Tyrants to ly in 
wait in a quiet Place, nearhand by his Gate, . awatching for his Slaughter. 
Upon the Morn, early in the Morning, Sir William Crigbton knowing 
jio fuch Thing of this Watching for his Deftru^on, chanced near by 
this fame Place where the Butchers lay j who brake a^ut him with fuch 
a Reird and Qamour ; that he, knowing no fuch Thing, was all utterly 
abafed and afraid : But, being admoniffied by his Son, a young valiant 
Man, with fome others his Friends, to remember upon his old wonted 
Courage, and not to take Fear, feeing it was Force either to fight or flee ; 
and as the Proverb is, Bntune belts tbe Hardy, hut no Remeid can he 
found for Feehlenefs ; he defended fo valiantly, till one of thir Brigandg 
was ilaio> and another deadly wounded y and^ at the lail, feeing he might 
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not make his Party good, he took the Flight with bis Fellows toward , 
the Caftle of Crightoun-^ for Safety of their Lives j and fo efcaped the 
Danger. But that was not long unrecompenfed ^ for he gathered a great 
Company of his Friends and Aflifters, and came forward toward Edin- 
hurgb to be revenged upon the Earl of Douglas-, Devifer of the forefaid 
Rume, who was remaining there with a fmall Multitude accompanied^ 
* without any Sufpicion of Sir William Crightons Gathering : And therefore 
it was Force to him to leave the Town, and flee to fave himfelf, or elfe, 
without Doubt, to be in Peril of his Life, with all them that were in his 
Company. 

T H I R mutual Injuries and defpiteful Conceits, moved on every Side, 
exaiperated both the Parties in others Ire and Hatred, that the one of 
them appeared fuddenly to bring the other to utter Deftru6lion and 
Ruin. Through (his DiHenlion the Realm was divided in two Parts and 
Fadions. 

But yet the tEarl of Douglas bearing very heavily that he was fo 
fliamcfully put out of th^ Town, by the deceitfol Gathering of his Ene- 
my y attour, fearing that the King: w^s nnt .forixetful of fo many Offences 
done in Time bygone, and therethrough would be more favourable to Sir 
William Crigbton than to him, he thought to bind a League with fuch 
Nobles as would be. Party ^ yea, and far above, if it come to the worft, 
both to his Unfriends, and to the King himfelf, if he would declare him- 
felf in his contrary : And therefore fent^uiet Meflages to his Friends, and 
fpccially to the Earls of Crawford^ Ihifs and Murray^ to aflift and debate 
againfi fuch Dangers and Invafions as prefently appeared to fall upon him : 
Which being gladly granted ( for all thir Men hated, as one. Sir WilHam 
Crigjotm^ with the reft of the Courtiers that were in Credit with the King^ 
without any Hope of Reconciliation ) there was a Confederation made 
betwixt thir Earls and their Friends, with a folemn Oath, That the In- 
juries done to any of them, or the fobereft of them, ur their Adherents^ 
ihould be equal Qjiarrel to them all, contrary whatfomever Men in or 
forth of this Realm j and to fpend their Lives, Lands and Gear to the 
Revenge of the fame. 

Through this Covenant the Earl of l)ouglas grew fo proud and 
infolent, that they boafled in all Pwrts, wherever they came, to have the 
Rule and Guiding of the Realm againft all Mens Will, ?nd to have their 
Enemies utterly exterminate. But this ambitious and vain Vaunting 
was notj pleafant in the Sight of God : For vain Pride and Ambitiouf- 
nefs com^th never of God, but allenarly of the Devil^ who is the Mafter 
of Pride. 

I N the mean Time the King began of new to hate the Houfe of 
^ouglaS'^ becaufe of their Ambitioufnefs. Another Caufe there was j be- 
caufe fome Thieves of ^onglafdale had berried all the Lands pertaining 
to John Heres a Nobleman, and faithful Subjefl: to the King's Majefliy 
at all Times j whereof when this Heres had oft and diverfe Times com- 
plained, and fought Redrcfs thereof from the Eaxl of Dmglasy and could 
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never get Remeid, he took Purpofe to recompence the fame Wrong, 
becaufe he got no Juftice. But this Attempt fucceeded very unhappily j 
for, in the Herrying o{ Attandak^ he was taken with his Complices, and 
br9Ught to the Earl oiTiotigJas^ where be was caftcn in Irons, and there- 
after hanged ihamefoily as he had been a Thief, notwithftanding the 
King's Commandment in the contrary, and other Meffages fent to that 
Effeft. 

The King took very heavy with this high Contcinpt, but fupprefled 
it for the Time. Attour, the poor People were fo overcome and bur- 
dened with importable Charges, that there was no Life for them i and 
yet, notwithftanding, they durft not plainzie nor lament their own Mi- 
fery in thir troublous Times. ; and therefore. Day by Day, Mifchief began 
more and more to increafe. Other Noblemen, that were full of Siibftance^ 
had/ no Will of Difcord, but abhorred all utterly thir civil Wars rififig 
among themfelves, and lamented quietly thir Dangers and Calamities^ 
which lay not within their Power to quench. This Mifchief daily increafed 
fo much, that all Men took Sufpicion, that thir Earls o?T>ouglcis^ CraWr 
ford-, Murray and jR^, with their AfTifters, which was the greateft Part 
of the Realm, ftinul J KaAiiy <i«|^o£L thw King out of his Authority : 
Which Sufpicion being fliewn to the King, ^e took great Fear thereof; 
for he knew well, that their Faftion was as potent ( if they were not more 
potent) thanhimfel£ 

. A T this mean Time the Earl of Douglas caft himfelf for to be ftark 
ligainft the King ; and therefore fought and perfwaded all Men, under 
his Opinion and Servitude, and in Ipecial the Gentlemen of Galloway f^ 
with Cdile^ Carrick and Cumngbam^ and all other Parts that were near 
adjacent unto him, defiring them daily to ride and go with him, as his 
own Houfliold-Men and Servants, and to alTift him in all Things whatfom- 
ever he had ado, whether it was right or wrong, with the King, or againft 
him. But fome other wife Men feeing the Danger appearing of the Eail 
o{T)onglas*s Proceedings contrary the King and his Authority, therefore 
would not affift him, nor take Part with him, nor ride nor gang with 
him, nor be his Man. Among the reft of thir there was one called Mac- 
ckllm-i who was Tutor of Somiy for the Time, and Sifter's Son to Sir 
Patrick dray^i who was Mafter of Gray^ * and principal Servitor to the 
King, and Captain of his Guard. This Macclellan-^ for Love he bore 
to the King's Grace, and to the Miniftration o£ Juftice, would, on no 
ways, fcrve and. ride with the Earl of Douglas ^ contrary the King and 
his Authority, nor y^t to opprefs the Commonwealth of the Country, 
but kept him quietly within his Bounds, doing no Man Wrong. The 
Earl oi Douglas feeing this, that this Man would not ferve him as he de- 
lired, came haftily unto his Houfe with a great Number of Men, and 
jieged it, and wan it, and took him out 6f the fame, and had him to the 
Caftie of Tiouglas^ and caft him there in ftrait Prifon. His Friends, fee- 
ing this, paffed to the Court to Sir Patrick Gray^^ to fliew him the Mari- 
ner thereof, how it flood with his Sifter's Son. The which when Sir 
Patrick Gray heard the Novels, he was heavily difpleafed at the Matter, 
and paffed haftily to the King, and ihewcd him the Manner how it flood 
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with his Sifter's Sou, defiring the King's Grace for. to deliver him his Si- 
fter's Son, which the Earl dil^oiiglas had in Captivity and Prifbn for the 
Time. The King granted very thankfully the lame, and caufed write 
a fweet Letter of Supplication to the Earl of T^ottglas^ hi to deliver the 
Tutor oi'Bomhy to Sir Patrick Gray^ his Eame. 

« 

This Writing heing fubfcribed and figneted with the King's Signet, 
thereafter delivered to Sir Patrick Gray-i to ufe the fame as he thought 
Caufe ; who paffed haftily, with the laid Writing and Supplication of 
the King, to the Eajl oiT>ouglaSj who was then in the Caftle of Tim- 
glas^ for the Time, fitting al his Dinner ; and hearing told that Sir Pa- 
trick Gray-i the King's familiar Servant, was lighted at the Gate, the 
. Earl marvelled much at the Matter, what that Ihould mean, and caufed 
incontinent draw the Boards, and rofe and met the faid Sir Patrick with 
great Reverence and Humility, becaufe he was the King's principal Caj)- 
tain, and fecret Servant and Familiar to his Grace : therefore the Earl recei- 
ved him with more Thanks : But all was under Colour and Deceit ; tot 
the Earl had n<5 Favour to the King, nor to any of his Familiars ; yet he 
enquired at the faid Tatrick-i if he ha J dined. Who anfwered, he had not. 

Then the Earl oS ^^a^Pus ^vLtd^ There xt-a*- no'T*alk to te had betwiit a 

fill! Man and a falling j therefore you fiiall dine, and we ihall talk to- 
gether at Length. 

I N this mean Time Sir Patrick Gray fat down to his Dinner, and 

the Earl treated him, and made him good Chear, whereof Sir Patrick 

Gray was well contented, believing all Things to fucceed well thereafter. 

But the Earl of Douglas ^ on the other Part, took a Sufpicion and Con- 

jeSurc what Sir Patrick Grays Commiffion was, and dreading the Defire 

thereof ftxould be for h?s Friend, the TJetor of Hornby \ therefore, in the 

mean Time, when they were at the Dinner, talking of merry Matters, 

the Earl caufed quietly take forth the Tutor of 3ionwy out of Prifon, and 

hare him to the Green, and there flruck off his Head, and took the lame 

away from him, and fyne covered a fair Cloath on his Body, that nothing 

might be feen of that trcafonable KSt that was done. 

I N this mean Time, when Dinner was done. Sir Patrick Gray pre- 
fcntcd'the King's Writing unto the Earl, who Reverently received it ; and, 
when he had read it, and confidered the EScSt thereof, he gave great 
Thanks to Sir Patrick Gray-^ faying? He was beholden to him^ that 
hrotigbt fo familiar a Writing from his Prince to him^ conjideringhow 
it Jiood between them at that Time : And as to the defire and Suppli- 
cation^ it Jloould be thankfully granted to the King ; and the rather for 
Sir PatrickV Sake. And took him by the Hand, and led him forth to 
the Green, where the Gentleman was lying dead, and Ihewed him the 
Manner, and faid. Sir Patrick, you are come a little too late ; but yonder 
is your Sifter's Son lyings but be wants the Head. Jake his ^oay^ and 
do with it what you will ^ii Patrick anfwered again with a fore Heart, 
and faid. My Lord^ if ye hace taken from him his Head^ difpone upon 
the "Body as ye pleafe. And with that called for his Horfe, and leaped 
thereon J and when he was on Horfeback, he faid to the Earl on this 
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Manner, My Lord^ if Ili/ve-, you Jhall he rewarded for your Labours^ 
that you ba've ufed at this l^ime^ according to your T>emerits. 

At this Saying the Earl was highly offended , and cried for Horfe. 
Sir Patrick feeing the Earl's Fury, fpurred his Horfe ; but he was chafed 
near tp Edinburgh ere they left him ; and had it not been his lead Horfe 
was fo tried and good, he had been taken. But when thir News came to 
King, he was heavily difcontented therewith, both of the Slaughter, 
then of the Chafing of his Servant. To that Effefl: the King called 
his fecret Council to advife hereupon, what was bcfl to be done for to 
• danton this wicked M^n, that could no ways be flenched from Reif, Op~ 
preffion and Slaughter, both of great Men and fmall. The Council ad- 
vifed and concluded. That it' was befl to flatter him, and to bring him 
in to the Council by fair Heights and Promifes ; and, in the mean Time, 
to punifh him according to his Demerit. So the King made him to forget 
all Faults and Enormities done by the Earl of Tiouglas in Times bypaft, 
defiring nothing of him, but that he would be a good Man va Time 
coming ; and, ht that* Caufe, defired him affeduoufly to come to the 
Council, making him fure, with tU Promifes, that h^ fhould be fafely 
pardoned. Some fay he got the great Seal thereunto, ere he would grant 
to come to the King. 

T H E N the Earl of T)ouglas came at the King 5 Commandment to 
Stirling^ where he was well received and entertained by the King, who 
thereafter called him to the Supper, and banquetted him very royally^ 
thinking, that if it might be poffible, either with Gentlehefs or good 
Deed, to withdraw him from his Attempts that he purpofed to do. <At 
the lafl, aft^r Supper, the King called the Earl of Douglas to a feirret 
Chamber, and4>ut all Men afide,^except fb many as were upon the fecret 
Council, and his own Guard j ana there faid to him very meekly and 
gently, as it had been a fober OflFence that was yet committed, B is gi- 
s^en me to underftandy my Lord^ fays the King, Tb(it there is^ betwixt 
you and the Earl of Crawford, and fome other N^s^ fome 'Band and 
. Confederation made. I pray you therefore to break fuch "Bands ^ Leagues 
and Societies^ that are not wont to be within a Realm under one Trince^ 
by his Authority and Command ; and that ye would be fo good as to re- 
Ttme all fuch uccafion as. may caufe the SubjeUs of this Realm to take Su-- 
t jjtdcion of your evil Mind towdrd me. As to my felf I know no Evil^ nor 
believe none of pu ; yet it is very unfeeming to do any fuch I'hings as 
are not confonant to the Laws of this Realm^ andTlea/ure of the King^s 
jtieges : For doubt lefs it cannot be without great Slander of the Teople^ 
nor vet without the Trinces Hatred^ to commit fuch "things as Jhall 
caufe the Teople live without Order -^ through evil Example y by the • 
whilk the Realm foall be evil abufed by every Man^ even as they were a 
People without haw or Jufiice. 

This being faid, with many other pleafant Words, which are im- 
pofTible to rehearfe, the Earl of T)ouglas^ nothing moved with the Icing's 
Humanity, anfwered again very pridefiiUy, faying, that he could not 

break the Band that was made^ nor wotild he Mf charge the fame for

no Alans Sayings ; and that for the great Offences the King had 
done to him ; reproaching the King very arrogantly, that he had repro- * 
ved him of all his Offences : Yet, notwithftanding of his proud Anfwer, 
the King exhorted him to do nothing that was, degenerate from the No- 
bility of his Forebeers \ for that was very wicked that he had begun, and 
was a fuflScient Caufe to tyne his Life, Lands and Goods, and deferving 
Forfaultry, and his Memory to be abolifhed and ftramped forth for ever. 
At the lail, the King feeing that he could not prevail with Fairnefs ; 
and alfo dreading. That, through fo prideful Anfwers, worfe^ fhould 
have followed thereupon than was bruited of before, unlels hafty Remeid 
were found j and fo he took a high Anger, and thought to do the Thing 
chat was lefs Skaith to the Commonwealth, than to trouble the whole 
.Healm therewith ; and fo he pulled forth a Sword, and faid, I fee well^^ 
my Lord-i my Grayer cannot pret^ail to caufe you defift from your mc- 
kcd Counfel and Enterprizes^ Ifhall caufe all your wicked Confpiracies 
to ceafe. Thereafter immediately he ftruck him through the Body with 
the Sword j and thereafter the Guard, hearing the Tumult within, the 
Chamber, rufhed in, and flew the Earl out of Hand. This Slaughter 
was in the Year of God, One thoufand four hundred and fifty two Years, 
the twentieth Day oi February : Which is to be lamented. That a 'Prince 
. Ihould be fo tempted by his own Subje5:s, after -fo many ^odly and wife 
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At this Time there was, in the To^n of Stirling-, many oF the Earl 
of Douglas's Friends, with his Brother James ^ the Earl of Mwray^ the 
.JBajrl 01 Ormond'f the Lord Baheny^ the Knight of Kedyo^^ James 
Hdmihon', a Man of great Eflimation among the Nobles of the Realm^ 
with many other great Gentlemen, yttj potent both of Riches^ and 
Friends. Thir Gentlemen, how foon Word came to them, That the 
Earl was fliainj they remained there that Night ^ and, upon the Mora^ 
they put James Tiouglas in his Brother's Place, as was ordained -by the 
Earl beftwrc j who made a long Harangue and Exhortation to his Friends 
to fiege the Caftle, and to revenge the unworthy Slaughter of his Bro- 
ther, with the King's Life. But when they faw it was impoffible to do, 
feeing they had no Munition fitting for this EfFeft, the Caftle being fo 
ftrong, they gave the King very contumelious Words, faying, T^hat they 
fhould ne'uer ohey nor know him again as a King or Trince-, hut JhotUd 
he revenged upon him and his cruel Tyranny y or ever they ceafed. 

A E T E R this they burnt and berried the Town of Stirling^ and alt 
fuch other Lands that belonged either to the King, or yet ta them that 
would not profefs their Fad:ion, they wafted with Fire and Sword. 
Amongft the which, the whole Lands and Town of Dalkeith were de- 
ftroyed, and the Caftle thereof beked about with a ftrong Siege, and 
made there a folemn Oath, never to pafs therefrom unto the Time it 
were equal with the Ground* For James hated and envied John Lord 
T^alkeithy his Friend and Kinfman, above all other Traitors ; and that 
becaufe he was both of his Kindred and Sirname, and yet had refuf<^d to 
ailift his Attempts and Enterprizes. This Siege lafted longer than the 
Sixers believed j for the Men within defended valiantly, till their Un- 
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fi-iends, irked by fo long Wakings Hunger, and other Troubles, and the 
great Slaughter of many of their Folks, and fundry wounded fo cruelly, 
that they were conftrained to leave ofif their Furpofe ^ and fo they diflbl* 
ved the Seige. 

The Kino;, being highly offended with their arrogant Attempts, ga- 
thered an Army to punifti thir Confpirators for their temarious Enter- 
prizes ; but when he faw he could not have the upper Hand upon them, 
as, without Doubt, he might not make his Party good againft fo great 
an Army, he left his Intention till a better Time. 

I N the mean Time, when he was looking for the Coming of Aletitafir 
der Earl of Huntley ^^ whom he had charged by a Herauld, and alfo re« 
queAed very affeftuoufly to come in his Defence, the faid Alexander -^ obe- 
dient at the King's Command, coming forward with a great Army for 
the King's Support, his Gate was ovcrfet by JUexa^^der Earl of OraW'* 
ford^ who was already declared the King's Rebel and Traitor for Lefe- 
Majeifyj becaufe he contemned the King's Authority and Impyre, being 
Xuxnmoned by an Officer of Arms to underly the Law. The Earl of 
Crawford ^Stmh\^d a great Company of his Allies, Kindred and 'Friends, 
(witii!the whojle Folks oH Angus \ and thereafter, when the Earl of HunU 
ley was marching towards Angus^ the Earl of Crawford camped his Folks 
befide the Town oi "Brechin \ where both the Armies, coming in others 
Sight, riiihed forward in arrayed Battle upon other. It was loi% fough- 
ten with . great Cruelty and uncertain Vidory, till that a Company of 
freih Men came to renew the Battle, taking the Advantage of the Know* 
Side, who came fo fiercely on the Earl of Huntlefs Vanguard, tbat they 
.were compelled to fettle a little back j the which when the Angus-Vitxi 
|)erceived that they were put back, and haying Advantage^ they came 
jDDore fiercely upon them than they did before, and namely upon the t^lace 
jbreft charged. But, in the mean Time, a Captain of the Earl of Cyaw- 
fbrd^Sy to wit, John CbUefs ofSonymoony who had in Governance three 
•hundred able Men, well armed, and bore Battle-Axes and Halbeits^ 
with other fharp Weapons. This Jobn Collefs fled from the Earl of 
Crawford traiteroufly, and caufed others to flee with him, wherethrough 
he tint the Field : And becaufe this Laird defired his Son to be put 
in Fie of his Lands, who were holden of the Earl of Crawford^ with 
other Commodity and GainSj that this Laird defired at the Earl of Craw- 
ford's Hands j who ahfwered him and faid, Tbe Jinte was ^fhort ; but 
bade him do well that Day with him, and prove a valiant Man, and he 
ihould have all his Deiire and more : But the Laird of ^onymoon^ Bot 
contented with this Anfwer, paiTed from him with a Giief, and arrayed 
his Men, and put them in Order, as he would have foughten moft furi- 
ouily i but when he faw his Time come, that he fhould have relcued the 
Earl of Crawford'^ who was fighting then cnielly, the faid Captain drew 
himfelf afide cowardly, and made no Support to the faid Earl ; who, 
feeing his Men departing from him treafonaUy, by Command and Convoy 
of this Captain, he was conftrained to flee for Sa!rety of his Life. And 
albeit the Viftory inclined to the Earl of Huntley^ yet he got not the 
£une without great Slaughrer of his Folks j fot two of his own Brethren 
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were flain, irith fundry other Gentlemen and Yeomen. There was flain 
upon the Earl of Crawford's Side, Sir Jobn Lindefay Knight, his Bro- 
ther, with many other Gentlemen, whereof had been great Pity, if they 
had been in a bietter Qparrel. So the Earl of Crawford being overcome 
in this Battle^ it is faid, That a Gentleman followed fo fiercely upon the 
Chafe, that he drew him in the Midfl of the Prefs of the Sari of Craw- 
fon^s Folks, that were gathered to be his Safeguard in the Midft of the 
Flight ; and io was compelled to pafs with them, as he had been a Man 
of their own, to the Place of Unbaven^ where he heard the Earl iay, 
T!bat be wijhed to he [even Tears in Hell-f to ba've tbe bon-^nrahk Vtciory 
ibat bad fallen to the Ear/ of Hunthy tbat Day^ cohjidering tbe great 
Favour tbat be bad conquefi of bis Trince^ for bis Relief and repr ef- 
fing of Rehels. Upon the Morn thereafter all the dead Bodies were bu- 
ried, ilk one after their own Eftate j and albeit the Earl was overconie, 
•as faid is, yet he remained ftill in the Country di Angus ^ as he did be- 
fore, and purfued all them that were not of his Fa6lion with great Cru- 
elty, wafting their Lands with Fire and Sword ; and namely them Xhat 
liad fled from him in the Battle, fpoiling them of their Lives and Goods, 
as tliey might be apprehended, and cafl: down their Houfes to the Ground. 

This Battle was fcricken upon the Afcetifion-Tiay^ in the Year of God, 
X)ne thoufand iour hundred and fifty three Years. 

1 1^ this mean Time, while the Earl of Huntley was occupied, ott 

this 'Manner, for the Liberty of the Realm, the Earl of Murray entred 

Tttito the Lands of Strawbogie^ and burnt the Corns, and berried the 

Country, and all other Lands pertaining to the Earl oi Huntley. Which 

was not long unrequited : For how foon he was viftorious over the com- 

'mon £i!iemie8 of the Realm, he invaded the Lands of Murray with 

greater Cruelty, Slaughter and Herrylhip, than was done in his Bounds 

and Lands. At whofe Coming the Earl of il4«rr^, with his Friends 

and Clients, took fuch Fear, by Reafon of the recent Vifliory, that it 

behoved him to flee the Country for Safe-guard of his Life, It i^ faid, 

That the Earl of Huntley canie to the Town of Forefs^ and burnt up all 

the one Side of the Town, by Reafon it appertained to the Earl of mur- 

ray his Kindred and Friends} but fpared the other Side thereof, by 

Reafon that a great Part of it pertained to his Favourers and Good- 

willers. 

Short While thereafter the King caufcd fet a Parliament, by the 
Counfel of fairies Kennedy Bifliop of St. Andrews^ where the Decreet 
of Fbrfalter, led againft the Earl of Crawford before, was newly appro- 
ved and ratified again, and his Goods and Gear confifcate, and Lands 
d'eak, himfelf declared Traitor for his Rebellion, and liis Memory abo- 
liihed, arid fcraped out of the Book of Arms for ever. And alio fames 
Earl oiThuglas^ the Earls oi Murray ^lAOrinond^ John Lord of 2^/- 
teny^ James Hamikon of thztllky iCnight, forefaid, with diverfe other 
landed Gentlemen, were fommoned to the Parliament to a certain Pay, 
to underly the Law for certain Crimes as were to be laid to their Char- 
ges. But this was in vain ; for none of them thought to inak« Obedience 
or Compearance : And alfo, upon the Night after they were fummoned, 
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fome Explorators were fent to the Town diEdinhurgh^ to ^ythe Form 
and Falhion of all their Proceedings j who, at their Mailers Commands, 
.affixed Plackets upon the Kirks-Doors, fealed with the Earl's own Hand 
and Signet, bearing thir Words, in EfFe<a, T!he Earl of Douglas will 
neither ohey Command nor Charge in Time comivg^ hy Reafon the King 
was hut a hloody Murderer of his own "Blood -^ and "Breaker of the Law 
of Hofpitality^ a falfe ungodly T'hirfler for innocent Bloody without a 
juji ^iarrel or Occajion j with many other contumelious Sayings, un- 
worthy to rehearfe. ' 

The King getting Wit of this Thing, he took luch high Difdain^ 
that he gathered a Company of armed Men to invade this pridefiil Ty- 
rant ; and, becaufe it was the dead Time of the Year, he -could do no- 
thing for the Repairing of his Honour, except that he burnt the Cotrns 
and Houfes, berried the Countries, and flew fome Spies. He returnefl 
Home again, and deferred his Purpofe till the Spring of the Year : But 
yet the Earl, with his Affiflrers, took little heed of all this Herlhip and 
Slaughter, but were as infolent as they had never been afflided with fuch 
Misfortunes. And moreover, that the Lands, Rents and Riches, per- 
taining to his umquhile Brother, Ihould not come in the Hand of foreign 
Men, the Earl of T^onglas fent to the Pope, &jx a IJiipcnfaticm to marry 
his Brother's Wife, to whom a great Part of the Lands fell, through the 
Dcceafe of her faid umquhile Husband, befide the Lands that appertain- 
ed to her in Heritage, which he coulcf no Manner of Way obtain j and 
therefore, without Law, or Refpefl: to God or a good Confcience^ he 
took and married his Brother's Wife, to the EffeiS forefaid. 

I N the Spring of the Year thereafter, this inteftine War, within . the 
Bowels of this Commonweal, began to increafe ay more and more ; ani 
fo continued two Years j during;, the which Time, the T>ouglaj[es burnt 
and berried all Lands pertaining to the King and his Affifters j and alfe 
to them that were not plain on his Fa<9:ion. And, upon the other Side, 
the King and his Affifters were very loath to ufe fuch Cruelty for their 
Recompence j but rather, to break their Enemies prideful Arrogance, 
wafted and berried Jnandale^ Etrick^ Forejl^ with other Lands pertain- 
ing to the other Faftion. At the laft the Earl of T>atiglass fpecial 
Friends, fuch as were left on Life, during the faid civil Wars, being 
vexed and irked fo long through civil War, and by frequent Heflhip 
drawn to extreme Poverty, gave Counfel to their Chief to leave and deiift 
from his feditious Difobedience, and humbly to defire Pardon of the 
King's Majefty, and to render himfelf, without Fraud or Guile, in his 
Hands, Will and Gentrice, who, of his Honour, appearantly could not 
deny the fame to him i for if a King will denude hi^mfelf of all Clemency, 
Confideration or Pity, then it were a great and manifcft Sign and Token 
of his fearful Dread and Terror to every Man. Attour,'they gave the 
Earl to underftand. That the King being fo vexed, as appeared to them, 
through longfome and tedious Travel, taken of the Appeafing of the 
Commonweal, would be as glad to receive Ihim in his Favour, as he 
would be tp offer himfelf thereto : And fo, not only fliould he be 

reconciled to his Prince^ but alfo might conqueis the Friendfiiip of 

many 
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many others, as principal Ender of all Mifchicf rc^Qing within this 
Realm. • 

W H E K his Friends had faid this, with many other perfwai5ve Words, 
. he made Anfwer, Tbat be wmld fie^er put bis Life in tbat Mans Wilt 
andT)anger^ tbat bad put dtnsin^ firfi-^ two in the Cqftle ^Edinburgh 
that were Srotber-^airns witb bim i and nowj of late^ William Earl 
of Douglas, bis own "Brotber^^ of wbom tbe like rang never witbin 
tbisRealrri: And were not all tbir^^ fays he, called "very gentle^ as 
friends ^ by bimfelf and hy bis pr^Jent^ Couhiers and Cmnfetters^ to 
rigbteous j0ion^ to tbe WffeU tberehy tbe Law of Nature ^^ and Law^ 
if Hofpitalityj tbeyjhould he even^ as it was^ dejiroyed and /lain ? And 
if fo wasy Tbat tbey were betrayed andjlain under tbe Colour ofLn- 
tertainmenti bow mucb more fearful is it to me to pia me in bisT>anger? 
So be tbottgbt tbere was but one of two to he cbofen^ either extreme 
Chance of nattle^ whereby one might have tbe upper Hand ; or elfe-^ if 
they left tbe Fields and gave over the Lnterprize^ they Jhquld he mur- 
^deredy Jlain^ or hanijhedi witb other intolerable^ Chances that might he* 
fal^ to his T>eriJiony Scorn and Skaith^ and Shame' to his Friends and 
Kindred. Shortly ^ there was m\ middle Way^ be thought y tbat might 
deliver bint vm of ^rjis pyjent Terii. 

--F OR which Sayings many began to leave hi^ mighty Courage 10 fuch 
Advetfity. Others not only difallowed his obftibate Mind in fUfh Wic- 
kednefs, Iwt alfo reproached the Fortifiers and Allowers of him in fuch 
Wickedneis and i)crvcrfe Perfeverande : Thinking well ( as it was true in 
deed) that all they that fed hixh with fuch Flattery an3 Difbbedience, both 
towards God and the King, would not continue utkto the unfiappy End 
of this Matter, as they promifed, to the great Everfion of the Common- 
weal, and the deftroying of the Prince : For they knew that his Prideful- 
nefs could not lack a mifchieyous End, as might be fufficiently under* 

iljood, by the Example of fuch like Men in all Times bygone, both by 

the ScetHjh and (rther* foreign Hiffory, Then, how foon the Earl 0$ 
^^20/^^ underflood the Earl of T)ouglas\ obftinate and wilful Difol'*^^ 
dience, for whofe Qjaarrel he had fallen in fuch Mifchief, he de^'t?^ f? 
his Company, and took Purpofe to humble himfelf, and come inPV.^??^ 
Abuiliement to the King, and ask Pardon for the high Oflferices ^^ 
had committed j knowiiig well, that if he would perfevere in hiis V 
Society jfld Band, that not only ftiould he,' his Kindjed and F^ 
with their Pbfterity, be put Out from all Memory, but alfo the™ .* 
Fafts, and martial Deeds of his Forebeers, who^ through their good^f? 
vice, had conqueft both the Lands that he polTeffed prefently, and alU 
the King's FavourV, witli great Commendation and !uaiid of all Mcn^ 
ihould be obfcured and forgot forever.

8 o, when the King^was paiSng to the Nmh Liftd, coming through 
/Jngusy the Earl pf Crawford came, bareheaded ^d barefooted, clade 
as lie had been a miferable Cative guilty of a Crime, accufed in T^^^^S" 
ment, in doloious and poor Arrayment, tb movt the Judges and magi- 
ftrates to Gommiferation and Pity y and fo, accompanied with a fma9 
Number of Folk8> driiy in Countenance^ he caft him in the King's Gate. 
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But, from H^d^ fo foon as he came hiefore th^ Kings Majeft^^ with 
Tears burfting out abundantly, he fell on his Knees i which being fliown- 
to the King, what Man it was, and who they* were that were in. his 
Company ; and that the Earl, confident more in the King's Clemency, 
wherein he had placed his whole Hope of Rieflitution, than moved with 
any Fear or Dreadour, had put hipifelf in his trace's Will and Meroy ; 
the King bad€ raife him up, to fee wherefore he came, all Fear and 
Dreadour fet aiide. ^Then it is faid, that the Earl's Courage being fome 
Part recovered again, dried the Tears from his Eyes, and faid to the 
King in Manner following.

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they 9 at the leafl:, be not fpuikied of their Lives and Heritage only 
for my Offence ai\d Fault, 


When the Earl thus had ended^ Ae Nobles and Gentlemen of Jfi^ 
j^us^ that came in his Company to feek RemiHion, held up their Hands 
to the King, moft doloroufly crying Mercy ; till their Sobbing and Sigh- 
ing cutted their Words fo fore, that almoft their Prayers could not be 
underftood. Through the which there rofe fuch Ruth and Pity among 
the Company, that none could contain themfelves from Tears and Mour- 
ning : And fo every Man began to implore the King's Majefty for 
Reipeft to this Earl and his Affifters ; but principally James Kennedy 
Bifhop of St. Andrews and Sir William Origbton-i by whofe Perfwafion 
the Earl came at that Time to feek Mercy, follicited greatly for him aAd 
his Ailifters, whom he compelled, contrary their Hearts, to maintain his . 
Treafon and Confpiracy j praying the King, of his Benignity, to fparc 
them ; for the Experience of this Mifchief, that had befallen them by 
this Rebellion, ihould make them the more humble, faithfiil and obedi- 
ent to their Prince, and to ferve his Majefty, than if they had never fal- 
len before. Attour, fb great a Man's Repentance, humble Submiflion and 
Defire were not to be lightlied nor defpifed. Ha^e Gmfideratian', faid they, 
and Regard to the dangerous Ttmes^ with the other Circumftances pre^ 
fentfy within the Realm i for if fuch a "thing he upon the Face rf the 
Earthy as Faiths Repentance and T^ruth-^ no Man goodly may believe^ 
nor could fufpecl either Fraud or Guile. By chir Mens Words, lamen- 
table Gefhire and Countenance, they overcame and moved the King ; 
and fpecially the Requeft and Prayers of thir Men that itood about 

him* 

So, Remiiuofi beiog granted to them, the King bade them be of 
good Courage, and be 'of a better Mind towards the Comnionwealtb than 
they were before, faying, ^bat be bad neitber 'Defire of tbe Nohkhkns 
JjandS'i nor Goods, nor Lwes, hut rather to conqtufs their Hearts and 
Friendfi)ips ; and that it is Truth, that be was irefid contrary all Cm* 
fpr/ttors, hut yet would fettle his j^e fo foon as they became penitent of 
their Offences and Crime ; Jnd alfo he mderftood, 'That it became a 
Trince to he revenged upon Rehellers and hjurers of his Mmfiy ; yet^ 
mtmthjianding, he would ufe fuch Moderance herein, and deal with 
them as gently as he could, without.'Danger of others, or evil Example. 
Jttour, he defired no greener Revenge on them, than to fee a Man of 
great Courage and Spirit, attempting, fhort fenfyne, temerarioufly fuch 
Ubing above his Degree and Strength, now rendring himfelf freely, 
without Compu^ion, to that Eftme, that be granted he had no otVer 
Refuge, nor Hope of K^itution, hut in tbe King*s Clemency and Gen- 
trice, and that he bad asked Mercy and Forgivennefs, upon bis Knees, 
bmwbom be bad purfuedmoji aruelly, adjoyned aid fociated with the 
common Enemies of the Realm: 

How foon the King had faid this, and fuch like Words* ihowing 
his Mind inclined to Mercy, he received the Earl and his ASG&ets into 
his Graceajid Favours, abfolyed them horn Lefc-MaKft7>.rcflored.tb«m 
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to dieir Dignity agab> former £ftate and HoiKXirs, whick was great Joy 
and Gladnefs to them all that beheld the fame. Thfi £arl of Craw fir a^ 
gloried with his happy Eyenture, convoyed the King's Majefty in the 
Nbrth Land, and with him a dhofen Cbmpany of young able Men of 
jhgus y and, in the Month thereafter, banqaetted him right magnifi- 
cently in the Place of Ftnba^en^ promifing ^thfuUy to be ready, with 
all his Forces, to overthrow and fight againft the common Enemies of the 
Realm, when apd where it pleafed the King's Majefty. 

This Earl, being on this Ways reconciled with the King's Ma)efty, 
gave over all Tyranny, and became a &ithful SubieA, and a ficker Taige 
to the King's Lieges, having nothing in more Keverence and Honour, 
than the King's Royal Perfon. At Is^ being, on this Manner, at Qiiet-^ 
, neis and Reft, when he appeared to his Friends, and all other of the 
Country, f o be in greateft Profperity, Fortune th6led noc the happy 
Eftate of this Man long Time to continue : For, in the fixth Month after 
this Reftitution, as ikid is, he took the hot Fever, and died in the Year 
of God, One thoufand four hundred and fifty four, and was buried, with 
great Triumph and Pomp* in the Gr/tyfiriers of T^undee^ in his Fore- 
beers Sepulchre. In this fame Tear the College of Gtajgpw was founded 
and ereded. In the Year preceeding, Mabamet the Prince of the Turks 
befieged and wan the noble and ancient Town of O^tftantinepk^ and 
vfed great Slaughter and Cruelty upon the Chriftians wherever they 
came \ URcolas L being Pope ofRmne ) and made the fame, from thence** 
forth, his principal Dwelling-Place, and yet make their Refidence tbere^ 
unto thir our Days. 

I M the B^iiming of the nest Year, which was One thoufand four 
hundred ajbd fifty fiye, there was a Parliamoit fet at Edinhurgb, where 
j^ames EtaA of ThmlOf, Statriity his Brother's Wife, pretended Spoufe 
to faifflCelf) Qeorge Earl of Ormond, John Lord of Safveny, were all 
together forefaulted and condemned to Death. There was a Gonyention 
made thereafter, where the King, calling to Remembrance how that the 
Earldom of Miirray was reft from James Ortibumi who married the el- 
deft Daughter of the Earl of Murray^ as (aid h^ by the fubtile Craft of 
WiBam Earl of Dotiglas, and giyen to Archibald his Brother ; he re- 
fiored the fame to him again : But when James Or^bton perceiyed that 
he could not joyfe the I^ands without the Hatred of many Gentlemen, he 
again p^t it in the King's Hand ; and his Son thereafter, called George 
Crigbtott') in Recompei&tioA thereof, was made Earl of Caithnefs. At- 
tour, WiViam, Hay^ then Gonftable of this Reahn, was the firft belted 
Harl cSJrrol j and fundry other noUe Knights, fuch as 7)arttfyi ffaks, 
X{fk and Lom-t were made Lords and Barons of Parliament. 

After this Council was diflolyed, the King caufed raife a new Ar- 
my, to pafs upon the coounon Enemies of this Realm i and firft inyaded 
G^dkwa^y which was rendred without any DiflBculty, with all the 
Straths thereof. Thereafter pafled to ^offpiafdaky where greater 
Cnidty was ufed than in Galloway ; and (he i^le Men and Goods gi- 
ven to be a juft f^ey to be taken up by the Kiilg's Meo of War, be- 
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Cdiufe the Inhabiters i^ere ftubborn^ a»d made tbem to gainfland the 
King's Authority. But when the Earl of Dinig/as^s Landis and Men 
^ere overthrown with fuch Calamities, Sir James thmikon-^ the Earl 
of 2)^/^'s familiar Servant, was fent to England for Support againil 
the Kii^ ofScotlandj in Defence of the Earl oiT)of{gkis ; ,bu.t he obtained 
no Men, but Money. The which being obtained, he perf waded the Earl c^ 
^^Mglas to offer the King extreme Battle. To that Eifeft he caufed take 
up Bands and MeA of War, to the Number df three hundred Horfemeb^ 
ktkd three hundred Footmen, to be under the Captainry and Government 
of yames Hamiltm : And aifo he caufed feek all Clients and Familiars^ 
and his tender Kindred and Friends, with all them that favoured him in 
the Realm di Scotland at that Time, charging them to be ready at the 
appointed Day, to come to him, and debate him and his Lands againft 
the King, when he came to purfue him, and fpecially if he fieged 
Jbercorn. 

W H s K the King heard of this Provifion of the Earl of ^De^lni', 
he vas greatly affeared, thinking that he had wafted himfelf and his 
Money, and had tyred all his Subje6ls in the Purfuit^ Herfliip and Dan- 
toning of the £ar] of Q^au^/as ; the whilk hc thought> by that Extremi- 
ty that he ufed toward the Earl of 'Douglas^, -was Occalion, if the faid 
Earl might be Party to him by any Way, that he might give him Battle, 
either by Tinfd or Winning, to put the whole Realm in Jeopardy. The 
which the King was very loath to do j and fo the King was very peniive 
in his Mind, what was heft to be done in Defence conttary the Earl of 
2)m^Au-, whom he knew to have fo many Favourers at that Time, thtt 
it was impoflible to him to be Party to the faid Earl, if he pleafed to 
iife againft him, and give him Battle. Yet the King devifel a fubtik 
tind crafty Mean againft the faid Earl, that is to fay^ He diufed Che 
Word emg to the Earl of 1)ovg^^'9 Ears, Hiat he was to {n6 oilc 

ik the Country, and chat for Pear of th« Earl of Ti^nglas, Thir Things 

coming to the Earl of ^Douglas^ he was, very rejoyced hereat^ and was 
the flacker in the Raifing ol his Men and Army againft him, thinking, 
chat he ihould obtain his Purpofe without any Battle or GauoAanding of 
the King. But, in this mean Time, the King caufed the Bail of Orkney^ 
the Earl of Angus<, with other &uidry Barons and Gentlemen, to the 
Number of fix thcMifand Men, with all Ptovifion, to be ready at a cef- 
lain Day, as he adyertifed them, to pafs to the Caftle of jSfercorii) afid 
ta ftege it. 

Im this mean Time, the Earl of Hot^las hearii^ tell, That the 
King's Army was come to the Caftle of Jbercwn-^ and was fieging it, 
he believed lurely that the King had been there himfelf : Therelbre he 
feat and warned all his Kindred and Friends, and Qieiits, and all that 
would do for him in Scttland^ charging them [to meet him at Dm- 
gksi the tenth Day hereafter, with twenty D^ytt Vitals, to pafs with 
mm to the Caftle of Jbercom, and there ta tefcue the fame, or elie 
to give the Kijig Battle, and caufe him.eithi» to ^t or ftce out of 
Scmani, 
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The King7 hearing this, was ftupified in his Mind, thinking his 
Army was over little, at that Time, to debate againft the Earl of I)^«- 
^as : For it was fliown to him he would be forty thoufand Men in Ar- 
mour againft the King, at that Time. .The King, feeing no Refuge, 
paffed in a Ship haftily to ^Sif. Andrews-^ there to meet with Bifliop James 
Kennedy^ and'to have his Counfel thereunto : Showing him. That the 
Earl of i)m^las was gathering a great Army, either to fight with him, 
or to chafe him out of the Country ; and alfo he knew no Support to be 
had haftily at that Time : Therefore he defired his Counfel, what he 
thought beft to be done hereintiL This Biftiop was a wife and godly 
^an, and anfwered the King in this Manner, as after follows, faying^ 
&y, Ihefeech vmr Grace ^ that ye will take a little Meat to refrejhypu^ 
and Iwillpafs to my Orature^ and pray to God for yoti^ and the Com'- 
tnonwealth of this Realm and Country. 

This being fpoken, tlie King paffed to his Disjoyn, and the Bifliop 
to his Orature, to make his Prayer to Almighty God, to open his 
Mouth, to give him Knowledge and Utterance to give that noble Prince^ 
who was deftitute and comfortlefs of all good Counfel, That he might 
give him Inftxudion and Learning hoT# he /Kould efcape that great Peril 
and Danger, appearantly to fall at that Time, Then this Bifliop took 
the King's Grace by the Hand, and led him to his Orature, befeeking 
him to make his earneft Prayers to the Almighty, That he would ftreng- 
then him with his holy Spirit, that he might, with a bold Courage, re- 
£fl his Enemies, who were rifen againft him contrary the Commandment 
of God, and Comnaonweal of the Country j befeeking God, of his migh^ 
ty Power and Grace, that he would grant him Viftory of thefe Co«fpi- 
xators and Rebellers, who were rifen againft him without any Caufe mad$ 
by him : And fpecially, That he would grant him the upper Hand of 
the' Earl of T)ouglas and his Complices, like as he had done before of 
bim and his Oppreilbrs^ when they oppreiTed the Comj&onwealth of the 

Country. 

This being done, the King pafled, in this Manner, to his Devoti^ 

on, as this holy Bifliop had commanded him. And after, when the 

King had ended his Prayer to Almighty God, then this Bifliop feeing 

the King defolate of good Counfel, and defpaired of good Hope or Sue- 

cefs of any Vidory to fall to him contrary his Enemies, caufed him to 

pafs into his Study or fecret Houfe, where his Bows and Arrows lay, 

with other fundry Jewels of the faid Bifliop. Then this Bifliop let this 

soble Prince fee a Similitude, the which might bring him to Experience 

and Comfort, how he might invade againft the Uproar of the Confpiti- 

tors, and fpecially againft the Earl of Douglas^ and the leave of his 

Complices. The /aid Bifliop pulled out a great Sheaf of Arrows, knit 

together in a Qjihang of Leather, and delivered them to the King in his 

Hand, and bade him fet them ^ to his Knee and break them. The King 

anfwered, B is impofftble^ hecaufe there is fo many together cf ihe faid 

Jhrrows^ and knit fofafi with Leather ^ that^ no Man can break them 

at once. The Bifliop anfwered and faid, ^hat is true^ hut yet he 

Wtmld let the King feey that he could break them j and pulled out one 

by 
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1>y one, or two by two, till he had broken them all. And iaid unto the 
King, Siry yofs mtift e^en do in this Manner with your Karons tbM 
ha^^ rifen againji you-, which are fo many of Number', and knit fofafi 
together againft you in Confpiracy^ that you^ on ho Ways^ can get them 
hroken^ hut hy this TraSlick that Ihaoe^Jhownyou hy the Similitude of 
tbir Arrows ; that is to fay, Tou muji conquefs and break by Lord and 
JLard by hirnfelf\ for ye may not deal with them all at once. And fur- 
ther^ make a Proclamation out through your Realm^ to aU I'bie^es and 

^Iraitorsy and all them that have fended againft you^ to grant them 
fret RemiJIunt'i to be good Men in Time comings and now to ferveyouit 

Grace at this inftant Time in your Necefftty. ihe which being done^ 

I truft your Grace Jhall get more Favours than Jhall your contrary 

IP arty. 

T H B King, hearing this wife Counfel, took Courage, and ttade his 
Proclamations, as forefaid is, in all Parts of his Realm, to the EfieA 
foiefaid. He pulled up his Banner in St. Andrews., and paft to Falkland^ 
on the firft Night, in arrayed Battle. On the Morrow he went to Stir^ 
iifigy accompanied with this noble Biihop James Kennedy^ with all the 

[Lord's of Fi/e^ u^n^ur and Stratberft^ and remained in Stirling' till the 

t^h Part d[ Scottand czmt to him, which Were to the Number, with 
the King, of all People, thirty thoufand Men. Hereafter, awfolly, with 
difplayed Banner, came forward againft the Earl of "Douglas^ whQ was 
lying in the Camp of Battle on the South Side of the Water of Caron^ 
a little by-Eaft the Bridge, with the Number of forty thoufattd Men, 
making for to refcue the Caftle of Abercorn ; and thinking no lefs into 
his Mind, than he ihould go to the King and give him Battle, or elfe to 
cauie him to leave the Realm. But, on the ot&er Side, Biihop James 
Kennedy^ ufed a crafty Mean to break the Earl of Douglas's Army, and 
fcnt a Iccret Servant of his own to James Hamilton t^KedyoWj who wa* 
principal Captain to the Earl of Thu^las at this Time, and had three 
hundred Footmen and three hundred Horfemen at his Governance, upon 
the Earl of l)ouglas's Expences, to charge and pafs with him where he* 
pleafed j yet, notwithftanding, the faid James Hamilton being adver-- 
tifed by his Eame, Bifliop James Kennedy^ of the King's good Mind 
and Favour towards him, which he appurchafed to him by his Moyen, 
Ihowing to him, that if he would return and leave the Earl of T>ouglas 
at that Time, and come and ferve the King's Grace, he fliould have a fall 
Remiffion of all Things bypaft, and great Reward in Time to come^ 
The which he obtained as after follows. And the faid James took to be 
advifed in this Matter, and gave the Mcffenger a good Anfwer. Not- 
withftanding this, Jam^s having a kindly Love to the Earl of Thugkts^ 
and a Refpcft to his own Favour, pondered the Caufe in his own Mind^ ^ 
thinking that he would effay the Earl of Tiouglast Mind in the faid 
Canfe, what he was purpofed to do at that Time ; howbiit he knew 
well the Matter to be unjuft both againft God and his native Prince : 
Therefore his Confcience moved him, at that Time, .to be delivered of 
that unhappy Servitude contrary the King and Commonwealth of the 
Country. And, in this mean Time, there came a Herauld-fiom the 
Kiss's Army, ^charging the Earl of Douglas and his Ck)mplices to

dcale their Army, under tke Pain of Tiieafon. At thif Novels and Charge 
the Earl of T)e(iglas mocked and fcomed the HeraukL , and^ mifcontent, 
cauied hlow his Trumpets, and put his Men in Order, «nd marched Ste- 
ward to have met the King and fougbten with him. But from Time he 
faw the King's Army in Sight, and abiding him fioutly with fo great 
a Numher, his Courage was fometbing abafed, and io weve all the Lords 
and Barons that, were with him, who had heard the King s Proclamation, 
wherein was granted a Remi0]on to all them that had omnded againft his 
Majedy in Times pafl i and if then immediately they would come to 
him, and be good Men in Times comings that all Faults ihould be dif- 
charged bygone. 

T H I R Motives, with other more, moved the Gentlemen and Com-- 
mons Hearts, that were With the Earl of 7)omlas at that Time, for to 
^VDUJf the King s Party better. The Earl of Thtigias feeing this, that 
his Folks had tint fome Part of Courage, and were not io well willing as 
he required ; therefore he retired his Army Home again to their Campsi 
vherp they lay all the Night, trufting to inftruA them, and to give 
them hetter Courage and Hardiment than they hfid be^e, that they 

might pafs forward with him» on the Morrow, as he pleafed. Bat, of 
this Purpofe, all the Lords and Captains pf the Earl of Thttglas were 
not contented j and in fpecial James Hamilton'^ who pafled to the Earl 
^^OWiglcis incontinent, and required of him what was his Mind, if he 
would give the King Battle or not \ and ihew to him, the longer he de^ 
iayed th^re would be the fewer Number at his Purpose ^ and the King 
vas ever the more able againft him. The faid Earl anfwered to James 
"HamikM^ faying, ff be was twed^ be migbt depart v>ben be pleafed^ 
Of the which Anfwer the faid jamef was well contented, and that fame 
Night paffed to the King, where he wa^ well received a^d thankfoUy, 
9nd all Things remitted bypaft. That fame Night, the reft of the Ba* 
TODS and Gentlemen^ feeing th^ Departing of James iimfiitim^ took 
liich Fear, that every Man paffed away, that on the Morrow the ,Earl of 
V^hvglas was not a hundred Men, by his own Houfe : Wbo^ feeing 
this, took Purpofe, and h<^ly fled in JnOndaiey where ho was foon 
thereafter vanquiihed by a Band of Men of War of the King s. And 
fo this Prince obtained great Viflory and Peace, without any Slaughter 
of the Lieges at that Time j and through the Coanfel of this nobk 
Bifliop, and the returning of James Hamihtm to the King. Yet the 
King, feeing nothing on his contrary but bare Fields, knoying well that 
the Earl oil^et^glas was departed io this Manner as I have fliewu j. yet, 
siotwith(landing, the King gave James HamUm no Credit in the Begin- 
ning } and thercsftet iJBiit him to be warded in the Giftle of l^^in with 
the Earl of Orkney^ till he had win the Caftle c£Ji^erfpr^ where he loft 
many of his FolM; and fundry right evil wonnded. But when he did 
femetnber, that his whole Vidory over the Det^las had fallen to him 
without any Blood, or Stroke of Sword, through the HamiAms Leav- 
ing the Earl of ^Denglasi he received him as a familiar and tender 
Friend i fQ> at the Mt, J^iaSon got th« King's ddeft Daughter an 
Marri^.4 

But 
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But whea the Earl of D(^Jas undcrflood himfetf defert and left 
hy many of his principal Friends^ by ivhofe Maiacetiaoce and Affiftance 
he had enterprized io bigb Matters contrary the King's Authority^ he 
fled in England wich his Brother, to conqueis fbme Support to recover 
the Thing that he loft > and thereafter^ ihort while, be returned with aa 
Army of Men, and came io Anandakj whiclx was garnifhed wtb the 
King's Men of War for the Time ; whidi Men of War afiembled 
together, and met James Douglas and his Brother, with their Ai^ 
fillers, aiKl fought manfully contrary them, and put them to Flight* In 
this Battle was ilain Jrcbibald Earl of Murray^ with di?erfe other Gen^ 
tlemen, vageit Men and Commons* And Gem'ge Earl of Onmmd^ afiei 
that he was wounded and taken, and kept very ftraitty in PriloA till he 
was healed of his Wounds ^ and thereafter brought to the King in lEidini* 
hurgby and beheaded ht his Rebellion. The Earl himfelf and Jgim 
Lord Sakeny efcaped very narrowly through a Wood, wherein dicy fled 
for Safety of their Lives, It is faid, That the firft Advertifer of this 
profperous Succefs brought with him Archibald ^Dauglas\ Head, who 
was received by the King with great Thanks. 

A F T I R this unhappy Battle, albeit yames fDoM^las was deftitate of 
bis Brother, Kindred and Ftiecds, nor yet had he great Hc^e of any 
Support of Ejjgland i yet, not the leis never diffiding of good Fortune, 
lie pa^ed to !pw^ii^ Lord oS7beffIes and Earl of Ri^fsj beii^ iikThmr 
fi^age for the Time ^ whom he knew, of his Nature, to be proud and 
inclined to Mifchief and Wickedneis, and foliAed him to affift to his Re^ 
bellion, and found that his Opinion beguUcd him not : For this ^iondtd 
nthered. a Company of mifcWvous curfed Limmers, and irmided the 
&ing in every Arth, wherever be came^ with gre%t Cruelty^ iseidier 
fparing old nor young, without Regard to Wives, old, feeble and de-- 
oip{)ed Woifiea, or young In£mts in the Ciad)^ which would have mo- 
ved a Hfaft of Stone ta Conaiuiiuation ; and burned Villages, Towns^ 
gud Corns fo much thereof as might not goodly be carried aw^y, by the 
great Prize of Goods that he took. After that he invaded Argyh in the 
fame Manner, with the Ifle of Arran^ whereof, when he had gotten the 
Caftle by FVaud and Gttile^ be made it equal with the Earth ; and. fyne 
be cWed Qeorge Bifhop ^T'be Iffla ttxl ^ Argyk^ and flew fimdry of 
ibis Friends and Servants) and himfelf efcaped vdcy narrowly, by flee- 
in|r to a StreqgtiL At I^ft. be paft to LficbquaberS and therefeom fx> 
MHnay^ where he invaded with m lefs Cruelty than the Reft befhre ; 
mA fpccially where there were any Favourers of the King's Avthorky. 
Attour, he deftroyed the Town zsd.0^e,i£ Lmmuftj after that. lelKd 
gotten into it by a deceitful Subtilty- This he did not fo much to pleafe 
dnd gratify J arms ^ot^hsy as be did rejoyce to fofter Mifchief^ Cruelty 
and Wickedn^, to which ho was ^ven allenarly^ through the ImjMorjr 
of his own logynf . 

W H B K fuch citH War.iling in Sco$knul, the Kiii||r of JBaMkmfV^,'' 

.cetv^ a commodious Opportunity- to takd ild?anta|ei, 'as liiii^i^Ma fads 

FiedecefiR)rs were wont tado^ ever fince tUe &fi' Habitstko df the. ifle 

of Sritain, by either of thii two Nations, coimnujded that his Borders 

ihould 
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jhbuld break, and Incurfions ihould be made; The which was done as 
he commanded, without Knowledge or Expedation of the Sp^iflh-Mtn^ 
who, having no Sufpicion of foreign Nations, were fpuilzied of their Ee- 
fiial, their Corns, and Houfes burnt, and fundry Gentlemen and Com- 
mons hurt and ilain for the Defence of their Goods and Gear : . So we 
gTceive that Enekind never fergot their old Qyarrels upon fmall or no 
egard, when they faw an apparent Advantage to have been M^fters ; 
and, by the contrary, they were fain to thigg and cry for Peace and Good- 
will of ScottiJXhMen^ when there was Unity and Concord amongft the 
Nobles living under Subjedion and Obedience of a manly Prince. But 
albeit the King of Scat/and perceived that the Realm was fo overgrown 
with civil Wars, on the one Part i and that it ihould be both Shame 
and Skaith to himfelf and the Realm, on the other Part, to thole fo high 
Injuries without Remeid ; and therefore diflembled till a Time more 
gaining to be revenged of their Enemies. 

A T this Time Seatrix T>ouglas^ Tlbe Maiden of Galloway, feeing 
nothing but Wrakes to come to her pretended Husband James T^ou- 
glas^ fled to the King, crying, Mercy^ far ber Offences^ layif^ the 
Crime upon James Douglas, and his wicked batterers and J(^ers ; 
mbo not onfy badfyled ber intbe Omtratiing oftbm ungodly ^/Grriage^ 
But a^y a^ainft ber WiU^ bad forced ber to tbe fame : So Jhe^ being 
dejiitute of aU good Helpers and CounfeUers^ could not goodly gainjiand 
or refiji fo great a Tarty j //// now^^ ba^ng tbe Opportunity (lays ihe ) 
^bis Jbfence to fiee tbe. Society of a mcKed and ungodly Life^ I came 
Jh'aigbtway tofeek tbe King's Matejh's S^eguard^ ProteUion^ and Re- 

^^^njor tbe Ojfences bygone^ wbicb was a Crime committed rat ber if 

fceffiy tban wilfully ^ or of Jet Turpofe. 
•i 

The King, after that he had forgiven all Offences, and received this 
Gentlewoman in his Favours, he married her to his Brother Jobn £arl 
oiJtbole^ the Black Knigbt of Lom's Son, and tochere(l her with the 
Lordlhip of Saheny. 

When Donald of 7%e Ifles his Wife underflood, that the King was 
fi) £ivourable to James Douglass Wife, as ye have heard, ihe, in like 
Manner, fled under his Protefiion, and to efchew the cruel Tyranny of 
her Husband, which ihe dreaded at diverfe Times befere. The King, 
calling; to Remembrance that this Noblewoman was married, by his own 
0)unkl, with Donald of T^e Ifles^ he gave her therefore fufficient Rents 
and Lands, whereon ihe ihould live honourably conform to her Eftate. 

Not long Time after this, Patrick T^hornetoun^ one of the King's 
JMajeity's own Court, but a Favourer of the Douglal^s Fafiion, cruelly, 
without any Ruth, flew Jobn Sandilands of Colder ^ and Man Stuart a 
Nobleman, befide Dumbartoun^ becaufe they were the King's Majefly's 
-Adherents ^ which was not long unpuniihed : For the King made fuch 
diligence, till he apprehended both the Tyrant and his Complices, and 
put them to a ihamenil Death as they deferyed« 

Short 
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Short while after this, fundry of the Nobles> ^nd great Men cle- 
ceafed ; fuch as William Earl of Jrrol and Conftabie o^ Scotland-, and 
George Crigbton Earl of Caithnefs , who, being vexed long with great 
Infirmity, becaufe he had no Sons to facceed to his Place, he refigned 
the Lands, which he got to him and his Heirs male only, in the King's 
^ajefty's Hands, feeing there was no Life to him : For the Lands ihoufd 
have fallen to the Crown after his Deceafe. Sir William Crigbton^ fome- 
time Chancellor, deceafed the fame Yeaf ; a Man of great Forefight, 
iiugular Manhood, and a faithful Subje<ft, a licker Targe of the Com- 
monwealth unto his Life's End, and Alexander Lindefay Earl of Craw- * 
Jbrd-f of whom Mention is made before ; in whofe Room T}atid his Son 

fucceeded, one of the noblefl: of thefe Days. Many other Nobles and 

Gentlemen, whofe Names are irkiome to write. * . 

Not long After, Sir Hary Tearfy Earl of Northumberland^ and 
yames Douglas lately forfaulted, entred in the Borders with a great Ar* 
my, both of Sattijh and E7igli/h-Mcr\y and wafted all with Fire and 
Sword wherever they came i till, at the laft, the Earl of Jngus met them, 
with a Company of chofen Men, and put thein to the Flight : For, 
when both the Armies moft cruelly were fighting, with uncertain ViSory 
on every Side* a great Fart of the ILvgliflj-iAzuy not fmall of Eftimation, 
greedier for Prey of Gear, than careful of their Honour and Welfaris of 
their Lives, began to fpuilzie and drive away their Enemies Goods, and 
left their Neighbours in Battle, void of their Support, which made an 
cafy Pathway to the Scottijh-M&Oi that Day to obtain the Vidory. In 
this Battle many £^^7i^-Men were llain, to the Number of thieefcore, 
befide thefe that were flain in the Chafe. « Ten Gentlemen taken Captives^ 
and fourfcore ScottiJh-lAtn were ilain, with fome Captives, which were 
taken in the Skirmiihing before the Shock of the Battle. 

When this Viftory was told to the KingVMajefly, and how that 
the Mn^Jb-Mtn had wafted fo much on the Borders, without any Occa- , 
fion or Break of him^ to England^ he lamented forely, that the Realm 
had been overthrown in itfelf with* civil Wars and Difcdrd, and himfelf 
* fo tfOubled'Day by Day, that he' might not goodly be revenged of their 
fakelefs Injuries and Incurfions. Attour, it offended him moft of all,' 
that his Enemies raged more in their Infolence j and that fife was com- 
pafifed with Rebellion on every Hand j fo that he could not cnterprize $o 
requite their Invafions, without great Lofs of Men and Goods, and put- 
ting the Realm in extreme Danger and Hazard of his Enemies. And, in 
* the mean Time, when the Kinj; was tnufing moft highly upon his Pur- 
pofe, tDonaldEzrl ofRofs and Lord of Tbe yjes^ fent Meffengers to his 
Majefty, to be remitted of all Rebellion and Offences that he had done : 
Thinking well, that the King was fo merciful to the Earl of Crawford^ 
that he would be no lefs merciful to him ; but yet would not put himfelf 
in Peril, as Crawford did : And therefore fent one of his fpecial Frieodsj 
.^ who obtained Remilfion to him, p^tly through the King s own Huma^* 
nity, and partly by the R^queft and Interceflion of the Nobles of the 
Realm. But yet the King^s Majefty handled the Matter very craftily, 
and found the Moyen how he would /lot openly and plainly forgive at 
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that Prcfcnt, the wicked and treafon^ble Deeds of -that kicked Tyrant, 
nor yet he would make the Meflengers for to defpair of their Chief's Re- 
mifijon, but anfwered them gently to hold them in Hope, faying, ^bat 
the Earl of Rofs newr deferred at bis Hand^ new to he remitted of bis 
Cruelty and Rehellion lately committed j yet^ not the lefi^ feeing all 
Men on Earthy and fpecialfy Kings ana Trinces tbat reprefent tbt 
peryYDi^ine Majejiy ofGod^ ( who alfo^ of bis exdeUent Nature^ receit^es 
Mankind to the ^Bojbm of bis Mercy ^ fo Jim as be repents bim of bis 
Sin J not for any good T)eed that Man may do to recompence bim with ) 
Jhould tbirft no Mans Tikod^ hut be graciotis and merciful to all Men 
that are become penitent of their My deed j yet hecaufe it pertains to 
God allenarly to know the inward Thoughts and Hearts of Men^ and 
that Mans Nature cannot perceive nor underfland further of amtberj 
than he may fee hy outward Signs ahdThkens : And therefore be would 
that the EarlofB.Q{sJhouid dofome notable Jdl^ wberetbm^b all Men 
might underfland Urn to repent intireh with bis Ikart^ before that be 
flmdd receive full Bjdmiffm of aU Offences. Atto^r^ That the Earl of 
Kok Jhould refoundthe Skaithsfor all the Townsy FortaUces and Hou- 
fes that he either bad burnt or cajien down ; and^ by tbat^ rejfore and 
fatisfy^ at the leqfty the whole. Goods and Gear to every Man^ which 
be had reft and taken away* ifbis being dfine^ the Ear r Jhould be re^ 
mitted^ with all bis Tartakers and Cornices ^ of all Offences bygone. 

This being done, and put to Reft, and a final End made of all 
Sedition and civil Difcord in the North ities ofSaaland^ • the King's Ma- 
jefty fet his whole Care and Mind to invade England^ and'^ither to, be 
revenged, or elfe repaired of all Oppreflions and Injuries committed with*- 
out Oflfence contrary his Realm* and I^ieges ; and, to bring his Purpofe 
more eafy to Effeft, he caufed conveen the Nobility to a certain Day, 
to confult and be refolved by what Moyen it might be done moft com* 
jnodioufly* But behold duriqg th e Tim e of his Convention, there came 
Ambafladors from Ricbord Duke ^TTork^ Edward Mortimer Earl of 
Warwick^ and their confederate FriehdS) to feek Support of Men of War 
contrary Henry King of England^^ whom they purpofed to depofe of his 
Royal Dignity. For albeit this Henry ^^^ through his own floth&l Negli- 
;ence and wicked Counfel, had loft France and Normandy^ which his 
^orebeers had conqueft to his Hand ; yet, in ib high Ms^ers ^nd defpe- 
rate Affairs, that moft miftered the Confultation of the greateft and no- 
bleft Men, whom it behoved to Ipend their Lives and Lands fer the 
Recovering and Defence thereof, he admitted nor called none fuch Men 
to his Council, but admitted and extolled Slaves and Men of fmall 
Eftate, by Reafon they could flatter him, and that itras moft delegable 
to his Conceit ; and he preferred them to the Adminiflration and Gkiver- 
nance of the Commonwealth, before and above fuch Nobles and Gentle* 
men of the Realm ^' ^ ^ ^' ^ Manhood, the Glory 

oi England^ martial Deeds ^^- sic- ^ * fpread 

through all the World, were moved to confpire and conveen theirlelves 
to deprive him of the Crown ^ and TpeeiaUy the Noblemen deicended 
of the King s Houfe, to whom the juft Right of the Crown di England^ 
which befel ^* ^^ ^v ^' third Son to JS^ttwr^IIL 

who 
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vho was lawful Heir to Richard II. that ^ ^< ^. ^ . . 
of his Body were deftroyed and put down by Hef^ry IV. So now, at this 
prefcnt^ the Duke of Thrk^ thinking that he had better OccaJioA to' reco- 
ver the Crown than Henry IV. had to rave the fame from Ricbard II. 
and Leone/fs Poftcrity, joyned himfelf in this Confpiracy of thir Noble- 
jnen, by whofe Moyen and Aififtance he purpofed to recover his Right 
and Heritage, withholden from him and jiis Forebeers. But becaufe 
\hcy were not equal, neither in Riches nor Power to the King, within 
hunfelf, they fent to the King of Scotland for Support, promifing perpe- 
tual Friendlhip, with great Rewards, if they brought their Purpofe to 
"EMtSL So, when thir AmbaiTadors got Prefence of the King's Majefty, 
in Sight of the £arls and Lords conveened for the Time, the Principal 
of them made this Harangue and Oration in Manner following* 

^^ H o w wicked and ungodly a Thing it is, moft invincible and po-* 
** tent Prince, to place an Ignorant in high Eftate and Regiment of 
^ a Country ? ( How may it be that a Man, that cannot guide himfelf, 
^ ihall wifely guide others ) By the contrary, how neceffary it is that 
^ a wife and potent Prince have the Ruling over a Realm ? We have 
^ the Experience of both in our Days, by di verfe Manner of Ways : For 
" all Kincs and Nations, moil redoubted Prince, marvel of thy Craft 
^ and Wildom, who, being but a young Man, or rather a Child, hath 
^^ fee and put to Reft this Realm of Scotland^ without great Slaughter 
^ or EfiRifion of Blood, by an excellent Wit and Divine Providence, 
^^ which, in thy Minority, was wrecked and divided by the Seditions 
^^ and Fadions of potedt Men within the fame. So we muft, of very 
^ Force, grant thy Felicity and happy Progrefe in all thy Doings, be- 
*^ fore we enter to intreat of other Matters : Therefore we pray God,-' 
^ Tpiat thy profperous Beginning may endure perpetually for ever. But 
^* oor King Henry ^ O how unlike is he unto thy Manners and Condi- 
\^ tioDS ! And how fiir different from thy Ufage iii good Government of 
** the Realm ! And how doth he carry himfelf! It is iio lefs unknown 
^ to thy Majefty than to us. For, by the Ignorance of that Man, in- 
^ fe£ted and corrupted with the wicked Couniel of Flatterers, not Only 
^ is the flourifhing Renown of £/;^^fr^fuppreft, and turned to Scorn 
^ and Mockery j but alfo a great Part of the Impyre and Dominion of 
l?rance^ jea^ nothing -inferior to the Realm otEn^landy which was 
conqueft by our Forebeers, is quate and loft. So, feeing it is foj that 
^ we are opprefled with Slaves, which the King hath promoted, (the 
^^ Nobles of the Realm lightlied, and fet a^e from high Dignity to 
** bafe Eftate ) who, being placed in fuch Power and Authority, have 
** ibch Power over the Nobility, that they dare not draw theii* Breath, 
" much Icfs juftly to complain for any Offence, or to give Counfel what 
^ is heft to be done for the Prefervation of the Commoriwealth, which 
^^ the Nobles of the Reaitn 4:annot fuffer longer ; feeing it is both con* 
^ trary the Commodity of a Commonwealth ^ and alfo, being fuffered> 
^^ fliallr bring our Realm to Wreck, and the Inhabitants thereof to utter 
^^ Bktermination. So it fliali pleale you underftand, moft vi^'i^^S 
^^ Prince, That the Nobles of England take no unwonted nor new Pur^* 
^ pofe now in Haod> iu the depriving of him^ and putting anothef in 
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^^ his Piacp. For our noble Progenitors and Forcbeers debarred Henry 

^^ III. his Son, called Bdmond Cruckback-, from the Crown, becaule 

^' he was not fo lufty, and of fo gaining Difpofition of his Body, as was 

^' thought expedient for a Prince, to attempt fuch Matters as were then 

'^ ado J albeit he was a Man of good Wit and lingular Ingyne, to whom, 

^^ the Title of the Crown moft juftly appertained. Nought the lefs, 

*^ the Realm oiJEngland^ having fliarp Wars in France-, thought it to be 

*^ expedient for the Government of the People^ and Bearing of the Govern- 

^^ ment above the Army, to choofe a Man, not only wife and prudent 

*^ of Spirit, but alfo that was lufty of Body, manful, flout and hardy, 

*^ And, for this Purpofe, they feeing Edward', younger Brother to this 

*' Man, of lingular Courage, of no lefs Craft and Wifdomthan his Bro^ 

*^ ther Mdrmmd^ and, in Beauty, more, excellent, and above z\\ Men 

^^ within the Realm with Strongnefs and Ability j the Lords made 

^^ him King, and debarred this Edmond. So our Progenitors did 

^^ prefer one Perfon to another, even the youngeft to the eldeft, and, dc- 
^^ barring the eldefl thertfrom, chofe the younger. So it may appear how 

*^ much is Wifdom commended above Fooliflmefs, in a Perfon that bears 

^^ Charge in a Commonwealth. Attour, how damnable it is to have an 

^^ ignorant Captain of War, w;itlefs, and deftitutc of all good Counfel. 

*^ The unhappy Mifcbanccr will bear Witnefs of the Lofs and Tinfel of 

^^ the. Bounds of France^ which was England's before. And fuchlike, in 

^^ Peace, to havfc a fooliih Prince, corrupted and led away with Flat- 

^^ terers and wicked Counfel,. .not only underfland we that is dangerous, 

^^ but alfo has vexed Scot/and fo long with civil Wars, as thou may have 

^^ Experience, which have fo oft been wafted and fpuihied, when Henry 

*^ of England knew that thy Majefty might not goodly wait upon foreign 

i* Wars : Wherefore wc exhort your Majefty to enarm your felf to this 

^^ EtkStj not only for our Caufe, but alfo rather for your own, and to 

^^ revenge the Injuries that Scotland has fuftained 9 even to be revenged, 

*^ I fay, upon the principal Author of all Mifchief ahd Oppreflion : 

^^ How honeft and neceflary therefore is the Ground and Fundament of 

*^' our Purpofe and Intentions, by thir Reafons forefaid may be eafily un- 

*^ derftxx)d. Now, let us fee how fac/Uy this Matter, without Slaughter 

*^ or Efiiifion of Blood, may be brought to pafs, if ye pleafe to fupport us, 

*^ which we hope indeed (and what Reward therefore Ihall be) which.be- 

** ing declared, we fliall fliortly make an End. And firft, I think it necef- 

" fary to know of what Strength and Power is the King of Scotland ; and 

" fyne what is the -Matter we' may do : And then I believe the Matter 

" ihall be manifeft to us all. When the Realm of England did flourilh 

^^ in Chevalry, and the whole Bounds and Dominions, which our Prede- 

f^ ceilbrs with tEeir Conquefs did augment thereto^ were not diminiihed, . 

** our Strength and Power,, without Flattery, I fay, was fo excellent, 

*^ that no Man of wholefome Judgment but will grant we had no Part 

^^ equal in Europe. And no^^ feeing we Iqft the Bounds within the 

*^ Realm of France^ and fought Help of Scotland^ wherewith fome 

^^ Hope was to recover the lame again, without which we defpair all ut-* 

*' terly ; in fo far, that if either of the Fa^ions within England' might 

^^ get Support of any foreign Prince, the other eafily ihould oe overcome. 

^^ Attour, there was neyer Sedition nor Difcord, till now of late, within 
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'^ the Realm of £;7g/ifl:»^/, but it toucheth all as one: But feeing all 
^^ was fleutbed, there was no Mifchief could befiil our King^ but was 
delivered unto us j and the whole Nobility, fo long irked and vexed 
Vifith the Tyranny of King Henry^ to loofe themfelves out of this Yoke 
^^ of Thraldom, has taken Purpofe to furrogate l^/r^^r^ Duke of 2^r^ 
*^ in his Royal Place ; for our Faflion far furmounts the King's Affi- 
^^ ftance, both in Nobility and Wifdom- And albeit .we doubt of the 
^^ . Popular, which apparently, to the Eyes of Men, favour the King's 
^^ Party, yet we have Experience, that they are fo variable and facile^ ' 
*^ that they defire nothing more than a great Man that would begin the 
^^ Alteration of the prefent Eftate : As may well be known hy .Henry of 
'^ Ireland J when he gave the Commons to undcrffcand, That fince their 
^^ Liberty was reft from them by the avaritious Greedinefs of Courtiers, 
'^ for the Maintenance of their infolent Folly and Ambition, that he 
^^ would puniih and put an Order to the King and Courtiers, if they 
^^ would affift his Enterprize ; which was taken in Hand by this Henrys 
^^ Perfwafion, as is manifeft to this whole lile, and had taken the EfFed^ 
*^ without Doubt, if the fubtilc Ingyne and Craft of the Chancellor had 
^^ not fbnched the fame j yea, in fo far, that we now presently fliould have 
^' had this Matter, neither to begin nor to end. Finally, that we may 

^^ make an End of the Thing chac wc have begun^ we come now, moffc 

^' renowned Prince, to thy Majdfty, to get Support, promiiing rich Re- 
** wards therefore, which the Duke of Tbrk^ and Earl of Warwick^ with 
*^ the Advice, of , the whole Nobility of their Opinion, have commanded 
" us to promife to thy Majefty, if thou wilt alEft them>, and what 
^^ Bounds and Lands your Grace's Progenitors poflefled and jo3rfed 
^^ fometime in NmtbumbeNandj with Serwicki and all the Fields ad- 
^^ jacent thereto, for Reward and Recompence. And, lafl: of all, a , 
^' perpetual Amity and Friendfliijf to be bound up betwixt the two 
*^ Realms. 

W H B i< the Ambafiadors had ended their Harangue, on this Manner^ 
the King's Grace caufed him and his Companions to remove them, . until * 
he had confulted upon an Anfwer ^ and when the King had advifed with 
the Nobles, and the Ambafladors come again^ the King faid on this 
Manner. 

" I T is not unknown to us the juft Title that the Duke of Tarl^ hath 
^^ to the Crown of England ; but the Ailiftance of my Realm ihduld not 
^^ be granted temerarioufly ^ neither ihould the Crown be taken ftom a 
^^ Prince, who is, by univerfal Confent, already crowned, for a4ight 
'^ Caufe, without great Trial and Deliberation, and Knowledge df the 
^^ Caufe :. But that I refer to the Wifdom and Convention of the No-* 
^^ bility of England. And as for Arms and Forces, be aflured, that 1 
*^ have juft Caufe to denounce War to the King of England* Firft, fee- 
*^ ing he did vex my Realm and Lieges fakelefly with Incuriicms, the 
Time when the fame was perturbed with civil l^afs. Then alfoj 
when I did feek Redrefs, King Henry delayed td give an Anfwef 
thereupon : Therefore, if the Duke of Torky with the Earls JfarWick 
and Salishury^ with the Nobles of thck Fadion, wiU *cep Promife,' 
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^ they ibali be affured, that my whole Strength and Forces ihall be ready 
^^ to invade your King's Favourers with Fire and Sword, wherever I come, 
^' and ihall do my utter Diligence to expel King Henrys arid to refiore 
*^ the Duke oiTork to his own Place. 

S 09 when the AmbajQTadors had received their Anfwer, and faithful 
Promife taken and given on every Side, they departed, and reported 
the King of Scotland's Anfwer to the Duke of Tork and £arl of War- 
wick. 

V In this mean Time the King of Scotland commanded , by open Pro- 
clamation^ all Men to be ready at a certain Day, with Armour and Vi^ 
duals, to invade their old £nemies with Fire and Sword : But behold 
the quiet Slights of Et^^land. When the King was paffing forward, as 
he had promifed, to invade them, an EftgHfihMta met him by the 
Way, who favoured the King of England moft entirely, perfed in the 
JbaHan Language, nourifhed and brought up all hia Days in lying, and 
fubomed by King Htnty^ with Bills'and Gommiifions, as if he had been 
fent from the Pope ofRme ; and in his Company a Monk, who did coun- 
terfeit, a marvellous Gravity and Holinefs of Life, as fuch Men had well 
wont to do ; and faid, J& wa^ tb9 dope's Chmmand^ tba$ neither the 

Huig of Scotland, nor nono of his Ompany^ Jhould pafs any further 
to in^adi England, under the Tains <fCwrfing and Cenfures of holy 
Kirk: Rr, through the ^iffeffm (fays he) ^ Chriftian "PHnces, the 
Turks, mqft damnable and cruet Enemies of God's Word^ creep in daily 
more and more in Europe ; V^ thaty hy their ^yranny^ they bawfubJued 
'a ^eat Tart thereof to their ^Dominion and Empire : Therefire let 
alTDehatesy Strife and Sattk he fet afide^ maTeace he efiahtijhed 
among ChrifHan Men. Bis alfo { ftid he ) decreeted^ l!bat allfaitbftd 
'Men Jhalllay to their Shoulders for expelling rfthir common Enemies j 
who would not only fpoil them of their worldly Freedom and Liberty ^ 
hut a^o ^the WorarfGod^ which is the mufi precious "Thing on Earth ; 
' andy to bring aU Dijcordy reigning now in the Iflt ef Britain, the mare 
^fily to an Endy there are other Jmbaffadors ( faid he ) fent^ dirked 
by now from the Tope^ to caufe all injuries committed by the King of 
England to be repaired i and afo to affree all Quarrels and THjfei^s 
betwixt the King of England and the T>uke of York. 

K I K G JameSy believing nothii^ of any high Deceit in thdfe fraud-^ 
fill Fellows Sayings, obeyed the Chaige, and skaled the Army. But 
Scarcely was he well come Home, when he did perceive the crafty Sub- 
tilty of hi$ Enemies, bemg devifed by them contrary him. So, being 
come penitent of his &cile Obedience, gatheered a new Army, and pafled 
£>rward upon his Enemies. 
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I M the mean Time, the Duke of Tc/rlii Army, whereof 9, great Part 
camfi with the Earl of Wamicky paiTed in arrayed Battle contrary King 
Uetaj', without any £xp«9»tion of the &a^l!^Mens ooming. And, 
uti(% the other Side, the King*& Adherents met dieir £nemies very float- 

ty) whofe ^iicipal ChiftaiflS; under the lOngi were the Duto oiSonurfet 
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and Suckif^bamj and the £ad of G^$rd. Shortly it ^s maniiiJly 
foughten on both Sides \ but, at the laft, the King 6 Amy was vinciiK 
and overcome^ himfelf taken Pri&ner and )iad to Ijond&n^ and his three 
Cfaiftains forefidd ilain, with many Nofaies and Gentlemen, by a great 
Kiultitude of the Ckxmmons. So, a&er this ViScxry^ when he was coine 
ta London^ there was a Convention ; where the whole Nobility agreed 
all upon tlut Head, That their King fliould not be, at that Time, depri^ 
vcd of his Royal Hfiate ; but that his wicked Oounfellers and FJattererS) 
as the very Corrupters of good Ingynes, fliould be either put to Deaths 
or elfe fequeflrate of his Company, and banifhed off the Realm, and him- 
felf to be put in ficker Firmance till fuither Confultation : For it ap** 
peared very unleifome to many of the Counfei, not only to put Hand in 
a living Prince, but alio to rave the honourable Impyre from the Anoin*^ 
ted of God^ to whom the Resdm once had given their Oath of Fideiky : 
Fbi^ in fo doing, they ihould be compelled, as perjured menfwofn People^ 
to Creole another in his Place : And therefore decreeted, That the Duke 
of York Ihould be but Governor of the Realm during the King'is Life^ 
time. Now the Earl of Warwick was made Captain of Calais^ which 
was then one of the Authority amcM)gft the Enghjih^tn ^ and the Ead 

of Sarishmy great Chancellor of the Realm. And fo it was doAe till fiitv 
ther Oandyfion miglu be had in all Aflairs. 
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I K tkat mean Time the King of Scotland invaded the King <X Bih 
gkttuP^ Favourers ip the Nwrth^ with all Grueky. And when he had 
won the Town of Raxbm^b^ which the EngUJh-M&i then had gamiflied 
with Men and Munition, 4nd caft the fame to the Ground, he fieged 
die Caftie thereof And when be was moft bufy and earaeft in the Pur- 
foic diereo^ Amfaafladors came horn the Duke of 7irk and the Ead tif 
Ifaruriciy with the reft of that Faftion, flMwiqg the ViQixy that was 
theirs^ and to thank him for his Goodwill and Readinefe, promifing to 
do the like to his M^efty, to bring to BSeSt whenever it waa needlil -; 
ratyii^ faim to defiit from the Siege, and not to moleft the Realm <rf' 
"m^dandi feeing God granted Vi6i;ory to them> in fe far that they were 
IvI^Hms of the Kealm \ otherwiie, that he* would exafperate thmi of JS^^ 
^and to Wrath and Ire, who already would have invaded the &^Hfi 
Army, were not the greater Obftack and Impediitaent. 

Thi King suifwered, tiat he was very glad ^ their pri^mu 
Snccrfs ifVmory that bad hef alien the ^uke tf York, hut didmarioel 
Hot it might, he, that he toM he ^tndtd, or the Nihility of England, 
he doit^ nothing elfe hut that which they required myi i^Uiteuffy. 
Attour, he defirod the Piomifes to be fUlMed which ^ere tntde to hiai. 
To the which was anfwered by the AmbalTtdocs, 7!hey hAd ne QmtfUttud 
to give Jnftoer tberttipOH. At the which the King was fo eottmov6d, 
that he refisfed their Band and Kiadnefs all utterly, as unworthy of Kin<l- 
nefs and Credit, but altogether £dfe and difleml^ed) and albeit they did 
vary and difcord in fome Affiiirs, yet they concorded altogether in Trum- 
pery and Falfliood j Ihowing a &ir Coontenanot, with many plea^t 
Words, in the Beginning, wl^ they required essy Thing tmder Ooloiir, 
jPrand and Guile. And therefore laid to the AmhaSadors <m this Manner. 
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^JlIbeH the jDuke and bis conjured FaUion he proud and infolent of the 
ViUory lately obtained^ wherethrough they difaain to keep their Tromife 
made to me j yet^ ne^erthelefs^ Iwill-^ by God's Grace ^ he revenged of 
all Injuries done to me^ my Realm and Lieges^ hy England, as I bad 
determined before that thir Jmbaffadors fdlifted for this JE^eU-^ not 
'knowing then their quiet T>eceit and fubtile Fraud j and alfb Jhall be: 
re'Denged of this Injury^ which is moji of ally in violating and breaking 
the hlemned Oath ana faithful Tromife that the faid Jmbaffadors ana 
Mm of War didpromife in their Names and "Behalf 

S o the Ambafladors being departed with this Anfwer, the King com- 
manded the Soldiers and Men of War to aflault the Caftle j but the jE«- 
Wi/5&-Men defended fo valiantly within, that the Siege appeared to en- 
sure longer than was believed. So the King determined to compel them 
^that were within the Houfe, by long Tarry, to rcndeJr and give over. 
At the which Time T>onald of The Ifles^ of whom we fpake before, 
came to the Siege with a great Company, all armed in the Highland Fa*^ 
ihion, with Habergeons, Bows and Axes j and promifed to the King, if 
he pleafed to pafs any further in the Bounds of England-, that be and 
his Ckxnpany would pafs a large Mile afor^ the reft of the Hoft, and to 
take upon them the nxft Prefsjincl Dijac of the JBnttic. The King, after 
that he had received him with great Humanity, anfwered, ^hat be would 
Hfe the Nobles Counfelin all the ^rogrefs of Wars ; rejoycing much that 
^Donald was fo ready to hazard himfelf and Friends for Defence of the 
King, and Honour of the Commonwealth. After this he bade him ftent 
liis Pavilion by himfelf, till further Occafion Wed to do as he defired. 
This ^onaldy obedient at Ck>mmand, after that he had taken the Place, 
to him and his Folks, that was deputed for them, fent out fundry Com- 
panies of his Men to fpuikie and herry the Country about the Camp, 
feeing the Seige lafted longer than the Purfuers Expeftation was. For 
albeit a great Part of the Keepers of the Houfe was periflied, and [tint for 
Hunger, and the reft ftraitly ovcrife by the Seigersj yet, not the lefs, 
they penevered fo ftoutly, without Regard of all their Adverfaries, that 
thelPurfuers were almoft tint with the long Sieging j till Alexander Earl 
of Huntley^ Coming, who brought a great Company, of chofen Men^ 
which made the King fo blyth, that he commanded to charge all the 
Quns to give the Caftle a new Volley. But while this Prince, more cu- 
xious than became him, or the Majefty of a King, did ftand nearhanl 
the Gunners, when the Artillery was difcharged, his Thigh-Bone was 
duog in two with a Piece of a misi&amed Gun, that brake in Ihooting «; 
by the which he was ftricken to the Ground, and died haftily. The 
which gritumly difcouraged. all his Nobles, Gentlemen and Friends that 
were ftanding about him ^ but commanded all that knew his Mis^rt^ne 
to hold their Silence, and not to divulgate the fame throughout the 
Camp, In cafe it fhould difcourage the Soldiers aAd Men of War, and 
that they ihould ihameftilly diflblve the Siege* 

But the Qgeen, hearing of this Mifchiei^ took her young Son, cal- 
led Jarnes III. and, with a ftout Courage, like to the Almains and GheU 

dertoi whom ihe was deiceAded, leaving off all vongiaQly Mounuflg? by 
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all MensExpeftationS^ brought him to the Hoft, and exhorted all who were 
tm^ ScmiJh'Mco to continue the Siege, till either, tbe Gaftle ihould be^ren- 
dred, or taken by Force. Lofe not ( iaith flie ) with Shame ^ the Time and 
Lahours which you haoe be flowed on this Siege i neither let the Lofs 
of one Man hereave you all of your Courage j and feeing this Chance is 
fiat known to the refi-^ hear ye a good Countenance^ fo that no mere may 
jenow the fame. B>rward therefore-, my Lards-i ( leaving of all womanly 
Lamentation ) and put an End to this honourable Enterprize-, facrificing 
rather the Li<ves of your Enemies ^ than your own Tearsy to the Ghoji 
of your Trince. 

The Captains, partly encouraged hereby, paVtly afliamcd to be over- 
come by the Courage of a Woman, rcfolving to goitirward, look her Son 
James III. to be their Ghiftain ; and fo: fiercely aflauked the Gaftle, 
that the JS;;g//^-Men, feeing no Hope of Relief, yielded theCaflle to, 
the new King, being fuffered to depart fefe with Bag and Baggage. Tlie. 
Cafile was demoliflbed, left it might be a Strength to the Enemies there-, 
after. Which was done in Jugi^^ s3k Year of God One tboufand .four 
hundred and threefcore Yeajrsj and cbf thirtieth Year of the Age.o£ 
King James II. and the. twenty fourth Year of his:Rcign. ^ * 

About this Time there were many Marvels which prognofticated 
the King's Death. The Night before his Deceafe, there appeared a clear 
Comet, even as it were a Token of the hafty Death of fo great a Prince. 

I N the Year preceeding, there was a Bairn which had both the Kinds 
of male and female, called, in our Language, A Scarcht ; in whom Man's 
Nature did prevail : But becaufe his Difpofition and Portaiture of Body 
reprefented a Woman, in a Man's Houfe of EithgoW-^ he aflbciated in 
Bedding with the Goodman's Daughter of the Houfe, and made her to 
conceive a Child. Which being divulgate through the Country, and the 
Matrons underftandlng this DamoTel deceived on this Manner ; and being 
offended that the monftrous Beaft Ihould fet himfelf forth as a Woman, 
being a very Man, they got-him accufed and convifted in Judgment, for 
to be burnt quick for his ihameful Behaviour. 

About this Time there was apprehended and taken, for a moft 
abominable and cruel Abufe, a Brigand, who haunted and dwelt, with his 
whole Family and Houlhold, out of all Men's Company, in a Place of 
Angusy called ^he Fiends T>en. This mifchievous Man had an exe- 
crable Faihion, to take all young Men and Children, that either he 
could fteal quietly, or take away by any other Moyen, without the 
Knowledge of the People, and bring them Home and eat them j and 
the mcoce young they were, he held the more tender and the greater De- 
licate. For the which damnable Abufe he was burnt, with his Wife, 
Bairns and Family, except a young Lafs of one Year old, which was fa- 
yed and brought to Dundee-, where Ihe was foftered and brought up : 
But, when ihe came to Woman's Years, flie was condemned and burnt 
quick, for the fame Crime her Father and Mother were convifted of It 
is faid;, That, when this young Woman was coming forth to the Place 
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of Execution, that there gathered a great Multitude of People about her, 
and fpecially of Women, curfing and warying that ihe was fo unhappy 
to comisit io damnable Deeds. To whom fhe turned about with a wood 
and fijrious Countenance, iaying. Wherefore cbide ye with me-, as I bad 
committed an unworthy Crime ? Gwe me Credit-, and trow me, if ye 
had Experience <rf eatine of Mans and Woman s Flefi., ye would think 
the fame fo deUcious, that ye would never forbear it again. And fof 
with an obftinate Mind, this unhappy Creature, without Sign or out- 
ward Token of Repentance, died in the Sight of the whole People, for 
her Mifdeeds that uie was adjudged to. 

About this Time ragn many cunning Men, by whofe Labours 
and Tiard good Letten flouriflied, which was almoft perifhcd by bar- 
barous Cruelty of the Gotbes : Such as Laurentius VdJla^ a Gentleman 
i£Rome, who did great good in the Refticution of the Latin Toi^c to 
the old Purity and Omatenefs, as his Works yet do wicnels ; fuchlike, 
'Brancifcus^bikipbus, and framfcusTetrareba-, both fingutar Orators^ 
Wcolam Perottus, who fet his whdle Mind and Study to aboUfh and put 
away the old rude Manner of teaching, and Co gamlifa and teach the 
Toutb, vich elogoeiDC Languages, ia all Kind of Sciences. 
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JMES n. unhappily llain in this Mumet forefai^, 
as ve hare &own, Margaret his Wife continued at 
the Siege, ever exhorting the Lords and Barons to 
be ftout in the Purfuit a the laid Cafile, and never 
to pafs from the fame till it were win. To that 

Effeft fl!c brought her >oung Son, yMttes III, to re- 
main ftill with the Lords at the faid Siege, till the 
faid Caftic was win. Though he was rf tender Age, 
and could ufe no Vaffiilage, dot Peat of Wars \ yet his coming encoura- 
ged lb the People, that they forgot the dolorous Dead of his Father, 
and pafled mumilly to the Houfe, and wan the &me, and juftiiied the 
Captain only thereof. Secondly, cafi down the laid Caftle, that it fhould 
not be an Impediment to them afterward, by the Holding of the £«- 
^^Meo. 

Soon after there was a Convention fet at ^om-y where tbeQjieea 
Mother, with the reft of the Nobility, crowned her Son 'James III. 
being oS th& A%t of feven Years ; and thereafter was delivered to Biihop 
yarns Kfiitne^ in Keeping, to learn Letters at the Schools. 

At this Time George 'Dougias-, Earl of .^^fij, was Warden of the 
Borders, and ofttimes defended the fame manfiilj^ ; wherethrough be was 
made Lieutenant, by the Qjieen and Council, to pafs, with the whde 
Body of the Kealia, in Defence of the Borderers. Aad, after a little 
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While, the Humes gathered and the Hepburns^ with Support of Lo- 
tbian-Mcn^ and paft to Wart^ and caft it down j fo thuc the Englifi- 
Men defired Peace with the Scots for fifteen Years, which was granted to 
them by the Counfel of Bifliop James Kennedy^ who helped to govern 
the Realm during his Days ; But the fpecial Caufe of this Tranquillity, 
and Peace in Scotland-^ was, becaufe Eftglifh^yLtn had civil Wars among 
thcmfelves, ftriving daily for the Grown of England^ betwixt the Duke 
of Tork and King Hary VI. who, in fhort Time thereafter, defired a 
fafe Conduft for his Wife and his eldeft Son, and certain of his Kin and 
Friends, containing the Number of a thoufand Men, for to remaip a 
While in Scotland at his Plcafure. Which Condud: was granted unto 
him by the King and Council, and was well received, and remained in 
the Gray-friers of Edinburgh fo long as he pleafed. 

Not long after the Queen of England paffed iri France •) becaufe Ihe 
was ^French'Vfomzn^ and many of the Nobles with her. And King 
Henry -^ at this Time, gave "Berwick to the Scotti/h-^m^ for his Support 
and Entertainment that he had in Scotland that Time. 

I N this Time Bifliop James Kennedy guided the King and his Coun- 
cil in good Unity and Peace, whereby the Commonweal flouriflied great- 
ly. He founded a triumphanf- College in^/. Andrews^ called St. Saha- 
tors College / wherein he made his Lair Wy ctrriQ)^^)^ anid'coflly ; and 
alfo he bigged a Ship, called T'he ^ijhofs Verge. And when all three were 
complete, he knew not which of the three was coftlieft : For it was 
reckoned, by honefl Men of Confideration being for the Time, that the 
ieaft of them coil: ten thoufand Pounds ,$terUng. So xht three, being 
complete, coft thirty thoufand Poynds ^Sterling. J 

I N this mean Time Henry VI. departed out oi Scotland towards En- 
gland y and fliortly thereafter was taken by King Edward^ and put iii 
.Prifon. At this Time the King o£ France fern a Qaptain, called- P^^r 
^rice^ with certain Support to King Hary : Bi«:, ere ever he came, 
he was taken by King Edward^ and put in Prifon. Therefore the faid 
Captain, hearing that the King was put in Prifon, took a Gaftle in the 
J^mb oiEnglandy called Jnnick^ and there thought maflfolly to defend 
himfelf, till he got Support. BalEdward^ the new King, hearing of his 
Intent, caufed a greater Army to come haftily and liege him. The faid 
Captain, knowing no Relief to come to him haftily, fent to the Council 
of Scotland^ defiring them to relieve him, or to skale the Siege: i promi- 
fing to them to caufe the King of France^ his Mafter, redeem to them 
the Cofts, Skaiths and Damages fuftaincd by them in the faid Caufe. 
Incontinent George Earl of Angus^ Warden of the Borders, and great 
Lieutenant for the Time, raifed a great Number of ScottiJh:iAcn^ to the 
Number of twenty thoufand, to wit^ ten thoufand Horfemen, and ten 
thoufand Footmen j and, when he was nearhand the faid Caftle, he chufcH 
out ten thoufand of the beft of his Army, and paft to the faid Caflle on 
fwift Horfe, as it had been a Fray, and gart the reft of his Army come 
in Sight of the faid Caftle in arrayed Battle, as a'Steill in Adventures, 

in cde the Engli/^ fliouH giye Battle. But tfre Engli/h-Mcn wftejo 
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afraid at the fudden Coining of the Sccts^ that they skaled their Siege, 
and gave them Way, while he relieved the faid Captain of France lafely, 
and brought him to Scotland^ and there put him to Liberty te pais to 
IFrance', as he pleafed, with his Company* 

m 

The Year of God, One thoufand four hundred and fixty three Years, 
'Jdiirgaret Queen of Scotland^ Daughter to the Duke of Geldre-, departed 
at Edinhurgk'^ and was buried in the Trinity-College, which fee foun- 
ded herfelf after the Deceafe of James II. her Husband. This Qijeen 
Margaret was very wife and virtuous in her Husband's Time : But, loon 
after his Death, fee knowing herfelf to be a Regent and Guides of the 
Realm, feeing all Men to obey her, and none to controul her, fee be- 
came to be leacherous of her Body, and took Jdam Hepburn oiHaks^ who 
bad a Wife of his own, and committed Adultery with him j which cau* 
ied her to be lightlied of all the Nobility in Scotland-, that fee faw fo 
many Noblemens Sons and Barons free oC Marriage, and would not defire 
one of them to have latisiied her Luft, but took another Wife's Husband 
to fatisiy her greedy Appetite. 

The fame Year Aexander Duke of AWany-, and Brother to King 

James III. was fcut to France to Icam the JLccd, with other Lretters> 

direiked by James JLennedy Bifeop of St. Andrews. The laid Alexan^ 
der ^xA his Ship were both taken by the £^/{^Men j who were fud* 
denly delivered by Supplication of Bifeop james Kennedy : For the 
laid Bifeop James promifed to the Council of England^ that there feould 
fiO Peace be kept, if the laid Alexander and his Ship were not delivered 
immediately. The which was done at his Defire : For the Eng/i/h-Men 
had fuch civil Wars among themielves, that they durft not break Peace 
xiit\i Scotland. 

I N the Tear of God One thoufand four hundred and feventy iiic 7eaf9^ 

Bifeop James Kennedy departed out of this prefent Lite, and was buried 

at the City of &. Andrews^ in the College which he founded himfelH 

This Bifeop James Keinnedy^ in his Days, was wondrous godly and 

wife, and was well learned in Divine Sciences, and praAifed the fame to 

the Glory of God, and Commonweal of the Kirk of God : For he cau* 

fed all Farfons and Vicars to remain at their Parife-Kirks, for Inftru- 

fiion and Edifying of their Flocks ; and caufed them to preach the 

Word of God unto the People, and to vifit them when they were iick. 

And aifo the faid Bifeop viuted every Kirk within his Diocie feur Times 

in the Year, and preached to the faid Parochin h^mlelf the Word of God 

truly, and required of the faid Parochin if they were duly inftruAed in 

the Word of God by their Parfon and Vicar ^ and if their Sacraments 

were duly adminifbrate unto them by the Parfon and Vicar aforefaid , 

and if the Poor were fufiained j and the Youth brought up and learned 

conform to the Order that was taken in the Kirk of God. And Habere 

he finind not the fame Order kept, he made great Punilhment, to the £f* 

fed, that God's Glory might feine through the Country in his Diocefe ; 

giving good Example to all Archbifeops and Kirk-Men, to caufe the 

Fatximooy of God's Kirk to be ufed to the Glory of God, and to the 
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Commonweal of the Poor. Farther, he was a Man well learned in the 
Civil Laws, and had great Pra&ick in the fame y where, by Ingyne, 
Letters and PraAick, long Ufe and Years, he knew the Nature of the 
&0m^Men, fo that he was moft able of any Lord in Scotland^ Spiri- 
tual or Temporal, to give any wife Counfel, or an Anfwer, when the 
Time occurred, before the Prince or the Council ; and fpecially in the 
Time of Parliament, or when the Ambafladors of other Countries cadie 
for their Afiaifs, there was none fo aUe as he to give them Anfwer, con-* 
form to their Petition and Defires of their Mafters. Oir when any A£&irs 
or Troubles that occurred in the Realm, and fpecially Lefe-Majeffy, he 
was alfo praAifed in the fame : For he gave Counfel to King James IL 
when he was ready to depart out of Scotland for Fear of the Earl of ^ou- 
'lasy who had gathered againfi him to the dumber of forty thoufand 
lien, ready to give him Battle, or elfe to chafe him out of the Realm. 
Notwithftanding, this noble Biihop, feeing this noble Prince defolate of 
Counfel, and defperate of any Hope of Succefs of Vidory to &11 to him 
in contrary his Enemies, caufed this noble Prince, fames II. come to 
him to St. Andrews^ ere his Departure, and there gave him fuch Coun- 
fel, as after follows, ^batistofay^ He led. him to a quiet Orature, 
^nd defired him to make his Supplication to Almighty God, that he 
would open his Byes and hMJSUrn;, Chat be migtic hare Knowledge and 
Wifdom to dantcm and puniih the Gonfpirators, which were rifen againil 
him contraiy the Laws of God and Man, and alfo the Commonwealth 
of the Country. When they had both ended their Oration and Prayers 
td Almighty God, the holy Biihop beginneth to let this noble Prince fee 
a Similitude, the which might bring him to £irperience and Comfort, 
how he might evade the Uproar of the Confpirators ^ and in fpecial 
againft the Earl oi ^Douglas and the reft df his Complices. The Bifhop 
puts fohh a great Sheaf of Arrows, knit together in a Whang of Lea- 
ther, and gave them to the King in his Hands, and bade him fet them 
td his Knee and break them. The King anfwered and faid, j& ^as im- 
poJJSNe^ becaufe there were fo many of them together of the faid Arrows^ 
and knit fo fafi together with Leather ^ that no Man could break thefn 
m once. The Biihop anfwered, Hbat was true^ hut yet he would let 
the' King fee that he would break them ; and pulled out one by one, 
pr two by two, till he had broken them all j and faid to the King, Tou 
mufi do in the fame Manner with your Karons that ha^e rifen againft 
youy which are fo many in Number-, and knitfo fafl together in Cdnfpi- 
racy agmn/i youy that you can now^fs m them broken^ but by fuch 
Tra^ick as Thaw Jhewnvou^ by the SwuRtudi of the Arrows : This 
is to fay, Tim muft conquefs and break Lord and Lord by himfelf\ for 
you muft not deal with them all at once. Jndfurthefj make a Procla- 
mation out through the Realm^ to all Thieves and Traitors that ham 
trended againft you^ and grant them free Bjemijfm to be good Men in 
Time comingyand now tojerwyourGracey at this inftant^me^ in your 
JHeceffity. The which being dine^ Itruft your Grace Jhall get more Fa- 
tfourers than Jhaii your contrary Tarty. 

T H s King, hearing this wife Counfel, took Courage, and made Pro- 
cl^m^tiooS} at forciiud* la all the Farts oi his Kealm, to the Hffeft forefaid. 
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He put up his Banner in St. Andrews^ and paft to Falkland the firft 
ISright in array td Battle. On the Morrow he went to StirUri^^ accom-*^ 
winied with this nbUe Bifhop yafnes Kennedy^ with all the Lords of 
9$fey Angus and Stratbern^ and remained in Stirlhg till the JS&r/^^ Partff 
oi Scotland came to him, which were in Number with the King iWitty 
thoufand. Thereafter, awfiilly, with difplayed Banner, came>fer#a^d 
againft the Earl of Thugias^ who was in Gamp of Battle on the S^tif 
Side of the Water of Cdrron^ three Miles from the T^fww^/, with the 
ISTumber of ferty thoufand ' Men, thinking no lefs in his Mitad thatf he 
fliould be Party to the King, and give him Battle, oi elfe to caufe liim 
leave the Realm. But, on the other Side^ Bilhop James Kennedy ufed 
a crafty Moyen to break the Earl of l^tiglas\ Armyy and fent a fecriet 
Servant of his own to James HamUton oiKedycvO^ who was principal 
Captain to the Earl of T>ouglas at this Time, and had three hundred 
Horfemen and three hundred Footmen <at bis Government, upon the Earl 
of Douglases Expences, to charge and pafs wherever he pleafed j yet the 
faid Sir James Hamilton^ being advertifed by his Eame, BiSiop James 
Kennedy^ of the King's good Mind and Favour towards him, which he 
purcha(ed to him by his Moyen, fliowing to him, if he would return and 
leave the Earl of T)ouglas at that Time, and come and ferve the Kitrg^s 
Grace, he fliould iiatc a lull Rcmiinort of «]1 Tliii^g^s bygone,^ arid great 
Keward in Time to come. The which he obtained, as aftelr foUbw^/ 
Notwithftanding this. Sir James Hamikm having a kindly Love to tfe 
Earl rf DtmgkiSy and a Refpeft to his own Honottr, pondered th^ Czk^t 
in his own Mind j thinking that he would eflay the Earl of Tioi^fas^'a 
Mind in the faid Caufe, what he wa« purpofed tb do at that Time^ 
howbeit he knew the Matter was unjufl both againft God and fats native 
Prince : Therefore his Gonfcience moved him to be delivered, ^t that 
Time, of that unhappy Servitude contrary the Weel of the CSnimty. 
He paflied to the Earl of T>ou^/as incontinent, and en^ired of him what 
w^s his Mind, if he would give the King Battle, or not : 8l<e1*ing td 
hi, the longer he delayed he would be the fewer in ^^umbcr 5 atsd the 
King was ever the more able againft him. llie faid Ear! anfwcred t6 

James Hamilton^ faying, ^'be was tyred^ be migbt depart when he 
pkafed. Of the which Anfwer the faid James was well content 5 and, 
that fame Niglit, palTed to the King, where he was well received and 
thankfully, and all Things remitted bypaft. That fame Night, the rdft 
of the Gentlemen and Barons, feeing the Departure of James Hamilton^ 
took fuch a Fear, that every Man paffed his Way j fo that, on the Mor- 
fov, the Earl of Doug/as was not a hundred Men by his own Houfe j 
who, feeing this, took Purpofe, tnd haflily fled in Jnandoiey where he 
was fobn thereafter vanquiibed by a Band cf Men of War . of the King's : 
And fo this Prince obtained great Vifiory and Peate, without any Slaugh* 
ter of his*Lieges at that Time, and that through the Couiifel of this 
holy Biihop. Many other good ASks he did in his Time, both to the 
Glory of God, and to the Commonweal and Adrancemeilt of his ne-* 
tive Country. 9o we will let him refl with God, and return again to 
our Purpofe. ^ 

Ik 
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1 19 the Year of our Lord, One thoufapd four hundred and feyenty one 
Tears, King James III, being of the Age of twenty Years, taketh to 
Wife, Mariaret the King of Nnrowafs Daughter, ( othcrwife the King 
oiT>enmam) ^^ got with her, in Tocher-good, the Lands oi Orkney 
and Sbhlana^ with all Right, and Title of Right to them, pertaining^ 
to the I^ng of Hbrroway at that Time. This Marriage was (olemni^ed 
at lEidinburgh'i the Gentlewoman being but twelve Years at that Time. 

The King being married with all Solemnity, and having this Realm 
in Peace, and the Commonwealth thereof flouriihing ^ yet, notwithftan- 
ding, in ihort Time thereafter, he was brought in great Cumber ^ partly 
by his own Infblency, and otherwife by the Confpiracies of his own Lords 
and BajTons againft him, as after fellows, as ye mail hear.

T HI $ Prince had two Brether, the eldeft, called Jkxander Duke of 
^aHhafpy and Earl of Marcby was very wife and manly, and loving no* 
thing fo well as able Mra and good Horfe, and made great Coft and 
Bxpenices thereon ; and, for his fingular Wifdom and Manhood, he was 
efteemed, in all Countries, above his Brother the King's Grace : For he 
was ft) hardy and manly with the h»xds^ ifid BzxoTiS:^ Scotland^ that he 
was holden fo in £fiimati6n» that they dviri^ never' rebel againft the 
X^g, fo long as he rang in Peace and Reft with his Brother the King's 
Grace ; For he was hardy, manly and wife, that they ftood more Awe of 
bim, than of the King's Grace, £)r his Manhood* This Alexander was 
of mid Stature, broad-lhouldered, and well proportioned in all his Mem- 
l)erS9 ^nd fpecially in his Face, that is to fay^ Bro^d-fitced, red-nofed, 
great-cared, and of v^ry awfiil Countenance, when he pleafed to fiiew 
himfe^ unto his Unfriendsr But the King's Grace, his Brother, was far 
different from his Qjialities and Complexions : For he was one that loved 
Solitarinefs and JDefert, and never to hear of Wars, nor the Fame there- 
of 3. but delighted more in Mufick and Policies of Bigging, than he did 
in the ^jlovaerttiuft^r pf hia Realm* He was alfo wondrous covetous in 
conquelfing of Money, rather than the Hearts of his Barons j and he 
delighted more in Singiflg and Playiiig upon Inftruments, than he did 
in the Defence of the Borders, or Adminiflxation of Juflice. The which, 
at length, caufed him to come to Ruin, as ye ihall hear hereafter fol- 
lowing. But we return to the third Brother, Jobn^jduX of Mar j who 
*waS young, &ir and lufty, and one of high Stature, fair and pleafant- 
£iced, gentle in all his Behaviours and Manners y and knew nothing but 
KobUity, nfing much Hunting and Hawking, with other gentlemanny 
Pafiime and Exercifes, with other knightly Games, as, entertaining of 
grcj^t Horfes and Mares, whereof the Offipring might flouriih, fo that 
he might be ftaked in Times bf Wars. But with the fame we will re- 
tuffi t© our Hiflory,

^/Settaader Duke of jSl^any and £arl of Marchy for his Angular Man- 
hood and Wifdom, he was chofen Captain of Serwicky and Lieutenant 
of cur whole Seders i and had in his Hand, at that Time, the Caftle 
of ^umhar^ wnh the Living thiereof, pertaining to the Earl of March. 
l^.Mwichtodipg JBemnder^ Lord Hume^ otherwife Lord Chamber lainy 

had 
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had many of thir Lands into his Hands, in uptaking the Mails and 
Rents thereof, by Reafon of his Office given to him in King James IL 
his Time \ therefore would not fuffer the Tenants thereof to make An- 
fwer, to the faid Alexander Duke of Albany^ of the faid Mails, Rents 
and Profits thereof, with his Goodwill j but believed afterwards, with 
fijch crafty Means, to ufe thfe fame to his own Pleafure. But the faid 
Alexander Duke of Albat^commoytd with the fame, fparing not to ride 
the Ground-Bounds and Lands of the faid ^^arldom of March-, and there 
uptake the faid Profits and Duties at his own Pleafure. Notwithftan- 
• ding the Lord Hume^ nor none of his Friends in the laid Aftion, might 
never in noways be Party imto him, becaufe he was both Captain of "Ber- 
wick^ and had all T^he Merfe at his Command and .Obedience j and alfo 
he had the Caflle of T)umbary and many of the Gentlemen of that Coun- 
try to fortify him in his jufl Caufe, becaufe he was the iecond Peribn of 
Scotland. • 

That fame Year the Queen bare a Son, thereafter was tilled yatttei • 
IV. Notwithftanding the Humes were very ill difcontent at his Pro- • 
ceedings, cafl: all the Ways and Means they might, to keep themfelves 
in Pofleffion of the Rooms anH R •*!!**, which they were in Ufe and Pof- 
fcflSon beft)re of uptaking thereof, as Chamberlain to the King's Grace : 
And, to that Effedr, to fortify their Caule, they banded with the Hep- 
hurns^ to make their Party good againfl the laid Alexander Duke of M- 
ham : But neverthelefs their Labour was all in vain ; becaufe their Afii* 
on was not good nor juft, he prevailed ever, at all Times, againft them, 
when they met. If he had^ been thirty, and they threefcore, yet he . 
would have given them Battle y and ofttimes warred them, and chafed 
them to their Hold. 

T H E « the Humes and Hephurns^ feeing they nothing could prevail. 

ao'ainfl this NoUcman, devifed among cHemlelvcs a ciafty Mean, whereby 

they might caufe his Brother the King's Grace to be difcontent with him : 
Knowing well, if they had the King broken from the faid his Brother, in 
this Cafe, they thought to rule the King's Grace as they pleafed : And, 
to this Effeft, fought all the Occafion that they might to bring their 
Purpofe to Effed j till, at the laft, they faw a new Courtier ftart up, 
called Cochran^ who had, at that Time, great Preheminence and Au- 
thority in Court, and Audience of the King, and ruled all Matters and 
Actions as he pleafed, to them that would give him Buddes and Gear for 
his Labour. The Humes and the Hepburns feeing this Man, Cochrany 
have fo great Credit of the King, thinking nothing better than to make 
their Moyen with him, they gave him great Sums of Money to fortify 
and maintain their Caufe againft the \i^^ oi AWany^ who faaftily pro- 
mifed to take their Parts in all Things debateable betwin them and the 
Duke of Albany -^ and his Brother the Earl of Mar : For the faid Coch^ 
ran confeifed to them, That he was in no lefs Fear or Dread of tb^ 
Duke of Mbany and his Brother, than they were themfelves : Therefcrc 
he was the more willing to confent to their Opinion ^ and promii^d to 
them, if he might iind the Time convenient, he fliould bring their 
Purpofe to Effed 5 and departed &om them, aod was into the Court, and 
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daily laboured, with all his Ingyne, to bring the King it Difcord with 
is Brother. He travelled and laboured long ere ever he could find any 
;ffe<9: to bring bis Purpofe to pafs : For the King loved his Brethren 
fo well, that he would not trow any wrongous Narration of theni, nor 
give Credence to tfo Man that fpake evil of them ; till, at the laft, this 
Cocbrath ^^i^g ^bat, by »o Way, he could break the King from his 
Brethren ^ he caufed a Witch with him come, and pronounce to the King, 
That he fliould be fuddenly ilain with one of the nearcfl of his Friends 
and Kin. Of the which the King was very afraid, and defired of 
the Witch, how flie had that Experience of him, or if any Man had 
caufed her fpeak the fame. She anlwered, ihe had the Revelation there- 
of by a familiar Spirit. And then the King began to be aftoniibed, 
and daily afraid of thir new Tidings, conjeduring and moving in his 
Mind whom this lliould be. But, at the laft, took the Sufpicion in his 
Mind of his Brethren, that he conjeSured it fliould be they ihould per- 
form this Prophecy that the Witch had fpoken ; becaufe he had no Bairns 
of his own, at that Time, of Age to do luch Things as were pronounced j 
and therefore he concluded wholly with himfclf, that it fliould be his Bre- 
thren fliould do him that Mifchief : And thereupon he grew in luch Sufpi- 
cipn and Hatred againfl them, that he mighty on no Ways, take Refl:, be- 
caufe they were neareft of Kin^ to the King, as the Witch faid i but evei 
enquiring of Cochran^ and the reft of his unhappy Counfellers, who. aug- 
3nented him daily in that Sufpicion towards his Brethren. But when 
thir Tidings of the King's Sufpicion "came abroad through the Country^ 
and iHo came to the Ears of the Humes ard the Hephums^ they were 
heartily content of thir .Novels, trufting to be .tthcved, by that Way, 
of their finemies, the Duke of Albany and his Brother : Therefore they 
^ade them to the Court, and flattered the King and Courtiers, fliowing 
their Opinion of the King's Sufpicion, faying, iChat^ they thqught all of 
Werity that the King bad CMJeUured in that Matter towards his "Bre- 
ihre9t. Till, %t th« JUAi fheircgrcw fuch mortal Fead within the King's 
Sreaft^ toward his Brethren, that he could noways be content to let them 
live in Peace and Reft, bu:t fakelefly, in hiigi Heart, condemned them 
both to the Death, and that by the Perfwafion of this felfe Flatterer, 
Cochran^ and the EnticemenM of the ^^/w^ j and ^j^^«r«j, which were 
the Fortifiers of G^iSr^^ in. thai Caufe, by their Perfwafion, giving to 
bita great Gifts pf Gold a^jd Sil^^er therefore. And, at the laft, the 
King fent for his Brethren^ the Duke of AJbaoy and the Earl of Mar^ to 
come to 'Edinburgh to him, in all poflible Hafte, for fuch Things as he 
had to do with them at that Time : But the King's Mind and Purpofe 
was, to deftroy them immediately after their Coming. But, notwith- 
fiariding, the Duke oi Jlbany was furely advcrtifed by his Friends of the 
King's Malice ; and therefore would not compear for the King*s Writ- 
ing ; but fled to his own Caflle of T)umbar^ till he law farther in the 
Matter. But the Earl of Mar^ unadvertifed hereof, came obediently to 
tis Brother the King's Grace ; who was haflily thereafter murdered and 
flain in the Canongate in a Bath-Fat ; by whofe Perfwafion, or ,for what 
Caufe, I cannot tell. But the King's Grace, foon after, carnc to ^Dnm- 
har^ to have had his Brother the Duke into his Hands : But the Duke, 
adycxtifed of his Coming, fled out of his &id Qftle, and left Men to 
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keep itj and fled himfelf to Serwick^ and remained there till he heard 
ferther Tidings. The King bearing of hi^r Departure and Abfcncc^ fent 
certain Noblemen to the CaiUe of Dnmhary and required the fame to 
be delivered to the King and his Captains, which obediently was rcn- 
drcd at the King's Plealure. This being done, the King paft to jEr//«- 
iurgb'^ and there remained a While at his Pleaiure, void of all Fear, 
Dread or Danger, which he fufpcfled before to come by Prophecy of 
the Witch ^ and alfo paft his Time with Flatterers in all Parts of Scot-- 
lafidy at his Pleafure, thinking then that there was no Man that had him 
at that Time at Envy, bjut he might iafely perfevere in his Pleafure as he 
thought beft. 

I K this Time Cochran grew fo familiar with his Grace, that nothing 
was done in Court without him : And all Men that would have had 
their Bufinefs dreft with the King's Grace^ came to Cvcbran-^ and made 
him Forefpeaker for them, and gave him large Money to drefs their Bu- 
finefs. Therethrough he became fo rich and puilTant, and of luch Sub- 
ftance, that no Man might ftrive with him, JBut he knowing the King's 
Nature^ that he was covetous upon Money, and loved them better that 
gave him Money, than they that took from him : For the which Caufe 
the faid Cocbruu gavw tbs; Ki"g ^^^b^ Swa-.Tc of Money J wherethrough hc 
obtained the Earldom of Mar from the King, and was pojOTeiTed in the 
fame j and ever clamb higher and higher in Court, till that he had no 
Peir nor Comparifon, of no Lord of Scotland -^ Spiritual or Temporal, 
into the King s Favour. Whatever was done in Court or Council with 
the King, nothing was done or concluded but by him j nor no Man 
durft fay that his Proceedings were wicked or evil, or unprofitable for 
the Commonweal^ but he would have hi^ Indignation, and caufc punifh 
him for the famei He had fuch Credence of the King, that he gave him 
Leave to* ftrike Money of his own, as if he had been a Prince. Aixcl 
when the People would have refuled-rrhe faid Money, which was called a 
Coehran-TJan^ and faid to him that it would be erica cxivm j he an- 
fwered and faid, I'batyTiay he would he hanged that they were crhd 
d(rjon. Which fliortly thereafter fell out as he prophefied, as ye fhall 
hear : For this Cochran had fuch Authority in Court, and Credence of 
the King, that no Man got Credence or Audience of the King but by 
his Moyen- "Sip all that would efteem him, or flatter hitA', or give him 
Gear, their Matters were drelied according to their owj:i Pleafure^ vhe- 
'ther it were jufi: or unjuft, or againft the Commonweal \ all was alike 
unto him-: For he cared not the Welfare of the Realm, or the Honour, fo 
that he might have his own Angular Profit, and Eftimation in Court. So 
be abufed this noble Prince, that none was received in Court, nor no 
Kind of OfRccs, but they that would obey x^vay^ and be of his Faftion. 
So, by this Means, the prudent Lords Counfel w^s refufed, and their 
Sons were ablent from the King's Service : For no Man duidft come to 
ferve the King, but he that was si Flatterer of Coehrm-^ and thought ^^ 
Things well done that he counfellcd the King to do. By this Wa/ the 
King ti^ many of the Hearts of the Lords diSanland^ and alfo ctf their 
Sons and Brether, that were young Men, who b^n would bavc irrved the 
King's MajcAy, but they could get no Place, for iSaiC Cochran and his 
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CJompany ; nor no Gafualty could fall to the King in Scotland-, but it was 
difponed by the Advice of this Cochran^ and not by Gounfel of the Lords 
of Parliament, neither Spiritual nor TemporaL 

The which Proceedings moved the Lords of Scotland to fell from 
the King, and fet their Intent to find Remedy to the ^ame ^ which made 
a Convention among themfelves, and there x» confult how they might 

\ beft bring the King to defend his Realm in Juftice and Equity, where- 
by the Commonweal might fiouriih,. and the King^s Honour not dimi- 
niflied y and to put fuch Noblemen about him to ferve him, as were 
convenient for fuch a Prince j whereby Virtue might be maintained, and 

' Vice.puniflied j whereby. he might win the Favour of his Lords and Ba- 
rons, and bring his Realm in fuch Peace .and Refi as his Father left 
it to him. And, upon this Concluiion, the Lords fent a wife Man to 
the King, declaring their Minds to him in Manner and Form as after 
follows : l^hat is to fay^ They defire the King's Grace, l^o leave young 
Omnfel and unhonejiy which looked not to the Kings Honour -, and the 
Commonweal of the Country ^ nor to the Jdminijiration of Jujiice } but 
to their particular Profits. And ♦ defired him, l^o leave aU Fear and 
^read-i and put Snfpicion out of his Heart towards his Nohles ; and 
take the Counfel cf his wifif Jm^f ^^^^ be jJb&uM ruie bimfslf in the 
Gbv^rnment of his Realm^ and in the Jdminijiration of Jufice^ and 
defence againfi Enemies^ and maintaining of his Commonwealth. And 
if his Grace would ufe their Counfel in this Manner^ they would all live 
and die with him in Defence of his Honour^ and Commmiwealth of the 
Country. And if he would not incline to their Counfel in this Manner^, 
they took God to witnefs^ that theyjhould he mikkfs of the Mifgovern- 
went qf the Realm ; and the Charge Jhould Ty to him^ both before God 
andMan^ that they Jhould be declared innocent^ if any Mifchief fell^ 
at that Time^ in the Country. 


The King anfwered to their Petition, faying. He bad no Counfel in 
tbe'Govemment of his Kealni^ but Lords Counfels as they were . And'^ 
as to his Company^ they pleafedhim for % ^me^ becaufe he could fee 
or perceive^ at that ^me^ no better for hifn : And let them to under- 
fiand^ that he would not put a Man forth of his Company for their 
Tleafure j for he believed that they were trufty andtme, that ferved 
in his Company j and he cotdd not believe them^ becaufe ^oer-, when the 
one Half of them was againft bim^ the other Half was with him^ and 
of bis Opinion : Tetj notwithjianding^ he promifed^ when the whole 
Lords were convened together^ and concluded in one Voice ^ he would be 
cmtent to ufe their Counfel in all Things^ and fpecially in "Defence of 
his Kealm^ and Liberty mereof 

4 
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The Lords, hearing this Anfwer of the King's, were not half-well- 
content of the fame ; but yet they buir fair till they faw their Time, 
knowing they could do nothing more in the Matter, till they were to- 
gether in the Fields in Camp or Battle. To that EffcA fomc of them 
caufed the Borders to be broken, and other fome Jy flill, and make no 
Defence > wherethiough came great Keif and lieryihips in all Countries, 
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and great Slaughter betwixt England and Scotland j wherethrough the 
Land was fo wafted by Bn^nd^ and by the Thieyes of Jmndale-, that 
nothing was pleniihed into Edinburgh. 

W H E N the Lamentation and Cries of the Poor came before the King, 

- he \)^s heayily commoved, and caufed to make Proclamation through the 

It^lm, and to all and fundry^ his Lieges, Earls, Lords, Barons and 

Freeholders, and all fubftantial Gentlemen, yea, and all Manner of Man 

^ betwixt iixty and iixteen, as well Spiritual as Temporal, to compear and 

* Memble upon the Sarrow-muir oi Edinhurgh'i in their beft Array, with 

-^ -Jbrty Days Vi5:ual, to pafs forward with the King where he pleafed, in 

iDefence of the Realm. 

The 2£«^/i/5&-Men, hearing of thir Proclamation^ made great Pro-* 
vifion for the fame, thinking that they would defend themielyes and their 
Borders contrary the Scots at that Time ; 'for they had to their Lieute- 
nant and Ghiftain, the Duke o^Gloceftir^ who was their principal<]loun- 
feller, and great Lieutenant to Edward th^ new King, 

' NoTWITH STANDINC, the A^fjfc ^ f!:mip ciime peartiv forward 

at the King's Commandment unto W^lpWPHm leaV appointed, that 
is to fay^ upon the Horrowrmmrj conveeried the whole Number of Lords, 
Barons, and great Men and Borrows, fifty thoufand fighting Men, by 
Carriage-Men and Borderers. The King took certain Artillery With 
liim out of tlie CafUe of Ediniargby and made Ocbran, Earl of Mar^ 
Convoyer of the fame, and paft forward to Sowtray the firft Night ; and, 
on the Mom, paft to Lawdery and there planted down his Pallions be- 
twixt the KLirk and the Town, and there abode that Night. While, on 
the Morn,. all the who]e Lords of Scotland conveened in the Kirk of 
Jjawder to a Council, and therp to confult what was beft to be done, for 

the Commonweal of the Realm, and I>c£cncc ur^U^ Ik»ra«ro 5 or if they 

fliould pafs with the King, at his Pleafure, at that Time. Some wiife 
and ancient Lords an&vered and faid. He was not their Kin^^ nor guid^ 
ed not by them^ nor their OnmfeU hut made Fellows^ mafons^ to be 
Lwds and Earls in the Vlace of Noblemen : That is to fay, lie batb 
banifhed the noble 7)iike ^Albany, his "Brother^ and bath forfatdted 
andjlain the Earl ofM^ty his other Brother ^ and bath made Cochran, 
that was but a Mafon-^ to fulfil his Rmn ; wherewith they cotdd not, 
be contented till they had fucb Things reformed. 

Upon this they chufed out fome wife Lords, to the. Number of 
twei;ity four : That is to fay^ The Earl of Agtis Principal of the Coun- 
cil, Lord Jkendaky who was Chancellor for the Time, the Earls of ^- 
gyU\ Huntley y Orkney ^ QrawfordzxiA Bodwell^ the Lords Hume^ Ele- 
mingy Grayy T)rummond and Seaton^ with certain Bilhops ^ the which 
Lords conveened forefaid, and had advifed, ripely in this Caufe. They 
concluded^ whole, with one Voice, That the King ftould be taken fcftly, 
without harming of his Body, and convoyed, with certain Gentlemen, 
Unto the Gaftle of Edinburgh^ to remain there till they faw further ; 
and, in the mean Time, to take Cochran^ the Earl of mah ^n^ ^ ^^ 
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Lave of the King's Familiars, and immediately hang them oyer 
Bridge of Z/^Wipr. , '- • 

B Y this was advifed and fpoken by thir.Lords fbrefaid, Cochran^ the 
Earl of Mar-, canae from the Kng to thid Council, ( which Councir was 
holdcn in the Kirk of Lawder for the Time ) who was well accomJ)ani- 
cd with a Band of Men of War,' to the Number of three hundred light , 
Axes, all clad in white Livery, and black Bends thereon, that: they 
mi^t be known for Cocbran the Earl of Mars Men. Himfelf was clad^ 
an a Riding-Pie of black Velvet, with a great Chain of Gold about h*^-* 
Neck, to the Value of five hundred Crowns j and four blowing Hom^ ^ 
With both the Ends of Gold and Silk, fet with precious Stones, Hii 
Horn was tipped with fine Gold at every End, and a precious 3lone, 
called a Serryh Hajoging m the Midft. This Cocbran had his Heumont 
born before him overgilt with Gold ; and fo were all the reft of hi* 
Horns j and all his Pallions were of fine Canvas of Silk, and the Cords 
thereof fine twined Silk j and the Chains upon his Pallions were double 
overgilt with Gold. 

This Cocbran was fo proud in his Conceit, that he counted no 
Lords to be Marrows to htm, titerefore he rufted rudely at the Kirk-door. > 
The Council enquired who it was that perturbed them at that Tima 
Sir Robert H)auglas^ Ljjwrd of Locblezw^ was Keeper of the Kirk-door 
at that Time, who enquijsd who that was that knocked ^ rudely ; and 
Cochran anfwered, ibis is /, the Ear/qfMnt. The which News plea- 
fed well the Lords, becaufe they were ready bbun to caufc ta*:c him, as 
is afore rehearfed. Then the Earl of 'Asius paft haftily to the Door, 
and witb him Sir Robert Douglas of Lacblemn^ there to receive in the 
Earl of Mar-i and fo many of nis Complices who were tber?, as they 
thought good. And the l^ XoJ Angu s met with the Earl of Mar as be 
came in at the JOoor, aifat puiicd cfie golden Chain from his Craig, and 
laid to him, A Tow would fet him better. Sir Robert Douglas {yne pulled 
the Blowing-Horn from him in like Manner, ^d faid, He hadheen4be 
BMit& ofmifchiefwer long. This Cocbran asked, My Lords^ Is it Mows 
vrEarneJi f They anfwered and faid, B is goodEarneft^ and fo thou 
pjok find : For thou and thy Complices have ahufed our Prince this 
iong Timej of whom thou fhalt haee no more Credence^ but JhaU ham 
thy Reward according to thy good Sermce^ as thou haft deferred in 
iimes bypaft 5 right fo the refi of thy Followers. 

NoTiviTHST AN DING the JLords held tbem quiet,' till they cau- 
fed certain armed Men to pafs into the King'; Pallion, and two or three 
wile Men to pafs with them, and give the King fair pleaiant Words, 
till they laid Hands oa all the King^s Servants, and took them and hang* 
cd them, before his Eyes, over the Bridge of Lawder. Incontinent they 
brought forth Cocbran^ and his Hands bound with a Tow, who defired 
them to take one of his own Pallion-Tows, aad bind his Hands j for be 
thought Shame to have his Hands bound with fuch Tow of Hemp, like 
a Thirf. The Lords anfwered, He was a Traitor', be fermd no better. 
^d) ibc Ddpight> they took a Hairen-Tether^ and hanged him over , 
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the Bridge of Lawder, above the reft of his Complices ; and made a 
Proclamation, and cried down his Cunzie j which falSlkd his own Pro- 
phefy fore&id : That he might be Example to all fimple mean Perfons 
not to climb fo high, and intend io great ^Things in Cburt, as he did : 
For, at his Beginning, he was but Prentice to a Mafon j and, within 
few Years, he became very ingyneus in that Craft, and bigged many 
Stone-HoufejT with his Hafads in the Realm oiSaxland: And, becauie 
he was cunning in Craft, not long after the King made, him Mafter-Ma- 
ibn i and, after this, Cochran damb fo high, higher and higher, till he 
came to this Fine, as is rehearfedJ 

The King was taken Captive himfelf, and was had to the Caftk of 
Mdinhtrgb^ by the Convoy of his I:x)r<ls, and none efcaped that was of 
his Company, I mean his fecret Servjmts or Cubicalars, but wtte hanged ; 
except a- young Man called John Ramfay, who was laved by the King's 
Requeft i who, for Reftige, lap on the Horfe behind the King, to fave 
his Life. This Sir John Ramfay was Laird of Safmottt^ and afterward 
Treafurer of Smlafui. This Aft was done in the Year of God, One 
xhoufaixl four hundred and eighty one Years, in Augufi. 

An-d, after this a long Time, the Ji^mg femained ftiU in the Caftle 
Gi Edinburgh as Captive, and had certain Lords in Company with him,, 
that took heed and kept him, and ferved tmd honoured him as a Prince 
ought to be : For be was not put there as a Prift^er, but for 'the main- 
taining of the Commonweal. They gave him Liberty to ufe Direaions, 
and all Gifts of Cafoalties and Properties of his Realm, at his own 
Pleafure : For nothing was derogate from him, that pertained" t« him hy 
Reafon of his Authority. And Letters of Commandments and Procla- 
mations were made and given in his Naine, Uk^ ai they wei-e before at 
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lime : put every 3^ox<^^ WA^nm i**. o^« iio«.M<i0^ ^a« iwom ui mmOttt 

Jufticc, and to caufc Steiith, Reif and Slaughter co be puniihed within 
themfelves, or elfc to bring the Doert of the fame to the king^g Juftice 
to EMnhurgby to bcpunilhed, or elfe toaafwerfor the Cniaieej them- 
felves^ to be bold^n Xkiers of the fame. 

B Y this Way there was fome Peace and Reft in the Country, the 
Space of three Qjiacters of a Year ^ oil, at laft, the King would been 
out of the Caftle,. at his Liberty, as he was before ; notwithftanding he 
could, on no Ways, .obtain his Piirpofe at his Pleafure, but if he would 
hind bimfelf unto the Lords Counfel that were his Inputters, and give 
them Pledges therefore, and obferve and keep the fame , which he, on no 
Ways, would do. Some that were fecret Frk^ to him came and 
gave him Counfel, to fpeak with the £ari of IDcitglas^ who was €iapuv« 
in the Caftle o{ Edinburgh at that Time. Thirjaid Friends dcfired the 
King to take the Earl d[ Douglas in his Favour, and remit all Things 
bygone, and reftore him unto his Lands again, who was forfaulted before 
a long Time : * Shewing the King, that if he would bear with him, at 
this Time, that the Earl of Douglas was able to fottily and deie^ him, 
aad CO bring him to that Furpofe that he would' haye been at. Notwith- 
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fianding tbe King was very ^ad of his Gounfel^ and defired to fpeak 

with him > who was brought incontinent to interconunune with him about 

the faid Matter. But the Earl of Howlas was fb high on the other 

Part, and prefumptuous in his own Mina, that he gave the King no due 

Reverence as he ought to have done, but high and prefumptuous Words ; 

which became him not to have given his Prince ar that Time, coniider- 

log his SubjeAion and Captivity : Therefore the King thought him fo 

proud in his Anfwering, that they parted worfe Friends than they met. 

And the King made a iingulaj Vow, That he fliould never be relieved 

out of the CaAle of Edinburgby if he might keep him into it : For, by 

his proud Speaking, he was liker to be a King than he. And the King 

feared him as much as any of the refi, if he had been at Liberty. So 

he left him in this Manner, and communed no more with him ; and fhew 

him, that gave him the Gounfel, the whole Manner, who was very difcon* 

tent at the fame. But fome gave Counfel to fend to his Brother, the 

Duke of Jlbany^ a familiar Letter, declaring to him the Caufe how it 

Hood, defiring him to pais to Edward of l^ngland^ the new^ Kiog^ 

defiring Support oif him and his Council, whereby he might be relieved 

out of the laid Caflle of Edinburgh^ and to be avenged on his Inputters > 

promiiing, if any fuch Things occur in England toward King Edward^ 
he fliould be ready 9 wuli ^ M»i:^wer, to tais Support.

T H I R Letters we« direded immediately to the Duke of Jlbamy 
his Brother, who was then in Berwick for the Time, and received the 
King's Writing very thankftiUy, requiring, of the King and, Ck)uncil of 
^ngland^ the tee Support to his Brother, as his Writing made Men- 
tion thereof. 

The King and Council of E«^/^/r^/,- being advifed thereupon, de- 
joied any Support to be given to the King of Scotland^ without they wift 
wherefore ♦. becau fo c l» e ylM<t vfrnigcJ- him iundry Times for Support, and 
got none : Notwithftanding, would the King of Scotland be tontent to 
sender Serwick a^dn unto them, they would grant him fuch Support 
that would relax him. The Duke of j^any anfwered and faid. He had 
m Cmmiffum in that Manner ; hut promtfed that be Jbotdd Jhew bis 
Srotber tbe King of England j 2)^r^ and his Counfel^ and bring An- 
fwer thereupon. And, mortly after this, the Duke of ABfam writ to 
his Brother the King o{ Scotland^ fliewing him the Anfwer and Mind of 
the King and Council of England, Jnd that they defired tbe 7mm 
cf Berwick to he rendred again, betwixt Tear and ®^, in En- 
^aSa-Mens Hands -, and if tbe King of Scotland would promife to do 
tbe fame, at tbe Terms forefaid, and fend bis Great Seal thereupon, 
tb^ would incontinent grant to all bis T>^res : That is to izj. To 
fet bim at Liberty, am make him to have 'Power to punijh whom be 



Town ^Berwick was rendred. 


This Matter plcafed well the King of Scotland, faying, J^aWEn- 
gUnd were, bis, be bad rafber^ render it, than to be bdden in Captiifity 

with 
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with his own. And, to this EfFed, he fcnt to his Brother, the Duke of 
AW any') to grant their Defires, and to promife the fame to the Council 
of England ; and fent four Lords Sons in Pledges of the fame. 

The Duke of Albany received his Brother's CommiflJon arid the 
Pledges forefaid, and thereafter paft to London to the King oiEnglandy 
and Council thereof, and fhew him how he had fped, and promiied the 
Kibg, that all his Defires ihould be granted ^ and ihew him the King of 
Scotland's CommilSon under the great Seal, and delivered him the Pledges 
for Obfervation of his Promife. 

* * 

Upon the which the King of England was very well cdntetit, arid 
received the Duke of Albany s Pledges thankfully, and treated them well t 
And incontinent thereafter caufed the Duke of Glocejier') his great Lieu- 
tenant, with iten thoufand chofen Men, to pals in Scotland with the Diikc 
of AlbanVy wherever he pleafed, and to come with him fo lorig as he plea- 
fcd, in Defence arid Support of the King of Scotland-^ his Brother j and 
jHomifed, that they Ihould want no Furniihing nor Expences, ay and 
till the King of Scot kt ad was put at Liberty, and revenged upon his 

Enemies. And incontinent tbir Noblemen cattkc in Scotland-^ the twett- 

tietli Day di Augvft-^ the Year of God, One thouland lour hundred and* 
eighty two ; and planted their PalUons upon the 2iarroW'inuir of Edin- 
'burgb', and there made Provifion for their Army. And then the Scottijb 
Lords, feeing this, afraid of their King, which caufed them to draw to- 
gether to the Council j where foon after compeared the Duke of Albam^ 
with the Duke of Glocefter^ within the Town, with the Number of a 
thoufand Gentlemen, and entred into* the Tolbooth, before the Lords of 
Scotland^ who were fitting then in Council j and they reverently falutcd 
the Duke of Albany -^ and welcomed him Home, and defired of him what 
was his Petition. He anfwered again, I d^fire the Kin£s Grace', my 
brother', to be put to Liberty. Which was granted to him inconti- 
nently. But the Chancellor anfwered and faid. My Lord-, we will grant 
you your Petition and IDefire : Sut^ as to that Man that is with you^ 
, we know him not-, nor will grant nothing to his ^e(ire : Sut we know 
you to be the ESng^s Brother^ and^ next unto the King*s Son^ fecond 
Perfonof Scothad^ and a Eamurer ofjuftice and Commonweal thereof: 
^erefore the Kings Grace Jhall be at your Pleafure^ to ufe him as you 
think spodi befeeking you therefore to caufe him ufe wife and prudent 
Oun/ef in ^ime cOming^ which regards his Honour and Commonweal of 
the Country ; which being done^ Itrufi the King jhall be out,ffSufpi- 
eion of his Sarons^ which have been troublous to him in Time hypafl^, 
and caufed US', that were his Lords ^^ to do the fe Things^ which ftooa 
not to his Contentment } becaufe he wotdd not ufe our Counfel^ hut ufe^ 
all Things at his own Tleafure^ and their Counfel who were Familiars \ 
f&r the Thne^ who were not worthy to have been with a King^ nor to 
have given a Prince Counfel^ but rather to have holden the P loughs or 
to have hep Sheep or Neat : Therefore I pray your Jjordjhip^ to caufe 
bim ufe better Counfel in lime comings whereby your Lor djUp may have, 
Bonour of the Labours which you have made at this Time for his Tie- \ 
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And w^en the faid Chancellor had ended \\i$ Oration, the Duke of 
"^jSbany and the Duke of Glocefier departed from the Council, and went 
toward the Caftle to receive the King ; and two Heraulds of Arms were 
commanded to pafs with them, to charge the Captain to make the Gates 
open, and fet the King's Grace at Liberty. 

This being done, the King came forth out of the CafUe to the Duke 
of Jlbany^ his Brother, and there lap on a Hackney to ride down to the 
JBbhay : But he would not ride forward, ^till the Duke of Albany -^ his 
Brother, lap on behind hitai ; and fo they went down (be Geat to the 
Jbhay qf Holy-rwd'hintfcj where they remained a While, till all the 
Lords had come, and made their due Obedience to the King, by (he 
Duke of 4fbanys Advice. 

Thereafter the King paft to Stirlinej and Airough many Parts 
of Scotland-^ accompanied with the Duke of Mbany and the Duke of Ghr 
cefter^ Lieytenant to the King oi England y and with him two thQufand 
Horfemen, and fiye hundred Footmen, upon the Kiogof f^/^sr^^/'s Ex- 
pences ; and thereafter fent Home the reft of his Armies in England 
again, and remained himfelf for them^, one Day, with the King cASco$^ 
iand^ with the forelaid Number. 

■ 

And, in this mean Time, the King put certain JL^ords in the Caftle 
of JE^ivhurgb^ in Ward, who were the Counfellers of the moft Part of 
liis Inputi;^n|;, which were in Number iixteen ; to witj The flarl So^-* 
weily Lord aume^ Lord Avendak Chancellor for the Tiqie, Lord Gn^^ 
' iLord T)rumimndj the Lord of EgUntmn^ Lord JFlewi^g-^ Lord Seatofii 
Lord MoMSSdy with fundry other great Barons : And the King was ad- 
TifedL at that Time, to have juftified theqi^ Tere not the Couniel of 
the Duke of Albany^ his Brother. The Earl of Angus alfo fliew himfelf 
familiar, ac that Time, , with the Duke and King, and did i^h^t he could 
to fave the Lords from Juftifying in the King's Fpry. 

After this, a long While, the King had good Peace and Reft 
through all Scotland^ through the Counfel of the Duke of Albany^ his 
Brother ; who, foon after, married the Earl of Orkneyy Daughter, an4 
got upon her a Son, called Alexander-^ who after was Biihop m Murray .-^ 
But, not long after that, parted with the Earl of Orkney's Daughter, and 
paft in Brance^ and was married U|)on the Dutchefs of Sulhu. But this 
jDuke di Albany had great Indignation of many of the Lords of Scotiandy 
l)ecaufeof fortifying and maintaining of the Kipg's Grace in his particu^-^ 
Jar Afiairs ; and gave him the fole Wyte that fo many of the Lords were 
captive at that Time'j and for the rendring of Berwick lately^ con^rm 
.to his Fromife, and the King of Scotlan^Ts Comipiflion, who gave him. 
C!ommandment and Power to render the fame for his Relief y yet the 
Lords could not ftand content therewith, but alledged it (o be Treaibn^ 
and would fain had fome Crime to haye accufe4 the Dic^e of Albanyi^^ 
thereof, and to have put a new 3ufpicion betii^ix( him and his Brother^i, 
thinking on no Ways how they could get theii; Intent and WiU oi th4 
lUog) except the' Duke were cut ofii To this UfkSt they caufed certain 

Flatterers 
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Flajtterers and eyil Speakers to fiiow the Kiog, That theDoJke d^jShamy 
intended to have the Crown ; for he was liker to he King than the King 
lumfelf; as he proceeded ^ for he difpon^ all Things pertaining to the 
Crown : And caufed the King underftand, that he would fulfil the Pro- 
phecy of the Witch, that prophefied to the King, That one of the near- 
eft of his Kin ihould defiroy him. 

T H I B^ Words, and fuch other wicked Counfellers, made the King ib 
4i&ared of the Duke of Jlbany^ that he would have been content to have 
been quyte of him with his Honefty. Notwithftanding all the Labours 
9ad Travels he had fuftained £>r the King's Welfare, and Deliverance of 
liim out of Captivity, all his good Service was forgot by their Flattery, 
and the Fear the King took of him, by Perfwafion of wicked Perions, 
irho caufed the King to fummon the Duke, his firother,^ before the Coun- 
cil, for fuch Points of Treafon as after follow : l^bat is U fay^ For 
rendring of the Town of Berwick in the Englijh-yitns Hands, without 
Council or CommifSpn of the Lords of Scotland ; yet^ notwithftanding, 
the Duke compeared peartly before the King and Council, and produced 
the King's Commilfioq under his Great Seal, for to render the fame, to 
the £ffe&, that Support might come to the King for his Deliverance. But 
thf? Lords alledged, That the King's ConuniiDon was of no EffcA at 
that Tipie, becaufe h(f was in Ward, and did it not by the Counfel of 
his Nobility and Lords of this Realm : Therefore the Lords aiid Couns- 
el!, iot the Time, convi^ed the Duke of JS^any-, and fent him to the 
Gaitie, to remaio in Prifon.

I K thi9 mW^, Tiifif , the Earl of Jg^gus gpot the whole Lords, that^ 
wer^ 11) War4> relieved, upon Caution to enter again, wheo the King 
filled, 10 W^rd, or in Parliament, under the Biin of ten^ thoufand 
Pound for ilk ob^ of them. So', after this, they cQunfelled the King to 
tuftify the Duke ©f JH^at^^ his Brothci i TblaklA^^ ^ if they were quyte 
of him, they would do with the King wh^t they pleafed j fcr they flood 
foch Awe of the Duke oi jSbany^ they duil not meddle with the King, 
nor put Hand on him, fe Jong as the faid Duke was on Life : Wfaere^ 
fi>fe thif Coofpirators defired, at all Times, to have this Duke put to 
Deaih, truftmg the better to come to their Pui-poic of the King there- 
aien Notwitfafbindipg, the fecret Treaibn was known in JP^ance^ by 
jbme Moyen of them that iiTOured the Dtike : AaA therefore there casae 
a French Ship out of Franct hafiily into Scotland^ with fecret Writing^ 
to the Duke, who was then in Prifdn in (he Caflle o^E^nbmxb^ to ad* 
venife him. That it was concluded hy the King and Counoil, thae he 
flsould be jufttfied upon a certain Day, which waff the Day after the Shin 
ftrake in the Road of Leitb^ befile the New-HMen-^ and gave himfelf 
fiuth as a Paflenger vith Wine, and fent up Word to the Caftfe to the 
Duke, if he would have any of theirs Support. When he hfsaid thir 
Novds, he defired of the Captain Licence &r to fend fer two Boffes of 
Wines, who gave him Leave gladly, and provided the Boflb^ him^^ • 
And thea the Duke lent his ftimiliar Servant to the Bumb Ship, ^d 
prayed him to fimd two Boflea fiiU ofMdl^efy \ which he obeyed thank** 
iiily: And, in ooe of the Bofles, he put a RoU of Wax, whereiii was 

cloled 
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clofcd a fccret Writing, which fcew the Duke fuch Tidings as he was 
not content with : But, in the other Bofs, there were certain Fath9m9 
of Cords, to fupport him in his Need, at that Time. The Boffes were 
of the Quantity of two Gallons the Piece ; wherefore they were the lefs 
to be known, that there was ought in them but the Wine. Notwith- 
ftanding, the Man that brought the Wine fped him faft again to his 
Matter, and fliew him certain Things by Tongue that this Stranger 
fpake to him. And that Night ihe Duke called the Captain to the Sup- 
per, and promifed him a Drink of good Wine j who gladly accepted the 
Ikme, and came to him incontinent, and fupped with him. .Tlje Duke 
gave his Chamber-Chiel Command, that he ihould drink no Wine that 
Night, but Iceep himfelf frelh, for he knew not what he had ado : 
Therefore he prayed him to beware with himfelf j and if there arofe any 
Thing amongft them, he prayed him to take his Part, as he would be 
a good Mafler to him thereafter. 

When Supper was done, the Captain pafled to the King's Cham- 
ber, to fee what he was doing, who was then lodged in the Caftle ; and 
when he had vifited him, he gart ileik the Gates, and fet the Watch-- 
Men ; and thereafter came again to the Duke's Chamber to the Colla- 
tion i and after they bad ^hmnk their Collation, and all Men were in 
their Beds, the Duke and the Captain went- to the Tables, and played 
for the Wine. The Fire was very hot, and the Wine was ftrong, and 
the Captain and his Men became merry j while, at laft, the Duke of 
JSbany perceived his Time, and made a Sign to ^ bis Chamber-Chiel to 
be ready, as he had inftrufied him before : For, at that Time, the 
Duke thought there was no Remedy, but eithfer to die or do^ becaufc 
that he .was furcly advertifed, by the French Shijp, That he was to be 
beaded \upon the Morn : Therefore he thought beft to preveen the Time, 
and put his Life in Jeopardy ; for if he flipped that Occafion;^ he would 
ix)t find the lik© j- -Therefore he pat liiinfelf in a Venture^ and lap. from 
the Board, and firuck the Captain with a Whinger, and flew him, and 
alfo flicked other two with his own Hand j and, in the mean Titae, his 
Chamber-Chiel was very bufy j and fo the two overthrew- iG\3j:^ tbm is 
tofay-i The Captain and his three Servants } and when they had done 
caft them in the Fire ; and Afterward took out their Tows, and paffed 
to the Wall of the Caftle, at a quiet Place, where the Watch-Men might 
have no Sight of them, and there ftretched their Gdrds over the Ws^ 1 \ 
and the Duke let down his Chamber-Chiel : But the Tow was fliort, he 
fell and brake his Thigh-Bone j and thereafter cried to -his Mafter, and 
bade him make the Tow longer, for he was gone. The Duke rave the 
Sheets of his Bed, and made the Tow longer, and pafled down himfell 
fafcly : And when he ^ came down, he perceived his Servant Jying in 
Point of his Life. He took him up upon his Back, and bure him as &r 
as he might win away, and left him in a quiet Place, where -fab might be 
fafe \ and fyne went to the New-ILwen^ and made a Sign co the Ship $ 
-v^ho fent her Boat to the Land for him^ and Tecexved him up. into Ukt 
Ship ; but I know not if his Servant went with him or not : ^ But furely. 
many Gentlemen of Scotland wiihed to have been'^with him ; among the 
reft, Sir Jkmnder Jardin^ Laicd of Jppl^httb^ he pafted with him, 

and

and fundry other Gentlemen. But, on the Morrow^ when the Watches 
perceived the Tow was hinging over the Wall, they ran to fetk the Cap- 
tain, to have ihown him the Manner y but he was not in his Chamber ; 
they could not get him. Then they paffed to the Duke's Chamber, and 
there they fand the Door ftanding open, and a dead Man lying fticked ; 
and alfo they faw the Captain, and the two other, in the Fire, bumt^ 
which was very dolorous and fearful unto them i but they mift the Duke 
of J^any and his Chamber-Chiel. They ran fpeedily arid told the King 
how the Marnier had happened, that the Captain was flain and his. Ser- 
vants : Bat theEling would give no Credence to them, till he went himfelf 
to fee how the Matter flood ; zAd faw the Captain and his Men dead ly- 
ing burnt in the Fire. Then confidered he the whole Cafe how it fkKxl, 
and caufed the Gates to be holden clofe, that no Word fhould pafs to 
the Town, till he had fearched all the Place^ to fee if the Duke had 
been in the Caftle or not : But when he, on no Ways, could find him^ 
he caufed fend all his Horfemen into all Parts and Countries, to fee if 
they could apprehend him in any Place, and brii^ him to the King 
again, and they fliould have great Reward therefore : But, on no Ways, 
they could get him, or yet wit of him ; till, at the lafl, a Man came 
out of Leitby and fliew the King, that there came a Boat ' out of the 

Vtencb Sbip^ and took ijo ccrtam A^en^ and thereafter took up their Sail 

and travilhed up and down the Firth. They judged all to be the Duke^ 
as it was true : For he jpaft into Trance incontinent, and was well re- 
ceived of the King, and got the Dutchefs of "Bidhn in Marriage, and 
got upon hsttjohn Stuart-^ which, after him, was Duke of Albany and 
Goftmat i£ Scofland. 

But wc will leav^ off them, afid turn to our Ifliftory, how, at the 
Hour of nine, the whole Lords came up to the Caftle to the King, to 
fee what Order Ihould be taken with the Execution of his Brother, the 
Duke tSJBhany^ in what Place he ihould be headed : But when they 
knew how the Matter flood, there were fome of them very lorry, think^ 
ing that he would quite them a Common, if he lived. But other fome that 
&voured him, and knew that he was innocent, were well, content that 
he had freed himfelf in that Manner, thinking that they would^ hear bet- 
ter Tidings of him another Day \ yet the King was very coolmoved at 
the Slaughter of the Captain of the Caflle ^ but he was more fearful at 
the Departure of the Duke, that he was fo efcaped, thinking on the vaiii 
Sufpicion that was put in his Head, toward his Brother, by the Witch, 
and the Inchantment of the Devil : Thinking ever, that he jhould not 
be fati^fied in his Mind, unlefs his Brother had been put to Death, like 
as the Earl of Mar was put to Dead before. But from Time that he was 
fure advertifed, that his Brother the Duke oi Albany was intertained in 
Wrance by the King and Council, and had gotten the Dutchefs of SniK:^ 
in Marriage, in that Refpe£i: he thought he would never return* toSc(ft* 
landzgaan hafHly, becaufe he was both forefaulted, and had bMken hi^ 
Ward, and made Slaughter therein. Yet, notwithflanding, the Lords 
took Fear ever of his Returning, and therefore durft never execute their 
Intents, till they knew furdy he was dead. And, in this mean Time^ 
the King paft through all Scotland^ at his Plcafiire% with Peace and Reffcr 
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Akd, in this mean Time, there were great Wars in England^ be- 
twixt Btd'Obard the Duke of Twk-^ which uliirped the Kingdom of £fe- 
ry VI. imprifoned \ and the Duke of Clarence^ with his Wife, with other 
certain of his Kin and Friends, paft to Normandy at chat Time, to re- 
main there with the Duke, iiis Grood-Brother, till he faw further. And* 
we reiur?! to out Hiftory again. 

K t H b yantis III. being "in good Peace and Refl; the mofl Part of 
that Yefilr, he went to Stirti^gy as we have fhown yOu, and remained 
tbelre. : He took fuch Pleafure to dwell there, that he left all the Gafiles 
and Towns in^&Otiandy becaufe he thought it moft pleafant dwelling 
there, and founded a College within the ^id CafUe, called 7%e Cbapel 
B.9yal i and alfo he bigged Ti^r Great Hall qf Stirling, within the faid 
Caille : Alfo he made, into the Chapel Royal, all Kind of Office-Men, 
t9 wit^ The Bifhop of Galloway') Dean, and the Archdean, and the 
Treafurer and Subdean, Ghaittpr and Subchantor, with all Kind of other* 
Offices |iertaining to a CoU^i^ and alfo doubled them, to that effe^, 
that they ihould ever be ready^' the one Half, to pafs with him whereyer 
he pleafed, that they might fing and play to him, and hold him merry ; 
and the other Half fiK)uld remain at Home, in the faid Chapel, fer to 
fing and pray for him and his Succ^flbrs : AnA^ for this Cauie, he made 
great Foundation of theiaid Chapel Royal. 

' A N 0^ in the mean Time, the Benefice of Colditabatn Vaked ; and 
tihe Kii^ thought to hare giren the fame to the ChapelRo^l of Stirling : 
• But the Humes^ hearing df this, were in no Ways content ; and fpeci- 
ally Andrew Hume of Fajicajlle^ who had many Steddings in Colding- 
ham in his Hands, fdr*the Time, believing to get the fame in Feu a^ 
terwards \ becaufe the Humes ever intended to have a Prior, in that 
Rooi^ of their oilrn Sirname : Wherefore they thought the King greatly 
to be their Enemyi. beciufe he intended t6 mell with any Thing that 
they had an Eye to> and fpecially the Priory oi Coldingbam. And, for 
this Caufe, the Hunies and Hephurns^ with certain Lords and Barons 
of the Country ( and, in fpecial, the Lords that were put in the CaHle 
for the Confpiracy of X^n&^^r-Bridge ) aflembled together to Gonven* 
tion and Counfel againft the King, and banded themfelves ; fo that, 
whenever he laid any Thing to their Charge, they .thought to be Party 
to Jiim. 

» 

. The King, hearing of thir News, caufed fend a Herauld to thir 
foreiaid Lords-, and charged thorn and their Cautioners, to enter to un- 
dexly the Lav, within the Space of &rty Days, for fuch Things as he 
was to lay to theinCharge : But the Heniuld was evil intreated in the 
Exectttiim of the Summons, and was manifeftly dc&rced, and his Let- 
ters rivna. At the which the King took great Difpleafure, andknew well 
there xTas nothing but Rebellion. For the which Caufe the King palled 
to SflrU^gi and gamiihed the Caflie with Men and ViAual, 'and made 
% Man, ^aUed.. James SbaWy Laird ^Saucbie^ alias HaHti, Captain of 
|Ir faid Caftle } and delivered him yames^ his eldeft Son, in kee]»ng, 
and cdmsumded him ftraidy, as he loyed his Honour anol his Life, That 

be 
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be would let no Man enter in the faidCaftle^ m^V great n^ fmaU-, 
till bis Returning again j nor yet kt bis Son pafs out of the Cafik to 
plM at no Game^ nor meet wito no Many bm to keep fdm/fraltfy ^itbitt 
the [aid Caftky tiU bis Returning. 

• This being done^ he came to theCaAle of Edinhuvthy and fur- 
nifhed it in like Manner^ and put his whole Poife of Gdld and Silver 
in the faid Caftle j and required the faid Oiptaift to watch wifely ; and 
fhew to him. That he was to ride to the J^rr^ Land amongft hit 
ILiOrds^ and there to fe^ Counfel and Support of them againft this new 
Rebellion* On the Morn he paifed to Leitb^ and ihipped in a Ship dT 
Captain Wood^^^ which was bound to Flanders ht the Time. Some of 
thir Cottfpirators, who heard tell of the King^ Diet, followed faft after 
the Kixtt: to Leitb^ and thought to have gotten him there $ but they mi|fc 
him, ana got Part of his Coffers with Money and Clothing : But they 
l)elieyed furely, becaufe the King was in a Ship of Captain Tf^od's^ 
which was bound to Manders^ that he was palling there himfelf ^ and 
that caufed them tak? the lefs Fear, and be the more hardy in fpoiling 
his Servants. But the King caufed the faid Captain fVood to land 
him in Rfij and rode through the fame into the North Land, into the 

Town of Ji^erdeeny and there to meet with all the Nortb-Land Lords 
that faTOured him, . aad would taie his Pait ; :§ut yet, crc he paft, he 
left Word behind him, to the Sheriff of JF^, Stratbern and Jngusy to 
make Proclamation out through thir Shires, that all Men, betwixt fixty 
and fifteen. Spiritual and Temporal, as well Burgh ais Land, that they 
Ihoiild be ready, at a certain Day, at his Coming, to pafs with him, 
whteie he pleafed, to danton Rebels and Cotafpirators againft him. 

The Rebels, fairing of this the King's Pibvifioo kgdii^ thein^ 
fought all the Ways and crafty Means, they could, to make themfelves 
aUe againft the King, and all that WQuld take his Fart : Thinking 
either they flioukl fight with the Kix^, ««kd giv« Kim Battle, or dfe caute 
him to the Flight out oS Scotland ', and yet, hecaufe their Title was not 
. good, they^durft not attempt the hxfkt^ beoaufe they knew the King to 
be well loved with all the Commons and Borrows y and, in fpecial, with 
all the ancient Lords and Barons of the Grontry, who Were (b wife, thftC 
they knew the Danger what it was to rebel againft a ctowded King. 

Thir. Mptiyes, and other Things, Were a Hifider td thir Cdbfpi- 
lators to put Hand in their Prince : But certain of the eldeft, to 
wity The Earl of A{^us, the Lord AjeHdak^ the Eatl dfiodweff, the 
Lord Httme^ with diyerfe others^ concluded, by their GOunfel, nc^ to 
jnell with the King, without they had the Priilce, his Son, in thdr 
Hands ; and to this Purppfe they concluded zU j aiid thereto found the 
cn£y Moyen : That is to fay^ They fend a JSlefleng«r quietly to the 
Captain of SiirUfig<i defiring hun affe^oufly. That he would eotne and 
fp«ik with them, fer his own. Well and finghlar Pfofit j who trts nxj 
loath to oome to them : But yet, at laft, they made kim fi> fiur Pro- 
mifes, and gave him fuch Gifts of Gold and Silver, that he was finally 
conupt,yand btougl^ to their Furpofe, tb grant all khs Pecttions they 
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Son and Enticement of the Devil, he took a vain Sufpicion in his Mind, 
that he hailily took Purpofe to flee. 

I N this mean Time, the Lords, £:eang the King tyne Courage, de« 
fired him to pafs by the Hofl till they had fcHighten the Battle : But, 
by this, the aumes and the Hephurns came io £ift upon the King's Van- 
guard ; and, on the other Side, they ihot them fo fan with Arrows, that 
they hurt and flew many of the Horfes, and put them a-back : But, at 
the laft, the Thieves of Jnandcde came in fhooting and crying, and fear- 
ed the King fo, ( having no PraAice in War ) that he took Purpole and 
ran his Way, and thought to win the Town of Stirling: But he ipurrfcd 
his Hwfe, at the Flight-Speed, coming through the Town of Sannock^ 
burn. A Woman feeing a Man coming fall upon his Horfe, fbe ftan- 
ding iti a Slonk bringing Home Water, fhe ran fafl away, and left the Pij 
behind her : So the King's Horfe, feeing this, lap over the Burn an< 
Slonk, of free Will ; but the King wa^ evil fitting, and fell off his Horfe 
at the Mill*door of "Bamockhmn^ and was fo bruited with the Fall, and 
Weight of his Harnefs, that he fell in Swoon ; and the Miller and his 
Wi& haled him out of it into the Mill, not knowing what he was, but 
cafl him in a Nuik, and covered him with a Cloth. While, at the laft, 
the King's Hoi):, knowing that^ the King was gone and fled, debated 
themfelves manfolly j and, kBBxiring that they were Bbrderers afid Thieves 
that dealt with them, therefore they had the more Courage for to de- 
fend themfelves. At laft they returned and fled in good Order, tiH they 
got the TarwooJy and there debated a long Time, while Night came ; 
and then many of the faid Army paiTed to Stirling^ and their Enemies 
following them, many were taken and hurt on both Sides^ but few flain. 

B u T, at laft, when all the Hoft was paffing hy, and the Enemies re- 
tamed again, the King overcame lying in the Mill, and cried* if thetc 
was any Pridft there to make his Qffifeifion. The Miller and his Wife, 
hearing thir Words, required of him, what Man he was, and yhat his 
Name was. He happened out unluckily, and faid, / was your Ki^g 
this T>ay at Morn. Then the Miller's Wife clapt her Hands, and ran 
forth, and cried for a Prieft to the King. In the mean Time a Rrieft 
was coming by, (tome fay it was the Lord Gra^g Servant ) and he an* 
fwered. Here am /, a Trieft ; where is the King ? Then the Miller's 
Wife took the Friefl by the Hand, and led him into the Mill where the 
King lay. Aflbon as the faid Prieft faw the Kii^, he knew him inconti- 
nent, and kneeled down upon his Knee, and fpeired at the King's Grace, 
If be might Hve^ if be bad good Leicbing. Who anfwered him and laid, 
JHf trmoedhe might, hut d^red a Trie/i te take his Jdvice, and give 
him his Sacrament. The Prieft anfwered and faid, That Ifinm dfi 
haftiJ^. And pulled out a Whinger, and gave him four or five Strokes, 
even into the Heart j and then got him on his Back, and went away : 
But no Man wift what he did with him, or where he yearded him i for 
no Wit was gotten of him, or of his Dead, nor yet who flew him, a 
Month after. Notwithftanding the Battles were diflevered, in Maimer 
as I have fliewn, the Kiiv; s Battle fled to iStirUtfg ; and the other paf* 
ied that Night to their T^ts, and on the Morn to JJthgvw.- I cannot 
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heai of no Man of Reputation that was ilain at that Time ; but there 
were many^ Earls, Lords and Barons that were taken and ranfomed. This 
unhappy Battle was ftricken the Month of June-) the eighteenth Day, 
One thoufand feur hundred and eighty eigh. Years. 

This may be feen and known, as an Example to all Kings that 
come after, to give them a Leilbn, that they &U not from God, uling 
their wicked Lives to their own fenfual Fleafures, and live by Inchant- 
mcnt of Sorcery or Witchcraft, to feek Knowledge or Support of the 
Devil, as this feeble King did : For it will caufe them to nUl in Suf- 
picion with their Li^es and Kinfmen ; at laft it ifaall caufe them to uic 
liich Tyramiy and A^chief io their Realm, by I11u£qo of the JDeyiL 
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ING James in. anvorthily fiain in this Vhaatitri, 
as is afbrelaid, Jofnes IV. and all the reft of the 
Confpiracois that cune agaiolt the King, pa0ed to .

In this mean Time there came a Man to them 
in LitbgcWj fliewing to them, That there were two 
Ships of Captain Wood's travifliing up and down the Firth. Of the 
which Ships, the one was called The Flower^ and the other The TeUow 
Carnal. They had had fenc their Float-Boats to the Land, and received 
many burt Men, out of the Field, into their Ships ; of whom they be- 
lieved the King Should have been one of them. 

The which Tidings the Prince, and all the Lords that were with 
him, hearing, took Ckuije^re of the Jame, thinking that Captain Wood 
was principal Servant to the King at that 'Tiipe, and having Wages of 
him, and furnilhed him and his Ships olctinles, to pafs where he plea- 
fed : Therefore they believed, that he Aould have waited cm tlw King 
in the Field, and have brought him to the Ships, They, certified of 
this Matter, raifed their Aimy, and came all to X»eitir, and there re- 
mained two Days i and, in the mean Time, fent Meflengers co O^ 
tauiMofiy de£jing to know if the King was iOi the Shipn? or not. Who 
A a denied 
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denied^ and fajid. He was not there. And bade them fearch and feek 
his ShipS) at their own Pleafure, if they would not give him Credence. 
Upon his Anfwer the Mefiengers departed unto the Prince and Lords, 
ihewing Captain Wood's Anfwer. Of the which the Prince and Lords 
could not be content ; but (ent Meffengers again to Captain Wood'^ de- 
firing him to come to the Council, that they might inquire of him how 
the Matter flood. But he, on the other Part, knowing that they had 
murdered his Mailer, in Manner as 1 haye fliown, took fuch Sulpicion 
of them, that he would not come in their Hands, without Pledges that 
he fliould be fafely delivered, without Harm and Skaitfa, again unto his 
Ship. Thir Anfwers the Meffengers brought again unto the Prince and 
the Lords j who incontinent ga«t twn Lords pafs in Pledge for the faid 
Captain Woody till he ihould b6 delivered again unto his Ships, to witj 
The Lord Seaton and the Lord Flemings and there to remain in the faid 
Ships till their Captain was delivered.

This being done, tl(e I^ords delivefed into the Ships^ the faid Cap- 
tain went aboard, and came to the Land, and presented himlelf before 
the Prince and the Lords, in the Town of Leitb^ for they were there 
fi)r the Time : ^ But, affoon as the Prince faw the faid Captain prefent 

him before the Prince and the X^otds, lA the Town of Z/^//i&, with cer- 
tain Gentlemen in Company, he believed furely he had been his Father, 
and inquired of him, &>, are you my Father. Who anfwered him again, 
with Tears fallklg from hii Eyes, / am mt your Father^ but /, was 
your Fathers true Ser^vant^ andjhall he to the Authority till I die^ and 
Enemy to them who were the Occqfion of his ^own-putting. The whole 
Lords required of Captain Wood^ if he knew of the King, and where 
lue was. Hfe mfwercd, i:bat be knew nothing of him^ hor where be was. 
Thkn they fpfcircd what they were that tame out of the Field, and paffed 
to tiie Ship^ in the Float-boats. Who anfwered and faid. It was I and 
iky ^rotdet^ reail^ ^Oh tb^ Ki^ » bav^ 'paired our Lioes in bis Tie- 
fence. Then they faid, b he not in youK Ships ? Who anfwered. He 
is not : Sut would God he were there fafely j IJhould defend and keep 
MfH skMtbtefs frm all the treitfonahk Traitors that ha^e cruelh mur- 
dered him : Bir I think to fee the T)ayi to fee them hanged ana drawn 
J^ their T>emelrits. 

tatv the L6rd«, feeing nothing of Captain ^^, but defpitefiil 
Anlwers and proud Speakings, were not content therewith ; yet they 
4urft not put Hands on him to do faim Skaith, becaufe of the Lords that 
were Pledges for him : For, if they had done him any Skaith, his Bro- 
ther would incontinent hanged the Pledges j which, as it was, skaped 
narrowly, by Reafon of the long Tarrying of the faid Captain : Therc- 
£)re the Lords hafted away the Captain to his Ships, ind toqmtd no 
Dxore Tidings of him.

This being done, the Lotdis irere delivered, and cime a-land again, 
that were Pledges, who were right fleed ; and fitew the Prince and the 
Council, if they had holden Captain W^d any longer, they had been 
haaged. At this the Prin&e an^ the Lords were yery coounov^d^ 

and 
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^d dtfired certain Ships of X«Vi&, ta pafe forth to the Firth inconti- 
^GtH^ to take the faid Captain Wood and bring him : And, to this Ef- 
hSi) they called all the Shippers and Mariners of Leif6 before the Ck>un- 
t;ilj to fee which of them would take on Hand to pafs upon the faid 
Captain, and they fliould be fiirnifht with Men, Artillery and Viftuals, 
upon the Prince and the Lords their Expences : But the faid Shippers 
and Mariners refufed all ^ but one Captain Sartyne anfwered before the 
Council, and laid, Tihat there were not ten Ships in Scotland would give 
Captain Wood j two Ships the Combat : For he was fo well pratlifed 
in War^ and hadfuch AtiUery and Men^ that it was hard dealing with 
him by Sea or Land.

This being fpoken, the Prince and his Council confidered the fame ; 
and therefor<^ continued that Matter till afterward ; and iitimediately 
pafled to Edi7iburgh^ and there remained a While ; and fent out Letters 
in all Parts, both in JBurgh and Land, dejGring the whole Lords and No- 
bility, and Commiffioners bf Borrows, to compear at Edinburgh^ upon 
a certain Day, to fee the King<:rowned, and give their Confent thereto. 
But few compeared, except fome CommifSoners of Borrows, and the 
JLordi; Confpirators themlelves, who were Counfellers to the King for the 

Time J and chere they crowned the King : And, foon after, fent a He^ 

irauld to the Caille of Edinburgh^ and defired the fame to be rendred to 
the King and his Captains, which was done obediently : But the Cap^ 
tain thereof made fuch Moyen with the Lords of Council, and they that 
were Courtiers for th^ Tinae^ that he was continued {till in his Office. 
Some fi»y> thar he certified fome of the Lords where the King's Poife 
WM, and caufcd them obtain the fame, which was the Cauie of his Con* 
ti&uance in his Ofiice. 

T It I s being done, the King pafled to Stirling^ and required! the 
Gaflie to be rendred in the fame Maimer, which was done incontinent^ 
and the King and his Court received therein, and a new Captadn made 
thereof, to wit^ Sir John of Lundie^ Kn%ht. The King lemained 
a While in the Cattle oi Stirling^ and daily pafled to the Chapel Royal^ 
and heard Matins and Eeening-^g'y in tte which every Day the Chap- 
lains prayed for the King's Grace, deploring and lamenting the Death of 
his Father ; which moved the King, in Stirling^ to Repentance, that he 
happened to bs counfeUed to come againft bis Father in Battle, where- 
thn>ugh he was murdered and ikin. To that EfiteA* he was moved to 
pa& to the Dean of the &id Chapel Royal, and to have his Counfel haw 
he might be fatisfied, in his own Gonfcience, of the Ait and Part of the 
cruel A^^ which was done to his Father. The Dean, being a godly Man, 
gave the King a gdod CcMnfort ; and, feeing him in Repentance, was 
very glad thereof: But yet thia £odly Man durf): not titter his Mind 
unto the King, fo far as his Confcience ferved him ^ becaufe the King wass 
young and youthful, and had no Confbuicy to keep Counfel or fecret 
Thought, albeit it was for kis own Pk& : And alfo this godly Man 
dreaded the Lf^ds, and them that were Conipnators of the Kin^'^ Dead, 
his Father ; thinking, that thefe Murderers would be difconten(t ^>kI ut- 
terly difpleaied at him| if he had ^yea the IQpg his Counfel, fo far as his 
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to the feid Lord David Lindefay of. The ^yres^ hearing his Brother 
was d^fired to coine in the King's Will, was not content therewith ; to 
that Eflfeft he ftramped fadly on his Brother's Foot, to gar him under- 
iland that he was not content with the. Defire which the Chancellor pro- 
poned unto him. But the Stramp of Mr^ Patrick Lindefay was fo fad 
on his Brother's Foot, ipAo bad a iore Toe, that the Pain thereof was very 
dolorous : Therefore he looked to him, and faid, iChou art aver peart ^ 
Lawn^ to fir amp an my Foat^ were tbof$ out of the Kind's Trefence^ I 
Jhould take thee on the Moutih-^ Mr. Tatrickj hearing thir vain Words 
of his Brother, plat down on his Knees before the King and tht Juftice^ 
and made his Petition unto them in this Manner : That is to fay, Sir^ 
if it will pledfe your Grace j ajid your honourable Council and Jufticey 
I defire at your Grace and Jt^ice^ for his Sake that is Judge of ally 
libat your Grace would give me heave this Day to fpeak for my bro- 
ther i for I fee that there is no Manqf Law in Scotland, this Tiay-i 
that dares Jbeak for him^ for Fear of your Grace : And though he and 
I have not been at one thir many Tears ^ yet my Heart will not fujfer me 
to fee my native Jloufe^ that 1 am come gj^ to perifh^ and the Memory 
thereof to, he aholijhed. 

• U p 6 N this the King's Grace, and tisf Judges, granted to Mr. P/i- 

trick his FetitioO) and bade him fpeak for his Brother the befi he could. 
Then Mr. Patrick fofe off his Knees, and was very blyth, when he ob- 
tained Licence with the King's Favour and the Juftico^ and began to 
ftieajk very reverently in this Marnier, as after follows ; faying to the whole 
Lords of Farlianteflt, and to the reft of them that were Accufers of 1m 
Brother, at that Tide, which was entrect into the bofs Window, iind 
there to thole an A'ilize, conform to their Dittay, faying, Jitfy Jjurds-^ I 
itfegkjm all that ar^ here prejent^ for his Sake that muftgive Sentence 
afid jut^mefi$ tfnjwu at the k^ %fay<t that ye wouid rememher nmfy 
inftanth is your 'Drnt^ a»d cm hial tb« lime in 'times bygone^ as we 
niav afo after have, ' Sicklike, difiring you to know your Eftatey that 
off is cBangeahle tmder the Sm^ httt God's Jvftiee and Jui^ment Jiand 
eioer ftrm and Jiahle ; 'therefore now eh as ye wotdd he done to ycu-i 
in. the Mnifiratiott (f Jt^ice to your Neighbours and iirethery who 
are aceufed this T>ay now of their Lives and Heritt^ey whofe Jud^' 
nnnt ftands tn pur aottds, 

. B Y this Mr. 'Patrick ended his Speech, the Chancellor bade him fay 
icunethiiig for the Defence of his Brother, and the reft of the faid Lords 
kA .Batons. Mr. 'Patrick anfwers in this Manner, as after follows, fay^ 
ing, tfit pkafe tht Kiiy^^ Majefly^ and your Honours that 'are here^ I 
fay ^ainy the King*s Grace ought not to Jit in Judgment againft his 
Saronsy hecaufe he hath made his Oath of JRakHtVy when be received 
the Crown of Scotland, Ihat he Jkmdd never give Judgment^ nor tome 
ht yud^jneM Moif^ bis Lords and Barons^ in m Jmm where he is 
'Party bimfeip h tbis.J&iont hecaufe he is hotb Judge and 1? arty 
in the faid Orime^ and was prefent at the Committing if the fame : 
Thert^je be o^gbt not-, hy the Law of God nor Man^ to he Judgef fior 
Jit in Jfukment at this Time : Therefore we defire bim-, in the ^idme 
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cfGsd, to rife and depart out of Judgment^ till the Matter he further 
difputed cmform to J^ufiice. 

Upon this the Chancellor and the Lords advifed, and concluded 
upon this Petition, and fend it reafonable : Therefore they counfelled the 
King to rife, and go ben to the inward Tolbootb, which was very un- 
pieafant to him for the Time, being a Prince fitting upon the Seat Royal, 
to be raifed with his Subjefis : But the Lords, thinking Shame to break 
Jufticc, removed him in this Manner j and then called upon the faid 
Lord 1)avidi and Mr. ^Patrick his Procurator, to anlwer forward to the 
Summons. The faid Mr. Tatrick^ with all Humiliation, fpake reve- 
rently, faying to them, My Lords, I hefeecb youi fir bis Sake that 
fvffered Taffton fir you^ and all other finfulTerfons, and muft he Judge 
to you and all others in the T>ay of Judgment, that ye will confide Jied- 
fajily in your Minds, That we hofve been, in the Tlace that ye are in 
now, and others, or we, may he in your Tlfice a^n, to have the Kii^ 
and Court at our Tleafure, as ye have now : Therefore look that yoter 
Proceedings he honeji and godly, and jufi in all the leading rf your 
Trocefs. The Chancellor fays, Te Jhall have no Caujk to plaint bvmei 
therefore anfwer Jhortly to your Summons, and make us %o more Hinder <, 

and ye Jhall ha'oe Jujiice. lAt. 'Patrick anfwered and faid, / troW 

the Summons he defert and null of the felf, hecaufe he wasfummoned 
to compear to this Court andTarliament, upon the Space of forty T)aysy 
without Continuation of T>ays. Ni> Mention is made in your Letter, 
where, nor in what Tlace ; hta, ^en^^a%^ before the King and Council 
m Edinburgh. And wrw, my IMds, I beliei;e it he one and forfe T>avs^ 
therefore the T>ay is expired of it felf, and we ought m to anfwer tik 
we he new fummoned, and lawfully called thereto. 

The Lords looked the Summons, and the Iirforfation thereupon » 
and when th«r had tried the Matter, tkey* found it fo as Mr. 'Patrick 
alledged : Therefore, by the Praaick and Order oi Scotland, the Sum- 
mons was caften, smd the Parliament di£S>Ived ; yet they caufed the faid 
Lords that wdre upon the Pannel, that ilrere to thole Judgment, to find 
Caution, every Man for himfdf, under the Pains of Sums of Money to 
enter at fuch a Day as was appointed to them ; yet thir whole Lords 
were very blyth, thinking that all Evil was good of Thirft, and were 
content that they had elcaped fo at that Time j but in fpecial Lord 
Tiavid Lindefay, who was foravifiied at his Brother Mr. TatrickLinde- 
fm, of his Labours, that he braft forth, faving in this Manner, Verik, 
brother, you ha>DeJme Tyet Mrds^ I would not have trowed that ym 
had fuch Words. Sy St. Mary you Jhall have the Mains of Kirforther 
for it. . •

T«fi King, hearing thir Words, was difoleafed at the faid Mr To- 
trick, ^6. faid to bia. Be Jhould gar him* fit where hitf^uld not fee bis 
Feet for a Tear ', and immediately gart have him to M Piojay of Bute, 
and put him in Prifod, where He remained a Year ere he was loofed. This 
Parliament was holden at Edimhurgh, the tet}Ch Day of f^. One idim- . 
iaad four hundredLdhd eighty iiineyear& ' l.':V: 
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I K the fame Year ctttzm Efiglijh Ships came in our Frith, and fpoiled 
the Merchants, and our Friends, that came in our Waters. Of this the 
King and Council thought great Evil, and defired affeftuoufly to be re- 
venged thereof, upon the faid Engli/h-Men ; but they could get no Man 
nor Matters of Ships, Mariners nor Shippers, that would take in Hand 
to pafs forth upon the faid Enemies ; tilk, at laft, they fent for Sir Jn- 
drew Wood^ Knight of Largo-, and defired him to pafs forth upon the 
faid EngliJh'Mtn j and, to that E&fl:, he Ihould be well furniflicd with 
Men and Artillery : And fiirther, he Ihould have the King's Favour 
greatly, and be rewarded largely for his Travel and Labours. Of this 
Defire the faid Sir Jndrew fmdwzs well content, and paft forth to the 
Frith well manned, with two Ships, to pafs upon the faid EngHJh-lAtn^ 
whom he foregathered withal immediately before the Caftle of Dumi^afj 
where they fought long together with uncertain ViStory : For Sir Jn- 
drew Wood being but two Ships, as forefaid, called T^be Telhw Carnal 
and Tihe Flower ; the King oi Engiand^s Ships were five in Number, 
with great Artillery : Yet, notwithftanding, the Scottijh Ships prevailed 
at length, and that by the Wifdom and Manhood of their Captain, 
w'hich took all the fiyp En^HJh Ships, and brought them to Leitb as 
Prifoncrs, and delivered their Captain to the King's Grace and Council. 
For the which viftorious and manly Aft, the Ciaptain, Sir Jndrew Wood^ 
was well rewarded by the King's Grace and Council, and holden in great 
Eftimation thereafter with the Nobility oiScotlandn 

But foon after the King of iWi5«tt/ heard- tell of the Novels, and 
bow his Ships were fo ihugfaten andtakcn by \i\x Andrew Wood-, as fore- 
faid, was greatly difcontent therewith, and made Proclamations through - 
all ^ngland^ who would pafe to the Sea, and fight with Sir Andrem 
Wood } <Bd if he happened to take him Prifoner, and bring him to him, 
he mould have, for his Reward, a thouiand Pound Sterling to fpend by 
Year. There were m»of that refiifed, becaiife they knew Sir Andrew 
Wood to be fuoh a Captain upon the Sea ; and fo chancy in Battle, that 
he oft times obtained the Viftory : Therefore they had the lefs.Will to 
afl*ail him. Notwithftanding a Captain of War, a Gentleman named 
Steven SttU, took in Hand to the King of England, to pafs to the Sea, 
and to fight with Sir Andrew Wood, and bring him Prifoner to the King 
oiEniland, either dead or quick. Upon this the King^f England was 
-right glad, and gart • provide to the Captain, Steven 'BiUl, three great 
Ships, well man-fteid, well yifiualled and well artilleried. / 

Soon after this the faid Captain paft to the Sea, and failed till^he 

came to the ScoUiJh Frith, that is tofay^ at the Back oiMay, and there lay 

and watched Sit Andrew Wood's Home-Coming, who was then in Elani^s 

for the Time, trufting then nothing but Peace. Yet, notwithftanding, 

this Captain Steven ^tdl, waiting his Time at the Back of the May, 

took many of OKi Boats, who were travelling in the Frith for Fifties, to 

win their Livl^ ; notwithftanding the faid Steven Sull ninfomed the 

Shippers, and held many of the Mariners Prifoners, to that EffeA, that 

they ftiould give him Knowledge of Sir Andrew Wood, when he came in 

Vfh? Frith : While, atthe laft, upon aSummer-Moming, & little after the 
• • Day- 
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Day-Breaking, one of the EnFli/h Shippers perceived two Ships comix^ 
under Sailjby 48^. Ehlns HeaZ Then this EngUJh-yi^tk caukd fome of 
thir Scotttjh Prifoncrs to pafs to the Top of the Ships, that they might 
fee or fpy if it was Sir Jnarew Wood^ or not. But the Scofti/h-Men had 
not Will to fliew the Verity, but feigned, and faid, Tlbey knew tbem not : 
But, at laft, the Captain promifed them their Raniom free, if they would 
tell him that it was he indeed, who certified him. that it was he. Thea 
the Captain was blyth, and caufed pierce the Wine, and drank aboqt to 
all his Shippers and Captains that were under him, praying them to take 
Courage, for their Enemies were at Hand j for the which Caufe he cau- . 
fed order his Ships in the Fier of War, and iet his QjiarterrMaflers and 
Captains, every Man in his own Room ^ fyne caufed his Gunners to 
charge their Artillery, and put* all in Order, and left nothing undone 
pertaining unto a good Captain. 

O K the other Side, Sir Andrew Wood came peartly forward, know* 
ing no Impediment of Enemies to be in his . Geat ^ till, at the laft, he 
perceived thir three Ships under. Sail, and coming fail to them in Fier 
of Wan Then Sir Andrew Wood', feeing this, exhorted his Men to 
Battle, befeeking them to take Courage againft their Enemies of £^* 
sJand-i who had fworn and made their Vows, TCbat they Jhouldnuike US 
rrifoners to tbe King ^England ; but^ wiUQod^ tbeyjhallfail of their 
Turpofe ; therefore fet yourfekes in Order ^ e^ery Man in bis oztm 
JRjHmr Let the Gunners charge their Artillery ; and the CorsSows 
make them ready ^^ with tbe Lyme-Tots and IRre-iaUs in our ^ops^ and 
two-handed Swords in your Fore-Rooms ; and let every Mdf^ he Jioui 
and diligent for bis own Tart^, and for tbe Honour of this Reahn. And 

thereto he caufed fill the Wine, and every Man drank to other.

B Y this the Sun began to rife^iand fbiqed bright xnpot the Saib h ^0 
the jE;{g/i^Men appeared very awfiUly in the Sight of the Scots^^ by 
Reafou their Ships were very great and ftrong, and well fhrniihed with 
greater Artillery ; yet, notwithftanding, the Scats afeared nothing, but 
caft them to windward of the £^j[i![^Meo ; who, feeing that, (hot a 
great Canon or two at the Scots^ thinking they ffaonld have ftricken Sjdls 
at their Boaft : But the ScifttiJh^Mcnj nothing a£Peared therewith, came 
fwifily a windward upon Captain Steven iiuU^ and clapt together from 
Hand, and feught there from the Sun-Ri£mg while the Sun go to, in 
the long Summer-Day y while all the Men and Women, that dwelt neat 
theCoafl, came and beheld their Fighting. The Night fundred them, 
that they were fain to depart from other. While, on the Morn, that the 
Day began to break £ur, and their Trumpets to blow on every Side, and 
maae them quickly to Battle ; who clapt together, and fi)ught fo cruelly, 
that neither the Shippers nor Mariners, took he^ of their Ship? ; but 
fighting ftiU, while an ebb Tide and 4SS!^i&-Wind bare them to Licbc^ 
foreanents the Mouth of 7^^. The ScottiJh-lAtxxy feeing this, took ^ff^^ 
rage ^d Hardiment, that they doubled their Strokes upon the^^* 
gUJh-lAsn y and there took Steven SuUy and his three ^\nph ^ ^^ 
them up to the Town of ^undeey and there regained tifl th^ hurt 
Men were aired, and the dead buried 5 aod jyae tj/9k thai Captain 
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and had him to the King's Crace^ and delivered him there as Pnfoner ^ 
and his Grace again received him very gladly^ and thanked Sit Andrew 
^^1/ greatly^ and rewarded him richly for his Manhood and Labours. 
Syne thereafter took the EngUJh Captain^ and all his Men^ and gave them 
Gifts of Gold and Silver, together with their Ships, and fent them Home 
to the King of England as a Prbpyne j doing him underfhnd^ That he 
had as manftil Men, both by Sea and Land, in Scotland^ as he had in 
England: Therefore defiredf him, To fend none of his Captains^ in 
Time comings to perturb bis Men within bis Waters ; and if he would^ 
. they fkovldnn be fi well treated^ nor efcape fo well in Itme comings 
Not withftanding the King of Engktnd^ hearing of tfair News, was not 
content therewith ; but yet he thardced the King of Scotland fox the De- 
livery of his Men, and the Entertainment of them. 

Ik this mean Time there was good P^ace and Reft through all Scot- 
landj and great Love betwixt the King and his Subje6b : For the King 
was 10 liberal, thaif be left nothing ungiven to his Lords and Barons, that 
pertained to him, where he might leifomely give : For he thinking in hia 
own Mind, That the Vice of Covetottfnefs rang into his Father, it ihould 
not reigo into him ; nor yet no Cowards nor Fyke-Thanks Ihould be au- 
thorized in his Company ; nor he ufcd but with the Counfel of his Lords : 
Whereby he obtained the Love and Favour of all his Nobility within 
his Realm ; infbmuch, that be rode out through the whole Realm, him 
alone, tinknown^ that he was a King, of any Man i and would ofttimes 
lodge in poot Mens Houfes, as he had been a traveUing Man through 
the Country ^ and^ in the mean Time, would require, .dt them that he 
was lodged with> where was the King, or bow ufed the King himfelf, Or 
how he u&d his Lorda and Bat<ms, or what they fpake of him through 
the Country : . And they would anfwer to him as they thought goal. 

lb i\k King kaew^ this Way, what was fpoken of him through the 
dbuotiy^ 

■ This Prince was wottdrous hardy, and diligent in the Execution of 
Juftice, and loved nothing fo veil as able Men and good Horfe, and 
uf«d great Tufting, and treated his Barons wondfbus well that were able : 
And therefore would, lutidry Times, gar i&ake Proclamations out through 
his Realm, to all and fandiy his Lords, Earls, Barons, which were able 
fi)r Jufting and Turnainent, to come to Bdinhmgh to him, and there 
to exercife thamfelves, for hi« Pleafure, as they were beft accuflomed. 
Some to run with Spear \ fome to fight with Battle-Axe and Hamefs \ 
feme to Bght with the two-handed Swords ^ fome to ihoot the Hand- 
Bow, Cors-Bow 01 Culvering : And every Man, as he thought beft, got 
- his Weapon delivered to htm by the King, in this Manner. He that 
fettg^t beft, got fucb a Weapon delxyered to hint, by the HerauJds, as 
he had fimghten with. He that ran with the Spear beft, he got a Spear 
headed with Gold delivered unto him, with gilt Hameffin^ thereto, to 
keep in Memorial of his Pradick and Ingyne. And alfo the Heraulds 
blazoocd him to be the 'beft: Jufter and Runner at the Spear in the Realm, 
amoilg bis Brethfen. And the Bittle- Axe delivered to him who fought 
heft therewith. And Ukewtfe the Sword, Hand-Bow and Cors-Bow de- 
livered 
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livered by the Heiaulds, the fame Manner, to them that ufed them 
beft.

B Y this Way and Mean the King brought his Realm to great Manhood 
and Honours, that theFameof his Jufting and Turnament fprang through 
all Eftrope^ which caufed many errant Knights come out of ftrange Coun« 
tries, to Scotland^, to feek Juftuig ; becaufe they heard of the noble Fame, 
and knightly Games of the Prince oi Scotland^ and of his Lords and Ba« 
rons, and Gentlemen. Many Strangers came, but few were refufed, but 
they were foughten with, and warred in fittgular Battle with the Scot- 

tiJh-Mcn.

I N this mean Time there was a great Marvel feen in Scotland. A 
Bairn was bom reckoned to be a Man*Child j but, from the Wafte up, 
was two fair Perfons, l^ith all Members and Portraitures pertaining to 
two Bodies, to wit^ Two Heads, well-eyed, well-eared, and well-han«- 
ded. The two Bodies, the One's Back was fafl to the Ofihdr's^ but, 
from the Wafte down, they were but»one Peribnage, and could not know, 
by the Ingyne of Man, from which of the two Bodies the Legs and 
Privy-Members proceeded. Notwithftanding the King's Majefty caufed 

* take great Care and Diligence upon the Upbringing of thir two Bodies 
in one Perfonage, caufed nouriik them, and learn them to iing and play 
upon Inftruments of Mufick ^ who, within fliort Time, became very in* 
genious and cunning in the Art of Mufick ; whereby they could play 
and fing two Parts ; the one the Treble, and the other the Tenor y which 
was very dulce and melodious to hear. The common People, who trea« 
ted them alfo, wondred that they could fpeak ^diVedfe and fundry Lan- 
guages ; that is to fay^ Latin^ B'encby Itakans^ Spamjhy ^Dutcb^ T)a- 
mjhy EftgHJh and ^(^. Thir two Bodies long continued, to the Agd 
of twenty eight Years ; and the one departed long before the other, which 
was dolorous and heavy to the other ; for which many required of the 
other to be merry. He anfwered, Hmo Can I be merryy tbat bao^ 
my true Marrow as a dead Carrion about my Sack^ wMcb was wont 
tofing and play witb me. When Iwasfad^ be would give me Comfort^ 
and I would do the like to bim : Sut now I bave notbing hut i>ohur 
iftbe bearing fo beaoy.a "Burden^ dead^ told and unjaix^^ on nvy 
"Back-i wbicb taketb alfeartbh Tfeafure flrom me in tbis prefent Lifi :, 

' therefore I pray to Almighty Qod^ to deliver me out of tbis prefent Life^ 
tbat we mc^ he laid and dijfohed in tbe Eartb^ wberef¥om we came. 


So o K after this there came a Tkitcb Knight in Scotland^ called 
Jobn OokebewiSj and defired Fighting and JufKng in Scotland^ with 
the Lords and Barons : But none was fo apt and feady to fight with 
him, as Sir Patrick Hamiltony Brother to the Earl ofAtran^ being then 
a yoting Man, flrong of Body and able of all Things j but ytt, for Lack 
of Exerclfe, he was not fo well pra^fed as Need were j though he latk* 
ed no Hardiment, iStrength, nor Cknirage in. his Proeeedirlgs ; Bur, at 
lafi, when the 7)utcb-MAn and h$ were aflembled together, lyoth on 
great Horfe, within the Lifts, under the Caftie-WjOI oi Edinhtrgb i 
after the Sound of tlie Trumpet^ they luihed ittdely togeth^fj ftfld brake 
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th^ir Spears on ilk Side on other ; and afterward got new Spears an(l ran- 
countred freftily again : But Sir Patrick's Horfe ontered with him, and 
would noways encounter his Marrow, that it was Force to the faid Sir ?^* 
f^/^j& fl5^w///(^ to light on Foot, and give this ®«/r/&-Man ^B^^ and 
therefore, when he was lighted, cried for a two-handed Sword, and bade 
the ^utcb-lAzn light from his Horfe. and end out the Matter, (aying 
to him, AHcffe is hta a weak Tvarrant when Men have mqfi ado. 
Then, when both the Knights were lighted on Foot, they.joyned peart- 
ly together with awful Countenances, and every one drake malicioufly 
at other, and' fought long together with uncertain Vidory ; wliile, at the 
laft. Sir Tatrick Hamikm ruihed manfully upon the 7)utcb'Mznj and 
ftrake him upon his Knees. In the mean Time, the ^aub-Mzn being 
at the Earth, , the King call; his Elat out over the GaiUe-Wall, and cau- 
fed the Judges and Men of Arms rid and funder them ; and the Heraulds 
and Trumpets blew, and cried the Vi^ry was Sir Patrick HamiltMs. 
This Sir Patrick Hamiktm was Brother-german to the Earl of Jrran^ 
and Sifter and Brother-Bairns to the King^s Majefty, and was u right 
noble and valiant Man all his Days. • 

I N the mean Time, this noble King yamesJV. was well learned in 
Art of Medicine, and alfo a cunning Chirurgener, that none in his 
Realm, that ufed that Craft, but would take his Counfel in all their 
Proceedings. 

Ik this mean Time the Dntmtuonds burnt the Slirk ofMonewardj 
wherein were fix Score of Hurrays^ with their Wives and Children j but 
few dfcaped therefrom, but they were either burnt or flain by ^amd 
^^ummond^ whom the King punifhed afterward, by heading of him^ 
with bis Complices, at Sterlingn 

And alfo the King g^rt take a dumbt Woman, and put her into 
Incb-Keitb^ and gave her two youngs Bairns in Company with her, and 
gart fomifli them with all Neceflaries, tbat is to fay ^ Meat, Drink, Fire J 

and Clothes, with all other Kind of Neceflaries which are Required to 
Manor Woman, defiring to underftand the Language thir Bairns could 
(peak, when they came to lawfiil Age. Some fay they fpake good Ehrew : 
Baty as to myfelf, I know not,, but by the Author's Report.

In this mean Time, Sirnard Stuart^ Brother-german to the Earl of 
JjcHmx, and Monfieur IDauHney in Brance^ having the Scoitijh Ck)m- 
pany under his Dominion, at the King of Brands Command, pafi to 
JNapks, and there was made Regent and Governor of the £une i vrho 
ruled it fo with Wifdom and Gentlenefs, that he wan all the Hearts of 
the People thereof j they obeyed him and loved him fo well, that he was 
called, by the Brencb-Mca^ ^itbrcy ^Naples. At this the King and 
Onuicil of Brance were not content, thinking that he would ufurp the 
Crown of Jl^ks unto himfelf : And, for this Caufe, -direSed a .great 
Xx>rd in Brancet to pafs and be equal with the laid Monfieur l^aubinty-t 
in all Authority and Power in Government of the faid Realm of Naples :, 
JBut fion^ Time Chat Moofieur TDauhiney knew the King (rf* Brance^ 
•^ , ' • Sufpicion 
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Sufpicion in the faid Matter, he would no longer bide in the Realm of 
Naples J but haftily departed and came through Bngland inio Scotland-, 
where he was well received with the King and Councii thereof ^ and 
the King treated him well and gently, and fct him at the Table with 
himfelf, and made him Judge of all his Juftings arid Turnaments, and 
called him Father of War, becaufe he was fo pradifed in the fame. 

I N the Year One thoufand five hundred and four Years, and in the 
Month of Auguji^ James IV. took his Wife Margaret^ the firft Daugh- 
ter of Henryyll' King of lEngland^ and was married with her by the 
Advice of the Nobility of England and Scotland^ and got great Sums of 
Money, given to him in Tocher, with great Promiles and Conditions of 
Peace and Reft betwixt the two Countries j and thereto the two Kings 
gave both their Bands and Oaths of Fidelity, that they ihould obfervc 
and keep the fame induring the Time of their Lives, without P^aud or 
Guile of either of the faid Parties. But ever alas, their Conditions were 
broken fliortly thereafter, as ye fliall hear : For the King of England^ 
being allied with Scotland in this Manner, thinking that he had his 
Time to pafs into France to feek his Penfion : Therefore he affembled 
his whole Lords to a Council, to fee what was their Mind therein. To 
the which many of them concluded, and gave him Counfel to purfue his 
own Right of the King of iBrance^ tonfidering he was allied with the 
King of Scotland^ and banded fo in Peace with him, that he needed not 
to dread no back Fear in Scotland^ as he was wonc to do : Therefore 
they took Icfs Care of France-, thinking that the King fliould obtain his 
Petition without any Manner of Trouble or Impediment j yet the Coun- 
cil oiyEngland thought it good to the King to fend Ambaflador^ to de- 
fire thf King di France-, pleafantly) and of an honcft Manner, to deliver 
and render to him his Penfion forelaid j with Certification, that if he 
would not, he would come in proper Perfon himfelf, and feek the fame, 
which might be little to his Contentment. 

* 

T H I R Ambaffadors paffed away to France-, at the King o£'lEngland 
and Council's Command, and ftew the King di France their Commiffion 
and Defire j who was not content therewith, believing that the King of 
England durft not attempt any War againft him, and was commoved at 
the Ambafladors, and gave them a d^erring Anfwer, which was little 
to Effeft.

I N this mean Time there was a Bifhop in Scotland-, called Andrew 
Formany who wasBiihop oi Murray^ and, at that Time, was j>affing 
to "Rtme for his Bufinefs, who rode his Way through England^ where he 
'was well treated and received by King jB^/^ry. VUL and that for the 
King of Scotland's Sake. Syne paiTed forward to Kome^, where he^ was 
received there by the Pope, and treaCfed there as a Stranger,. ... . - 

I N this fame Time, King Lewis of France^ and Pope JuUus IL 
fell at Difcord j and the Pope raifed a great Army pf a hundred thou- 
fand fighting Men, to come againfl: the Kix^QQi France^ and to;giye him 
plain J^tUe, if he would not yield to his Defires. The King iiFranciy 
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feeing the Pope's Bigouroufhefs agaiiifi him, gathered to. the Number ci 
fourfcore thoufand Men, and came to the Field manfully, with a trium- 
phant Army againft him. Thir two Armies marched together within the 
Space of a Scottijh Mile, every one of them to come together at the Sound 
of Trumpet. But this noble Bifliop Enman^ being in Company with 
the Pope for the Time, delired at his Holinefs, tfa^t he might fpeak 
with the Eling oi France ^ to draw fome good Ways, and bring Concord, 
for the Well of both the faid Parties. Which Petition was granted to 
him by the Pope, who was right glad of his Defire. Then this noble 
Bifliop went in Meffage to the Kii^ oi France^ where he was lying with 
his Army in proper Perfon, who received this holy Biihop with Reve- 
rence, and intreated him very thanJkfuUy for the King oi Scotland's Sake^ 
and was very blyth of his Coming, trufting that, for the King of Scot* 
lan^t Sake, he would not fu&r the Pope to give him Qattle, if he might 
ftop it \ and, to that EffeA, he gave him fitir Words, and granted many ' 
of his Deiires. This Bifliop came hafliiy to the Pope again, with good 
Narration of the King oi France^ fliewing the Pope, that the King of 
France was ready to defend the Liberty of the Kirk, fp^cially his Holi* 
nefs, and to ferve him, or pafs with \(im where he would bid him. Thir 
good News, and other more, mitigate the Pope's Heart, that he was 
content with all that Bifliop Andreta Forman had faid : l^ba$ is to 
fay^ To skale his Army, and to fpeak with the King of France^ and 
commune kindly wid) him, as he pleafed. With this Anfwer Bifliop 
Andrew Forman paft hailily to the King of Franc^^ and fliew him th« 
Pope's good Will and Mind toward him \ who was well content therewith, 
and promifed to the Bifliop to skale his Army^ in like Manner as the Pope 
did his, and to meet at the Place appointed, and to fpok with him as toe 
Bifliop had devifed. And, on the Morrow, both the faid Armies di:aled > 
attd the Pope and the King of France met and embraced other, tiA 
^eed upon all Matters debateable betwixt them, by thei Labours and 
Counfel of this holy fiifliop, who was Very richly rewarded therefore,, and 
obtained great Favours of great Men, and of both the Parties : T^at is 
to y^i The Pof^e lighted down of his Mule, and delivered her to Bi- 
fliop torman^ with great Gifts of Gold, and had him to Rme with him, 
and made him Legate o£ Scotland i who made the Pope a great Bitinquet 
in one of his own Palaces, the Time of his Legacy, and he treated the 
Pope and sU his Cardinals thereunto* When the Dinner came, the Pope 
ana his Cardinals placed and fat down according to their Eftate. Then 
the Ufe was and Cuflom, That, at the Beginning of Meat, he that ought 
the Hpuie^ and made the Banquet, fliould lay the Grace, and blefs the 
Meat : And fo they required the holy Bifliop to fay the Grace ; who 
was not a good Scholar, and had not good Latin^ but began rudely ia 
the &(?//p Fafliion, in this Manner, iaying, Senedicite i believing that 
they fliould have aufwered, Dominus: J&t they anfwered, d^ans^ in 
the Italian Fafliion ; which put this noble Bifliop by his Intendimenc, 
that he wift not how to proceed forward ; but happened out in good Scot^ 
t^h^ in this Manner, the which they undetftood not, fayilng, lie Demi I 
g^ve you to all falfe Cktrills^ in nomine "Pafris^ Bliij dx Spiritus Sai&i^ 
Ameuy quoth they. Then the Bifliop and his Men leugh. Aiid the 
Btfliopi itaew the Pope the Maoaer^ that he was not a good Clerk, aad 
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his Caidimis had |Hit him by his Incendimeflt ; , and cberefox^ he gave 
them all to the Devil in good Scmijh > and then the Pope leugh among 
the left 

W K E K the £iihop was made Legate of Scotland^ and had done all 
his Bufinefe, as we have fhown, he took his Leave at the Pope and his 
Cardinals, and paft through Baly to France^ where he was wondrous 
welcome both to King and Qyeen, and Council, and was richly rewar- 
ded &r hus Labours of Peace making betwixt him and the Pope ^ and 
gave him, for his Reward, the Bilhoprick of ^wge in ^erty^ which 
vras to him yearly, in Profit, fbur hundred Tiin of Wine, ten thoufand 
j^anks of Gold, with other fmall Commodities that cannot be rehearfed. 

The King of France alfo Ihew to this Bifliop, how the King of £«- 
J^hnd fent his Ambafladors, defiring his Penfioi:) to be paid, or elfe he 
would comb to invade his Realm, and give him Battle : Wherefore he 
defired the Bifliop affeduoufly to ipeak to the Kiog of SfmJand to fup^ 
port him, conform to the Tenor of his old Band j and alfo praying the 
Bifliop to be his good Friend, in couufeiling the ICing of his Amirs : 
Jhas is to fay J When the King of England came in Ftanct-^ that the 
King oi Scotland vfWild raife his Army, aod come in England : And, 
to this Eflfed, the King kA France fent Ambafiadors into Scotland with 
the Bifliop to defire the fame, as is aforeiaid : Bik the King gave him 
a deferring Anfwer, becaufe of the Love and Tendernefs that was be- 
twixt him and the King of England his Brother-in-law! Thir Ambaf- 
fadon paft again in Framc^ nothing content with their Aofwer* This 
drew ov«r for a Space. 

MiHrgaref-i our Qyeen of Scotland, brought Home a young Son, ia 
the M<»th of May^ ia che Tear of God One choniand five huadicd and 
eleven Years. 

I N this (ame Year, the King oiScoikmd bigged a great Ship, called 
71^ Qrem Michael, which was the gttaceft Shi{}, and of moft Strengcfa, 
that ever failed io Midland or Branu i For this Ship was of fe gteu 
StaniR, uA took fo much Timber, that, except IBamand, Ibe wafted 
all the Woods in 1|^, which was Oak- Wood, by all Timber that was 
gotten oat ofNfiircw^^ : For flie was fo ftrong, and of fo great Length 
and BreMlth ( all the Wrights of&otUmd, yea, and many other Stran- 
gers, were at her Device, by the King's Commandmeot j who wrought 
very bufily in her j but it was Year and Day ere Ihe was complete ) fo 
itvrr, She was twelvefcore Pobt of Length, and thirty fix Foot within the 
Side^. She was ten Foot thick in the Wall, outced Jefls of Oak in heir 
Wall, and Boards on every Side, lb ftark and fo thick, that no Canon 
could go through her. This great Ship cumbred Smlmd to get her to 
the Sea. From that Time tmtt ihe was afloat, and her Mafls and Sails 
complete, with Tows and Anchore firing thereto, flie was counted to 
the Kiii|; to be thirty thoufand Pounds of Expences, by her ArtiUtry, 
vluch was very great and cxMj xm the King, by all the reft of her Or* 
deig : T9 ^tt She hard mmj Quotm^ fix M every £idt, iritb three 
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great Baffils, two behind in her Dock, and one before^ with three hun- 
dred Shot of fmall Artillery, that is to fay^ Myand, and Battert-Fal- 
con, and Quarter-Falcon, Slings, peftilent Sprpetcns, and Double-Dogs, 
with Hagtor and Culvering, Cors-Bows and Hand-Bows. She had three 
hundred Mariners to fail her ; file had fixfcore of Gunners to ufe her Ar- 
tillery ^ and bad a thoufand Men of War, by her Captains, Shippers and 
Qyarter-Mafters. 

« 
When this Ship paft to the Sea, and was lying in the Road, the 
King gart flioot a Canon at her, to ei&yher if flie was wight ; but I 
heard lay, it deared her not, and did her little Skaith. And if any Man 
believe that this Defcription of the Ship be not of Verity, as we have 
written, let him pafs to the Gate of T^iUibarditi'^ and there, afore the 
fame, ye will fee the Length and Breadth of her, planted with Haw- 
thorn, by the Wright that helped to make her. As for other Properties 
of her. Sir Andrew Wood is my Author, who was Qparter-Mafter of her j 
and Rohert Sartyne^ who was Mailer-Shipper, . 

This Ship lay flill in the Road, and the King, every Day, taking 
Fleafure to pals to her, and to dine and fup in h^r with tus Lords, let- 
ting them fee the Order of his Ship ; while, at the laft, the King of 
Scotland was furely advertifed. That the King of England was making 
ready^ with all the Hafte he could, with a great Army and Navy of 
Ships, to pafs to 2^^«£:^ to feek his Penfion, whereof the King oi Scot- 
land was not content, trufting furely, that if the King of England 
landed in France to give Battle, that he would be charged for Support, 
conform to his old Band, which he was loath to break* And, on the 
othei; Side, he was fer loather to break his Vow made betwixt him and 
the King of England his Good- Brother. Yet, notwithfianding, by the 
crafty Gounfcl of the Bilhops, which defired never to be at Reft with 
England^ but favoured France } fo that they counfelled the King to pick 
a Quarrel at the King of England^ which they believed fhould caufe 
him ftart at the King oi Scotland^ whereby the King of Scotland iqight 
have Occafion to fupport France at his Pkafure. And in this Manner 
they wrought, ajad caufed the King to fend BiQiop Andrew Rrman to 
the King of En^landy in Ambafladry, defiring or him certain Silver^ 
Work, ^nd Golden- Work, with Kings, Chains and precious Stones^ 
and other Abuilziement of Gold pertaining to the Prince, his eldeft 
Brother, which was left to his \yife Margaret Queen of Scotland in Le- 
gacy, by her eldeft Brother* 

T o thir Defires and Petition of the Ambaflador fbrefaid, the Kiqg 
of England's Anfwer was in this Manner, as after follows. 

My hord AnAajfador defires my Srotber, the Kivg of Scotland, f 

have of me Siher-mrk-, Golden-Work't R^f&i Cbains, preciom Stones^ 

or a^ other jSmils^ement pertatniiig to oTrince^ zehtch was left in 

J-iSgacy hy my eldefi Srother^ to my eldeft l^ier Margaiet ^en of 

ScotJaiid. Iffrant thereto, JheJhaU he well ai^weredtberecfj^ wtaUe- 

narly qftho fame^ kut the dotthk thereof^ and make your mmor^il, of 
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all yonr l^efires^ Number and Valour thereof^ and ye jloall not ha^ve 
alone the Jingle^ hut the double thereof. As I am a true Prince ^ yejloall 
be anfwered in all ^bivgs whatfome<ver ye wiUgwe me in Memorial \ on 
this Condition^ that my brother-, the King of Scotland, will keep his 
Oath and Haiid with me^ that he hath made lately with Confent of his 
^Parliament ; and I likewife to him jlmll keep my Oath of Fidelity^ 
"which I made with Confent of my Lords^ by touching the holy Jivavgel^ 
and our Freat Seals and Hand-Writ interchanged thereupon^ Ihat no- 
cer one of us Jl^onld fail to another '^ for no other Mans Tleafure^ hut 
Jhall lic'e in Peace and Reft ^ with Charity and Concord -^ as Chri/iian 
Men and good Neighbours ought to do : therefore I defire my "Brother 
the King ^/Scotland, for the Lo^-e of Almighty God^ and Tefus Chrift 
his Son-i which is the Author and Ground of all Peace and Reji^ that 
be would Jit in his Chair '^ and let me and the French Kivg part among 
fis^ that I may feek my own PJghf and juji Penfion-, which is hoi den 
from me wrongonfly-, by the Pride and . Avarice of France : T^herefore 
I defire him tofitjlill^ and be yudge to us both ; and if he dees me no 
Good-i do me no B'viL Aid /ifo Jhew him^ that it fmll be neither Sil^ 
'ver nor Gold^ Land-Rent nor Riches that Jhall Jland betwixt me and 
Mm J in TiifFerence ; and that-, if he helie've not this^ fend me an An- 
fwer baJiilV', before I depart out ^England to France, and I fl^all de- 
liver bis ^efires unto them^ together with any other Lands or Rents 
that be dejires. And if he will promife faithfully to keep this 'Band 
for ef aid to me^, 1 Jhall incontinent^ with all the Confent of my Nobles^ 
make bim T>uke of York, and Governor of England to my Home-Com- 
ing J for the Heirs (^/'England muji either come tf me or him^ and Ibac^e 
none-i as yet^ lawfully of my "Body \ but I hear fay ^ TChat Margaret, my 
etdeft Sifter', both a pretty Boy^ appearantly to be a Man of EJiima- 
lion. I pray God to blefs bim^ ana keep bim from his Enemies^ and 
gi^e me Grace-, that I may fee bim in Honour and Eflimation^ when 
he cometb to Age^ that I may entertain bim according to my Honour 
and T>uty. 

This Anfwer ended by the King of England^ and delivered to the 
Ambaflador, the Bifliop forefaid, who, when he was difpatching his 
Way, got his Reward very greatly of Gold and Silver, and hit Hack- 
neys to ride upon : And alfo he got the Priory of Condembeck^ which 
was in Rent, by Year, four thoufand Angel-Nobles, by the Convent 
thereof. This Bifhop took Leave, and pafled in Scotland haftily, and 

ihew the King of England's Anlwer. 

« 

O t this Anfwer the King was well contented and fatisfied, thinkings 
on no Ways, he could refule fo feir Offers as his Brother the King oif 
England had promifed him ; and confulted with himfelf, and his Coun- 
cil confulted,. That he would, on no Ways, invade England at that 
Time, for no Favour that he had to France : And, to that Effed, be 
fertt away this Biihop into France^ promifing them any Support or Help 
that he could make them, but he would not pafs in England^ ^t that 
Time, ' to invade his Brother, becaufe he.was Iworn thereto in the con- 
trary : But he promifed that he would fend them an Army by Sea to 
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fupport them as they plcafcd j and incontinent the King gart viftual 
and furnifli his great Ship with all kind of Orders, and cheifed four har- 
dy Men to be Qu^rter-Mafters of her, and made the Lord Hamilton^ 
Earl of Anran^ Captain and Great- Admiral, and made the Lord Fleming 
Vice- Admiral, to fail in the Margaret^ and the Lord 'Rofs of Racket in 
the yames^ which were the King s great Ships at that Time j who were 
well furnifhed with Earls, Lords and Barons, to the Number of ten thou-^ 
fand, who were well arrayed for Battle. 

And the Earl oi Jrran^ having Charge to pafs with them wherever 
he pleafed, and in fpccial to France^ where the Army was lying for the 
Time, debating againfl the Engli/h-M^Viy thinking that their Support 
Ihould caufe the EngUJh-Mcn and their King to return : But all was for 
nought. For the Earl ofJrrany Admiral of the faid Navy oi Scotland-, 
kept no Direftion of the King his Mafter, but pall to the WeftSc^^ upon 
the Coafl of Ireland^ and there landed and burnt Oragfergus^ with other 
Villages, and then came forenent the Town of JSfr, and there landed 
and repofed, and played them the Space of forty Days. 

I N this mean Time, Biihop Forman being in France^ with the King 
and Court thereof, who had promifed Support to the King of F^ance^ 
by his Matter's Direfiion, and looked daily for the fame j and becaufe he 
could fee nothing to fucceed of his Promiie, he wrote home a fliarp Bill 
to the King, making Mention to him, T'hat bis Honour was tint for 
ever-i ifbejent not hafiily Support to the King ofYtzac^', conform to bis 
Tromife^ wbicb be bad made in bis Name. Alfo the Qyeen of France 
wrote a Lo^e-Letter to the King of Scotland^ calling him. Her Lo^e ; 
ihewing him, Ttbat Jhe bad ft^ered mucb Rebuke for bis Sake^ in 
France, for tbe defending of bis Honour. She believed furely, that he 
would recompence her again, with fome of his kingly Support, in her 
Neceffity, th&t is to fay-, That he would raife her an Army, and come 
three Foot of Ground on Englijh Ground, for her Sake : To that EfFed 
file fent him a Ring off her Finger, with fourteen thoufand French 
Crowns to make his Expences. 

B Y thir Letters came to the King's Majefty, he knew well that his 
Navy had not paft the right Way j and fhortly hereafter got Wit, that 
they were landed at the Town of Jir j which difpleafed the King very 
greatly : For he believed furely, that they had been in France at the 
fartheu Tryft. But becaufe that they had not kept his DireAion, he 
fent Sir Andrew Woody with other Gentlemen, with Herauld of Arms, 
and difcharged the Earl of Aran of bis Admirallhip i and vowed to God 
that he fiiould never bruik Heritage in Scotland z&tt that Day. But 
this Lord hearing the terrible MeiTage of the King, and thought he 
would nof obey, and give over the Admiralibip, as the King had com- 
manded, but pafled to the Sea, and pulled up. Sails, and ^^^ where 
he pleafed, thinking that he would come to France in due Time, 

Thb King hearing of his unprolperous Journey, feeing that Fr^^^ 
would get no Support of him for that Time, made a Proclamation full 

haftily, 
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haftily, through all the Realm of Scotland-^ both E{^ and /i^, ;fiw/i& 
and Nortb^ as well in the liles as in the firm Land, That all Manner of 
Man betwixt iixty and fifteen Years, that they fhould be ready, within 
twenty Days, to pafs with him, with forty Days Viftual, and to meet 
at the "Burrcw-Muir of Edinburgh^ and there to pafs forward where he 
pleafed. His Proclamations were hafiily obeyed, contrary the Council 
of Scotlands Will : But every Man loved his Prince fo well, that they 
would, on no Ways, difobey him \ but every Man caufed make his Pro- 
clamation fo hafiily, conform to the Charge of the King's Proclamation* 

The King came to LitbgoW') where he happened to be for the Time 
at the Council, very fad and dolorous, making his Devotion to God to 
fend him good Chance and Fortune in his Voyage. In this mean Time, 
there came a Man clad in a blue Gown in at the Kirk-Door, and belted 
about him in a Roll of Linen-Cloth ^ a Pair of Brotikins on his Feet, to 
the Great of his Legs, with all other Hofe and Clothes conform thereto ; 
but he had nothing on his Head, but fyde red yellow Hair behind, and 
on his Haffits, which wan down to his Shoulders j but his Forehead was 
bald and bare. He feemed to be a Man of two and fifty Years, with a 
great Pyke-Staff in his Hand, and came firft forward among the.Lords, 
crying and ipeiring for the Kxng, faying, He defired to [peak with him. 
While, at the laft, he came where the Kix^ was fitting in the Desk at 
his Prayers : But when he faw the King, he made him little Reverence 
or Salutation, but leaned down groflins on the Desk before him, and faid 
to him .in this Manner, as after follows. -Sir King^ my Mather bath 
fent me to you^ depring you not to pafs^ at this Thne^ where thou art 
purpofed *j for^ if thou aoes^ thou wilt not fare well in thy Journey^ nor 
mne that papth with thee. iPurtber^ Jhe bade thee mm with no Wo- 
man^ nor uje their Counfel^ nor let them touch thy Sody^ nor tbou theirs i 
for^ if thou do ity thou wih be confounded and brought 40 Shame.

B T this Man had fpoken thir Words unto the King's Grace, the Even- 
Song was near done ^ and the King paufed on thir Words, ftudying to 
give him an Anfwer : But, in the mean Time, before the King's Byes, 
and in Frefence of all the Lords that were about him for the Time, this 
Man vanifhed away, and could noways be feen nor comprehended, but 
vanifhed away as he had been a Blink of the Sun, or a Whip of the 
Whirlwind, and could no more be feen. I heard fay^ Sir 7)avid Linde- 
fay Lyon Herauld, and John Jnglis the Marlhal, who were, at that . 
Time, young Men, and fpecial Servants to the King's Grace, were Han- 
ding prefently befide the King, who thought to have laid Hands on this 
Man, that they might have fpeired further Tidings at him : But all for 
nought ; they could not touch him ; for he vaniihed away betwixt them^ 
and was xx) more feen. 

Y E T all thir Warnings and uncouth Tidings, nor no good CounfeU 
might flop the King, at this Frefent, from his vain Furpoie and wicked 
Enterpme, but haAed him &ft to Edinburgh^ and there to make his 
Provifion and Fumiihing in having forth of his Army againfi the Day 
appointed, that they ihould meet in the Surrow-Miir of Edinburgh : 

That 
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T'hat is to fay-. Seven Canons that he had forth of the Caftle of £1^/;;- 
hurgh'i which were called 7he Se^ven Sifters^ caften by Rohen Smb- 
7£ick the Mafter^Gunner, with other Imall Artillery, Bullet, Powder, 
and all JVjuanner of Order, as the Mafter-Gunner could devife. 

I K this mean Time, when they were taking forth their Artillery, and 
the King being in the Abbay for the Time, there was a Cry heard at 
the Market-Crofs oi Edinhttrgh^ at the Hour of Midnight, proclaiming 
as it had been a Summons, which was named and called by the Proclaim 
mer thereof, Jbe Summo72S of Plotcock ; which dcfired all Men, Ijo 
cornpear^ both Earl and Lord^ and "Baron and Gentleman^ and all bo- 
vep Gentlemen within the %wn (every Man fpecilied by his own Name ): 
to cojnpear^ within the Space of forty T>ays^ before bis Majier*) where 
it Jhotdd happen him to appoint'^ and he for the Time^ under the Pain 
of l^ifohedience. But whether this Summons was proclaimed by vain 
Perfons, Night- Walkers, or drunk Men, for their Paflime, or if it was 
but a Spirit, I cannot tell truly : But it was ftiewn to me, That an In- 
dwelkr of the Town, Mr. 2?.iVi&^r^Z//ie2y&7/, being cvil-difpofed, gang- 
ing in his Gallery-Stair foreanent the Crofs, hearing this Voice proclai- 
ming this Summons, thought Marvel what it fhould be, cried on his 
Servant to bring him his Purfe j and when he had brought him it, he took 
out a Crown, and caft over the Stair, faying, / appeal from that Sum- 
mons^ Judgment and Sentence thereof and takes me all whole in the 
Mercy of Qod^ and Chrift Jefus his Son. Verily the Author of this, 
that caufed me write the Manner of the Summons, was a landed Gentle- 
man, who was, at that Time, twenty Years of Age, and was in the 
Town the Time of the faid Summons j and thereafter, when the Field 
was ftricken, he fwore to me, there was no Man that efcaped that was 
called in this Summons, but that one Man alone, which made his Prote- 
flation, and appealed from the faid Summons ^ but all (he Laye were pe- 
rilhed in the Field with the King. 

T K I R Novels pafled through the Town to every Man ; and at laft 
they came to the King's Ears, who gave them but little Credence, and 
refufed utterly all wife and godly Counfel, which was to his Honour^ 
and the Commonweal of the Country ; and would ufe no Counfel of his 
prudent Wife Margaret Qpeen of Scotland', for no Prayer nor Supplica* 
tion that flie could make : Shewing to him, That fhe had but one Son 
to him, which was but a weak Warrant to the Realm of Scotlandy and 
overfoon to him to pais to Battle, leaving fuch fmall Succeillon behind 
him : Therefore fhe thought it beft, that he fhould tarry till God fend 
them more Fruit of his Body ^ for ihe aflured him, if he pafTed in En- 
gland') at that Time, he would get Battle. Yet this wife Counfel and 
Admonition was of no ways accepted, nor taken in good Part by him ; 
becaufe Ihc was the King of England' fi Sifter, and therefore was the lefs 
regarded. Yet this Noblewoman did her Duty and Labour, fo iar as ihe 
might) for the Well of her Husband, and the Commonweal of the Couii- 
try^ and alfo for the Love ihc bure to her Brother, the Kinzoi England^ 
defiring no Difcord to be betwixt the two Realms in her Time.

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But, Bcverthelefs, nbching would be heard, biit ferward the King 
went unto the PUce, where the Mailers were received, tiaf is tofay-, la 
the fiurrwhMuir beiide Edinhurgb f where there ailembled the King^ 
^nd ail his Lords, Barons, Burgefles and Freeholders, and all Manner of 
Man betwixt fixty and fixteen, as well . Spiritual as Temporal, both 
Burgh and Land, as well the out Ifles as the firnoi Land, which haftily 
came, and were to the Number of a hundred thoufand fighting Men, to- 
gether with the Carriage-Men land Artillery, which wais to the Number 
of thirty Shot of great Artillery, and thirty Field-Keces, with all their 
Ordinance of Powder and Bullet j and palTed fyne forward to Esk^ and 
/^gmped there J and, on the Morrow^ went to ^r^ and i\Zbri&^»», and 
caft them down : And thereafter went to Fbord^ and caft it down* 
Gieat Slaughter was made of the King's Men that' flood about the Houfe^ 
in the Flyings of the Timber. Some fay the Lady of Taord was a beau- 
tifol Woman, and that the King medled with her ; and alfo (his Soh 
Jlkxander Stuart^ Biihop of St. Andrews^ with her Daughter; which 
was againft God's Ciommandments, and i^inft the Order (£ all good Cap-^ 
tains of War, to begin at Whoredom and Harlotry before any good Suc« 
€^ of [Battle or ViAory had £illen unto them ; and Fornication had a 
great Part of the Wyte of their eyil Succefs. 

Notwithstanding theKing continued ftill there the Space of 
twenty Days without Battle j till, at the Jaft, all the Viduals- and Vivers 
of the Comm<»9 were fpent i and many of the far NmihLand and Jffles 
Men were fpent and wafted in the Famine, in this fame Manner, that it 
was Force' to them to pafs Home ^ and every Lord and Gentleman fent 
one or two Home of their fpecial Friends, to bring them Viduals in this 
Ways ; then baid not with the King above ten thoufand Men, by Bor^ 
derers and Country-Men ; yet the King's Grace took no Fear, becaufe 
lie believed no Battle of the £^^/|^Men at thit Time* 

But this wicked Lady QfBwrdt feeing the King's Hofi ib difperfed

B T this the Lord lAndefi^ had yoted in this Manner, the whole 
Lords were content of his Osnclufion, and nominate certain* Lotds to 
take the Battles in Hand, tba$ is to fofy The Earl of Huntley in the 
Nortbt the Earl of ArgyU^ the Earl clOrawford, the Earl of Marjhal^ 
and, in the Weft Fart of Scotland, the Earl of Glencairn^ the Lord 
Grabamr the Lord Maxwell and, in th& Sou$b-, the Earl ofjh^uS'i the 
Earl of SodweU, the Lord J^me^ to be Rulers of the Kii^ s Ho^ and 
£ght in Battle againft England ; and the King to pafs, with a certain 
Ck)mpany of his Nobility, a little from the Army, where he might fee 
the valiant A&s of both the Sides, and be in Safeguard himfelf. 

This being devifed and fpoken, and finally concluded with all the 
whde Lords ', the King, nearhand by, difguifed, as I fliew to you be- 
' fere, deliring to hear their GHinfel and Conclufion, and to be unknown 
of them,,.burft forth, and anfwered unhappily in tlus Manner, as after- 
fidlows, fayinf to them, in a furious Rage, MyLtrds-, IjhaUfigbt tUs 
2)^y again/i England, tbot^gh yc badfieorn -tbe contrary ji tbougb ye 
wcfild aUftee from me-, anafiame yourfehes^ ye JhdU notjhame nte, as 
ye devi/e : And to Lord Tatrick Lindefay, tbm has gotten tbe ftrfi 
yote^ tvow to God-, IfiiaU never fee Scotland y^owr, tban IJhall ctuife 
hang him on his own Gate, 

T Hu s the Lords wqre afloniihed at the KiDg's. Anfwer, feeii^ him 
into a Fury, and were fain to fati$fy his Pleafufie, juxl ferre liis Appetite 
in all Things as he commanded. . 

By this the Watches came, and ihew the King jche Engirt Army was 
at Hand, mardiing f»£t forward within the Space of a ^otti/h Mile. 
Then the King caufed hfow the Trumpets, and fet his Men in Order of 
Battle : To zeit, He gave the Vanguard to the Earl of Huntley and to 
the Lord Hume, who were in Number ten thouiand Men ; and took the 
great Battle unto himfelf, with all the Nohilitf s£ Scotlimdy which pafled 
not above twenty thouiand Men, and marched forward a little in the 
Sight of the "EmgMt Men, which were then palling oyer the Bridge to 
them. The Mjdner-Guxmer came in Frelence of the King, and foil on his 
Knees, defiring at the King's Grace, that. he might ilwot his Artillery 
at the "EngRfta Hoft, where they were comii^ oyer the Bridge ■ of Tfi^i 
for he promifed and took in Hand, he ihould cut the Bridge at theit 
Oyer-Con)ing, that the King ihould haye no Difpleafure at the one Hal^ 
while the other ihould be devoured ; for he (tiled his Artillery for the 
Bridge, and they came therecm. The King anfwen^ to 'Rahert Sorth- 
wick his Gunner, like a Man that had been reit of his Wit, laving to 
him, IJhall bang thee, quarter thee, and draw thee, iftboufioot one 
Shot this 7)ay. lam aetenninedy that TwiU have them all h^m me 
on a plain 'Beld» a^feejbem wbd they can do aU before me* 
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The Englijh Men were come all over the Bridge, and the Vanguards^ 
were marching near together } to wifj The Scottijh Vanguard, the Earl 
of Huntley^ the Lord Hamej with t)ie Borderers, and Country Men 
thereof, in like Manner, who joyncd cruelly on .every Side, and fought 
cruelly with uncertain Viftory : But, at laft, the Earl oi Huntley s High-' 
'lanJ-Mtny with their Bows and two-handed Swords, wrought fo manfully, 
that they defeat the Eng/i/h-Mtn^ without any Slaughter on their Side. 
Then the Earl of Huntley and Lord Hume blew their Trumpets, and 
convened their Men again ipto their Standards. 

B Y this the two great Battles of England came forward Upon the 
King's Battle, and joyned awfully at the Sound of the Tjumpety and 
fought furioufly a long While ; but, at lafl, the King oi Scotland defeat 
them both. Then the great Battle ol England-^ led by the Lord How- 
nrd-^ who was, under his Father the Earl oi Surrey^ Governor of that 
Battle, who came fizrioufly upon the King, to the Number of twenty 
tooufand freih Men : But the King's Battle encountred them hardily^ 
•and fought manfully on both the Sides, with uncertain Vidory, till that 
the Streams of Blood ran, oh either Side, fo abundantly, that all the 
Fields and Waters were made red with the Confluence thefeof The Earl 
oi Huntley ^nd the Lord-Hume then fianding in arayed Battle, who had 
win the Vanguard before, and few of their Men either hurt or flain ; the 
Earl of Huntley defired at the Lord Hume^ that he would help the King 
and rcfcue him in his Extremity j for he faid, Tlbat be was o^erfet with 
the Multitude of Men. Notwithftanding the Lord Zfew«^anfwere4 the 
Earl of Huntley in this Manner, faying. He does well that does for 
bimfeff. We have fougbten our Vanguards^ and ba^ve won the fame : 
Hberefore let the Lave do tbeir Tart^ as well as we. The Earl of 
Huntley anfwered again, and faid, He could not fuffer bis native Trince 
to he overcome witb bis Enemies before bis Eyes : Therefore called his 
Men together by Sluggorn, and found of Trumpets, to have paft to the 
King : But, ere he came, all was defeat on either Side, tnat few or 
none was living, neither on the King's Fart, .nor on the other. 

Some fay, there came hut Men upon four Horfes tiding to the 
Field, with four Spears, and a Wifp on every Spear-Head, to be a Sign 
and Witter to them, that every one of them ihould know other. They 
rode in the Field, and horfed the King, and brought him forth of the Field 
on a din Hackney : But fome fay, they had him into llbe Merfe^ be- 
twixt Dunfe and Kelfo i what they did wiffa him there I cannot tell : 
But one, ten Years thereafter, convi^d of Slaughter, o&tcd to the Duke 
of Jlbany^ for his Life, to let him fee the Place where the Prince was 
yearded ; to the Token, he fhould let him fee his Belt of Iron lying be* 
fide him in the Grave : But, notwithftanding, this Min got no Audi- 
ence by them that were about him ; the Duke of ^^/^ defired' not, ft 
that Time, that fuch Thing fliould be known. But we will leave this^ 
and xtturn to our Purpofe. 

The Field, difcomfoift in this Manner, on both tlie Sides ; for nei- 
ihu England wt Scotland knew vAio had the better in that Battle, but that 
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the Scotti/h-Mcn mift their King ; for there was ever two E^fghJh-MQn 
flain for one ScottiJh-MzTi j and fo many of the EngliJihlAQn that wcra 
alive, retired to the Earl oi Surrey-, and Lord Howard his Son, and re- 
tired a littlQfrom the Field, and fto9d on their Feet that Night, while 
on the Morn at nine Hours, not knowing who had win or tint the Field : 
And likewife the Lord Hume flood all that Night on his Feet, with this 
Number of ten phoufand Men } while, on the Morrow that the Sun rofe, 
he feeing no Noife, neither ofEngli/h nor Scots^ departed his Way, and 
left the Kind's Aftilleiy behind hijn, which he might have had refcued^ 
and brought with him, if he had pleafed : For I heard fay, upon the 
Morn at ten Hours, that a hundred SccttifihMtn might have brought 
away the King's Artillery fafely, without any Stop of £«g;//^-Mea But 
Joon after, the En^IiJlhMcn hearing that the Lord I&me was retired 
from the Field, came foon together with the Number that they might 
be, carted it, and had it away to Sehioicki where much of it remains tp 
this Day ; fyne went through the Field feeking the Noblemen who were 
ilain, and in fpecial the King's Grace. They £}und many like him, clad 
in his Coat of Armour, but no Man could fay furely, that it was he i 
becaufe, the fame Day of the Field, he caufed ten to be clad in his GoU 
of Armour i among the reft there were two of his Guard, the ox^ called 
Jlexafider MaccuUocb^ and the other The Squire ^Cleifch, , which were 
Men of Makedom both like the King : Therefore, when they were dead 
gotten in the Field, and the King^s Coat of Armour upon them, the £«- 
^/{/%-Men believing that one of them was the King, they took oui of 
thexn, whom they thought moft apparently to be like the King) and caft 
him in a Chariot, and had him away to England with them : But yet we 
know furely they got not the King, becaule they bad never the Token of 
the Iron-Belt to fhew to r^o Scottifl)-lAzn, This ibrrowful B^tfle^wirs 
ftricken and ended, on this Manner, at Fhudmn-HiMs^ in the Month Qf 
September the hipch Day, the Year of God One thoufand five fauodicd 
and thirteen Ypara y md of Hs Reign the twemy fifth Year. 

James IV. unhappily ilain in this Manner, with many of his Nobles; 
not by the Manhood and Wifdom of JE«^/i^-Men, but lay the King^s 
owq Mifgovemanoe, that WQuld nfC ufe the C^n&l of his wi£ Nobles, in 
defending of his Hopour, and preferving of fats Army y hit ^xk^ himfdf to 
his own knfval Pleafures, which w:a6 the Caufe of bis Ruin : Therefore all 
other Princes may take Example by him^ which refufed honefi tJoA good 
Counfel, and fpecially of them which were the principal I>^ender& of the 
Realm : Though he w:as the Head^ they were the Arms, and the fpedal 
Defence of the whole Body ; lor ofttimes it is heard and fecn. That the 
Arms defend the Head when it is purfued hy Violence ; and ar^ the Bpck-* 
lex that Man doth pre&nt for the Safbguard of the Head, tho^h; the Head 
fometimes makes little Defence to the Arms y as: £b is leen of this unfor^ 
tunate Kii^, that brought his fiarons to fucfa a Point,: chroK^b his wii&l 
Mifgoyemance^ that they were all cruelly murdered aikd ilaii?, ^ hi&De- 
fault, and not in theirs, Eut now we will let him rcflpwith God,., and 
fpeak of his Son Jaines V. and how the Realm was guided in his 
Mittority. " 
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JMESV. being ehe Age of two Feaii lad in 
Months, by Advice of the Lonls, was crowned at 
SiirH^ the twentieth Day thereafter, and was in Go- 
vernment and Keeping' of his Mother, Mar^artt 
Q^teaoi-AetJand, who chufcd a Guard to beabouK 
her San^ £» Safeguard of his Body, to wit, the Lmi 
Aitn^ak and his fiiother. 

I H this mean Time, King Har^VBX. of fagiSmii^; obtained his Feo- 
£on; and bearing the King of &i«tei^s Death, was very heavily dif- 
pleafed therewith, aiid gan. Cofnaand: ta bis Noilly and Boiders er£«- 
rj^MM^, undo! the Pain of Tteaiffii, that none of them fliauld pafs in 
%il>&ia<l^.tainTade>th6.fame,.indurilig'the King's Minority ^ Aj^ this 
4ie comniaiidiid ;ftfaitly,' and fet oUt liters tfaerenpon, for Love.pf iiis 
Siiler andSifln^s Son j ^ thinifing that naught flioaid &il .on his Side,, in 
obfervingoftbeBand made bctwixfthelGngof t^irqejSiWt/andb^n. jEflbtr 
vithfi?nding; the Botderets olXatlkiiJ wetc ever doing what tfaey slight 
to break the fanio. :i ; ; ' .: ,; 

Tit foon afierhnid t|>»e came g»at1?ieubl; in &itlaiuiim(x^'6itt- 
'^vesj ^paitly for the Authority, who ihciuld be bigbefl, andhave the 
Realm in Oovenmaent i and partly for old Fetid and Shunter thfit had 
been befiwe, in King Jtimis IV. higTiBie! Thinlung, that itiwia 
thsa TidiE t(j. ^(uit Co^mMs, vftii, the fnact was young and no Au- 
'■■■ » thoiity 
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thority to reign above them : For yames Earl of >4^r^» pretended high- 
eft in this Realm, to have the Government thereof^ thinking that he was 
neareft of Blood unto the King in the Realm of Scotland-, at that Time : 
But yet the Lords of 4Si;('/^^^ would noways be content that he had any 
Preeminence or Authority, fo long as the Queen kept her Widowhead, 
and her Body clean from Lechery. 

B VT ihort Time after this the Karl oi Angus haunted the Court, and 
was very lufty in the*Qpeen's Sight, whom me loved, and thought moll 
able ; and flie took him to her Husband without the Advice and Coup* 
fel of the Lords j for they knew nothing thereof a long Time after. Then 
the Earl of Arran^ being advertifed of her Behaviour and Proceedings, 
affembled all his Kinfmen and t^riends together, and then paft thEdin^ 
hurgb'i and defired the Lords to a Convention, ihewing to them, that- 
the Qiieen had tint her Govermnent of the Prince, and the Authority of 
the Country, becaufe ihe had taken a Husband without the Lords Ad- 
svice: Therefore defired them that he might have the Authority, as 
neareft to him of tl^e Blood* The Lords, hearing this, would conclude 
nothing at that Time, while they were further advifed. 

I N the mean Time the Earl of Angui^ getting Wit of this Conven- 
tion, and the Effeft of their Purpofe, . came peartly to the Town of 
'Edinburgh^ with his Kin and Friends in Company, which were the 
Number of four hundred Spears, well arrayed m Jack and Spear, and 
other Armour^ according to their Eftate \ fyne took his Lodging tor that 
Night. But affoon as the Earl of Arran and Bifhop James Beaton^ and 
the Lave of his Complices, gat Wit that the Earl oiA^us waS come f o 
the Town, and but a few Number with him, to, the EmSk of their Mul- 
titude, caufed incontinent ileik the Port of the Town^ and thought to 
have tak^ him and put him in Prifon : But. his Friends, being adver<* 
tifed thereof, watched ftarkly that Night j. while, on. the Morn, thejr 
4:omeand fliew the Earl ofAugus the Provifion that was making for him^ 
fliewing him, That if he paffed not hafHIy to the Gate^and defen4 
himfelf manfully, he would be taken out of his Lodging with his Ene* 
•lilies, aiid led captive at their Pleafure. 


This the young i^ord was nothing content with, but. haited 
to his Armour, and caufed his Friends and Servants to db the' fame } and 
m& to the Gate manfoUy, and flood at the NetberSaw . in arrayed 
Battle. But Mr. Gamn^auglas^ BiiBop of ^Dunkei^ pafi; betwixt, to 
fee if he could find any good Ways betwixt the two Parties ; and in fpei- 
cial he paft to Bifliop James Seatofij where he was in the 3Hack-B^i^s 
Kirk for the Time, ^be faid Mr. Gavin dejBred the faid Biftop Jatm 
Seattm^ to take fome Pains to labpur betwixt the two Parties^ who wer$ 
at a iharp Point i And feme fay^ my Lord^ you have the Wyte^ But the 
Bifiiop anfwered him again with an Oath ( clappiag on his Breaft ) ^y 
my Confctence I know not the Matter. But jiflie& Mr. Ga^n heard the 
Biihop's Purgation, and how he clapped on hifll Breaft, and perceived the 
Plats of his Jack cktcering, thought all was but vain that hei had fpoken; 

and anfwered and iaid unto hia^ Iperceivt^jny Lordf your Qnfcience 
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iV notgood^ for I hear it clatter. Of this the Bifhop was afliamed,. and 
cxcufed the Matter fo far as he could fafely with his Honefly. But 
Mr. Gavin-, feeing him in this Eftatc ftanding, pafled from him to Sir 
Patrick Hamilton'^ defiring him, in li\e Manner, to fpeak with his 
Brother the Lord of An an-, that he would be contented that my Lord of 
Angus might pafs to the Caille, and fpeak with the Queen's Grace, and 
thereafter to depart forth of the Town without Molfeftation or Trouble 
of any Man. 

A T the whilk Requeft Sir Patrick Hafnilton Went, with all Dili- 
gence, to his Brother my Lord of Arran-, and Ihew him my Lord of 
August Defire, by his -Uncle Mr. Gavin T>ouglas. Of the which De- 
fire my Lord Arran was well content j that my Lord of Angus fhould 

^have done his Bufinefs in the Town at his Pleafure, and to depart when 
he lift, without Moleftation or Trouble ; and this by the Soliftation of 
Sir Patrick Hamilton his Brother. But Sir James Hamilton his Son, 
that bloody Butcher, ever thirfting for Blood, was noways content of this 

, Appointment, but raged at the faid Sir Patrick for his Labours, fay- 
ing to him. He had no Will to fght in his JBriends A^ion nor £uarrei^ 
though it were never fo juji. 

A r thir Novels the faid Sir Patrick was fo grieved, . and burnt id 
Anger as the Fire, and anfwered the faid Sir James in this Manner, 
faying to him, ^aJiard-Smaik-, thou lief fal/ly-, Ifhall fght this T>a^ 
where thou dare not he feen* And with this rufhed rudely out of their 
Lodgings, and paft to the High-Gate in a furious Rage : JBut when 
the Earl oi Angus faw them coming, and perceived. Sir Tatrick Hamil- 
ton foremoft, with him the Mafter of Mofagomerjy and faw them in fuch 
a Fury, he kpew well there was nothing but fighting ; and cried on his 
Men to lave Sir Patrick Hamilton^ if they might : But he came fo fir 
before the Lave, that he^as flain haftily, and with him the Mafter of 
Montgomery^ with many other Gentlemen and Yeomen, to the Number of 
thredcore twelve Perfons. The Earl and all his Company gave Backs^ 
and were chafed and ran away outthrough the Loch j and Sir James 
his Son chafed in the fame Manner ; and Biihop James Seaton fled to 
the Slack'Eriers^ and was taken out behind the high Altar, and his 
Kocket riven oflF him, and had been flain, were not Mr. Gavin Douglas 
lequefted affeduoufly for him, faying, if zskis Sin to put Hand in a 
, confecrate Hifn^p : Therefore they faved him at that Time. But tte 
Earl of Angus paft to the Caftle, and fpake with the Quieen at his Plea- 
fure : And fo the Douglajfes kept the Gate and their Honour at this 
Time. Long Time afterward thi^ Skirmilh was called, bytheCooi** 
mons of the Country and Town of Edinburgh^ Cleanfe the Cafeway. 
The Date of this Skirmifh was in the Year of God, One thoufand five 
hundired and fifteen Years, in the Month of Mof. 

Short While after this, the Earl of Angus hecame vefy proud and 
infdent in all his Doings, thinking, whoever had Right to the Autho- 
rity, he ihould be neareft : To that EffeS he cherimed all loofe Men, 
and ffioft Fart Thieyes and Traitors of AnOHd^hy Liddifdale and Te^ 
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tirtdale^ th9t bis Company^ wherever they pafTed, made gre^t Herihip> 
Theft an4 Slaughter j and fometime in T'be Merfe and Lgthiany whete 
the Lord Ehm( and his Friends had Dominion. The Lord Hume^ be- 
ing a wife and natural Man, coniidered the £arl oi Angus Proceedings^ 
and the great Favour and Love he bad of the Qsjieen, and the Vidory be 
had of the Earl of Jrran^ thinking,, that if he l^ad raxed any longer 
without Corre^on; and a Fall, that he would overcome the whole Coan-- 
try, and that by the young Counfel he had about him. 

The Lord JBume^ feeing this^ fet his Intent lo put Remeid here- 
unto ; and convened a Counfel, by bis Moyem, of the moft Part of the 
Nobility at t^dinhurgb^ (hewing to them, that the Realm va$ e^l guid- 
ed, and overhaled by my Lord of Angus and his Men, on the one Part \ 
and my Lord of Arran^ on the other Part ; iici ving daily for the Autho-^ 
rity ; bowbeit neither of them bad Right thereto : Therefore ddCired 
their Wifdoms, that they would fend to France to the Duke of Aiftaavf^ 
who was the righteous Governor of this Realm, and defire him ta Qsm% 
and receive the Authority and Guidihip of the Country, to put Order 
thereunto dvrii^ the King's Minority. 

The Lords, heariog this, caufed the Chancellor to anfHrer to the 
Lord Mtmtt who faid uQto him in this Manner, My iMdy ibe ^Duke

Thi ChanceUoc and the Lords iMtark^ ijmy thit Lord Hsmtfi was 

£> fervent in the Duke of Attnmyz Caufe, fpeiied at ehe Lord Hmm^ if 

he would. firft fubfcribe the Eledion of the Duke t£AHa9^ and ^hey 

would fbUow fyoe, and fubfcribe y who nfwered and fakl^ Mt wetddwitb 

goodwill: And immediately took tbePu m his awn Hand,, attd&l)^ 

Icribed the faid Eledion. Then all the Lave of the Lords and Barons 

fiibfcribed the &me ; and dixeSed thdbr GpmmifficMDi fchsreupoo to an« Am- 

faaB^^dor, to wky Sir Andrew Wood oiLmgOy disBding lum to Jraaice 

to the Duke of jSbatvyy defiling hia to come ioeo; Scotland ta recciw the 

Govemmenc tbtreof^ by hia awojiiftTftfe and tJieir lEleAioo^ sod dwr 

•^ Hand. 
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and fyne paffed to the King of Trance^ and defired his Licence there- 
unto/ flie wing the Commiflion was brought to him out oi Scot land -^ to 
be Governor, as we have fliown, defiring the King oi France for Sup- 
port of Men and Money to pafs with him to Scotland^ who granted to 
him very gently all that he would defire, and was very forrowfiil at his 
Departing out oi France ; . becaufe he was fuch a Man of War, that he 
left not his Maik in the Realm of France behind.

Notwithstanding the Duke paifed to the Sea with -five 
hundred Men and Artillery, fuch as he could provide : That is to fay^ 
Five hundred Men of War, twenty four Gentlemen in his Guard, toge- 
ther with Powder and Bullet, luch as he might furnifh at that Time, 
tbat is to fay-, Six great Canons, and fix great Field-Pieces, with mother 
fmall Artillery, with Culvering, Hagbut and Cors-Bow ^ and then paiTed 
hafiily to Ship-Board, and pulled up Sail to pafs to Scotland: But the 
£^^/i^Men, knowing of his Coming, made for him to have fough'ten 
with him : But he was fo well artillied and manned, that they durft 
not mell with him j becaufe they knew he was a noble Man of War, they 
let him pafs by without any Impediment. So he came haftily in Scot'^ 
land', and landed the tenth Day of May^ in the Year One thoufand five 
hundred and fifteen Years j who was well received in Scotland ^ith all 
the Nobility and Commons thereof thanking God that they had gotten 
one of the Blood-Royal oi Scotland to reign over them, and govern thena 
by Juftice in the King's Minority. To that Effefl the Lords inconti- 
nent convened at Edinburgby and fet. a Parliament, that the Duke of 
Albany might be received as their Protedor and Governor. 

This Parliament was fet in the Month of y^ly^ in the Yegtr of God 
above written, which was holden at Edinburgh by Confeiit of the Qpecn 
and whole Nobility, both Spiritual and Temporal, with Commiilioners ^ 

of Boroughs: And there. Rally, and with EfFed, received and admit- 
ted the Duke oi JSbany their Proteflor, and Governor o^ Scotland ^^ and 
thereto made the Oath of Fidelity to him, to be leiil, true and obedient 
unto the King's Majefty, and his Defence of the Commonweal, and Mi- 
migration of Juftice induring the King's Minority- And likewife the 
Duke of j^any made his Oath unto them, in Prefence of the whole 
Parliament, that he fhould be true to God and to the King, and to 
them, to minifter Juftice equally, both to great and fmall, without Ac- 
ception of Perfons j and to defend their Commonweal and Liberty fb far 
as lay in his Power.

This being done, the whole Loids and Commons were glad at the 
Duke pf Jlbat^*s Prefence, becaufe they had fo long wanted a Head to 
govern them ^thinking that there would be no Strife nor Debate in the 
Country unpunifhed, but they would know to whom to complain, when 
Theft, Reilf and Slaughter were committed in the Country. 

Them Prior \Jobtt Hephutn of Si. Andrews clamb next the Goveic- 
sor, and grew great in the Court, and rememlnred of old Malice and En- 
vy betwixc him and the Bums 5 aad aUb of the fii&op Jndrew BfrmaHi

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and fhew the Duke, who was then Governor, of all the Sfecrets and De- 
merits of the Lord Hume^ and his Father, and his Brother, trom. the 
Field ofSannockhum to the Field ofF/ouJouni ^^ fpecially how the 
Lord Hume and his Father had ufed themfeJves toward the Duke's Fa* 
ther and his Brother in their Baniibment, with all Secrets and Invention 
that he could invent contrary the Lord Hume and his Brother, to caufe 
the Duke of J/l^any look down upon them : And alfo ihewing how 
Bifhop Bfrman had gathered all the Subftance of Scotland into his Hand, 
by his Legateihip J and caufed the Duke to thraw with him, till he 
gave over certain Benefices to the Duke, to give unto his Friends, and 
Ipecially the Biihoprick of Murray^ and Abbaylhip of Scoon \ which he 
gave to his Brother Bifhop Mexamer^ who enjoyed and bruiked the fame 
long Time thereafter j and Abbacy of Mekofs to Bifhop James IBeaton^ 
with many other Benefices, by many others be gave to the Duke to win 
his Favour. 

I N this mean Time the CpverxM>r paft through the Country, to dan- 
ton all Theft, Reiff and Slaughter committed before in the King's young 
Age. But whed he came to ,Kelfo^ Jedhurgb and Mehrofs-^ and there 
heard the GcMSiplaint of (he People, and the Complaints made upon the 
Barl oi Jngus^ the Lord Hume^ and other gre^t Men, who had oppreft 
the Country in Time wheo there was no Juftiqe miniftrate, forlnlack of 
t Head to plaint ta The Governor, hearing *thir great Complaints, 
^tna very fbrrowful in his Heart, fetting his^ whole Intent to renteid the 
iame. Howbeit the great Lords could not be content therewith j yet he 

Sift forward to ^Dumfrtis^ vand to the Town of Jifi and Parts^ of the 
yi-Land^ and heard of the cruel Slaughter betwixt the Lord MimP- 
ffmefjj tlie Lord Kihnawersy and the Lord Semite. And, finally, paft 
to the North of Scotland^ and heaid the Complaints there, in like Man- 
ner ; and fyne came again to Edinhur^by and there advifed with his 
Council, what warbeft tp be done in this Matter, and how he might pu- 
nilh moft quietly thir Injuria done by thir Lords, which he thought 
was overmucb to take in Hand to puniik thrai openly : Bat if he ha4 
been more powerful than he was, - confidering himfelf to be a Strai^^, 
and not knowing the Natuit and Quality of them, and how the Scott^ 
Men cannctt abide to be extremely ufed by Juftice nor Puniihment, nor 
yet can fiifbr their Neighbours to live in Peace and Reft befide them : 
Tberdbre he cancluded with Umfelf, that he would continue the Pur-* 
f«it df Juftice on them, till he thought better Time. • A«d incontinent 
fent to the King t£ Brandy ihewing hin^ the Manner how ScmifihMea 
were aU allied with other ^ fo that every Man took Part with other 
i^gaioft him ; that they thought him but a Stranger, and would not be 
content' that he nfed Joftice ujpon them^ nor he would not attempt the 
fame without that he had SK>re Pbwer : Therefore befeeking his Grace 
tto fupport him with Afen^ Money and Munition, according to his 
Graces Honour, and Welfioe ^ Scotland ^^ who was well content hereof^ 
and fopported accordii^ly to his Deiife, both vith Men, Munition and 
Money ; and fent him three Ships therewith, which landwl at the

Capuin, and his Guard abottt him, and took her Voyage and palt m 
EnSand to London to King JKwy her Brother, where flic was hooou- 
rabfy received, and tenderly treated, and remained there at her Plealurc, 
and got all Things at her Brother King Hary, that flie would defire. But> 
fliort Time after flie came there, flie was delivered of a Daughter, named 
Lady Margareti who remained ftiil there to this Day, well entertained, 
intending to the Crown by her or her Sttcceflion, 

And this done, Queen Margaret returned to Scotland, with her 
Husband the Earl of ^««f, with great SuJ)pUcations from King Hary 
to the Duke of Many, to receive her Husband, the Earl of Ati^, m 
glbod Thanks, and aU Faults by|pne to be remitted. Of the which the 
Duke of Mam, hearing the Rtqueft of King Hary, was very glad, and 
accepted and granted all Things that theQyeen would defire m the King 
jKirvVName } and fpecially for Receipt and Eateruinment of her Huf- 
band ; which the Governor was well content, and took the Earl of ;4»- 
jrus'^ Oath of Fidelity, That he fliould be juft and true unto the King's 
Majefty, and the GovenxMr's Grace inducing the King's Mitaority* 

This being done, die Realm flood in great Tranquillity uid Peace, 
and the Nobles obeyed their Prince, as they ought to do, in all civil 
Matters and honeft ', and thcrethiough the Commonweal flouriflied a long 
While : Till, at the laft, the King i^i^ance fent Letters in Scotland to 
the Puite t£Jlhany, to come and fpeak with him in all goodly Hafle, £» 
fuch A&irs as he had ado at that Time. The Duke iAManf, obedient 
unto Che King of France^ Defire, put the Realm in Order, and left Man- 
^Kos^khibatU Regent in his Place, to his Retoming oot oSBraice ;

About this Time the* ^ing went 'to the Stuutb I^aM to thd AIm^ 
and held Jaftice in Ji^ttf^b^ where Lthere come many Plaints cb; the 
Ktng7 of Rei|f, Slai^hter and Opprefiioo ^ hut little Juflice wa^jifed^. 
Ihh foy the Purie : For them weie miny that \y^e of the Earl ciij^m-s 
Kin, Friei^dsand Servanf % tha( got Jiifbioe by Fivoor.: Qf the wbiGbi 
tbe i^ing was nothing content,' nor none '.o£ the Lave of the Lbrds thait 
^crc about him ^ fer they woujLfl have badcjufiios e^ally/ufed 10 aliiMerk 
without Paitialiiy, :or Bxoeptioni of P^p&iis; Bur^: dotrwithfiandtng^tb^ 
Earl oi Angus and th^ re(ttbf the f£knj^es t\jl^ iiU. which thtfjrllik- 
€d } and no JSifen durft fay the contrary : Whercfoteiihe King was bca^

^ If Hjs Writing waa quietly direfliedy'tod ftnjr byroEie of flier K^njg^s 
own feerer Sevvants, which waa receivied. ^ry thanhfufiy h^tbeJ^aiihlof 
9u6cku^' tnd was very glad thcMof^ \fy be ptiD. ter&cb 1 Charges, and 
FamUiariry with his Prince ; . aifd :itid greiat.I>iiigtebe:fio peaform. thd

But ythen the Lord Hume, Cesfoord, and 'Fernybarfi-, took their

^ucckvs^ <n iSight, and 1ii« Cofflpah^'ii'itb him, .ib an. ariayed.Batftki 
iptendBig €0 hfive fiilfilled the King°^ fidtiiioo VaikL^flmrefbre cai|ieih>iiit* 
ly ferwanl in the Baokr^e ^BeitdsfibUk % tkii£'thc:Batltlf jfor^^ 
and George l^ouglas his Brother, with fundry other of hisiFtii^ilci^-Saer 
ing this Army coming, they marvelled what the Matter nftant ; while, 
at the hSt, they kn«W th^ Laird dfi^k^i^^ ' vurh '^ Mriaixx CknpSiny

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Grace^ or e^e die fir it. The King tarried ftill, as was devifed, and 
Georsf i>ou£las with him, witbfundry other Lords, fuch as. the. Earl 
of Ijennox, and the Lord Erskine^ and fome of the King's own Servants ;. 
but all the Lave paft with the Earl oi Jngus to the Field againft the 
"Lmd di ^ucckugb^ who joyned and countered cruelly, both the faid 
Parties, in the Field of TyorneMtmr, eithiera^inft other, with uncer- 
tain Victory : But, at laft, the Lord ffumei hearing Word of that Matter 
how it flood, returned again to the King in all poffible Hafte j with him 
the Laird of Cesfoordaxd Farniburfi, to the Number of fourfcore Spears, 
and Iftt. OH frefljly .on the Lap and Wing of the Lzitd ^f Succ/et^b's 
Field, and fliortly bure them backward to the Ground ; which caufed 
theL'iiiidoduCcki^b and the reft of his Friends to go back and flee j 
whdm they followed and chafed, efpecially the Laird of Farhiburfi and 
Cfcf/6ori followed fo furioufly, while, at the Foot of a Path, the Laird of 
Osfoord was flain by the Stroke t)f a Spear, by anE/iar, who was then 
Servant to the Laird of Succleugb : But when the Laird ofCesfmd 
was flain, the Chafe ceafed. But the Earl <rf Jagus returned again with 
great IMbrrinefs and Vidory, ai)d thanked God that he ikved him from 
that Chance. And pafl with the King to Meirtfs, where they remained 
all that Night i while, on the Morn, they paft to Edinburgh with the 
King, who was very fad and dolorous of the Slaughter of the Laird of 
Cesfoord-i and many other Gentlemen and Yeomen flain by the Laird of 
lUiaiibffi!', • containing, the Nuinber of fourfcore and fourteen, which 
didd iiil)e&nce of the King, and at the Command of his Writing. Hpw- 
beit, it /was not knowa to every Man, which caufed the King to be fo 
heavily fad and dolotbua ; thinking thai, on no Ways, he could be quit 
of thi Earl of Jngtm^oii his Priends^: Therefcwe he caft his Ipgyne to 
feek Remedy hereunto ; and fent for BKhop James Seatfiuto have his 
Couhfel how be might be heft quit of the Earl of Jiigus, aqd the reft of 
his Kin and Friendsi

This Bifliop, beiiig a wife Man, gave the. King Coonfel to fend for 
iheEarl ofLennoXy to tfee his Mind thereunto, becaufe he was neareft 
of Kin to the King, and of his Sirname : Therefore he was the meetel^ 
and habildft of any Man for to deliver the King unto his Liberty.

The King, hearing of thir Words, fent for the Earl of Lettaox, and 
fpake with him, and gave him his Commiflion to raife his Lieges as he 
pleafed ; to that EfiEed, that ht fliould come to Edinburgb, with all the 
Power that be mig^ be, and to take the King out of the ^Dimglaffes 
Hands by Forcel 

The. Earl of Lennox, hearing this Charge and Commiflion of the 
King, was 4vell cog&voi : And, to that Effirfi, gathered all that he might 
be, in Fiji', Attffts, Stratberny ^irU^-fhixty and all the whole fye^ 
Land, and cftme to Stirhng with the Number of ten thouiand Men; 
where Bifliop James Beaton met him, with all the Gentlemen in Fife^ 
and there accompanied with him to the EffiA forefiud j and alfo the Ma- 
tter oSKihnawers came to him out of the Wi^-, Kyky CariU 9xA.Qh 
ningjbam^ which were ia, Nuabei twp thouuud Men, and took his 
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Vanguard in Hand, to come fi^rward to the Town 0^ Edinhurgb : But 
the Earl oi Angus ^ knowing this Nobleman the Earl oi Lennox gather- 
ing againft him, with Bilhop James Seaton\ and the Matter of Kil^ 
wawers y and hearing that they were fo great, of Number, knew well it 
was not without the King's Advice { whereat he was greatly aftonifhed : 
Yet, notwitbftanding, he took fuch Courage and Hardiment, that he 
knew well there was no Remedy, but either to do or die ; and fent in- 
continent to all his Friends, and in fpecial to the Lord Hume and Far^ 
nibef^fij ^nd the Laird ofCesfotfrJ.^ Alio he fent to the Lord Hamilton^ 
ihewing falm the Earl of Lenmtc was coming with an Army to take the 
King from him ; bfefeeking him that he would concur with him, and 
fupport him in chat Caufe, which was for his own WelJ, fayiilg, ^bat 
if the Earl'tf Lennox, wercame bith^ tbat the next ^ay be would do 
fiklike with him : therefore it w^re heji to debate with both their 
Towers and Stjrengtbs inli^me. Of this Defire'Che Lord Hamilton was 
well content, afid promifed to jmfeet the Earl of .i^i^, with all his Kin 

and Friends, at Litbgow* * . ^

But, on the Morn' after bend, the Earl oi Lennox came out of Stir^ 
Ung with three great Hofis^ marching forward to Edinburgh to fet for* 
ward his Purpoie and Intent, which be had taken in Hand at the King's 
Command. Incontineix the Earl of Angus was adyer tifed of their Com-^ 
ing, and £hew the King the Manner how it ftood, deiiring his Grace to 
make Proclamations, bdth in Ijeitb and Edinburgh^ that all Mannet of 
Man, Hbetwixt fixty and fifteen, flie^ld rife incontinent, and follow the 
Kii%9 and debate his Grace. 

1^ H B King, hearing thir Words of the Earl of Angus^ and knowing 
how the Matter fbod, gave but little Anfwer to the Earl of Angus. The 
Earl, feeing that the King was flow in the Matter, wift well there was 
nothing but either to do or die : And therefore made him manfully td 
the Fields i and caufed his Friend Archibald Douglas^ ProvoftofS- 
dinhurgby to ring the common Bell, and put the Town in Order, and 
commanded them to rife and come with the King in all Hafte, to de- 
fend him againft his Enemies ^ and left his Brother with the King, to 
caufe him rife and to come forward for to fupport him^ for he would pafs 
forward incontinent to meet the Lord Hamilton^ who was above Litb^ 
ow in Readinefs, with the Number of two thoufand Men ; and the 
iztl' of Angus paft forward himfelf, with the Humes and Kers^ which 
were in Number two thoufand.

By this the Word came to the To^ti of Edinburgh^ That the Eail 
of Lennox "w^^ within a Mile of Litbgow^ with three great Hofts, to the 
Number of twelve thoufand Men, well fiirniihed with Artillery, and 
was purpofed to come to Edinburgh^ if he were not Itept. Then George 
^ouglasy hearing this, defired the King to rife and pafs forward, and 
help ms Brother, to fupport him againft his Enemies, ihewing him how 
nearhand they were. But the King's Grace took little Thought of the 
: Matter, and was flow in his Out-redding. But, at laft, the Poft came 
fi:om the Earl of Angus^ fiiewing the King, that both the Armies were 
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in ^ght of Other, and were purpofed to fight : Therefor* prayed the 
King s Grace to come forward, with the Town oi Edinburgh ^ to refcue 
the Earl of Angus-^ or clfe he would be loft, by reafon of the Number of 
the other Party.

Then the King caufed blow his Trumpets, and lap on Horfe, and 
gart ring the common Bell oi Edinhurgb-, commanding all Manner of 
Man to follow him. So he ruftied out of the Wefi'Tm^ and all the 
Town oiBdinhur^ and Leitb with him, to the Number of three thou- 
fand Men, and rode forward ; but, ere they came to Corfiorpbiny they 
heard the Artillery flioot on both Sides, like as it ha4 b«:n Thunder. 
Then George T>mglas cried on the King, befeeking his Graee^ for .God*s 
Sake, to ride iafler^ that he might refcue and help his Brdcher« 

B Y this the Fofi: came, and Ihew the King, that both the. Fields 
were joyned, and fouehten furiQufly with, others, on the WtftSi^t of 
Litbgaw-^ two Miles mji the Town ; and that the Earl of Jtigtit tod 
the Earl of Gkncoirn wqre yoked together j and the Lord Hamiltons 
Force and the Earl oi Lennox were ypked ihJike Ma«>pei:,» and/bpth 
fighting furioufly. Then the King rode fafi to. fee the Maimer : Bu^ 
incontinent there met him a Ppft,. ftewipg.lijUtt, that tbr Eajl of ii?«- 
mx-Msxx were fled iiopix hifxx ) and he belieysd.that he.hadtintthe Fieldv

5 u T then the King was very fqiry, ap4 wka; On. all Ms S&rvaiit%.an4 
jdl that would do fefhun, to.^M^. cq :the Field; and fidnch SteiigfaC€^> 
and, in fpecial, to iave the Earl of iL«Kwm|.if.fa):€C^llrit|^iebend.lw& 
alive. With this the King's Servants, and fundry Gentlemen, pa^, at 
the Kings Command, -nrith Andrew, W0q4 of Z<(^9> *w^icb '"was piie of 
tl^e King's ^miliar Servants, an4 Ciaryer to. him, at cH«t:;Time') and 
luifted their Hqrfe, as /aft as they might bear them, to the Field,, to. keep 
the King's Conunand, to iave all 6om Slaughter ; and, in ipictal,:th? 
Earl oiLemox, whom they ibund lying flain»: in the D^d-Throwjcrttr 
elly, by Sir James Hambon^ that Tyrant^ after that he was cak^ i9 
the Field by the Laird oiTatdovan-, and his Weapons taked fixun him.: 
In this mean Time, Sir James HamihWy that cruel Murderer, garc 
ihut him from the Tajiers, and flew him without Mercy ;andTo did. h^ 
all that he might overtake that Day in the Field. There werie many 
marked that Day with this Murderer j fome in th? Chafiis with his 
Sword, and fome otherwife. 

B u T we will return to Sir Andrew Wood^ and the King's Servantsf, 
who rode fwiftly through the Fields, to iaye all Friends that they might 
keep on Life j and, at laft, they found the BaxI. of Gkncoirn fiiil 6g^ 
ting, and not thirty Men left of all his Asjpy on Life, usflainy. and fled 
from him : But yet he was in fuch a Strength, that his Enemies ndight 
nowife war hini, fo long as be had any Mea left on Life to defend hind. 
But immediately Sir Andrew Woody the Kiog s Servant, took him and 
fayed him, atid brougjit him avay, and convoyed him to a quiet Place, 
where neither Che %>f^ldjffs not the timHtons might |;et him to do 
him Skaith. 

This 
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This :heing donfe, the Kiog'9 SiSrvams caine through the Field, and 
faw the Lord: Hamibon flanging mourning befide the £arl of LenmXj 
faying^ l^be wiftfl Man-, the fimtefi'Man^ the hardiefi Man^ that ever 
was horn /^Scotland, was /lain that T>ay ; and his Cloke of Scarlet, 
caft upon him, and gart Watch-Men ftand about him, till the King's 
Servants cAnjc arid buridd him^ This Matter beijug; ended, and many 
flain and taken on both the Sides ; and,, in fpecial> the.E^rl ofLenmXy 
with many Gentlemen of the TPefi Land with him ; nhd Hkewife the £arl 
of Glencairn tyil wounded to the Dead, and many of his Friends and 
Servants ilain: , ;and alfq Home Gemlemea of fife both takra and ilain. 
This cruel unhappy Field <»ras ftrnck^n in the Year of God One thou- 
fand five hundred and twenty fix Yeat^^; and in the Month oi Septe^mher. 


T^E:N til? :Ea?l of J/^/gWJT. returned. to the King with Glorc; and Vi- 
Sanjy IfeU cdtwn ended of aU Men for the Chance and Vidory that fell 
uotoikiov , Then tMKingi with the Earl ^ An^uSy the hbrd Hamil'^ 
fotty ^ith th? Bumes ^ad Kers-^ went .all tlllat Night to lAtbgrn-i and 
remained tber^ in grcaf Me^rinels : Biit> the King was Very fad ^nd do-^ 
lorous fer the Tiniel of hi» E^me th^ :£arl of Letmetc^ and. mat>y other 
Gentleman with him, vi^ho periihed by the King's Occafion : For they 
enterprifed- the Matter it the King's <^0mm^n4 And, further, the King 
vi» vety aftaid,. and <Jcfpjiired of Jus i>wh Life j beoaufe he knew well 
fehe Earl of Angus upderftood that he^ garrt enterpriXe fuch ASkl^ againft 
l^tai ; and nothing {Arofp^red well ^ith the King againft. the &id Earl : 
Thcrefoce he' Was afraid thqy vgould put Hand in hiJown Body, coAfi- 
deringall Things fogceeded fo Ttellwith faiiu : But yet I can never find, 
That ever, the Earl of Anj^us^ or the ^fniglaffesy or iione of the T}imn 
MfeSy feiled to the Kii^ in any Part, though they were covetous, gree- 
dy^ a^dOpprelTors.of their Neighbours; yet they were ever true, kind, 
and feiviceabie to the King in all his A&irs i and ofttiines offered their 
Bodies in Jeopardy fcr his Sake.

. This beipg done? the King returned to EtditAurgh vtrj fad and 
{brrpwful, that he, on iv>.Wayd, jcotdd come to his Purpofe ; hut yet he 
remained .quiet within himfeif. And the l^ouglajfes took over high* upon 
them 9 wherefore they began to puniih all them that came againftthem 
irith: the Earl oi Lennox y and ipccially^ they fleed Bifcop J^w^j 2^/i- 
tM fo, Jthttir he fiole Away, and aurfl not a long Time be feen ; and £> 
^vk Margaret Qs^ttacS Scalaady and gaid vagabond a long While dif- 
guifed, lor Fear of the 2>M{^/^J; 

' T il B N jthe T^Ofiglaffes had the King to Efe^ iiid paft their Time a 
While ift &. Andrews ; but they could m)t find the Bilhop, for he was 
keeping Sheep in Hcgriomew^ with 8hepherd!s Clothes upon him, like 
as he lud been a Shepherd faimfelf. / By this Way he efcaped their Fury 
a While ,: But George Tkmg/as was very wife, aiid knew thb Bifhop of 
St. A/tdfiews to be a gseat Maxt, and iiad mady Cafualties of Tacks, and 
Tithes to be gotten at his Hand : Therefore, within a little While, be 
agreed the faid Bifhop and his Brother, for certain Tithes and Tacks 
thatthe Biihop gaye him, with other Commodities that he got at the 
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Bifliop's Hand, which needs not to be rehearfed at this Time : But al- 
ways he was reftored to the Court and their Favours again ; and fo was 
the Queen's Grace a little thereafter, thai no Man puriued her, but luic 
her take her own Pkafurc, becSaufe ihe was the King's Mother. 

At this Time the T^twglaffes pat fore at the Lord Undefay^ and 
thought to have fore&ulted him : But he gave largely of his Lands to 
the Courtiers, to cfeape that Envy for the prefent Time, thinking that 
Court would not laft long. Further, Bifliop James ^Beaton called the 
Doitglajfes and the King to the Pafch in St. Andrews^ and there made 
them great Chear and Merrinefs, and gave them great Gifts of Gold and 
Silver, 'with fair Hackneys, and other Gifts erf" Tacks and Steedings that 
they would defire of him, that he might pacify their Wiraths therewith, 
and obtain their Favours. So the King tarried there a While quiet, and 
ufed Hawking and Hunting upon the Water of Edin ; till, at the laft, 
the Earl oi Avgus wearied in JR/J ; and therefore he asked Leave of the 
King to pafs to Lothian to Tee his Bulinefs ^ and left with the King ^-. 
cbihald his Father's Brother, and George his own Brother, and James 
Douglas of ^ofkbead^ who was Captain to a Guard of Meia that wa» 
about. the King. But, within two Days, Jrchihald l^ouglas Trtziilxtv 
asked Leave of the King to pafs to Tiundee^ and do his Bufinefs there 
for one Day or two, ( Some fay he had a Gentlewoman there whom he rode 
to vifit ) and,, in like Manner, George Douglas rode Eaft to St. Aur 
^tr&uM to the Bifhop, to get his Tack performed and ended at his Hands, 
as he had promifed him before ^ and left with the King's Grace James 
Douglas of ^arkbead^ with a hundred Gentlemen with him, to wait 
upon the King wherever he paft. But when George Douglas came to St. 
Andrews^ and remained there meikle of the Day in dreiling of his Bu* 
finefs, in the mean Time the King paft to the Park of Falkland^ there , 
to have hounded a Deer, and thought in his own Mind, the Time was 
convenient for him to make himfelf free at Liberty, confidering the Earl^ 
and George ' and Arcbihald were all abfent at that Time out of bis 
Company : Therefore he unbethought him of a crafty Mean, to jeo- 
pard himfelf in this Manner, as after follows : T^at is to fay^ He 
called upon the Laird of Faimy^ who was Fofter of the fame Wood, 
and Chamberlain oiRfe at that Time, and caufed him to gar warn all the 
whole Tenants of the King's Lands, and Gentlemen thereabout that had 
fpeedieft Dogs, that they woujd come to Falkland-Wood on the Morn^ 
to meet him at feven Hours i for he was determinate that he would flay 
a fat Buck or two for his Pleafure ; and, to that Effefl, gart warn the 
Cooks and Stewards to make his Supper ready, that he might go to his 
Bed the fooner, and have his Disjoin ready by four Hours j and com- 
manded James Douglas of Tarkbead to pafs the fooner to his Bed, and 
caufed to bring his Collation, and drank to James Douglas^ faying to 
him. That be jhould bave good Hmting the Morn $ and bade him be 
timeous ; and fyne the King went to his Bed. Thcfn Jam^s Douglas^ 
feeing the King in his Bed, wint that all had been ficker enough, and 
pa{l in like Manner to his Bed. 
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W H E N. the Watch was fet^ and all Things in Qyietnefs^ the King 
called on a Yeojdian of the Stable, and deiired one of his Abuihiements, 
Hofe, Cloke, Coat and Bonnet, and put upon him, and flipt forth as 
a Yeoman of the Stable ; and was uuperceived of the Watches till he had 
pail to the Stable, and caufed faddle a.Horfe for himfelf, andoneled, 
and took two Servants with him, to wit^ Jockie Hart a Yeoman of the 
Stable, with another fecret Chamber-Boy, and lap on Horfe, and fpur- 
red haftily his Journey to Stirling-, and wan there by the Breaking of 
Day over the Bridge, and fyne gart fleik it behind him, that no Man 
ihould win that Pafiage but Licence. Syne paft to the Caille, and was 
received there by the Captain, who was very glad of his Coming, and 
^prepared the Caftle with all needful Things for his Coming. Syne garc 
ileik the Gates, and drew down the Fortcullies, and put the King, in 
his Bed to fleep, becaufe he had ridden all that Night. 

We will let him ileep in his Bed, and return to George T^ottglas-^ 
who came to Falkland at eleven Hours at Even, who required at the 
J^orters what the King was doing. They anfwered and faid, That the 
King was Jleeping in bii Sed in the fecret Chamber ; and fo faid the 
Watch-Men of the Guard that watched him ; and George^ hearing this, 
paft to his Chamber to his Bed ; till, on the Morn, that the Sun was up. 
Syne came the Baily of Mernethy-i to wit, ^eter Carmicbael-^ and 
knocked at George^ Chamber-Door, and wakened him, and fpeired 
where the King was. Gfor^e anfwered and faid. He is in bis CharH^ 
her Jleeping. The Bailie faid, iVb, he is paft the bridge ef Stirling. 
Then George got up haftily, and put on his Clothes, and went to the 
Guird, and to the Porters, and fpeired for the King. They anfwered 
and faid, He was in his Chamber in his "Bed. Then George went to 
his Chamber and Icnocked ^ but none would anfwer him y for the Door 
was locked, which he dang up, and foundt no Man therein. Then he cried, 
J5^, Treafimy the Kit^ was gone ^ they knew not where. Some faid, he 
\iraS paft to Sambrigh to a Gentlewoman. Another faid, he was ridden 
to Stirling. Then George lap on Horfe to ride to Bambrigh : But, 
within two Miles, he met the Earl ^Rothes^ and fhew him that the 
King was not there. 

, Then they paft to Falkland zgdLin^ and took Confultation what was 
beft to be done y and fent a hafty Poft to the Earl of Jngusy to advertife 
and ihew him the Matter, and how it ftxx)d. By this Jrchibald.^ou- 

las came out of Dundee i and then they foregathered all together, ffiz. 

he Earl, George and Jrchibaldy and rode all together to StirRng to 
the King. But^ when the King got Word of their Coming, be fent a 
Herauld of Arms to the Markpt-Crofs, and there, by Sound of Trum- 
pet, commanded the Earl of Jngusy George Douglas^ Archibald T>Ofh 
glas Treafurer, with all the reft of their Kin, Friends and Allies, that 
none of them ihould come near the King, within the Space of iix Miles, 
under the Fain of Treafon. 

This .Proclamation being made, the Earl oi Jngiu and hisjFnends, 
getting Advertifement thereof, laid their Heads together, and confulted 
.what was beft to be done concerning that ProclamatipQ. Some faid, ic 
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was beft to pafs forward : But the Earl and George concluded, That . 
they would obey the King, and his Proclamations ^ and returned again 
and paft backward to Liitbg&w^ and remained a Day or two, till they 
got Word from the King, who was, at that Time, right bufy fending 
for his Lords to have their Counfcl : Iv wit^ He fent for the Earl of 
Hunt ley '^ the Earl of Argyle^ the Earl of Atbole-^ the Earl of Gkncairny 
the Earls of Menteitb and Rothes^ the Lord Graham^ the Lord Livings 
fidn^ the Lord Ijindefay-^ the Lord Sinclair'^ the Lord Rutbi^en^ the 
Lord ^rummond^ the Lord J^endak^ the Lord Maxwelj the Lord 
SewpUy the Earl ofEgUntmn^ with Bilhop James Beaton '^ and conve- 
ned the faid Lords at Stirling to a Council, the fecond Day dijuly^ in 
the Year One thoufand five hundred and twenty feven Years. And ther^ 
the King ihew to them his Mind with great Lamentations : Shewing 
to them, how he was holden in Subjedion, thir Years bygone, by the 
Earl of Angus and bis Kin and Friends, who oppreffed the whole Coun- 
try, and fpoiled it under the Pretence of Juftice and his Authority ; and 
had llain many of his Lieges, Kinfmen and Friends, becaufe they would 
have had it mended at their Hands, and put him at Liberty, as he ought 
to have been, at the Counfel of his whole Lords, and not have been fub- 
jeded or correfted with no particular Men, by the reft of his Nobles : 
^^erefare ( faid he ) I dejire^ my Lords^ that I may he fatisfied of the 
faid Ear l-^ bis Kin and Friends: For lat'ow^ tbat Scothnd Jhall nop 
bold us hotb^ wbik I he revenged on bim and bis. 

The Lords, hearing the King's Complaint and. Lamentation, and 
alfo the great Rage, Fury and Malice that he bure toward the Earl of 
Angus^ his Kin and Friends, they concluded all, and thought li beA, 
That he fhould be fummoned to underly the Law ; if he fand not Cau- 
tion to enter, nor yet compear himfelf, that he fhould be put to the 
Horn, with all his Kin and Friends, fo many as were contained in the 
Letters. And further, the Lords ordained, by Advice of his Majefly, 
that his Brother and Friends Ihould be fummoned jo find Caution to un- 
derly the Law within a certain Day, or elfe to be put to the Horn. But 
the Earl compeared not, nor none for him j and fo was put to the Horii, 
with all his Kin and Friends : So many as were contained in the Sum- 
mons, that compeared not, were banifhed, and holden Traitors to the 
King. 

S o we may fee, that all Courts on Earth are not conflant, but changfr- 
able i and no Court confhnt but the Court of Heaven, wherein is ijo Va- 
riance : For this Man, the Earl oif Angus^ having the King and Court 
at his Bleafure, thought he could never be feparated from his Grace, by 
no Means, Power nor Ingyne j yet, when he was ffamding in his high- 
eft Degree, and thinking himfelf in Tranquillity with his Prince, dread- 
ing no Trouble or Cumber to come hereafter ; becaufe be had debated 
fo many Troubles before in his Defence, and had foughten fo cruelly be- 
fore, and made fuch Slaughter to defend his own Right and Authority 
with the King) in Times bygone \ thinking then there was no Man to 
purfue him. (For he had win the Upper-Hand upon all them that inten- 
ded to ad him <^ from the Court, or Guidmg ) But when the mighty 
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Godj that hath Power above all earthly Men, feeing the proppit Time 
of this Man's Felicity in Court, that it was near fpent, caufed the Court 
change, by the Expe(9ation of Man, without Caufe offered to the King^ 
to caufe banift and forefault this Man, as I have Ihewn to you : There- 
fore let every Man, that dcfires to be had in Court with the King op 
Queen, to reign in Authority above his Neighbours, take Example of 
this Man, in the hafty Change that came of him, by any Man's Expe^a- 
rion : Therefore, I fay, let Courtiers firft ferve God, and fyne their- 
Prince ; and do to their Neighbours and Brether as they would be done 
withal ; alid then they fliall obtain Favour 8ind Mercy, and come to 
his Court which reigns in Glory and Felicity, World without End* 

Jmen. 

No w'we Will return to our Hiftory. The Earl ol Angus ^ his Kin 
and Friends, being at the Horn, in this Manner as we have ihown of, 
the King gart make Proclamations through all his Realm,, to all and 
fundry his Lieges, with Certification, who received this Earl or his 
Friehds, whatfomever they were, they fhould be holden as Traitors to 
the Crown, and Partakers of that Crime that the faid Earl and his 
Friends were convifled of. 
* •' ■ 

FtfRTHER, the King made Proclamations to Fife^ Angus^ Strath* 
eritj Stirling'ihivty LotbiaTt^ Merfe-^ and Teviotdale^ to compear at £- 
dinhwrgh the tenth Day fAT}ecemher^ in the Year One thoufand five 
hundred and twenty feven Years, with forty Days Viftual, to pafs with 
him to T^antattoun to fiege the fame : And, to that Efied, gait fend 
to the Caftle of^kmhar to Captain Mtfrice^ to borrow fome Artillery^ 
and laid great Pledges for the fame, becaufe the Caflle was then in the 
Duke oiJWanys Hand, atfd the Artillery thereof his own : But it was 
ever at the King^s Pleafure, when he had ought ado, and that by the 
Command of the faid Duke of Albany : But yet, for reftoring and deli- 
vering of the fame, and obferviijg of a good Order, caufed three Lords 
to pafs in Pledge for the faid Artillery, till it were delivered again, and 
received the fame, in Manner as after follows : T'hat is to fay ^ Two great 
Canons thro wn-mouthed, Mow and her Marrow, with two great fiot cards, 
and two Moyans, two Double-Falcons, and four Quartcr-Falcbns, with 
their Powder and BfiUets, and Gunners for to ufe them conform to the 
King's Pleafure. Syne paft forward to Tantalhm'^ and ficged the fame the 
Spice of twenty Days j but they came no Spce^ : Whether the CafUe was 
fo ftrong, or the Gunners corrupted by the Earl of Angus^s Moyen, I 
cannot tell, ^ut the King left it, and was conftrained to depart Home to 
l&dinhurgb^ \^ithout any Succefs of Viftory, or any Hope of Winning the 
faid Caftle j and had both many Men and rlorfe flain at the Purfuit of the 
faid Caftle ; and, at his Returning, had a noble Captain of War ilain, cal- 
led ^avid Talcmer-^ who was murdered cruelly by the Hands of Arcbi^ 
hald iionglas^ umquhile Treafurer, and Father-Brother to the faid Earl ; 
at whofe Slaughter the King was heavily difpleafed, and lamented the 
fame greatly, cafting all his Ingyne that he might, by his Counfel, to 
obtain the Caftle of T^antaltoun^ knowing well, if he had the Caftle, 
there would be no Refiige to the Earl, nor his Friends, in that Country 1 
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Therefore he caufed fundry Lords and Gentlemen to make Moyen with 
the fiadd Captain, called Simeon Tannangp^ promifing to him great Gifts 
and Rewards, both of Lands and Geir, with the King's fpecial Favour, 
and Remit of all Things bypafl to the faid Captain, his Brother, Friends 
and Servant; whom he deured, except the Douglajfes. 

O F thir Offers the Captain took to be advifed till a certain Day, and 
fyne promifed to give the King an Anfwer, conform to his Majefty's De- 
fire : And, in the mean Time, the ikid Captain fent to the Earl, Ar- 
ebihaid^tid George^ to wit what was their Minds, fliewing that he was 
evil vidualled, and wanted Artillery, Powder and Bullets ; and there- 
fore deiired the faid Earl and his Friends to furnilh him thereof withia 
a certain Day, or otherwife it were Force to him to render the forefaid 
Caflle to the King, or others in his Name that purfued it. 

The Earl, hearing this Meflage, was nowife content thereof, tRC9ufe 
he knew well he could nowiie fupport him, neither with Artillery^ flBVdar 
nor Bullets, becaufe he had none at that Time, nor could provide tione 
haflily ; nor yet could he furnilh them with Visuals, neither by Sea nor 
Land, becaufe the King had Watches on them i that is to fay^ Ships 
on the Sea, and Gentlemen on the Land, ever watching, that no Fur- 
niibing £hould come to the laid Caftle. 'The Captain waiting for an 
Anfwer of his Mafter the Earl, and feeing no Support to come to him 
by the faid Earl and his Friends, appointed with the King, and ren- 
dred the faid CafUe to him, on thir Conditions, as after follows : TLbot 
is to fay^ That the King ihould remit the faid Captain all Offences 
done by him to his Majefly, orotherways contrary the Conunonweal y and 
ihall give a free Remiffion thereof to him and his Friends and Servants i 
and ihall grant to him all Bag and Baggage 5 and the King ihall have the 
faid Caftle, with Artillery and Weapons ufed in Defence of the iai4 
Place i but all other Furniihings, as Gold, Silver, Clothing and Abuil* 
ziements and Visuals, ihall be the faid Captain's, to difpone at his 
Fleafure. 

O F this Appointment the King and the Council were veiy well con- 
tent, and received the faid .Caftle of TanfaUmn &<m Simefm the Cap- 
tain, and rewarded him according to the King's Fkomife. Shortly after 
the King gart garnifh it with Men of War and Artillery ; and put in a 
new Captain, to wit, OUoer Sinclair ; and caufed Mafons come and 
ranforce the Walls, which were left wafte before, as Trances and Thp- 
xow-Paflages 'y and made all mafly Work, to the E£kA, that it ihould 
be more able in Time coming, to any Enemies that would come to pur- 
fue it. Syne gart make Proclamations through all the Realm, That no 
Man ihould foner, £iyour nor fuilain no Tkuglajfes within their Bounds j 
and thereslfter gart bring in their Rents, Mails and Duties, to the King's 
own Ufe, to the Eff^A that they Ihould be, poor, and' have no Strength 
in Time coming. 

The Hot^laffes feeing this, that they, on no Wajrs, could obtain 
the King^s Favour in Scotland^ they confulted among themfelyes to pafs 
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to Mngland J where they were received thankfully with King Hary VIII. 
who luflainal them very hoiiQurabJy a long While. 

This being done^ the King hearing tell of their Abfence, gart fet 
a Parliament at JEdinhurgbj the twenty eighth Day of Marcb-^ One 
thoufand fi^e hundred and twenty eight Years ; and there, in Prefence 
of the King and three, EUates, the faid Earl oi Angus ^ his Kin and^ 
Friends^ were finikulted, and their Lands annexed to the Crown. And 
this Fctt-fiiultry and Procefs led, as I have ihewn you, the King pad to 
SHrUng^ and there remained a Space, and changed many of his Officers, 
that is to fay ^ The Treafurer, Comptroller, Secretary, Mr, Houihold^ 
and many other Officers which pleafed him to renew, and placed others 
in their Places, that he thought more expedient. 

Stke after, made a Comcntion zt Edinhurgby with all his Whold 
Lords- and Barons, to confult how he might iknch all Theft and Rev^ 
ing within his Realm, and caufe the Commons to live in Peace, which 
long. Time had been perturbed before, for Fault of good Guiding of an 
old King. To this £fle<9, the King made Proclamations to all Lords, 
Barons, Gentlemen, Land ward-Men, and Freeholders^ that they ihould 
compear at IKdinhurgby with a Month's ViSual, to pafs with the King 
where he pleafed^ to danton the Thieves oH^emotdak^ Anandak^ Lid^ 
difdaky and other Parts of that Country : And alfo warned ^11 Gentle-* 
men that had good Dogs, to bring them, that he might hunt in the faid 
Country, as he pleafed i the whilk, the Earl of Argyle-, the Earl of Hunt"- 
ley^ the Earl £& Atbok^ and fo ail the reft of the Gentlemen of the Higb- 
Lumdi did) and brought their Hounds with them in like Manner, to hunt 
with the King, as he pleafed. 

The fecond Day of Jme the King paft but of Edinhurgb fo the 
Himting, with many of the Nobles and Gentlemen of Scot/and with him, 
to the Number of twelve thoufand Men j and then paft to Meggitlandf 
and hounded and hawked all the Country and Bounds ^ tbat is to fay^ 
Crammaty Vappert-Law-^ St. Marylaws^ Carlamrick^ Chapel^ Ewin- 
dooresy and Longhope* I heard fay, he flew, in thefe Bounds, eighteeq' 
fcore of Harts ^ * - 

After, this Hunting he hanged Jobn Annftrong Laird of Kij- 
inocly^ and his (Complices, to the Number of thirty nx Perfons : For 
the which many SkottifihM^n heavily lamented ; for he was the moft re- 
:doubted Chifrain that had been, for a long Time, on the Borders, ei- 
ther of Scotland or England. He rode ever wit h^ twenty four able Gen- 
tlemen, well horfed ; yet he never molefted any Scottiflj-M^n. But it is 
laid. That, from the Borders to Newcaftle^ every Man, of whatfomever 
Eftaute^ paid him Tribute to be free of his Trouble. He came before the 
King, with his forefaid Number richly apparelled, truftii^ that, in re- 
fped of his free Offer of his Perfon, he ihould obtain the King's Favour. 
But the King, feeing him and his Men fo gorgeous in their Apparel^ 
with fo many brave Men under a Tyrant^s Commandment, frowardly 
turning him about, he bade take the Tyrant out of his ^ight, faying, 
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What wants tbatKna^ve^ that a King Jbwld have ? But John Jrm^ 
Jirong made great Offers to the King, That be fljoujid {liflain bimfelf 
with forty Gentelmen, ever ready at his Service, on their own Coft, with- 
out wronging any Scottijh-Mzn. Secondly. That ther« was not a Subje<3: 
in England^ Duke, Earl, or Baron, but, within a certain Day, he 
ihould bring him (o his Majeiiy, either quic^ or dead. At length, he 
feeing no Hope of Favour, faid, very proudly, B is tMy to. feek Grace 
at agracekjs Face ; ^ut^ ( faid he ) bad I known tbis^ IJhotJd bave 
iwed m ibe 'Bmrders^ in T>ifpite of Kit^t Hary and jnw* hotb ; for I 
know King Hary would down-weigb mybeft Horfe mtb Gold^ to hum 
tbat I were condemned to die tbisTDay. • 

This being done, the King returned to Ediniurgb the twenty 
eighth Day of yuly^ One thoufand five hundred and twenty eight Years j 
^d thereafter remained io the CaiUe m^ti^ of the Winter. Syne, the 
next Summer, paft to the SSgb-Land to hunt io Jtboley and took with 
him his Mother Margaret Qiieen oi Scotland^' and an Ambaflador of thft 
Pope's, who was in Scotland for the Time The Earl of Albok^ hear- 
ing of t;he King's Coming, made grwt Provifioo far him in all Thidga 
pertaining to a Prince, tfc^ hq was as wcU ferved and eafed, with :aU 
Things peceffaty to his Eftate, as he had been in his t>wn Palace of JE-* 
dinburgb. For, I heard fay, this noble Earl gart make a curious Palace 
to the King, to his Mother, apd to the Ambitllador ; where the^^ wera 
fo honourably eafed and lodged as they had h^xio^ isiEo^and, France^ 
Baly-i or Spain'^ concerning th« Time, and «^||iiv4<0^^^ ^^^ P^untii&g 
and Paftime; which was build«d i» th« Midft of i j«k Mfedow, a &iE 
Palace of green Timber, wind with green Birks, that were green both 
under and above, which was faihioned in four Quarters, and in ercry 
Quarter and Nuke thereof a great Round, as it baa been a Block-Houfe, 
which was lofted and geiiUdl the Space of three Houfe f&^ht ; the Floors 
laid with green Scharets and Spreats, Med warts and Flowers, that noM^a 
knew whereon ht j^id, but aa he had b^po in a Garden. Further, dber^ 
were two great Rounds in ilk Side of the Gate, and a great Portculleis of 
Tree, falling down with the Manner of a Barrace, with a Draw-Bridge, and 
a great Stank of Water of fbcteen Foot deep, and thirty Foot of Breadths 
And alfo this Palace within was hung with line 'Tapeftry and Arraflea 
of Silk, and lighted with fine Glafs- Windows in all Airths ; that this 
Palace was as pleafantly decored, with all Neceflaries pertaining to a 
Prince, as it had been hia own Palace-Royal at Home. Further, tbi$ 
Earl gart make fuch Proviiion for the King, and his Mother, and the 
Ambaffador, that they had all Manner of Mtiits, Drinks axKl Delical:€s 
that weiTe to be gotten, at that Time, in all Scotland^ either in Burgh 
or Land : l)jat is to fay^ All Kiad of Drink, as. Ale, Beer, Wine, 
both White, and Claret, Malvafy, Muskadel, Hippocras and Aquavitat 
Further, there was of Meats,' Wheat-Bread, Main-Bread and Ginge- 
Bread.i with Fleftes, Beef, Mutton, Lamb, Veal, Venifon, Goofe, 
Grice, Capon, Coney, Cran, Swan, Partridge, Plover, Duck, Drake, 
BrijQTel-Cock and Pawnies, Black-Cock and Muir^FowI, Capercailies : 
And alfo the Stanks, that were round about the Palace, wiere fiill of all 
delicate Filhcs, as, Salmonds, Trouts, Pearchea, Pikes, Eels, and all 
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Other Kind of delicate Fiflies that coujd be gotten in frcfh Waters ; and 
all ready for the Banquet. Syne vcre there' proper Stewards^ cunning 
Baxters, excellent Cooks and Potingars, with Confeaions and Druggs 
for their Deferts j and the Halls and Chambers were prepared with coft- 
ly Bedding, Veffel and Napry according for a King ; fo that he wanted 
none of his Orders rnwe than he had been at Home in his own Palace. 
The King remained in this Wildemefs, at the Hunting, the Space of 
three Days and three Nights, and his Company, gs I have fliown. I 
heard Men fay, it coft the Earl of AMe, every Day, in Expences, a 
thoufand Pounds. 

The Ambaffador of the Pope, feeing this great Banquet and Tri- 
umph which was made in a Wildemefs, where there was no Town near 
by twenty Miles, thot^ht it a great Marvel, that fuch a Thing cdiild 
be in Sctflandy confidering that it was named, I'be Jrfe of the World, 
by other Countries \ and that there fiionld be fuch Honefty and Policy 
in it, and fpscially in the Mgh-hand^ where there was but Wood and 
Wildemefs. But, moft of all, this Ambaffador marvelled to fee, when 
the King dejparted, and all his Men took their Leave, the Highland-^ 
Men fet all this feir Place in a Fire, that the King and the A(nbaflador 
might fee it. Then the Ambaflador laid to the King, I marvel, Sir^ 
that you Jhould tbole yon fair 'Place to he burnt, ^at your Grace has 
hen Jo well lodped in. Then the King anfwered the Ambaffador, and 
i^d, B is the Ufi of our Highland-ikfe«, tbougb tbey he never fo well 
lodged^ to huf^ their Lodging when tbey depart. 


This being done, the King returned to 'Dunkel that Night ; atid, 
oa the Mora, to Sf. Jobnftoun. I heard fay, the King, at that Time, 
in the Bounds of Athole and Stratbern, flew thirtyfcore of Hart and 
Hynd, with other fmall Beafts, as, Roe and Roebuck, Wolf and Fox, 
and Wild-Cats. Then the King, within a Day or two, came to !D»ff> 
dee, where he was honourably received, and well entertained by the 
Conftable, and the honefl Burgeffes thereof, and remained there three 
Days ; and fyne paflSui to St. Awfrews, and his Mother with him, and 
the AmbafEidor j and there remained till the Michaelmas, and was well 
entertained by Biibop James Hieaton, and Prior Patrick Hephtvrn. 
Syne paft to Stirling, and remained there the moft Part of the Winter* 
Syne, the next Spnag of the Year, came to Edinhtrgh, and founded a 
fcir Palace in the Abbay of Holy-reod-houfe, and a great Tower to him- 
felf to reft into, when he pleafed. to come. Further, be fent to Flanders 
and brought Home Artilleiy and Harnefs^ with Powder and Bullets, 
with Picks, and aQ other Kind of Munition, and garnilhed his Caftle* 
theiewith, tAss. Edhhurgb, Stirliitg, lumbar, Ikimhartom and Slack- 
itefs. Further, be tranflated. the Palace of Litbgow-, and biegcd a orettt 
Palace in the Caftle of ^/ir/iVjF. ^ 

I N this Year there came an Ambaflador out of England, named Lord 
William Howard, with a BiAop with him^ with many other Gentle- 
men, to the Number of threefcore Horfe, which were all able Men, and 
Waled Wen for ^! Ktad of Game* and Paftimc, Shooting, Louping,

Runnings Wreftling, and Cafting of the Stone : But they "were well 
fayed ere they paft out oiScotlan^^ and that by their own Provocation y 
but ever they tint : Till, at laft, the Qyeen oi Scotland^ the King's Mo*- 
ther, favoured the ^gUJh'Mxn^ becaufe fhe was the King oi England' ^ 
Sifter i and therefore ue took an Enterprise of Archery upon the Engiijh- 
Mens. Hands, contrary her Son the King, and any fix in Scotland that 
that he would wale, either Gentlemen or Yeomen, that the EngUfl»rlAtn 
fliould ihoot againft them, either at Pricks, Revers, or Buts, as the Scots 
pleafed. . • . I 

The King, hearing this of his Mother, was content ; and gart her 
pawn a hundred Crowns, and a Tun of Wine upon the £^/|^Mirns 
Hands ; and he incontinent laid down as much for the ScQttifi:hMtxi* 
The Field and Ground was chofen in St. Andrews^ and three landed 
Men and three Yeomen chofen to iboot againft the E^li/h-Min^ to wity 
Tia^id Weemyfs of that Ilk, T)amd Jrnot of that Ilk, and Mr. John 
Wsdderhurn Vicar of T>undee ; the Yeomen, John Thtmfon in Leitby 
Steven Tahurner^ with a Piper called Jkxander "Bailie. They ihot 
very near, and warred the £^^[^Men of the Enterprize, and wan the 
hundred Crowns and the Tun of Wine \ which made the King very 
merry, that his Men wan the Viftory. 

This Ef\M> ifmbaflador got Prefence ift 4^. Andrews^ and there 
he Ihew his uommiflion from the King of England unto the King of 
Scotland ; and promifed to him, if he would come to Epghnd^ and^ 
fpeak With him, he ihould make him Duke of Tork^ aiid Governor and 
Protedor of En^land-^ and put his young Son iil his Hands in keepings 
induring his Minority, The King was very well content of his Defire^ 
and promifed to Lord WiUiam^ that he ihould come when he faw Time 
convenient, and his Realm eftabltihed and put to Order, he fliould not 
&il to. come to his Uncle the King oiEngland^ to meet him in what 
Place he ^ pleafed. 

• This being done, the Ambaflador pad Home to England^ with 
the King's Aniwer to their King, who was well content, and very glad, 
believing the King of Scotland's Promife : But, neverthelefs, the wic-* 
ked Bifliops of Scotland would not thole the King to pa&, but caufed 
him fend an Ambaflador to excufe him, that he might not come at that 
Time,} becaufe, in the North Parts of his Realm, there was great 
Slaughter, and he might not come till he had puniflied the fame : For 
the Bifliops conceived in their Minds, That, if King Hary met with 
. our King, that he would caufe him to caft down the Abbays oi Scotland^ 
like as he had done in England: Therefore they .budded the King to 
bide at Home, and gave him three thoufand Pounds by Year to fuflain his 
Houfe, of their Benefices. 

But, in the mean Time, there rofe great Trouble and Herfliip in 
the Borders, that the King, of Force, behoved to fend his Brother, the 
Earl of Murray y to the Borders, and made him Lieutenant*General j and 

divided the whole Realm oi Scotland in four Parts^ and caufed eyery one 
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of them to' keep their Quarters, which continued the Srace of a Year \ 
which was called by the common People, ^be j^^arter-Roads. Yet the 
King was conftrained to fend an Ambaflador to ^n^land^ named the 
Biihop of Jberdeen^ and with him three ancient Knights, to wify Sir 
^David Weemyfs of that Ilk, Sir Da^id Sarclay of Cmernay^ and Sir 
jdexander Stuart of Garkis. Thir Ambafladorj^ ^refaid paft with the 
King's Commiflpon, and a fecret Writing written with the King's own 
Hand, and fealed on the Back thereon, that no Man fhould open the 
faid Writing till it was prefented to the King oi England \ giving the 
Biihop Arid Command, that he fhould keep the fame fecret, and not 
reveal it to no other but to himfelf alone, and fend him Anfwer thereupon 
written with his own Hand, that neither the Council nor Secretaries, 
nor no others ihould know the Secrets betwixt them, but themfelves 
allenarly. 

The Ambailadors paft to England at the King's Commands, and 
Were well received by King Haty ztl/mdon^ where they prefented their 
Commilfiou in the ^ng 01 Scotfan^s Name, together with the fecret 
Writing, in King Haty s own Hand, defiring him to keep the fame quiet 
and fecret, that no Man ihould fee it, but himfelf allenarly, and to fend 
the King oi Scotland his Anfwer agaip thereupon, written with his own 
Hand, Uke as he had done to him. Of the which the King of England 
was very glad, and promifed that Ao Man ihould iee the faid Writing. 

This being done, the Ambailadors paft to their Lodging, and made 
merry \ till, on the Mom, they were lent fer like other AinbafTadors 
that were there before. The Biihop being fet in the Council conform to 
his Eibte, feeing the Board all full of Writings;, and Letters of fundry 
Ambaffadors of other Countries, every one for their own Affiiirs, as they 
had ado ; but, in fpecial, he'faw the King's fecret Writing lying p^i^ent 
and open to all the whole Council to read. The Biihop was angry, and 
thought the King had not done his Duty to his Mailer the King oiScot-- 
landy in putting of the Writing before all the whole Council, Nconfidering 
the King s Promife : For this Caufe the Biihop fiart from the Board, 
and took the King oi England hy the Hand, and led him to the Win- 
dow, and faid to him, Sir^ if it will pleafe your Majefy^ ifl^^gbtf^.y 
with your Licence^ you have failed to our Mqfier the King ^Scotland. 
The king anfwereth the Biihop, Godforhid that Idofo^ to fail niy Si^ 
fiers Son. Sy the Mafs^ ere I fail to bim^ I rather put tbe Orawn of 
England in jeopardy againfi any Man that would prieve tbe fame : 
Sut if you gar me not underftand^ wberein I have failed to bim^ you 
JhaU be tbe Author uf tbe fame Failure yourfe^. The Biihop anfwered, 
Sir^ with your Tardon^ you promife Jy tbat tbe fecret Writing that I 
prefented to your Majefiy^ from bis Majejiy my Mfifier^ tbat no Man 
fhmd fee it but your own /elf i and now^ Sir^ it is bere prefent, and 
^tent before tbe Council^ tbat attMen ma^ read it tbat pleafe* The 
jKing answered, Sy tbe Mafs^ my Lord Sijhopj you are all deceived y 
for no Man bath jeen it but my own Sody ; fir tbere is'no Man yoncter 
ha my own Soify in tbem^ and tbej in me i fir there is none yonder 
tbat dare renounce any Jbing^ under tbe Tain efBin^f%^ Sj^ttrtirwt 
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and %>rawingi) and P^aultinf of their Lands ; and y^votff^Kir^ vfe 
any other prwy Means j but ^ his Highnefs and wife Council^ in the 
Qovenment tf his Realmy and his own ^ody^ he will not reign I(>p^j 
nor haw his Reaffh inlPeace and Reft : Therefore, Jlew^ himy that- nei- 
ther Ij nor hey nof no other Kingj may i^e ruledy hufhy our Cotindly to 
do anv Good^ -or togpwm tmr Reahn in Teace and Refi^ for mAitrtatn- 
ing (four Commonwealy and prefervitig qfour &am "Bodies. ^ / ' . 

3y this the King had ended his Speech, he Tat down and the-JK- 
ftop to the Council, where all Matters were dreft; and a good Anfwcr 
given to the Bilhop concerning his Commiffion \ but it was nbt haftily 
delivered at that Time, but he remained \n England ikit Space of a 
Quarter of a Year. And after the Biihop had come Home, he fli^w the 
King the Manner, how he had fped in his Commillion ; and King Ha- 
rys Behaviour touching my Lord oi Angus and the Dot^lajfes i jit\i.hvr 
the' King of England was fo given to entertain them, the King took a 
great Sufpiciori of them^ and of their Favourers that were in Scotland 
for the Time, and fpecially of ^rumlanericky and other of the Sirname 
of Douglas. - 


The Lady GlameSy at that Time, was accilfed for Crimes of JLefc- 
Majefty, and conviSed, and bunit upon the Caftle-^ill of Edii^urgh. 
And, at that Time, the Mafter of Forbes was conviSed for th6 fame 
Treafon, and juftified j who confeffed, when he died, he was innocent 
of the Crime which was laid to his Charge j but he knew, well it waS the 
innocent Slaughter of the Laird of Meldrum that catifed him to die the 
Peath, and not for Treaifoh againil the King. 

After this^ Aefe was a fingular Cpmbat betwixt the Laltd of 
Thmmlanefick and the Laird cX Hempsfjeldy who provoked others ih 
Barrace to fight to Death, for certain Points of Treafon whidi Vf^ere re- 
hearfed betwixt them. Bot when the Day was fet,. and they compeared 
at Edinhwgb in Barrati, but unarmed at all Parts, Tirtmlanerkk being 
fomething find-blind and faw not well, ftrakc fo furioufly and fo hot at his 
' */ MarroWj while he knew not whctbcr he hit him or not ; in the mean Time 
the Laird oi Hemp^ld*^ Sword brake betwixt his Hands'; and then the 
King gart cry to thp Heraulds and Men of Arms to red them j and fo 
they were ilanched and fought no more. And likewife there were many 
Sotah/and-Men that appellcd other in Barrace to fight before the ICing 
\ to the Dead, for certain Crimes of Lefc-Majefty. 

Further, this Year there were certain godly Men, who profeffed 
theEwngelofCZri/?, that were called and accufed before the Biftops 
and Kirk-Men, and were condemned and burnt by the King's Commxf- 
fion at Edinburgh^ One thoufand five hundred and thirty Years. The 
Names of them, towit^ The Vicar of Dc^ar, lAr. Norman Qalhwof^ 
l^a<Did Strakoif Brother to the Laird of Laurijhun. 

The^ Accufation of. the Vicar of Hohur^ and the' Articles thereof; 
^hat is infay^ The Accufer, Mr. John Lefooder^ faying in this Manner, 
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Talfe Heretick^ thou fayfi it is not kifome to Kirk-Men to take their 
^th&Sy tl/^rin^s and Crq^-Pms^ though we ha^ce been inVfe of the 
farHi^ conjfit^e and ordained by the Kirky our Kii/gs^ and our holy 
iPaSers-^ the ^opes^ 'ha<s6 cor^rmed the fame. The Vicar anfwei^ed and 
ft id, "Brother^ If aid not fo. I fold it is not kifome to Kirk- Men to 
fpend the Teinds and the "Patrimony of the Kirk^ as thg. do^ on Harlots 
ahd WboreSy and delicate CMingSy riotous Sa?iquetiing^ a:nd ^wanton 
V^k^ng at tardy and Dice ; and the Kirk riven and the Tulpit down', 
ana the Teopli fiot ii^ruUed in God's Jford-, nor the Sacraments duhf 
mirAfbrate to them^ as the Scripture of Ghrift commands. The . Accufer 
iaijftirered, IDenieJi thoif that ^ingj^ ihft is openly known in the Country^ 
l^hat thou gavifl again to ithelPari/hpners^ the Cm and the upmoji 
Cloctth-p fayitigy^ Thou hjdft no Reafoti, unto^'theni / .The Vicar anfwered^ 
I gave them Again to them thai h^d more Mifier than I of them had. 
Tfie Accufer aj^ered, What fayft thoti^ that thou learnedft thy Pari^ 
fimers to pray unto God^ the Pater Nofter in En^lifh j and afo teach- 
edji them the Belief and ten Commands in Enghfh^ which is contrary 
to Qur J0S ? J$!hall the common People know any Tart or Toint (^ the 
Scripture of God in Englifh, or any Tart of th^ Scripture he read in 
Engliih, or any Books thereupon he ufed in Englilh 1 The Vicar an- 
• fwered ^nd.faid^ Brother -^ my Tarijhoners and Congregation werefo rude 
an4 barbarous^ that they tinderjiood no Latin, that it was Force to me^ 
on my Chitfcience^ to teach them, and learn them the Wordsi of their SaU 
^(nion in Epglilh, that is to fay, ^^e ten Commands^ which is the Law 
ff God^ whereby they might know their Sins^ and repsnt^ and forbear 
the fame in Time coming ; and a^o the Belief whereby they might 
inow their Faith into God', ana Jcfu^ Chrift ^is Son his 7)eath and Re- 
.fiirreUiou^ ande^erk^ing Life through^ him. Further-, IfeaQbed them 
the I>on^inical Oration, which we call The L6rd*s Prayer, in their 
own Mother T^ongue^^ to the FffeU^ that they might know and under ^ 
fiand whom to they pray ed^i and in whi^fe Jsiamey what theyJboitld ask 
or jdeRre in their Trayer^ and what Hope they fi^ould have in obtaining; 
the fame. Then the Accufer anfwered. Why ai4ft thou by our Jcls am 
OmftitutionSj and the Order and Qmrnandment qf oxir holy Father the 
TopCy and all the Catholick Church? The WcarVanfwcred, Vedk^ 
^Urother^ I follow the Order and Commandment of our Mafter and So- 
- c;ereign Jcfus Chrift, and his Jpojile Paul, whojhews^ in his i>o^rine 
4into the Corinthians, in the fourteenth Ch(ipter^ f^yi^g^ I had raiher 
fpeak two Words to the Upderftan^ing and Edification of t^e People, 
than ten thoufand Words in a JLanguage which .tb$^y underftand not, nor 
is no( edified therewith. The Accufer apfwcred, Heretick^ where JviUf 
thou thatf The Vicar anfwered, My Srother^ in my $ook which is 
here in my Sleeve. The Accufer ftart to him., and pulled thcJ^ook out 
of his Sleeve, and held it up, and Ihew it to the People, faying, See the 
tferetifk^ he hath the "Book hid in his Slee'vc ', loy it is ben^ which is 
Herefy^ and makes ^11 ihis ^lea and Climber in fhe ho^ i^trk^ and 
among tbfi Trekftes thereof TJie Vicar ^fwer^d, S^tytbef^ ym coidj 
/ay better if wu pleafifi ; but Go4fir£iveyofi^^ ijb^t calls the trufijScrir 
pture of Goa to he the %ooh of nerm. Ana with this tiijqed him to 
the People, and faid untothem, My dear brethren and hearty Friends^ 
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hetieve not this wicked Man^ that caUs this "Book Herefy ; for I ajfurc 
you^ there is 'nothing in this Sookj btU the Latter-PFtll and ^eftament 
qf our Saviour Chrift Jcfus, written hy his four Evaitgehjis^ to our: 
Learning and InJhruBion for our Station in Chrift. The Accufer an- 
fwered, Heretick^ thou cannot deny hut the New Tcftament in Edglifii 
is contrary to our JSis^ and forbidden hy the Tope^ and is enough to 
hum thee^ T!hief Then the Q)uncil of the Clei;gy gave Sentence on 
him. to be burnt for ufing of the fame Book, the New O^efiametit in En- 
glijh. And likewife they condemned 2)amd Straiionj becaufe he would 
not abjure and burn his Faggot ; which the King defired him gently for 
to do, and procured for his Life at the Biihops Hands, who were con-, 
tent, to give him the fame, if he would bum his Faggot ; which he 
would not confent to ; and therefore they burnt him* I know no Caufe 
wherefore, but he difcbrded with his Parfon for not Payment of his 
Teinds.. And likewife Mr. Norman Galloway was condemned and burnt » 
I know no Caufe wherefore, but becaufe he was in the Eqfl JLand, and 
came Home, and married a Wife, contrary to the Form of the Pope's 
Inftitution, becaufe he was a Prieft i for they would thole no Prieft to 
mari^, but they would puniih and bum him to the Dead y but if he had 
ufed then ten thoufand Whores, he had not been burnt. 

This being done, the King paft to the Ifles, and there held Juftice 
Courts, and puniihed both Thief and Traitor according to their De- 
merit. And alfo he caufed great Men to fhew their Holdings, where- 
through he found many^of the faid Lands in Non-Entry i the which he 
confifcate and brought Home to his ' own tJie, and afterward annexed 
them to the Crown, as ye ihall hear. -Syne brought many of the great 
Men of the liles captive with him, fuch as, Mudyart^ M^Omnef^ 
M^Lnydoilhe Lewis^ M^Mel^ M^Lane^ M^JntoJh^ JobnMudyart^ 
M^Kay^ M^Kenzie^ with many others that I cannot rehearfc at thia 
Time. Some of them he put in Ward, and fome* bade in Court, and 
fome he took Pledges for good Rule in Time coming. Sd he brought ^e 
Ifles, both North and Souths in good Rule and Peace ^ wherefore he had 
great Profit, Service and Obedience of People a long Time thereafter ; 
and as long as he }iad the Heads of the Country in Subjedion, they lived 
in great Peace and Reft, and there was gi^t Riches and Policy by th« 
King^s Juftice. 

The King feebg he dantoned the iV^i^-Country and the Ifles, anct 
therethrough he fand he had great Peace and Reft, and there was great 
Riches and Policy, by the Taking, of the Headfinen of the Country, 
and putting of them in Ward ; and fo conqueft greiEit Love of the Com- 
mons^ becaufe of the Peace and Reft in his Time. And the King rejoy- 
ced when he had brought the wild IBghlands^nd the Ifles to this Stabi;* 
lity and PerfeSion, and fet himfelf, by all Means, to eftaUiih the like 
Peace in the Borders^ like as he had done before in the Ifles : And, to 
that £ffeA, charged certain great Men in the .S^^-Borders forefaid, to 
enter in Ward in the Gaftles of Edinburgh, Slacknefi and Dumbar- 
toun, there to remain during hiis Pleafofe, to wit. The Laird ofSuc^ 
cleugb was warded in the Caflle cH Edinburgh >. the Laird oijobiiftoun 

and 
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and Mark Ker warded in Tiundee^ with many other Gentlemen of tkfe ^ 
Borders, becaufe he knew well they were the Breakers of Peace ; and no- 
thing was done by the Commons by their Advice and Command, wherer 
through there was great Reiff and Herihip in the Country by thir faid 
Headfinen : But, from Time that thir were taken, and put in Captivity^ 
as I have fhewn, thereafter there was great Peace and Reft a long Time ; 
wherethrough the Eling had great Profit \ for he had ten thoufand Sheep 
going in the Ettrick Foreft in keeping by Andrew ^ell^ who made the 
King as good Count of them, as they had gone in the Bounds of Flfe.^ 

I N this mean Time, there were certain Lords and Gentlemen ba- 
niihed out of the Country for certain Crimes of Lefe-Majefty, mz. The 
Earl of Sabwe/Ix the Mafter of Semp/e^ the Laird of ^rumlanericky 
with diverfe others. 

« 

Not long after this, the King feeing the Realm (landing in fuch 
Peace and Tranquillity, rejoyced at the fame, thinking daily that all 
Things fliould increafe more and more : To that Effeft gart fend to T>en^' 
mark^ and bring . home great Horfe and Mares, and put them in Parks, 
that, of their Ofifspring, might be gotten to fuftain Wars in Time of 
^eed. And alfo he lent to Flanders and France^ and brought home 
Artillery, Powder and Bullets, with Pikes and Harnefs, and other Or- 
dinance for War, And alfo plenilhed the Country with all Kind of 
Craftfmen out of other Countries, as, ir^^rib-Mcn, Spaniards^ ^utcb- 
Men and Englifh-Mca^ which were all cunning Craftfinen, every Man 
for his own Hand. Som?. were Gunners, Wrights, Carvers, Painters, 
Mafons, Smiths, Harnefs-Makers, Tapefters, Broudfters, Taylors, cun- 
ning Chirurgeners, Apothecaries,, with all other Kind of Craftfmen that 
might bring his Realm in Policy, and his Craftfmen apparel his Palaces 
in all Manner of Operation and Neceflaries, accordiflg to their Order, 
and gave them large Wages and Peniions yearly. .« 

This being. done, the King fent his AmbafTadors to the Emperor 
for Marriage, viz. ^ii John Campbel oi Loudoun^ Knight, Sir 7}avid 
Undefay o( 77^e Mont^ Lypn-Herauld, who were well received by the 
Emperor, and well entertained, and greatly rewarded for the King of 
Scmand's Sake y where was prefented to them two fair Gentlewomen, 
which were the Emperor's Sifter's Daughters, which Were fair and plea- 
;fant in Beauty, and feemly in their Behavipur : For the which Caufe 
the Ambafiadors brought home their Pi^res to the King, and prefen- 
ted them to him : How he was content therewith, I cannot tell, but the 
Marriage proceeded no fiirthier. But the King thereafter fent to France 
other Ambafiadors for the Duke of Vendoine^ mz* The Laird of JSr- 
skine^ the Cardinal Seatan^ and Sir T)aoid Lindefay of The Mont', who 
were well received and entertained in France by the Duke oiVendome and 
his Dutcheis, and alfo by his Daughters, and granted all Things to them, 
that they defired in the King of Scotland'^ Name, concernii^ his Mar- 
riage \ but yet they had no Commiilion to <nd, till the Kine faw the 
Gentlewoman himfelf : And therefore, foon after, the King ieeins; his 
Realm in good Reft, he dreiTed himfelf haftily to France^ and failed 
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there within three Days and three Nights, tili he was withim a Da^'» 
Journey (o France : But how it happened I cannot telU^bttt he haflily 
returned back again to Sc&tland. Some fay there were I^ds atad G^cle- 
Ata in his Cojupany, that defired not to pafs to Francf^ hue to inatiry 
with fuch as thdy favoui^d in Scot/and j when the King was fleeping^ 
they caufed the Shipjper to obange his Cour fe, and come hotnerward again 
to Scctkmd. But when the King awaked out of hiis Slee^ and knew 
' that his Courfe was changed where he was bound, he was offended at 
th<jfti air that gave him Counfel thereunto j but fpecially to the Shipper 
who changed his Courfe, and returned igain by his Command ; and, had 
it not been the more ^liiiatio^ and Moyeti that was mad« for him, the' 
King had gart hang him rncontineiikt ^ but, becaufe he had Pity and Com-* 
paiTion on his Wife and Bairns, he gave him. Grace at that Time, but 
he came never in his Favpur again, nor none of them that , caufed hi«i, 
or gave him .Counfel, to turn Sail. ' 

The King, feeing there vas no Reoaedy but to return xoSmtond dgain, 

he gart land him at the neareft Port of the Wtfi Ifles, and fytte canie to the 

Ifle cf S«jf^, his Own Cai^e, where he remained tiH he got Horfe and. Men * 

to convoy him home to the Caftle olE StirHTig ; where he remained for a 

certain Space, till his Ship came about to the Frith, and remained ktk th« 

Road of Letfb till he was provided to pafe forward to PrOnqi. For thfe 

iib^hich Caufe he aflemhi^ his Council, ^wing to them, h<^ he was fru* 

jR^ate and put back again, a:s Jaid is, by evil advifed Perfons, w^ch, at that 

Time, he would not expreme ; but he. vowed, if hte had Live-D^ys^ he 

fhoold recompence th^m, who w«e the HiAdercrs' of his ^cwrney^ a^cior'- 

ding to their Labours. NotwithftanJing, he gait incontinent provide 

Ships, Meny Victuals and Artillery, a^nd the bcft Shippers and Marinieife 

that couki he gotten upon the Coaft of Scotland^ to pate in the faid Ships 

with him again to Fr/mce^ and caufed many of the Nobility of &:«r^fi4r 

• to make them ready to pafs with him within a certain Day, Hz. The 

Earl oiJrran^ the Earl oi Argyk^ the Earl of Huntley^ the Earl of £r- 

' rol-i the Earl of Jtbde^ the Lord Maxwell the Lord Flerfiing^ the Lord 

, Livingftcuni the Lord Rutbven^ the Lord Saltoun^ the Earl diCafpU^ 

th^ Evivl of Marjhaiy the Earl of Murray^ the Earl of R(?fi&^/,:the M^ 

ttti of Erskiney for the Lord, his Father, was there bef^ in Ambafla- 

diry, and the Cardinal : Alfo there were many Barons and Gentlemen 

to pafe with the King at this Time. And when the King had prepared 

himfelf and his Ships, he paft to ^ittenweem^ and there embarked him- 

felf and his Nobles, and paft forward to France^ where he arrived at the 

Newbaven befiklc i)eep. 

. • • ■ * . 

• As s o o N as the Frencb-Men faw the King of Scotland and his Na- 
vy approaching near the Land,, they believed they had bet^i Strangers or 
. Unfriends, which caufed them to be affeared, becaufe there were many 
other Strangers in his Company, whereby he feemed* to be a greater Ar- 
my, which made them all to be agafi; in the Newba'iftn: But from 
'^di^kne they faw tht Bjed-Lyon df ScotJand^^ xh^ knew urell it was the 
Kii^ ; then they rcjoyced at his Coming, when they heard Wotd and 
knew furely it was the King : Therefore the Word tatt through the 

Country, 
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Gauntry, that the King oi Scotland was landed at the Newbaven^ with % 
great Army. - The which Navels came haftily to the Emperor's Camp, 
wh^re it was lying for the Time, to the Number of fouricore thoufaad 
figlicing Men againft the King of France^ whofe Lieutenanc was lying 
forenent him in Camp of Batcle, in like Manner, to the Number of 
thweefcore thoufand Men, who were daily skiTmifting together ; tiU, at 
the laft, the Novels came to the Emperor, that tfa^ King oi Scotland 
was landed at the Kewbaven^ befide Tieep^ with a great Army, to the 
Number of twenty thoufand Men, . and to fopport the King of Franei 
contrary the Emperon The Emperor, hearing thir Novels, took fuch 
F^ear of the King of Scotland^ that he took up his Camp and departed 
forth of that Bounds, home to his own Country. 

This being done, the King g( Scotland hnded himfelf and his No* 
bles^, and thereafter took Foil to Taris^ where he remainedl ihort While^ 
till he pafi: to the Duke of Vendcme to his Place, where he was for the ' 
Time. But .the King of Scotland would not ftew bimfelf openly at that 
Time, but difguifed himfelf as he nad been a Servant, thinking ht 
fliouki not be known, neither (o the Duke, nor to his Wife, or the Gen- 
tlewoman who ibould have been his Spoufe > thinking, that he ihould fpy 
thtir Faimefs and Behaviour, and he, unknown of her and her Father. 
Yet, notwilihftanding, the fair Lady took Sufpicion that the King 01 
Scotland fto||d be in that Company \ wherefore flie pail to her Coffer, ^.^ 
and took forth his Pi<Sune, which fhe had gotten from Scotland by a fe- ^. 
cret Moyen \ th^> fhe knew tiie King incontinent, where he ffood among 
the refi of the Company, and pail: peartly to biin, and took him by the 
H^nd, and faid, 4SJfr, you ftand over far afide j tben^e^ • if it pleafe 
your Grace to talk witb myFatber^ or me^ of you tbinkfor tbe profent^ 
a TrtAk fur your TUafure^ you may if you will. 

T H E- King, hearing this, was a little aihamed, that he had difguif- 
ed himfelf to be unknown, and fyne was fo haflily known by the Moyen . 
of that Gentlewoman ; then he pait to the Duke ofVendome-, and took 
him in his Arms; and the Du^e again made him diie Reverence, who 
wae greatly rejoyced at the King's Coming \ and fo wereiill the reft of ' 
the Duke's Chtinpany : And then the King paft to the Dutchefs, and 
embraced and kift her ; and fo did he to the Dutchefs's Daughter, and to 
all the reft of the Ladies ; and fyne exeufed him, why he was fo long 
tinknown unto them, deiiring their Pardon therefore : But he was foon 
forgiven and brought unto their Favour. Then there was nothing but; 
Merrinefs, Banquetcing, great Chear, Mufick, and playing on Inftru- 
menns, playing melodioufly, with Galliard, Dancing in Masks, and 
pretty Farces and Plays, all were mad^unto theKingof&'(?//^W, and 
all other Paftime, as Jufting and Running of great Horfe, with all other 
Pleafure that could be devifed. There was made by the Duke of Ven- 

' doim a fair Royal Palace, with all coftly Ornaments cp decore the King's 
Honour^ ci^. The Walls thereof hung with Tapeftry of Cloth of Gold 
and &ie Silk } the Floor laiS over with green Freeze ; the Beds haf% ^ 
with Cloth erf' Gold } and a Peal of Gold fet with precious Stones, ^hich J^. 

. was. bung about the King's Head when he fat At Meat, and tbe Hali^ 

x and 
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and Chambers were perf&med with fweet Odours, which were verjr coftly, 
and delegable to the Senfe. There was nothing left by the Duke of 
Vendome^ that might be done to the King of Sciftland^s Honour : For 
he remained there the Space of eight Days, in great Joy and Merrinefs 
on both the Sides, and many great Tokens given and taken by the King 
oi Scotland and the Duke oiPendomes Daughter, to wit ^ Chains, Rings, 
Tablets, with Diamonds, Rubies, with many other precious Jewels, 
which was to their great Comfort and Joy on both the Sides. Sut yet 
the King and his Council thought he would do nothing ccmcerning his 
Marriage at that Time, till he had fpoken with the King of iFr^;/^^, 
conlidering that he was in his Realm ; he thought he would ihew him 
his Mind, and have his Counfel, ere he concluded any Thing further in 
that Matter : Therefore the King took Purpofc to pafs haftily to the 
King ofFrancey where he was for the Time, to do him all Reverence 
that he could, for Love that was betwixt the Realms in Times bypaft : 
Therefore the King haftily took Poft, but few in Number with him, 
and pafi where the King of France lay, at that Time, at his Fleafur^, 
at Hunting and Hawking, and ol^er Pafiime, fuch as he thought meet 
for him, well accompanied with the Qyeen his Wife, and many other 
lufiy Ladies, with the Qyeen, his Daughter, and his eldefi Son, with 
many other Lords and Barons, fiut when they heard tell, and faw the 
King of Scotland come in proper Perfon, they all greatly rejoyced, and 
marvelled much of the King's doming through the Sea, taking £venture, 
confidering the Brokennefs of the Seas, . and the £neniies great on every 
Side. Alio they marvelled of his great Diligence in taking Poft and 
coming fo hgftily unto them, taking Fear of nothing for the Time* And 
aifoon as the Dolphin faw the King of Scotland^ he ran unto him, and 
got him into his Arms, and welcomed him heartfolly, and fiiew him that 
his Father would be blyth of his Coming, considering as it ftood with 
him at that Time : For, a little before, the Duke of Orleans^ his eldeft 
Son, who was Dolphin at that Time, was poyfoned in the Chapel by an 
Italian^ which made the King of E^ance to be very fad : But the Com- 
ing of the King of Scotland gave him fuch Comfort, that he forgot Me- 
lancholy in Time coming. But the King of France was in his Chamber 
taking Reft, and knew not of the King of Scotland's hafty Coming ; 
wherefoire the King of Scotland and the Dolphin went to the King^s 
Chamber-Door, and knocked rudely. The King enquired who it wsls 
that knocked fo faft to inquiet him from his Reft. The Dolphin an- 
fwered, Jb is the King of Scotland crnie to fee your Grace^ and to giw 
you Cmfort. He, hearing thir lYords, rofe from his Bed, and opened 
the Chamber-Door, and received the King of Scotland in his Arms, 
thanking God of his great Benefits, that had taken one Son from him 
lately, yet he gave him Thanks for fending the noble Prince unto him 
to be his Son, accepting him in Love and Favour lb fervently as he had 
been his own natural Son gotten of his Body ^ and commanded the 2)^/- 
pbin his Son to wait upon him, and entertain him as his own Brother ; 
and fee that ncme of his Servants that came with him, but that they were 
treated and well entertained according to their Eftate.: But the King 
tarried no longer there, but ggrt found his Trumpets, and all Men to 
Horfe J and alfo gart get fireih Horie to the King oil Scotland^ becauie 

he 
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he came there in Poft > ; and that Night the King cime to a Palace of biii 
own, and remained there all that Night. But yet, in this mean Tiine^ 
the King oi Scotland did his due Reverence unto the Queen of Branct and 
her Ladie^^.and in fpecial to the Qpeen's Daughter Magdalen^ whd 
was riding in a Chariot, becaufe ihe was ilckly and evil-dilpofed ; yet> 
notwithilavding all her Sicknefs and Malady, from Time ihe faw the 
King of Spatiandi znd fpake with hirq, ihe loved him fa, that file would 
have no Man on Life to her Huslktfd, but bim allenarly ; whereof th? 
Councils of France and Scotland liked nothings for they were certified 
by the Dodors, that no Succeilion would come of her JBody^ by reafon 
of her long Sicknefs and Malady \ and that ihe was not able to travail 
out of that Country to no other ; and if ihe did, ihe would not haVe 
long JDayf ji Yet, notwithflanding, the ardent Love ihat this Gentle^ 
woman bure to the King of 4^^ caufed her Father, the King of 

^r^^^^^i; 9pp£3).t unto her Marriage with the King of Scotland: And, 
to that Ened, deiired the King of Scotland to confent unto it ; who 
^nfente4 unto it, for the Love he bure to the King of France \ and alfo 
,4ie knew (here was great Profit, Friendihip and Ally to be gotten at the 
King of France\s Hand ; and fyne, ihe being bis eldefl: Daughter, it was 
pot good, .to him to refufe that hbnourable Ofier of the King of France^ tb 
Ijiave his eider Daughter in Marriage, with what Pleafure and Profit he 

defired with her«

T HI R. Motives, and other mor^, prt)voked the King of Scotland fo^ 
that he cqnfented unto the Marriage ; which afterwards, when he came 
to ^aris^ was triumphantly folemniiate with great Joy and Pleafure, as 
after follows J , l^bat is to fay^ Th* King and Council of Francis^ on 
the one Part \ . and the King of Scotland and the moft Part of bis Nobi- 
]ity, on the pthjer Part ; in MiMKier, Form and EffeS, as after foUbw$ : 
yjjat is to fcff^ T]tit King of Scotlatid ihould marry, and take ta Wife, 
.in Pyefenc^ of God and holy Kirk^ Magdakn the King of France^s eldeft 
Daughter, and love her, and treat her according toherJEilatf, ancl give 
her honourable Living, and Lands in conjund Fie : And alfo the Bond 
.of Peace contiaded with France ibould be renewed again wii^h thir two 
Kings, to endure and fUnd for ever, like kt it was firfl eontsa^ed bjr 
their Pre4eceflprs afore. And further, for Caufe of Marriage and Love 
that the King of France bure to the King of Scotland j he ihould content 
and pay to him the Sum of a hundred thoufand Crowns of the Sun^ to- 
gether with ^4^ other necci&ry Pleafures a&d Defires th«t the -King of 
Scotland would defire of him hereafter. 

The King of Scotland fent for many of his Lords and Barons to conie 
to France to do him Honour in the Solemnizing of his Mafrriage ^ and 
to compear at ^aris at the Day appointed to the faid Marriage in their 
befl: Array, fox the Honour of Scotland^ as they would do him Pleafure 
and Service. 

Thir Letters being feen by the Lords of Scotland^ both Spiritual 

- and Temporal, who were well content df the fame, and t^ere content td 

obey tke&ing their Mafter in all Points, as he had written, and made

Nobility^ on the one Fart i the King of Scot fandy kitsr GdUcitil and No- 
bility, on the other Part j which was fo great a Mctltitudi^ dir bdth iMk 
Sides, which would be cUmberfome and tfedious to rehearie i Pot theri 
was never fo great Solemnity and Triumph feen in Eranct iti dfad D^y^ ai 
was then, fince the Time of King Charles the MMn. F6t there -^ik 
fuch Jufting and Turnament, both on Hbrfe and Foot) in Burgh and 
Land, and alfo upoii the Sea with Ships; and fo hluch AitilleHr fiiot 
in all Parts in Brancey both on the Land and Sea, lA C&ilie^, Town^ 
and Villages, that no Man might hear for the Reard thUec^: Ahd alfo 
the riotous Banquetting, delicate and coftly Clothings, triumphant Flays

^»/ departed out x^ JPi^aiive, and came td tkc j^itol^aviin befid^ i)iep^ 
hbd remained a Bay or two till the Wind was fair j and fyrie.enbarked 
in his Navy j and puHed.Up S'aii^, itid landed, at the fifth' Day, at the 
Shore of iJrtif*, tJelng the twenty eighth of j%, with all his.Navyj 
mfhicb was the Numbfcr ctf" fifty Stips of Fr^Wi&-Mcn and ^Sj^/Zi^-Men, 
tsmd other Strangers thiit convoyed the King through the Sea.

Th^ Lord JErskine^^ and T^awd %eat(m 
Cardinal of Scotland and Archbiihop of Su Andrews^ l>eing Kfedp of 
Meropofe in Francey \ and Abbot of Arbrotb. 

T H I R AmbalTadors paft at the King^s Command, and by the Adn 
vice of his Council and hii Conjmiflion, to France^ for Marriage of the 
Dutchefs of Lorain^ who was the, Duke of Gui/e's Daughter j - and thcrf 
the faid AmbalTadors, with Advice of the King, of if once s^id hisCbua- 
cil, agreed the Marriage in all Points^ according to the ICing of Scot-- 
land's Pleafure ; fyne feht him Word, with all Diligence, that they had 
^nded the Matter, and appointed the Day oJ^ Marriage, as the King 
their Mafteir had given Cbmmiffion j and defired to wit whai; was his 
Mind thereintill, and what feould be proceeded further in the faidl 
Matter. ' ' '/ . . 

^ T H £ Kiflg, hearing thir Tidings, was very well contait of their Ex^ 
pedition ^ and gart provide haftily a, Navy or Ships, and the Lord Max^ 
weJ AdmiTzl thereof with other Lords, great j^ait)ns.s(nd iGentlemen^ 
to the Number of two |-houfand Men, by the King^s own Houihald ; and 
gave the Lord Maxwef. CommifRon to pafs to France to fee the Qjieen 
married y and thereafter to receive her in his Keeping, that ih^ remain 
there no longer, but cpme to the Newba^en^ ai^ there embark and fliip 
fo foon as Wind aiid Weather may ferve. Anjd thus* the Lord Maxwel 
and his Navy and Army that paffed with him fped with all Diligeocei 
and hafted the King's Commiilioh and Commana. as he had given him. 
and xame and faw the Queeii married ; and thereafter received her^ ana 
brought her to the Kewha^en : And, fo foon as Wind and Weather fer- 
ved, he fhipped the Queen j and fyne pulled up Sails, and failed to 
iScGtland the neareft Way. But becaufe the. Cardinal had no Charge of 
the Queen in the Home-Coming, nor yet was tholed to come in the Ship 
that ihe was in, he was difcontent, and in fpecial at the Lord Maxwel 
Admiral, whilk gendred Difpleafure afterward. 

The Queen landed iti Scotland at the Place called Fyfenefs^ near 
^alcofny-^ where ihe remained till Horfe came to her. But the King was 
in St. Andrews^ with many of his Nobility, waiting upon her Home- 
Coming. Theii he, feeing that ihe was landed in fuch a Part, he rode 
forth himfelf to meet her, with the whole Lords Spiritual and Temporal, 
with many Bamns, Lairds and Gentlemen, who were convened for the 
Time at St. Andrews in their beft Array j and received the Qyeen with 
great Honours and Plays made to her« Aud firft'^ She was received at 
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the ncvt Abbay-Gate ; upon the JB^-Side thereof there was made to her 
a triumphant Arch, by Six TJacta Lindefay of Hhe Monty Lyon-He* 
rauld) which caufed a great Cloud come out of the Heaven^ above the 
Gate^ and open ioflantly ; and tnere appeared a fair Lady moft like ah 
Angel, having the Keys oi Scotland in her Hands, and delivered thenl 
to the Qpeen, in Sign and Token that all the Hearts of Scotland were 
oped to receive her Grace ; with certain Orations and Exhortations made 
by the faid Sir Damd Lindefay to the Queen, inftrufting her to ferve 
her God, obey her Husband, and keep her Body clean, according iO 
God's Will and Commandments. 

This being dorte, .the Qyeen was received unto her Palace, which 
was called 7he New Litts-^ which was well decored againft her Coming. 
Alfo the Biibops^ Abbots, Priors, Monks, Friers, and Canons regular, 
made great Solemnity in the Kirk, with MafTes, Songs, aAd Playing of 
the Organs. The ILivi^ received the Qyeen in his Palace tO Dinner^ 
where was great Mirth all Day till Time of Supper. 

• O N the MorA, the Queen paft through the Town, ihe faw the 
^lack-FrierSj the Gray-Briers^ the Old College and the New College j 
and &. Leonards > ihe iistw the Provcrf): of the Town and honefl Burgeffes ; 
But when the Qieen came to })er Palace, and met with the King, fhe 
confefled unto him, Ihe never faw in France-, nor no' other Country, fo 
many good Faces in fo little Room, as ihe faw that Day in Scotland : 
For ihe faid it was ihown unto her in France^ that Scotland was hut a 
barbarous Cduntty, deilitute and void of all good Commodities that ufed 
to be in other Countries i but now ihe confefled ihe faw the contrary : 
Forihe never faw fo many feir Perlbnages of Men, Women, young Babes 
land ChildreiY, as flie faw that Day.

At thir Words of the Queen the King greatly rejoyced, and feid to 
her, Fwrfoi^b^ Madam-, you JhaU fee better -, fdeafe God ; ere you go 
through Scotland you ^ill fee many good-like Men and Jfomen-, with 
other Commodities that will he to your Contentment. Then the Kin^ 
remained in St. Andrews the Space of forty Days, with great Mcrrinds 
and Game, as, Jufling, Running at the LiflSj Archery, Hunting, Hawk- 
ing, with Singing and Dancing in Maskery, and Playing, and all other 
princely Game, according to a King and a Qjieen. And hereafter the 
King departed out of^SSr. Andrews to Cowpar oi Fife-, and dined there; 
and iyne palled to Falkland^ and remained there a While m Hunting of 
the Fallow-D^i-, feven or eight Days. Syne pail to Stirling-, where hi 
was well received in the Town and Caftle, with great Mirth and Pa-' 
fiimes for a While : And fyne paft to Lithgpw to the King's Palace^ 
and remained on^ Day or two there. The Queen confeffed me had ne^'* 
ver fecn a more princely Palace* And fyne he went to Edinburgh j 
where ih'e King and Quee» were honouraWy received, with great Tri* 
timph, in the Caftle, and in, the Town, and aifo in the Palace ; where 
they were honourably propined and richly, with the Provdfl and Cbm-* 
munity of the Town, both with Spices and Wine, 6old and Silrer ; ^ 
i»)d alfo great -Triumphs, .Farces and Flays, made onto the Queen's 
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Grac^ on the £xpence§ of the faid Town : And lb was tlwn lik^wj^f 
in Dundee t Jie Space of fix or eight Days, very magnificently treated by 
the Town, where the Qj^een made her Entrefg. At thewhilk Timet 
the Earl of jirrol was married with tlie Earl of Lfnmx's «Ideft Siftejr 
for the Time, by Advice of the King's Majefty, with great Solemnity 
of Marriage, the Archhiihop of Giafgn» and C^itbnfjs being prefeo( 
with the King. This was doo^ upon the fifth Pay oi J^Hfiy ^ ^^ 
'Year of God prcceeding. And St.Jobnfiom^ every Man of them ac^ 
cording to |:heir Ability, received their Qjieen apd Mifirefs^ as it b«^ 
came them to do* 

Sq it paft over meikle of this Year ^ xi% at laii:, the Queens Grace 
conceived and became with Child y and hereafter, when her Time came^ 
file was delivered, by God's Grace, of a fair Son, bom at ^y Andrews 
the tenth Day of the Month of One thpu&od five hundred 

and thir^ nipfs Yeafs \ thereafter was honourably baptized with great 
Triumph and Merrinefs, as was the Ufe of the Country at that Time ; : 
and was ftiled y antes Stuart Prince of Scotland and Duke of Kofay', and 
]was ouriiht and brought up in St. Andnws the Space of a Year there-- 
aftpr } tiU that his Mother, the Qjieen's Grace, conceived again and huit 
another Son at Stirling^ in the Month of / in the Year of God 
One thoufand five hundred and forty Years^. and was natned R^keft StUr 
art Duke oijfkmyj and Earl of Bfe and Meuteitb.

Not long after HtMy the King i«t a Farliament at Edii^f^hi on 
tb9 tbicd l>9.y aS 7)c(empery in the Year of God One thoiifand five hum 
dred and forty Years $ wherein the |Ciqg mtified and approved his gene- 
lal Reyocation|, the vhilk he made iuBfanCfy when he came of perfeft 
Age, tomt, At the Town oiRouan, feeing of the Ag« of t1w«y fi?* 
Years ; and becaufe he was then off his own Realm, and in JEi^ance for 
ihfrTime, and had not his three Eftates there prefent With hii^t > There- 
fore, aifoon as he ^ame to Sc^tan^y he made his Revocation of nev, an4 
ratified that Thing that he had done i there, by Inftiiimenta, he wmi^% 
it mani&fi in plain Farliament, and took A^ thereqpoo. j^d al^ he 
took the Bones of ^bert Xtefljiy and for&ult^ him fi>r certain Climes 0^ 
jLefe-Majefly. Many other gopd A^ and Qmftitutioos be made in that 
Parliament. ' • 

I It the Year Allowing, the. King look iPuri|Qfe to prepare all bis Ca- 
lUes and pleafant Places for his Pleafore, thinking tbstt God, of \»$ 
Grace, had fent him foch Succeflioo, that he needed HOC to care for Uh 
thing but his owo Pleafure : And fo he hecape infolent, and unmindful 
of God's Benefits that he had beflowfd on him > and raUier rcgud^ hit 
own Pleafure and £enfual Lufi, in (he V^ oC his Ow« particukr Ai^ 

fiiirs, foigettipg God's Gl<)ry, and the CcMnmoQweal of the Country, and 
goodly Behaviour of his Lords and Barons, ttox. regarding their good and 
honourable Couniels j but rather took Refpe^ unto the privy Counfelf 
of his familiar Servants, and certain Kirk-Men, as» l^ops, Abbotl^ 
Priors, Canons, Monks a:pd Fri^ i who put him in fuch Belief, tbtf 
bf mi^^t ttie his ^y ^ he pl^a^,' lac tbty ftould iWd. good for bis 
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^ul. So they abu&d this noble Prince, that t(i«y caufed bim uader^ 
ftand. That all htsLorcJs andJBarons, and all other Gentlemen that ufed 
or read^the Wojrd of God in Efigk/h^ that they were plain Hereticks, and 
]ioL worthy to live under a Chriftian King, nor tq farye^4iim^ but rather 
to be burnt, and their Lands confifcate and brought to the King 5 Pro- 
fit. So, with their ungodly and l^apifiical Counfel, they enticed and 
abufed this noble King, and caufed him to breaK his Frbmife to hi^ 
Uncle the King oil^ngLnd. The which Promife he made by Advice 
^f his great Earls, Lords and Barons, and, to ratify the fame, had in- j 

terchaagcd his greai Seal with Bingland^ for joyning of both the faid 1 

Realms inXFnity and Peace in Time coming \ whereof the King of jE«- 
^and was very defirous^ as m^y be feen by his hpneft and reafonable 
Offers, in his Cpm^nifiicn given to bis Ambafladors \ and ^ to that EffeA,* 
came to 22rJfc with great Provifion, to meet Che King oi ScotJandi in the 
Year of God One thoufand five hundred and forty one ¥ekrs j which Am:* 
ba0ador8 fbrei^id preiented cheir Commifllon to the King of Scotland^ 
with hearty Commendations and princely Propines, which were prefentea 
to the King of Scotland by the Ambaffadors, mz. Lord William Hoio^ 
, ard^ and the Biihop of St. Uavids^ which chey did right honourably de^ 
liver in the King of Engkifi^^JilsimQ } which were beanily received by 
the King oi Scotland^ apd that by the Qounfek of his nroft wife and ho- 
nourable Lords,^ who thought the King of Mngland'i Gommlilion and 
iQvely Defire to bs fo reafonable, fhat they thought it hot to be denied^ 
but rather to be grsjAed, for Welfare of both the faid Realms : For th? 
Kins oi Englana^ CommiiHon was nothing to^derogate thb f^ng ofS^ 
land\ Honour, in no Part, but rather to advanioe him iii fai^ nigh Ho- 
pour and Subftance, accordiog'^wliis princely pflate ? - Hi^dr the King 6f 
England^ thinking t|iat he had n^ Man fo fib and tender as the King of 
Scotland^ his Sifter's Son ; nor there was no living Creliture that he £i^ 
voured and loved fo well, except his Son Edas^rd^ whomf he thought te 
have putten in his Hands in Government and Keeping, bccaufe he wai 
mged, and thought hie Days would not endure long i Therefore he dcf 
fired a£reduoU% tofpeak with his Sifler^s Son the Kii^ of Scotidtid^ 
that he might {aakohim Duke of 9^^^, and Governor of J^^landy zn$ 
to put his Son into his Hands in Keeping, fcStr the more Security bf hii 
. Welfare, thinking the King of Scethnd molt native and kindly to fup^ 
port and defend ^is ik^, if ought came ttf him but good : For thii 
noble. Prince^ the King of England^ had ever a ^ufpicion in bis Mind 
thai, when it pleafed God to take bim, that fomeofthe greateftof hi 
Lords would put at his Son Edward^ and trouble him in the Brookin 
of his Authority and Realm, as they did thereafter, which is well know 
to all .other Coui^ries about : Therefore this noble Kine^fent his own 
Hsmd-Writ and Commiilion unto the King, bfSanland^ Ms Sifter^s Sbn^ 
in this Manner as I have fhevn you ; and 'for no other Caufe, but to 
- have jpyned both the faid Realms in fuch Love and Favour, that the^ 
ihould ever been able to have defended againft their Enemies, when Tim^ 
occurred. But yet the ungodly Paptftical Bifhops^ with the Abbotd^. 
Monks and Friei^, with all the^ reft: bf the Shavelings, topk fuch Feat 
and Dreadour in their Hearts, .believing, if tl^ King of S$0md and the 
Kiqg oiEfifglapd net, as tbek Piomife was^ that their Profit ahd Glory. 
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and PapiiticaJ: JCingdom fhodid go dowii'; bccaufe tlie'King oi Evj^land 
had lateljr. reformed and caflen x}own the Abbays^ and all the reft of the 
Idolatry, ^nd ;had fet forth God*s Word to have free Paflage through 
Mngland'^ that^Qlod might be glorified, and the People edified therewith^ 

: T H I p. wicked Friefts and Bilhops forelaid taking fuch Sufpicion in 
their Hearts,^ the two Kings met, that it fhould become of theMi as 
it was oi England i therefor^ caft ail the Ingyne and Labour that they 
might to dijQplve the faid Meeting, that none EfFe^ fhould come thereof} 
^metime by Craft and Iiigytie^ fometime$ by Deceit and Falihood, oSt^ 
ting to the King great Cifts of Gold ah4 Silver, faying to him, that he 
fhould not w;ant Gold and; Silver, fo long a^ there was. a Benefice in 4$!;^- 
Im4'^ and, to that Efiei^, codfUtute and aflijgned to him, of yearly Rent 
' of th^ir Benefices, the Suni, of thirty thoufand Pounds, to be taken up 
in Manner of Taxation by their CoUe^rs, and to deliver yearly ana 
freely to the Kipg, to def^p^ and maiiitain their Liberty, and the Pope's 
Authority. ' ' ' 

. . ;Y E r, ipi: all this, t)ie I$[^]ig was well toinded td have kept his Fromife 
to; the King, of Ef^land^ and thgt by the Advice of his Lords ; whom 
when the Priei^s .perceived counfelling the King in this Manner^ they 
frere iiot pQptent therewith, and would fitin been revenged on thir Lords 
fnd Gentlemen,^ whom they bdieved trere Counfellers of the King to go 
to England to meet with bis Uncle the King of England^ whilk they 
dej^reu on no Ways ihou}d be done y becaufe they were flexed that the 
Thing fhould come to pais w|iich is pra^fed^now alroidy : And there- 
fore devifed a fiibtileMean ^gainfl the faid Lords and Gentlemen, to put 
ihem at Difcord with their ciative Prince and Kixijg,;in this Maimer as 
jfe follows.: ^batis^p Jap Thty delated by the Gray-Friers, and 
gave up a. J^iil to the Kiog^ Graced as Hereticks,' t6 the Number of 
thirty fix fcorq of Barls^ Lords, Barons, ' Gentlemen^ and honefi; Buigel^ 
les an4 Crafifmen ; ^nd theiT Delation every Man at his Tail, given out 
hy the Gray-Fliers unto the Bilhops, and the fiiihops delivered the fame 
imto the Kin^:^ faying to )him in this Manner, Sir^ wpat needs joar 
farace to t^s^a England J fir any S^Jlance that King ILiry may gi^i 
y^ we jhali cafife you to Jind enough at Home in jour Country ^Scot- 
land, ./& thai you is)ill do^^Jufiic^-^ as we Jhali detife^ uton thir Here- 
ticks^ which we ha^efi^en you in Sillj who are great Readers oF^be 
did atui New Teftaments in Englifli, witk othet Jundry Points of De- 
lation whifhiye Jhali gi^e uptovou j for we Jhali take upon us and our 
Pnifciences^ that you may fyfm h(tve their Lands ^ Heritage s^ Toffeffi- 
fnsy and vmedhle Gopds^ '!whole in your Hands hy Conffcatimr fir 
their wicked Lives ^ mid Rf hellion ^^Minfi the Kirk^ and our hoh Fa^ 
{her the Pope and his Authority ; Tiber ^ore^ will wu do us Jt^ce^ 
WP J^(tll put into your Hands a hundnd thoufand ^mnds of yearly 
Renty to augment the Tatrimmy of your Crown in Times comings and to 
fy^yyou in your Wars agaifffi our old Enemies i^Ex^land, or any other 
iN^on that zffill ajfail your Grace. Aitdwt dejire no more of you^ hut 
i^t you zmUj^fCfe us a tmporal Ju4ge.^ which we Jhali dezife^ that 
Jh^ ^wf»5f^^?^/V^; and pitf to^Epiecutm thir wicked Hereticksy^ as 
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z4>^ baire jhsmfi-, to yonr great Enrntr and^rtj&t eini to the ^hafiere 
(f the Kirk, and onr bofy Father the Pppe, ^bo, we bove m Tiouirf, 
tut be witt reward yon right bonxfll^ and richly •, for the MaiAf^iningif 
bis Jutbority. .* ' 

The King- hearing thir Words iaftd falfe Etttifcemehts of tliir -wickdl 
Bifliops againfi God and his Scrv|nts, nothinB;inovTcd \^ich tht Lovd 
tb&t he ought to Godj Snd to his true Barons, out rather aift]4ed to Oy- 
vctoufnefs, anfwtrcd the Bifliops in this Manner^ '^^yi^g^ ^ JLdfdsy I 
wbuld fain that ye bad Jt^ice^ that the hvly Kirk might %)s 4^fhidtA 
and the Liberty thereof: therefore fiame and cbotfe a Judge at youdt 
0mn Tkafures^ whom ye think wili execute Juftice tmft Jkarpifond r^ 
gorot^Jly-, for punijlnng of thefe Hereticks^ and t JhaU cwiman^ i^^ 
and giee him my Corner ^ that is^homerer ye delate as a'i^hfpidk^ ^ 
hum himy and put him to Death at y out Tleafwts. 

The Bifliops and Kirk M^n, hearing the Itifig^ Anrwefr, Verc Wift 
contented thereat^ and chufed Sir J^mts Hamihan thfe King ifaniiliar 
Servant ^ for they knew him to be of their own Seft^ and a ^lood-thirfty 
Man, having no Fear of God, but fevourabfe.lo tlie Pcwcaid hik Reli- 
Mon, more than to Chrift and his Servants : And thererore aicrcejjtcd the 
Oflke vel-y thankfully, and wai very rejoyccd that he ftotdd bad com- 
fttttnded him in that Authority, faying to his Grace, ^at he did birH 
netter fttch a Tk^ure as to make him Jiidge criminal to Jik Unhapj^ 
Bereticks y making a Vow to his Grace, Jhat he Jhofdd make them hot 
Jrfes^ 'for his Tkafure and the Kirk ; Relieving Well and fuTcl^r tb gA 
feme Profit and Gains thereby. But XJod, of his mighty R)WWr and 
Grace, flanchcd his Fury and Ire, and bloody Wand conkrat^ his Set*- 
vants, which he thought to have ufed for Fleafure of Idle Priefb, if Gofl 
had not ftopt his Fury : But the mighty God, feeing, the Abufion of 
tliis King, and the Evil and Fury of his Servant Six yitmes Hamihon^ 
that he being in the firft Degree and Familiarity with his IW&ce, God 
tutned the Matter fo, that, by the Expcdation of Man^ lie Vas taketa 
and put in doleful Prifon, and fobn after ihameiully juftif[e(^^ a^ '^t SbadB 
hear afterwards. 

The faid Sit .^ameT Bamihtm^ Lord Ai^ndak^ and dtrnopal Fi- 
milUr Seryaat unto the Kiiig, then fla:nding in his higheft De^eii iA t^ 
Ckwrt at that Time, the King direded him, in thfe Mouth bf ^nt/, in 
the Year of God One thoufand five hundred and forty one Years^ to pais 
to the Ille of iLofay of 'Bute, to reform his Cailiti \xA Palace thereof, that 
he might )-emaln there fome Time^ of the Year at his JPleifii^e, Vith htt; 
Court and Q^een, as pleafed him beft ; and, for this Glufe, gave thb 
faid Sir Jamet three thoufand Qrowns to £e Mlfoti's for tb coitablece hii 
Work into the faid Hij^ of ^tste. Andy on the Mort1ov^ heitafter, thfe 
King pail oat of Edinbt^gb tx> Faiiland i and, ais he vis tiding thb 
Way, there came one to him? coiled 7ame5Sami&M;, the Sheriffof JLl/i^'- 
Iffofs Son. The King was afieanxfl and asked what wa^ the Motion* 
feeing that it was fo foon In the Mornibg, and no Man moving, fiat 
the faid yams anfwered, Ibavt drtah Things w fitiaf ym Grace Jh 
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cretlyifir Well ff your men Life^ concerning the Wt^are if your own 
^ody. The King turned about and anfwered the faid James^ and took 
a Ring oflr his Finger, and gave it to him, and faid, Tim Jhall pafs to 
the Cbequer-Houft'i where you Jhall find the Secret ary-i the Mqfter of^ 
Houjhold^ and the Treafurer^ and Jhow them thy mind^ like as thou 
would Jhow it to me^ and hid them bear thee as I were prefently with 

^tbem tfiyfelfx ^^^ '^^» ^^ '^^'w ^ hereafter as they think good With 
this 'the King pafl forward to the Perry to pafs to Rfe ^ and the faid 
'James pail: to the Chequer-Houfe, as he was commanded; at the Hour 
of nine, and there he found the Secretary, the Treaiiirer, the Maftcr of 
Houfliold, like as the King had ihown to him ; and there prefented the 
King's Ring and Token unto them to hear his Mind, like as the King's 
Grace had commanded, as he had been prefent. The which Lords ac- 
cepted the fame, and deiired him to fliow forth his Mind, as he could 
beft. Then the faid James Hamilton revealed certain Points of Trea- 
fon of Sir James Hamilton oi^Draphan^ where that he was fundry Times 
fcoun to flay the King, when he might fee Opportunity of Time ^ and 
yet continues dill on the fame Furpofe. 

T HI R ferefaid Lords hearing this Dittay givet) in by the faid Sif 
^ames*s native Coufin and Friend, gave it the more Credit. When the 
.ling's Officers had confulted upon {his Matter ibrefaid, they confented 
that they would take the faid Sir James tiamilum^ and put him in Cap- 
tivity till they had the King's Mind hereupon ^ and immediately the 
KingV Officers pafl, mz. The Treafurer, Secretary, and Mafler of Hou- 
Ihold, and took, with them the Lyon-Herauld, and pafl to the faid Sir 
James Hamilton % Lodging in Edinburgh'^ where he was lodged, and 
took him and put him in the Cafile ofEdinburghn there to remain dur- 
ing the King's Will 

When the faid Sir James faw that he was put in the Cafile, not 
"knowing any reafonable Caufe wherefore, he was heavily commoved at his 
Input ters > and wrote unto the King's Grape a Letter, declaring to him 
how he was handled, and put in Prifon by the King's familiar Servants^ 
and his own Companions, defiring 'the ICing's Grace, that he might be 
relieved out of Captivity to fpeak with his Grace. But when the King 
heard of his Inputting, he was not content therewith y and wrote to the 
Captain of the CafUe to deliver him at his Pleafure ; fhpwing to him^ 
That they fhould have no Thank that were his Inputters. 

Bur when the Secretary, Treafurer, and Mafler of Houfhold, heard 
thir Words, that the King was not content with the Inputting of the 
faid Sir JameSy they were fore afraid to meddle with a great Man, 
and fyne the King's Grace not to be contented, thinking that, fome Day, 
the fame Sir James would quit them a Common fer their Labours, iiF 
he obtained the Kings Pardon at that Time : Therefore they paft haffely 
to the King's Grace all three, where he was for the Time y and fhew him 
the terrible Dittay ^iven in upon the faid Sir Jamesy by his own Friend, 
touching the King's own Body ; and fhew, if he would thole the fame 
to be unpuniihed, they faid^ That they trufled he fliould not be long 
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alive. So they put the King in fuch a Fray and e\ril Will at the feid 
Sir James^ that he came fuddenlv to Edinbfirgb^ and took him out of 
the Gaftle, and had him to the Tolbooth, and ^ve him a fore Ailize of 
Ix)rds and Barons ; and there he was conviiS of lundry Points of Treafon, 
and thereafter was headed and quartered 9 and his Lands annexed to the. 
Ccown. Whereof the Country marvelled meikle, that fo great a Man, 
being in fuch Authority with his Prince, was fuddenly depofed and put 
down by the Expedation of any earthly Man, thinking that it was but 
the divine Puniihment upon the faid Sir James Hamilton \ ibr he was 
•ever a Tyrant and a Bloodihedder, and a Conquiflier of other Mens He- 
ritages, whether he had Right to them, or not ; at lafl, for Fleafure of 
the Bifliops and Kirk-Men, he took in Hand to be Judge-Criminal to 
all them that were the Servants of God, and read the Kew Tejiainenf. 

B Y this we may fee, Brethren, that when Men &md in the higheft 
D^ree, and greateft Credit amongft Men, misknowing their God, thc^ 
are neareft a Pall, as we may fee well in the Book of God, in Compart- 
fon of this fame Hiilory, written in the Book of Eftbefj of Haman and 
Mffrdecai. When the faid Haman flood in his higheft Degree with his 
Mafter King Jjfuerus^ and could not be content with his poor Brethren 
the Jews^ but he would purchafe a Decree from his Mafier to put all 
the forefaid People and Servants of God to Death, and to confisk their 
Gear to the King's Profit y and all this he did for Envy of poor Morde* 
cat 9 becaufe he would not worihip him in his Authority, contrary to his 
Confcience, therefore he caufed prepare a Gallows for him of fifty Cubits 
high, to hang hii^ upon \ whereon, by the mighty Provifion .of God^ 
and good Prayer of his Servants, he was hansed himfelf ; and faiis Goods^ 
Gear and Lands were given to the faid Mordecai in Efcheat. Therefore 
fo fared of the faid Sir James Hamik(m\ God turned his Wrath jwrefent*^ 
ly, that he bure upon his Brother, in unto himfelf, that he was depofed 
on this Manner, as .we have Ibown ^ and all the Servants, of God were 
faved, by God's mighty Power, both from the King and the Kirk-Men, 
and the farious Rage of this Tyrant Sir James Hamilton. But we will 
let, him reft with God, and- return to ou^ Purpofe and Hiftory. 

The fame Tear a Storm, called The Eoil Stwm^ began the thirteen 
Day of 2kdUei and continued till the tenth of April thereafter. 

A T this Time the King of England came to 7ork^ there to receive 
the King oi Scotland^ as his Promife was : But the Biihops would not 
iuffer the King of Scotland to keep his Promife ; whereat the King of* 
England was difpleafed, and great Wars rofe upon the Borders. 

I K this mean Time, the King of Scotland took great ^ufpicion o£ 
his Nohles, that, on no Ways, he could reft ^ thinking ever, that either 
one or other would deceive him. And, fome Times of the Night, he 
had great Vifions in his Bed ^ for he thought ever. That Sir James Ba^ 
mibony whom he had caufed juftifie before, came and fand him Sleeping, 
and pulled a Sword forth, ai!id ftrake at him, and cutted off his Right-* 
Arm > and thereafter immediately, with the fame SWord, cutted off his 
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Left- Arm ; and then faid to him in this Manner, 7jf/ou haft caufedjla^ 
me wrongoujly and nnjuftly ; for I was innocent cf the Crifne that toas 
laid to me : Though I was a Sinner againjl God^ yet Ifailtd not to 
thee. Had I been as good a Servant to my Lord my Goa^ as I was fa 
tbee^ I had net died thai Death : Sat mw^ herefire^ thoujhak want 
hath thy Arms^ and remain in forr awful Tain for a While j and theit 
I will come andftrike thine Head from thee^ that thou mayft want 
the Life. 

With this the King awoke out of his Sleep in a great f^'ta^ and 
flicw the fame unto his fecret Servants that were about him for the Tiflfte ; 
who were therewith difpkafed and difcontcnt of the King^s Vifion, and 
Impediment in his Sleep, thinking that they would have hafty Tidiftgs 
of the fame. But, on the Morrow hereiafter, Word oame to the King's 
Grace, that the Prihce was very iick and like to die. 

T K B King, heading thir Tidings, halted him td St. Andreias to fee 
the Manner : But, ere he came, the Prince was departed, which tn^as 
very fo^rowfol unto him. Notwithftanding, immediately the Poft calUe 
forth di Stirling to the King's Grace, flic wing him that the Duke bf Jf- 
hanyi his fecond Son, would not live. Then the King's Grace hafhd 
him faft to Stirling to fee the Manner : But fooh by he cariie jhete, the 
Duke of jShany departed, with great Mourning and Lattentlfibh nladis 
for the Departing of thir two, both in forty eight Hours \ which was 
vwy forrowfal unto the King's Grace, and alfo to the Qpetn their Mo^ 
thbr : But yet this Lady gave the King good Comfort, and faid thdt 
they were young enough, they might have more : And fo JHe, Within 
fiiort Time, became with Child to the King's Grace, comfdrting the 
Nobility xA Scotland. 

Bt; t fooii after this the Borders cti Scotland ht^ to break, with gfeat 
Herffaips, both* by Sea and Land. The King oF Scotland^ feeing this, 
ctft his Ingyne to fet . a Remedy hereunto j and fent certain Bajids of 
Men of War to defend the fame contrary the J5»^/()5&-Mefl. 

Soon after he fet a' Parliament at E^nhurgb^ the tenth of yuncy 

in the Year of God One thoufand five hundered and forty tvo \ ana tbcrt 

he made a liev general Revocation of all Things that he had done in his 

lefs Age, that might hurt the Liberty and Patrimony of his Crown : 

^d alio he approved and ratified all Things that he had done in the 

Amplifying of the Liberty of his Crown j and fpecially of the Afinexa- 

tion of the L^ds, that he had annexed before lo the Pitritoony of the 

Crown, viz. The Lands and Lordfliips of the &)tab liles and the North 

Ifles, with two Kintyres and their Canles, the Lands and Ldfd/hipS of ^ 

the Eiarl oi Douglas^ the. Lands and Lordihip^ of the feiarldorii of JngUi-, 

the Lands of Jedaoard-Vott^^ the Lands and Lordfliips of IBotinitly 

the Lands of Tanfallony with all other Lands pertaining to the Earldom 

c^Jf^ns, with Donations and Advocations of Benefices i and fiklike the 

Lands and Lordfhips of Glames ; and alfo the Lands zhd Lordfiiip of 

Mtndak^ with tfacrCafHc of J)rapban, with all other Laflds and Pof- 
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feffions pertaining to Sir James Hamilton-^ whom he had lately ferfaulced 
before \ and then ratified and annexed the fame to the Patrimony of the 
Grown, and made an. Ad thereupon, ^bat it fi:ould not he leifonf to bis 
Succejfars wbatfrnieveT'^ Kif/g^ ^een^ Governor ^ or Regent^ to difpone* 
ary rftbe [aid Lands from toe Patrimony of t be Crown j anditjhouldhe 
Irifom to the next cr&wned Kiv^ to meddle witb tbe forefaid TLands^ and 
take tbem again Home to bis Troft-, and Liberty of his Crown^ wit bout 
any Trocefs of Law i and tbat tbe Occupiers and Lah<mrers of tbe 
famejhould he conjirained to pay tbe yearly T>uty and Mails (f tbe f aid 
Lands ^ notwithjlanding tbeir pretended litle. 

After thir Statutes and Laws, the King tool; a general Taxation 
through all the whole Realm, containing five Shillings of the Pound 
Land ( which Sum arofe to thirty thouiand Pounds Scots) to fufbin his 
Men of War. 

I K the Year following, the King made his Siller's Sort, the Earl of 
JBuntky-^ Lieutenant of the Borders General \ and furnifhed forth with 
him ten thoufand Men to defend the laid Borders, and gave him a Coun- 
feller with him, who was a noble and ancient Lord, named Sir Waltef 
tAndefay^ Knight, oHorpbicben^ znd Lord of St. Jobn^ who was well 
befeen and. pra^ifed in Wars in Italy and Spain^ and had foughten oft-- 
times with the ^urks in Defence of the CbriftianSy in Company with the 
Lord of Tbe Rhodes i and there he was made Knight for his valiant Ads 9 
and thereafter came in Scotland and ferved our King, and had great Cre* 
dit with him, as I have fhewn to you before ; who gave him the whole 
Guiding and Government of his Army : Though he made his Sifters So% 
the £arl of Huntley Lieutenant ; yet he commanded him to do nothing 
by this Nobleman^ Advice and Counfel, whom he commanded to have 
the Vanguard, wherever the Earl fought, or was alTailed by the Enemies 
of England-, which was haftily thereafter, as I fhall Ihew how. For thir 
two Noblemen pad out of Edinburgh to the Borders, with ten thoufand 
Men, the tenth Day rf y»^, the Year of God 1542. 

Soon after, the JEngliJh-M^n^ getting Wit of their l^rces, adver- 
tifed the King oi England thereof; who fent to them a great Army, who 
garnifhed 2f^rwiV^, Nor am and Wark^ and skirmifhed with the Scots 
the Space of a Month ; but they had Jittle Vantage ; till, at the lafty 
they took Purpofe quietly to burn Jedburgh and Kelfo^ where the Lieu- 
tenant lay and his Army ; but it was not fo quietly provided, but the 
Lieutenant had Moyen thereof, by certain Spies that knew the Englijh^ 
Mens Purpofe, which was to come in the Dawning of the Day : But 
the Scots prevened the. Time, and pafi forth about Midnight to the Fields^ 
and watched fbrkly the .Englijh-Mm : But, in the Break of Day^ the 
Watches came and ihew the Lieutenant, that the Engli/h-Mcn were at 
Hand, within the Space of three Scottijh Miles, with ten thoufand Men 
in Number, arrayed well in three Battles. The Leaders and Governors 
were the Earl oi Angus ol Scotland^ and George Tiouglas his Brother^ 
who then were banifhed in England \ with them in G)mpany wtxfi my 

Lord ^owis and bis Brother^ tome of the Piercies of J^rth$tmherlanaf 
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Sir Ralph Sadler^ Sir "Brian Latoun^ Sir John Witbrington^ Mr. He- 
ron-i Sir R/^'/p/^ Rers^ Sir William his Brother, with many other good 
Captains and Soldiers, whom the King of 'Rvgland trufted and gave 
Cr<;drt of his Army. 

Notwithstanding, the Lieutenant of Scotland-^ hearing thir 
-Tidings, that the 'Englijh Army were fo near, with fuch Men and Go- 
vernors to them as I have ihown, took no Fear hereof, but paft manfully 
forward with his Army to meet them, and put his Men in Array and 
Order, as I Ihall Ihew you hereafter j giving this noble and ancient Lord 
of St, John the Vanguard for to guide, mz. A thoufand Spears, five 
hundred Bows, and Hagbutters, which contained two thoufand in the . 
whole ; and the Lieutenant came afterward in the Battle, to the Num- 
ber of four thoufand Spears, two thoufand Bows, Swords and Haber- 
geons, which were to the Number of fix thoufand. While, at laflr, the 
Day-Light began to Ihine, that either of the faid Armies appeared in 
others Sight j and fo the JB«^/(^-Men perceived the Scottijh Army array- 
ed in their Sight, and they not advertifed thereof, flacked of their Cou- 
rage, and took Purpofe inimediately to give Backs and flee. On the' other 
Side, this noble Captain Lord of St. John pnerceivin^ the fame, that the 
JEf;^//y5&-Men were not able to give Battle, cried for fwift Horfes to give 
the Skirmifh } with that the £^^//^Men gave Backs and fled, whereorf 
followed the noble Lord with all his Force, and flrake them down, and- • 
flew and took many Prifoners, to the Number of twenty four fcore Gen- 
tlemen, and ten fcore flain. This Skirmifh and Defeat of 'Englijh-yitn 
was from our Redemption, One thoufand five hundred and forty twtf 
Yeafs, in the Month di Jugufi. There was taken at this Skirmifh, the 
Lord ^owszxA his Brother, Mr. Sadler^ Sir John Witbringtony Mr. Sor 
rishury^ Mr. Heron^ and fome of the Teircies of Horthumbtrland^ T^ithf 
Sir Ralph hers^ Sir $rian hatoun-i and other Captains of the Borders j 
they that Were flain were but- Commons. 

But thir News haftrly came to the King of Scotland^ trho was well 
rejoyced at the fame, when he heard tell that fuch a Skirmifh was be* 
twixt his Men and [Englijh-Mtn^ trufKng that he would hav6 P6acc 
therefore on the Borders, by his prefect Viftory ; but his Belief was de- 
ceived : For fo foon as the King of England heard thir Novek, he wa# 
heavily difcontented therewith, and vowed to God fingufarly, that he 
fliould have a Revenge for the fame j and, to that EfFefl, fent a Heraul<l 
to Scotland^ and gave up Truce with the King of Scotldnd-^ who was his 
Sifter's Son, declaring to him, by his Herauld, if he would not keep his 
Promife nor Condition with him, he fhould put fuch Order to him, as 
he put to his Father j declaring to him. That he had the felf-fame Wand 
keeping that dang his Father ; that is to fajy He had the Duke of Nor- 
^/f living,' that ftruck the Field oiFtoudoun^ ind flew his Fattier, with 
many of the Nobles of Scotland. 

The Kiug of Scotland^ hearing thir Words, wash^vily comtnoved 

at his Uncle the King oiEniiandy that lie fhould hoaft hiin fo ^irith the 

Duke of J^iprfofk, who was his utter Boeiny) and had done no lefs td him 

than 
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than he fpake. Yet the Council of Scotland thought good to fend two 
Ambaffadors to Engiand to the King, to feel his Mind, what he wan 
purpofed to do at that Time j and alio to fee if they might pacify his 
Wrath contrary Scotland zt that Time : And fo the King's Grace, with 
Advice of his Council, direflcd away two Noblemen as Ambaifadors to 
the King of England^ his Uncle, tiz. Mr. William Stuart Bifliop of 
Jberdeen^ and a noble Knight called Sir James Lfarmont of T)arfay^ 
arid Mr. Hottfliold to the King's* Grace oi Scotland. ^ Thir two, as fore- 
faid is, were direfted with a Commiflion to the King of England^ deyi- 
fed by the King and his Council. 

These Ambaffadors being thus dircfted to fby King Harys Fury, 
when they came to the Court of England could fcarccly get Prefence for 
a long Time ; but were kept ftill without an Anfwer, till an Army of 
fifty thoufand Men of the Choice of all England was prepared, under 
the Condud of the Duke of Norfolk'^ who was commanded to pafs in Scot-- 
land^ and caufe the King keep his Promife, or elfe give him Battle. Fur^ 
ther, the King's Grace fent a fecret Writing written with his own Hand, 
and fealed and clofed fo ilraitly as could be devifed for opening of the 
fame, that no Man fhouldfee the fame, till it were prefented to the King 
oi England's Grace, with Dire6lions to thir faid AmbalTadors, that no 
Man Mould know the faid Writing faving the two Kings by their own 
|)roper Perfons j and requeuing the King of England feTv^ntly^ TiM he 
ihould let no Man fee the faid Writing but his own proper Perfon, and 
that he fhould write the Anfwer of the faid Writing again with his own 
Hand to the King of Scotland^ like as he had done to bim, for. ^miliar 
Love and fecret betwixt them two. 

The Ambafiadors pafl out of Scotland^ in this Manner As I hare 
ihown you, to London to King Gary ; where they were but thrafiJy re- 
ceived of the King and Council of England at that Time \ yet, not-* 
withftanding, they prefented their Commiflion from the King and Coun^ 
oil of Scotland^ together with the fecret Writing prefented by Sir JamiS 
Learmont of i)arfajf^ Knight, as the King oi Scotland's familiar Servant, 
defiring the King's Grace of England to keep that Writing fecret to him- 
felf, and that no Man ihould fee the fame but^ bis own Body, like as the 
King his Mafter had given him Command ; befeeking the King of En-^ 
gland^s Grace to write the Aftfwer of the faid Writing with his own Haix], 
and clofe the fame, in like Manner as the King of Scotland his Mafter had 
done, for Secretnefs of the King of Scotland. The which the King of 
En^and promifed to the faid Sir James^ that no Man ihould fee that 
Writing but^ his own Body, and to that he ihould fend the Anfwer there- , 
of as he defired* 

« 

This being done, the AmbaiTadors pafl to their Lodging ; till, on 
the Morrow, the King and Council convened, and then fent for the Sc^ 
tijh Ambaffadors to come to the Councils like as Others did that were 
Ambaflkdors there for the Time j fuch as, Brance^ Sbainy ^hnmarkj 
with others that were convened there for their leifom Bunnefs. But when 
the Council was all fet^ and eyery Man conform to his Pegree, and all 
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Writings and Letters laid on the Board, caften abroad to the fai'd Lords 
and Council of England to advife with, as it became them, and fyne to 
give an Anfwer thereupon conform to the Commonweal and Honour of 
their Country i but immediately Sir James Learmont oi^arfay^ Knight, 
who was Ambaflador oi Scotland^ perceived the King oi Scotland's (ecret 
Writing, tliat he had prefented to the King oi England on the Night 
before, with fuch Direflion from his Mafter, as I have fliown to you, 
that the faid Writing Ihould be kept fecret betwixt the two Kings, the 
whilk the King of £»^/^i;;^ promifed to do as the King of Scotland de- 
fired : But when Sir James faw the iaid Writing lying upon the Board 
patent to every Man that pleafcd, that was there for the Time, believe 
well he was very angry with himfelf, and thought no lefs than the King^ 
oS. England had failed to his Mafter the King o{ Scotland-! though he 
durft not openly fpeak the fame in Prefence of the King and his Nobility : 
But yet this Man, being of a bold Spirit, could not fufifer the Matter 
long to be unregrated to the King ; but, fo foon as he rofe from the Board ^ 
palled to the King's Grace, and fell on his knees, and faid unto the King 
oiEhgland'vci this Manner, as after follows. &>, if it pkafe your Ma^ 
pf^y^ ifldurjifav^ with Licence and Tardon^ you have not kept your 
Trimije to our mafiertbe King ^Scotland ; for bis fecret Writing that 
I prefented to you^ which you prtmifed to keep to your own felfy and 
that no Man Jhould fee the fame hut your awn ^oity-, which now I fee 
laid open and prefented on your "Board to all Men that pleafe to read it. 

The King of England', 'hearing this Man's Complaint and Ennarra- 
tioo, perceived him to be wife and trae in his Mailer's G)mmiflion, and 
fo fervent in that Caufe, anfwered him in this Manner, faying, My Hearty 
Sir James, / bad rather give twenty thoufand bounds Sterling, ere J 
failed to my Sifter's Son the King cjT Scotland, your Mafter-, or break 
aiPjf Tromije to bim, as you alledge : Jnd as for your Writing that you 
fee yonder open upon the Hoards no Man hatbfeen it hut my own Bods ; 
for they, that are yonder are my own 'Body^ and I the Head ; and they 
-are in me, and tin them, in all Conch^ns and Counfels bolden or gi- 
ven in England /^ me<, fince I was King thereof', and he you fure that 
they dare not any of them fhovo any Toint or Jot of my Secret to any 
other, for aU the Gold in England. Jnd vou may afure my Sifter's Son, 
the King of Scotland, if be ufe himfelf or the Ommonwealtb of bis 
Realm otherwife, in any fecret Manner, without the Jdme of bis Lords 
andireat Men and Counfelkts, as I do, and make them bis own Sody, 
and he to he their Head, or elfe beJhaU have an ill-guided Realm, and 
tynf himfelf and them both, and misfair the Government and Guid- 
ment of bis Country and Ommonweal thereof-, and, at the laft, his 
own felf misknow him, and bis Enemies ftudl overcome bim, when be 
has moft ado : Therefore I would counfel bim to difcharge all privy 
Counfel, and fpeciaUy 'Priefts and Flatterers, who hindred bim to fpeak 
■with mof which befiall know them as evil Counfellers at the Length. 

S o the King of England made an End of his Communing to the 
ADahiSAdoxs oi Scalana, and gaye them no Anfwer at that Time, but 
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Off-putting, till he had made and prepajed his Army to come in Scot^ 
land with the Jiukt oi Norfolk-^ as ye Ihall hear thereafter. . 

The King of Scotland hearing of the News forefaid^ and gettihg 
Word that the King oi England was preparing a great Army to come 
to Scotland with the Duke of Notrfblk'^ and hearing no Anfwer of his 
Ambaffadors, incontinent caufed make Proclamation through all Scotland 
to all Manner of Man betwixt fixty and fixteen, both fpiritual and Jem-* 
poral. Burgh and Land, as well in the far Illes as firm Land^ to com- 
pear at jEdinburgb with forty Days Viduals on the Surrow-Muir ; and 
nirther, to pafs with the King where he pleafed, in Defence of the Re- 
alm contrary the Engli/h-Mtn^ which'were coming haftily to invade his 
Realm j wjio came in Scottijh Ground the fecond Day of OUobef'^ which 
was the third Day of the King's Convention of his Nobility at Falaw : 
Who convened there with the whole Number of his Lords and Barons^ 
Gentlemen and Freeholders, and all Manner of Men betwixt fixty and 
fixteen, which gave their Mufters, and were fouod numbred by the Hc- 
raulds fifty thoufand fighting Men, by the Vanguard, who were with the 
Earl of Huntley for the Time, together with the whole Borders of Scot- 
land. Of all were counted fixty^ thoufand in Number j whereof there 
lirere twenty thoufand Picks and Spears, and twenty thoufand with Bows 
and Habergeons, and two-handed Swords^ which was the Armour of our 
Higbland-Mtn ; and alfo of Artillery and Canons, fix great Culverings, 
fix Battars, fix Double-Falcons, and thirty Field-Pieces, and ftirty Carts 
with Powder and Bullets, and Piks and Spears, with all Kind of Ord-* 
nance of Munition, which pertained to a Prince againft his Enemies. 
And, the fecond Day thereafter, they came to Falawi and marched for- 
ward befide Lawdefy to a Place, called ^e Sarlabaugb^ near the Kirk 
of Lawder ; and there came a Pofl: from the Earl of Huntley^ the King^s 
Lieutenant, ihewing to him, that the Duke of Norfolk was comiiig over 
tweedy and fent Meffage to him, defiring Battle of the King's Majefty, 
or elfe to keep his Promife that he had made to the King of Enjgland! 

Of thir News the King was wondrous^ commoved, and caufed the 
Lords to ajQTemble together to a Council holden .at Lawder-Kirk^ and 
(he King ihew to them his Mind by two of his wifeft Lords j. for he 
came not himfelf to that Convention, but direded his Mind to them, as 
after follows ; tbat is to fay^ He defired of his Lords, that he might be 
revenged of the Duke of Norfolk his Enemy, who was coming in Scot-^ 
land to invade him, at the King of England"^ Command, with his whole 
Fuiflance and Ordnance againft him. 

Upon this the Lords took to be advifed, and to give the King's Grace 
an Anfwer thereupon^ The Lords falling in a Difputation in this Manner^ 
faying amongft themfelves. That they could not pafs forward at that Time 
with their Honour and Confcience, becaufe of the Band that was made 
betwixt the King of England and the King oi Scotland \ the which Band 
and Promife was fealed with the great Seal of Scotland'^ and ibbfcribed 
with their own Hands \ but yet they promifed to the King> .if the Duke 
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di Ncrfilk came forward to invade their native Country, they would de- 
fend y but. they would not pafs in England at that Time. 

« 

This Anfwer was fent to the King by the whole Lords of the Coun- 
cil, born and repeted by the Earl of Glencairn. But when the King 
heard this Anfwer, he was noways contented. But, in this mean Time, 
a Watch came, and Ihew the Kang that the Duke of Norfolk was paft 
back again ov6r T^weed-^ and was camped on Evglijh Ground. 

Of thir News the King was very deiirous to have followed him in 
Tjiigland^ and to fight with him j but the Lords would confent, on no 
Ways, thereunto, nor give their Council that the King fhould go any 
further at that Time, confidering that the Duke oi Norfolk had done no 
Skaith in Scotland ^t that Time j neither burnt, nor berried, nor deftroy- 
ed any Town : Therefore they had the lefs Will to follow him on EngHJh 
Ground to do him any Skaith, though the King was very ardent thereunto. 
Then the Lords, feeing that the King's Mind could not be reftrained from 
Battle, and in fpecial from Battle in Evglifh Ground, they laid their 
Heads together in Council, ' that they would not fight at that Time for 
the King : For there was fome of them that faid, he was a better Priefls 
King than he was theirs, and ufed more of the Piiefts Counfel than he 
did of theirs : Therefore they had no Heart to fight with him in Battle ; 
but faid, it were more meritorious to hang all his fecret Servants, and 
his familiar Counfellers, that gave him fuch Counfel contrary the Wei- 
faire of his Realm. 

« 

This was conduded among themfelvcs, and declared untx> the King 
by ibme of cfaeir CounfeL But when the King's Grace was adyertifed 
hereof, and knew well their Minds, he made no longer Tariy, bat paft 
haftily, with his Houfhold and fecret Servants, to Bdinhtirgb. But 
the Council and all the whole Army continued ftill, till on the Mor- 
row that they got fure Word, that the Duke ol Nwfilk was retired 
homeward in England j and then the Lords pulled up their Pavilions, 
and returned hcmeward. Thpn the King of Gotland grew very corn- 
moved at the Lords, becaufe they would not pafs in Etitland to £ght 
with him agaiiift the Duke of Nnfolk, who had flaita his Father at 
Nowdoun \ and vowed iingulariy, that he /hbuld caufe them pafs in 
England-, and fight, or eHe See and ihame themfdvcSj or dfe Scotland 
jhould not hold him and them both : And, in his high Rage and Fury, 
ihade a Proclamation to all Lords, Batons, Gentletnea and Freeholders, to 
be in Readinefe, within twenty four Hours Warning, to foUow the King 
where he pleafed. So, on the fifteenth Day of November ^ the King 
paft to Teehles^ and made Warning to all the' Lords and Gentlemen of 
Scotland to follow him, and meet him at 'Pvehks*, and there to pafs ^ith 
him where he pleafed : For incontinent he ^n& to M^at, and fyne to 
tbe Water of Esk j and then fent in his Lords -and Gentlemen into En- 
gland to burn, herry and wafte the CouMry j wluch was very fore agarnft 
Ae Lords Counfel and Will, and would, on no Ways, take the Matter 
on Hand., nor yet confent that the King ihoald pafs there himfelf, to 
ttfe fuch Rigour or Malice to his Mother-Brother the Kuig oS England. 
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When tbs King faw that his Lords would, on no Ways, pleafe to 
pafs forward, nor had no Will to fervc his Appetite, he caufed to make 
a Proclamation in the Midft of his Army, and made Oliver Sinclair-^ 
one of his familiar Servants, Lieutenant over the faid Army; and com^ 
mknded them ftraitly by the Hcraulds all to obey the faid Oliter-^ and 
pafs with him where he pleafcd, as they would do with the King's own 
Body : And the King paft himfelf a little from the Army, to the Caftle 
oi Locbmahejt^ to remain there to fee what Succefs came of his Enter- 
prize. But the Lords and Nobility of Scotland feeing his wilful Mif- 
governmeot toward his own Commonwealth of Scotland-^ and that he 
would not ufe their Gounfel thereinto j but he abufed them fo, that, in 
the Place of great Earls and Lords, that ftiould have been Lieutenant . 
and Governor of his Army, 01 Battle, at this Time, he chuled one of 
his Courtiers to be Governor of his Army, and to be Lieutenant, and 
difcharged great E&rls and Lords which had it before ; liich asj the Earl 
oi Huntley^ the Lord 6i Maxwel-^ with other great Men on the Borders : ^ 
Thir Lords feeing this, confulted together, and faid they would, on no 
Ways, fight under Oliver Sinclair s banner, for they knew him not for 
a Goyemor or Lieutenant to them ^ and concluded whole in one Pur- 
pofe, that they had rather be taken and had to King Hary^ than for 
to abide the King^s Fury in Scotland-, or Tyranny wrought on them. by ' 
Gounfel of the Priefts and Courtiers : For the Priefts, as I have fliewn 
you before, abufed the King's Grace fo, tlxat they put great Diffcnfion 
betwixt him and his Lords, and caufed him underftand, that they were 
all Hereticks, and Readers of the Old and New Tefiamfnt : And there- 
fore were worthy to be burnt, and thtir Lands and Goods confifcate and 
brought to the King's Pfofit. Of this the Courtiers were well contented, 
and many of them confented hereunto, becaufc they were the Biihops 
Penfioners ; thinking, that if fuch Things came forward, they would 
get fome Cafualty thereby. 

Thus the King was abufed, and tint many of the Hearts of all his 
Lords y for he gave them no Credit, and they hoped no Good in his 
Hands : Therefore they tint Hearts, and had no Will to raife Fire in 
England. But the 25ff^/(^-Men, on the other Side, feeing fo great an 
Army of Scotland coming upon them fo haftily, which was to the Num- 
ber of fifteen thoufand Gentlemen, by Borderers, coming in good Array 
like as they would have foughten ; at this the iS/g/j^-Men were fore 
agaft at the Coming of the Scottijh-Mtn fo haftily j and then, without 
any Manner of Warning, they convened thcmfelves together, that they 
migbt be advifed. But their Number was but few and fmall to the Re- 
fpefi of Scattt/h-Metk j yet they were all BordererS, and could ride and 
prick well, and held the Scottijh-Mcn in pingling by their Pricking and 
Skirmiihing, till the Night came down on^ them i and they were in fuch 
ftrait Ground, where they knew not the Paflages^ that they could fcantly 
retire in Order as they fiiould have done, and they had no Vivers, 
Horfc-Meat nor Mans-Meat, to tarry that Night, nor yet Guides to pafs 
dirough the Paflages, which they might fafely ridden j but they retired, 
uncunnin^y, to a Part called 7%e Stagmire^ where there was no Paf- 
fage J and fyne to the Water oiEsk 5 and there the Sea was id, and the 
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Water was four Fathom dedp, .where the Hoft came over j yet, in all 
the Straits, they had ho Skaith of JS»^/i)5&-Men : But, at the laft, they 
came to a Place called The Solway-mofs^ wherethrough neither Horfe 
nor Man might pafs, and there laired all their Horfe, and mifchieved 
them, that Force it was to take them to their Feet : And then the JS»- 
r/(^-Men, feeing the Scots at that Strait, cried with fo hideous Shouts 
and Cries, that they put fuch a Fear to the Scdts^ that they brake and 
fled J and tliere were many of them taken by the Evgli/h-M^ie^^ and had 
m England. So the Hoft was difperfed and fcattered abroad, and the 
Night \Mas growing mirk upon them, that they knew not where they 
were, nor a Scottijh-Mzn by an £^^/i^-Man : And fo, by this unhappy 
Chance and Mifgovernmcnt of the Scotti/h-Mtrtj there were many Scot- 
tiJh'Mtn taken, and had into England as Prifbners, and fpecially the 
great Lords, and Barons, and Courtiers that were taken there, and had 
to London to King Hary^ who were well entertained there, as after I 
fliall fliew you ; but there were few flain, neither by Englifh nor Scots^ 
but twenty five Perfons, «?/«. Ten Scottijh-M^tn and fifteen Englifb-yixti. 

T H I R News coming to the King of Scotland^ where he was for the 
Time, tiz. In the Caftle of Locbmahen-, Ibewing to him how bis 
Lords were takei), and his Army defeat ; then the King grew wondrous 
(brrowful and pen£ve in his Hearty feeing no good Succefs come to him, 
neither by Chance nor Fortune, againft his Enemies. Then he began to 
remord in his Confcience, and thought the Government of his Life to- 
ward his God .had the principal Caufe hereof, remembring himfelf, that 
he had broken Promife to his Uncb the King di England ; and alfo had 
tint the Hearts of all his Nobles, through evil Counfel and fiilfe Flatter- 
ing of his Bifliops, and the privy Counfel of his Courtiers, fiot regarding 
his wife Lords Counfel : He knew well that thir Caufes had the Wyte of 
his Mifgovirnment and ihameful Chance that he had fuftained at that 
Journey ; wherethrough he took fuch Melancholy and Difpleafure, that 
no Comfort, on no Ways^ by no godly Man, might fatisfy him, nor 
bring him to Reft. He paft to Edinburgh^ and there remained eight 
Days, with great Dolour and Lamentation for the Tinfel and Shame of 
his Lieges, ^ which was, by Misfortune and evil * Government brought to 
Shame and Diflionour ; which put the King's Grace in Defpair that he 
could never recover his Honour again. 

This being doni, the King paft out oi Holy-rood-boufe to Falkland^ 
and there became heavy and dolorous, that he never ate nor drank that 
had Digeftion ; and ib he became vehement fick, that no Man had Hope 
of his Life. Then he fent for certain of his Lords, both Spiritual and 
Temporal, to have their Counfel ; but, ere they came, he was nearhand 
ftrangled to Death by extreme Melancholy. 

St this the Poft came to the King out ofLitbgow^ fiiowing to him 
good Tidings, that the Qyeen was ddivered. The King enquired, whe- 
ther it was a Man-Child or a Woman. The Meflenger laid, J^ is a 
fair jDai^gbter. The King anfwered, j^u^ Farcwel, it came witb 

d Lafs^ audit wiU pafs witb a Ltifs. And fo he recommended him- 
felf 
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felf to the Mercy of Almighty God, and fpake little from that Time 
forth, but turned his Back unto his Lords, and his Face unto the Wall. 

A T this Time, David Beaton Cardinal of Scotland^ flaiiding in Pre^ 
fence of the King, feeing him begin to fail of his Strength and natural 
Speech, held a Throch of Paper to his Grace, and caufed him to fub- 
fcribe the fame > wherein the faid Cardinal wrote what pleafed him for 
his own particular Well, thinking to haye Authority and Preheminence 
in the Government of the Country : But we may know hereby the King's 
Legacy was very ihort ; for in this Manner he departed, as after I (hall 
Ihew you. He turned him upon his Back, and looked, and beheld all 
his Nobles and Lords about him, and gave a little Smile of Laughter, 
fyne kifled his Hand, and offered the fiime to all his Nobles round about 
lum i thereafter held up his Hands to God, and yielded his Spirit to 
God. ^ 

This noble Prince, if he would, have ufed the Gounfel of his wife 
Lords and godly Men, and ufed his Body after their Counfel, he might 
have lived, by Nature and £x|>edation of Man, forty Years longer than 
he did : But he departed the thirty firfl Year of his Age, the twenty 
ninth of his Reign, in the Year of God One thoufand five hundred and 
forty two Years, the twentieth Day of December^ at Falkland^, in bis 
own Palace, and that very quietly : For few were at his Departing, ex- 
cept the Cardinal, the £arl oi Argyky the Earl ofRabes^ the Lord 
Erstune^ the Lord Linde/ayj the Dodor, Mr. Michael l^urie^ Sir 
David Undefof of iCb§ Mmt^ Lyon-Herauld, the Laird of Grange^ 
Jndrew W$od of tjorgo^ Norman JLeJly^ Mafter of Bjabes y the reft 
were bpt his own fecret Servants. And this^aoble Prince, if he would 
haye received the Counfel of his wife and godly Lords, and would have 
hept his Body from Harlotry, and had left the evil Counfel of his Pa* 
pins, Biihops and greedy Courtiers, he had been the moft noble Prince 
that ever ragn in the Realm of Scotland : For he was full of Policy and 
Honefiy at his Beginning, and didmany gpod AAs in his Realms, as, big- 
ging of Palaces and Caftles, and furnilhing the Realm with good Artil-* 
lery, with all other Kind of Weapons, as, Harnefs, Picks and Spears, 
aiKl all other Provifion for his Realm, as accords for a King and the 
Commonwealth of his Realm. But from Time he was abufed with Pa- 
piftry, and would not fuffer the Word of God to have free PalTage in 
his Realm, whereof he would never hear, becaufe it teaches Sinners to 
Repentance and Amendment of Life, and fpecially Idolaters and Adul- 
terers } and* the faid King, knowing himfelf to be one of thofe, he had 
the lefs Will thereof, becaufe it accufed his Confcience, if the Word 
had been truly preached^ And another Caufe there was^ the great Pro- 
fit that the Biihops gave to him, by the Pope's Men, to defend the Au- 
thority of the Kirkmens Liberty, that he, abufed through Covetoufnefs^ 
confented to their wicked and evil. Counfel againft the Evangel of Jefus 
CbriJIj which was the principal Caufe of his evil Succefs in his lattet 
I>siys : For the Biihops, Priefts and Friers caufed him underfbnd, that 
he might take his Pleafure through all Scotland of what Gentlewoman he 
pleafed, whether ihe were married or unmarried $ and fo to fpend his 
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Body upon them as he pleafed, contrary the Commandment of God ; 
they put him in fuch Belief, that they fliould not impute to him aniy 
Sin, fo he ufcd their Counfel, and defended their Liberty of the holy 
Kirk. So they caufed him both to ufe Idolatry and Adultery ; viz. Ido- 
latry, in flopping of Chrift's Evafigd, authorizing the Mais and Pilgri- 
mage, with other vain Supeiftiti6n j and Adultery, in afing other Mens 
Wives. So they abufed this noble Prince, that he tint the Favour of 
God|> and Nobles of his Reaina ; whereat he took great Difpleaiure and 
Melancholy, whereby he was firangled to Death, in Manner as I havic 
ihown you before. Always this Prince left meikle Riches behind him, 
both of Gold, Silvfer, Jewels, Horfes and Ships, with many more Move- 
ables, which never came to count to any of his own, as is known to the 

whole Nobility and Lieges of&;otland.

Bu T we will let him reft with God, and return to our Hiftory, giv- 
ing a general Admonition to all Kings, Princes, or Governors, or any 
that bruiks Authority for the Time, that they begin at Almighty God 
to fet forth his Glory ihto the Realm ; tiz. To catlle preach 'the Word 
of God truly to the People, and caufe an ecclefiaftical Difciplihe to be 
ufed by the Miniftcrs thereof. Nexf^ Caufe vifit and provide for the 
Poor, and bring up the Youth at Schools, atid fee that the Patrimony of 
God's Kirk be well paid by the temporal Mert that have it in their 
Hands j . ind that it be focnded in this Manner by thert that take it 
up, which is the Will of God, pronounced . by the Mouth of his Pro- 
phet Malacfyi in the third Chapter. This beiijg done, God firft ferVed, 
his Glory fet forward, then ufe the civil Order conforn\ to a godly King : 
^bat is to fay^ To minifter Juftice equally to great aid fmall, poor and 
rich, aiid reward them that do Good, and punifh theih that oo Evil; 
and treat and hdnOur the titre Lords of the Realm who are godly and 
hontft, and ufe their Counfel } and, it like Manner, pUniA and correft 
the greedy ahd covetous Lords and Barotts who are Oppreflbrs of theit 
Neighbours, difobedient both to God and their Prince. And, attour 
all Thitags, let Princes and Governors, or whofomever that brooketh 
Authority, keep hi^ Body clean and undefiled, and pure from Harlotry 
and Avarice j in fo doing, obeying God, as I have Ipokeu, I ha^ve no 
Doubt but God fliall caufe his Sulgefts to obey him, in all gOdly and 
honeft Affairs, according to the Honour of God, and the Welfare oF bis 
Realm, as I have fliewn to you before : Therefore I befeek God, of his 
Mercy, to i^ftruA, maintain and illuminate the Hearts of all Cbrijfiatt 
Kings, to confider the Admonition that I hayc forefpokfea to their In- 
HmSdoa. Jtmen. 
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N the Ycalr of our Lord One thottfand five hundred 
and forty three Years, in the Month of ^anuaryy 
many of our Lords and Barons of Scotland w^tq ly- 
ing captive in England^ being taken at Shhoay-Mofs^ 
and were kindly entertained by King Henry. At 
which Time Word came to England of the Death of 
King yamesY. whereat King^^ry fighed, faying, 
Wb is me^ fir there 'OOill ne^er reign in Scotland a 
Kint fo fib to me-j neither whom I favoured fo muchy or fo cffieUuouJly\ 
vailed for his (inference ^ which woiifd have turned to Joy and Sene-^ 
fit tons hothy if he had not heen bindred hy evil Comfet. But when 
the Meflenger told him that the Scettifl> Queen was delivered of a Daugh- 
ter, and no more Succelfidh left by the King, he fclieh began to conje- 
dure that which after caine tb piars, tibar, in regard of the Facility of the 
Earl of Arrany next Heir to the Grown, by the Kirkmens Counfel and 
the Qjieen's Procurement, being a Wericb-yf otaztiy the Lords of Scitt-^ 
land would be induced* to put this ybung Qaeen in the Hands of the 
^encby rither than his, albeit Ihe was fo near of his Blood r Wherefore 
fae fet himfelf, by all Means, to bring Iche two Realms to an Alliance, 
end fo to Unity, Peace and Concord. TothisEffeft, he ufed thi^ Lords 
oiScatlandy his Captives, very friei^ly, and bountifally difmifttbem, 
defiring nothing of them, but that they would fland his Friends, and do 
their befl i» the Council oiiScothndy t^hen Time Aottld ofibrOccafioh, 
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CO bring both the Realms to an Union, their Honours and Allegiance 
fafe. The Lords, having promifcd this much, returned JHome the twenty 
fifth Day of January^ One thoufand five hundered and forty three. 

Meanwhile, the Cardinal, feeing the Earl oi Arratty who was 
neareft of the Blood-Royal, to be a facile and fimple Man, unmeet for 
Government ( as he thought ) fet himfelf to purchafe that Room of Au- 
thority and Government of the State, during the Minority of the Prin^ 
cefs, by th? means efpecially of the Qiieen-Mother, the Earl of ^;^7<?> 
the Lord Seaton^ and other his Friends;j pretending the King's Tcfta- 
ment and Latter- WiU, wherein he himfelf had been appointed Governor 
of the Realm,, and Tutor to the young Qjieen. The Qyeen-Mother and 
Lords of the French Faftion favoured him highly : But the Earl of Jr- 
rany by the Advice of his Friends, difdaining to be fbpt of his Right 
by a Pricft, joyncd himfelf with the Earl oi Angus ^ returning from £«- 
land after- fifteen Years Baniihment, knowing him and his Brother 
ir George to be Men of great Adion and Experience ; whereof t]be 
Queen and her FaAion were not well content. I^reupon both Parties 
,made all the Friendihip they could againft: the next Ck)nvention of the 
Eftates, which was holden at Edinburgh^ the tenth Day of tehruary^ 
in the Year forefaid.

In the which Convration, James liamihon^ Earl of Arran^ wad 
cholen Protedior and Governor of iScctlakdy the Cardinal and his Fadion 
appealing from this Eledion, and asking Inflruments thereupon. There 
came alio to this Convention a Herauld from the King of England', dzr 
firing a fafe Condud: for an AmbafTador to treat with the Governor anent 
« the A&irs betwixt the two Realms, Which Defire was granted by the 
Advice of the Governor*s Counfel. There was alfo a Herauld direfted 
to England for Redelivery of the Garter and Order oiSt. George^ in the 
which James^ the late King of Scets^ had been invefted by his Undo 
King Hary-i who rewarded the Herauld richly, and fent an Ambaflador 
after him, named Mr. Sadler^ whom the Gevernor received very kindly. 
He ftayed three Months in Scotland^l^^^ixn^ for a Marriage betwixt the 
Prince of England and Princefs d[ Scotland^ and uniting of the two Realms 
in perpetual Friendihip j whereiinto the Governor andfjhis Council hailily 
affented, and bound up the fame moflf amply, under the Interchange of the 
great Seals of Scotland and England. But the Cardinal, the Kirkmen, the 
Qyeen-Mother, and all the French Fafliop, being, enraged hereat, la- 
boured fo earneflly in the contrary, that the Marriage was retreated in 
plain Parliament ; the Biihops alfo, and other Kirkmen, and the Citi- 
zens of JE^i«^«rr^, ufed the Englijh Ambaflador very dilhonourably : 
Whereby H^^Ebry being juftiy irritate, fent an Army by Sea, which 
landed at Grantoungrange vr^A-hj Leith^ the third of May ^ in the Year 
forefaid, to the. Number of forty thoufand Menj who, having remained 
certain Days in Leitbr paft up to Edinburgh^ and burnt the Town, 
and the whole Kirks thereof, with the King's Palace of ffo^ood-houfe. 
They fliot alfo at the Caftle ; but tlie Garifon ifliing forth and skirmifti- 
ing with them, they were forced to retire, leaving iome of their Ord- 
nance behind them, which yet rcmaineth in Scotland i fome Part alfo 

they 
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they broke. They took alfo the Caflle of Q-aigmif/ar^ fpoiled it, ind 
burnt it, with the Villages adjacent to Edinburgh i and, at their De- 
parture, burnt the Town of Leitb^ revenging the Dilhonour done to 
iheir ,Ainbaffador. 

A F T€ R their Departure, the Lords held a Convention y and confider- 
ing that the Cardinal had been the Occafion of breaking the Amity be- 
twixt the two Realms, and of. the Mifchief enfuing thereupon, reiolved 
to put him in Frifo^ \ and while he was fitting at Table in the Council, 
they caufed Officers lay Ij^nds upon him, and put him in a fecret Cham- 
ber ^ and thereafter delivered tiim in Keeping to my Lord Seatm : But 
this Lord, being partly moved with the Queen's Favour, partly allured 
by great Gifts of Gold and Silver, let him efcape : So that he raged 
more furiouily than before, with all Contempt of the Authority. He 
procured, by fecret Meliages, the £ail of Lennox to come Home from 
France^ ( moved the- more by the Qyeen's Supplication ) promifing him 
the Marriage of the Queen- Mother, and Governorlhip of the Realm^ in 
Place of the Eail of Jrran^ whom he undertook to prove to be a Ba- 
ilard. The French King, notwithftanding he highly efteemed the Earl 
of Lennox y yet, upon thefe Reafons, he diimift him, with Fromifea <£ 
AiCIlance. 

The Governor, fo prevent this Stormi, refolved to get the young 
Queen iq his Hands. But the Cardinal advertifed thereof, with great 
Gifts of Gold^ drew the Earl oi Argyk^ and other Noblemen, to his Fa* 
ftion \ who aflembling to the Number of ten tboufand Men, paft to 
LithgoWy where the Qjieen-Mother and her Daughter were. The No- 
bility alfo being unwilling to put the young Q^eeo in the Hands of him 
who Was neareft Heir to the Crown $ at length it was accorded. That 
four indi£krcnc Noblemen, the JLords QlrabmpBy ZJndefiiy^ Erskine^ and 
LMngftoun^ fliould receive the young Qjieen and her Mother, and keep 
the Frincefs in the Caftle of Stirling^ as they would be anfwerable to 
God, and the Eilates of the Kingdom, upon the Pain of Porfaultry, till 
further Order were taken. Hereupon the Cardinal and Governor skaled 
their Armies, and met in Litbgow i and, by the Qpeen-Mother's Me- 
diation, were finally agreed j and, on the Morn, paft to Stir ting with 
the young Qiieen, to whom the whole Lords oi Scotland z&mhhx^y the 
.Queen was crowned the twentieth Day oi Jugufty in the Year fbrefaid^ 
with great Solemnity. 

When the Earl of Lerniox^ who had be«n received by the Cardinal 
with many flattering Words, underftood that the Governor and he were 
agreed upon all Things, repented himfelf of his ralh £nterprize« The 
Ordinal, as he fkvoured the Governor after his Reconciliatioo, as being 
.his near Kiniman, Son to hi3 Mother's Sifter ^ fo he would gladly have 
been rid of the Earl of Lenmx with his Credit : Wherefore he moved 
the Qjieeu-Mp^her to entertain liim tenderly, and hold htm in Hope of. 
her Marriage^ ;^d fo padfy him? (ill Time might work further 
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The Earl of Sotbwel^ it the fame Time, being a gallant youn^ 
Nobleman, hoped for the Marriage of the Qjieen-Mother : So that 
thefe two Earls daily frequented the Court, ftriving, in Magnificence of 
Apparel, and in all courtly Games, the one to exceed the other, efpeci^ 
ally in the Qyeen^s Sight. But the Earl oi Lennox^ being well bred in 
the Wars of Prance^ lurpafled the other, both in Ability of Body, and 
Dexterity of Exercife* He was of a ftrong Body, well proportionate, of 
a fweet atid manly Vifage, firaight in Stature, and pleafant in Behaviour. 
Satbwei was fair and whitely, lomething hanging-fliouldercd and going 
forward 9 but of a gentle and humane Countenance. Thefe two being 
fed with fair Words for a Time, at length the Earl Si^bwe/^ haying 
fpent very much, was forced to retire. The Earl of Lennox urged the 
Queen and Cardinal to perform their Fromife, or elfe to*refound hia 
Lolies by his Enterprize, and reflore him whence they had brought him* 
Of which Defire they were not content. . Mean while Captain James 
Stuart of Cardimnock brought thirty thoufand Crowns from^ the French 
King, for furthering of the Earl oi Lennox his Affairs. The Queen and 
Cardinal had no Will that he fbould pafsout oi Scotland^ but Co keep 
him iiill as an Awe*Band aboye the Governor's Head ; and therefoie they 
put him off with fair Promifes : Wherewith, at length, being irritate, he 
refolved to be avenged of their DifCmulation i and, returning Home, h« 
follicited the Earl oi Ang^^ the Earl oiGlencairni and the wh6le Cu- 
m^gbamsy the Laird of^ilU^ardinj with the whole Murrays^ with the 
Naine oi StMart^ and all his own Kinfmen and Friends, to the Number 
of twelve thoufand Men ; and came boldly to Edinhurgb where the Car* 
dinal and Goyeirnor were, and encamped betwixt Leitb and EdinBtirgb^ 
provoking them to Battle, or elfe to keep Promife. The Cardinal know* 
ing him to be a skilled Warriottr, and that he had many valiant Men ill 
his Company, kept himfelf quiet ; and, by Mediators, praAifed fp cun- 
ningly with the Earl otj^gm^ that he was moved to deal wkb Lennox 
CO skale his Army, and to expeA that the Qjieen and Cardinal wouM 
jive him full Satisfaiftion ; and haying awaited three or four Days, and 
[eeing no Appearance of Battle, although he was difcontent with the 
Motion, yet was coiiftrained to hearken to the Earl 6f Jn^s's Gounfet 
Thereafter, perceiving himfelf to be deluded on all Hacds, and iecret 
Plots contrived againft him, hearing that there was a Ship landed at 
^Dumhartoun from Brame^ vfiih thirty thoufand Crdwns, direfted to 
him, to be diftrihttted by the Advice of the Q^ten and Cardinal, he in- 
tercepted the fame, and furniihed the CafUe of Gtafym with Meii and 
Munition. Hereat the Qyeen and Cardinal^ being highly difpleafed^ 
perfwaded the Governor to raife an Army, and ibeikge th« Caflle of 
Glafyova^ where they thought to find the Earl i£ Lennox. 

The eight^y of Mafch^ One thoufsad fiye huatjitd ta^ ^otVf 
feur, the Govmior came to Qiafgum urith x^tht thoufand Me«) bring- 
ing fundry Caxions, add other AniUery, from Bdinhnr^h The Siege 
kfted teA Days, till all their Powder and BiUets Were Ibent : There- 
fore they pradi£ed with the Keepers of. the Caftk td yMd it, pronufing 
;reat Rewards to them, and all who were with tbem. The Keepers were 

"^iikn Stuart and ffitttam^ being Sow to the Abbot oi^Dryhurib i who, 
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knowing of no Relief, were glad of the OfTer, and yielded the Caftle to 
the Governor. Notwithftanding, the two Brethren forefaid were impri- 
foned during the Governor's Hcafiire ; and all the reft were immediately 
hanged. The Earl himielt^ being fummoned, was put to the Horn for 
Non-Compeaiaoce, and theieafter forfaulted. So that he, feeing no Re* 
fuge in Scotland^ and hearing that the French King, being poiieiTed by 
the Calumnies of his Unfriends, was alienated from him, ihortly there- 
after he retired into England^ where he was kindly entertained by King 
Jltnry ; who gave him in Marriage* the Lady Margaret liouglas^ be- 
gotten upon his Sifter Qjieen Margaret by Jrcbihald Earl of Jngut. 

I ^ the next Parliaitaent, the Earl's \*rhole Vaflals and Followers wete 
forfaulted ; for whofe Compofitions the Governor obtained great Sums of 
Money ; howbeit, he loft their Hearts for his extreme Rigour. The 
Cardinal alio fd mifled the Governor, that no Peace could be bound up 
with England^ neither durft any of the Barons give any firee or profit- 
able Couniel in the publick Affairs ^ yea, not fo much as come to Court^ 
for their own Affairs, without the Cardinal's Affurance. The Englijlh 
Men, knowing this, entred in, both by the Eaft and Weft Marches^ 
and utterly fpoiled and deftroycd all before them, with great Slaughter 
of the Inhabitants. So that many were forced to wear the Ked Crofs^ 
and fw^ear Allegiance to England. This continued all the Summer, till 
Winter came on j at which Time, having deftroved T^eziotdale and 
Merfe^ they took the Abbay of Coldingham^ and laid all wafte as far as 
%)f$mharn 

The Governor, l)eing hereby fi>rced to enterprize fboiething, madd 
l^oclamations for all Men to come, pipvided with eight Days Viduals^ 
to attend the Governor.. So, aiTembling about twelve thoufafid Men, he 
tiaft to Coldingham-i having wicb him chc B.^x\m of An^ns and Sotbwel^ 
the Lords Erskine^ T>rummond and Gr^, with miany other Nobles : 
But the Weather being extreme cold in the Winter*Seaion, and th^ Ar* 
my ftanding all Night ott^Foot in Battle'^ Array, battering the Houfe 
with their Canon, without cff^ding any Thing ^ and a Rumour being 
fpread about the Break of Day, That ^ the EngHjh Army was coming at 
faand to the Refcue } the Governor, being jealous of many of the Noble^ 
men about him, and fearing to be delivered by them into the Hinds of 
the BngHJh^ pofled back uy Dumhar^ leaving the Qjieen's Ordnahce te 
the ]Danger of the Enemy ; fo that fome gave Counfel to leave theim 
Othera to break them, that they might be unprofitable to the EnglijiL 
But the Earl <si Angvs^ feeing the Hpft disbanding, faid, God forbid 
that IJhould either break the Qyeens Cmon^ of leave them to the Ene^, 
fny^ Jo hng as tmay breathe j and here Imjo to God^ that either I Jhali 
feftore them Home in Safety^ or e^ die ifiMr 7}efence. Herewith 
alighting on Foot, with his Brother and Friends, he went forv^ard ia 
Grow of Battle^ and convoyed the Artillery ftfcfely to. T>tmifar ; for the 
Englifh^ tvljto came &ft forward to encounter the Scots in their Retreat^^ 
feeing the Earl of Jngus return in fo good. Order, and knowing his Va- 
lour and Refolution, durft attempt wxhitig. Hereby the Eafl oi Angus 
pitfchafcd great Honodn . . ^ v 
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The Eii^lifh-Mtn^ with Sir Ra/pb hers and Six Sryan Latoun^ , 
General and Lieutenant of their Army, gucw fo proud of the Viflory, that 
they, accounting the whole Lands of Scotland by-fouth 'Edinburgh to be 
now fully conquered, paft to the Court to be rewarded for fo great Ser- 
vice. King Hary^ by the Perfwafion of the Duke oi Norfolk^ condc- 
fcendcd to them, That, feeing they had conquered ^e Merfe and Te- 
tiotdale-, being two moft populous and fertile Countries in thele Quarters 
of jBritainy and had brought all the People and Inhabitants to the En- 
glifh Obedience ( although that Conqueft had flood the King above thir- 
ty thouiand Pounds Sterlhg ) yet he would, by Charter and Infeftment . 
under the great Seal ol England^ give to thcfc two Noblemen thefe two 
Sheriffdoms, with the Countries adjacent, ered:ed in two Lordihips : 
Tor ( laid the Duke ) if indeed they have fulfy conquered tlfefe Coun-- 
tries ^ and hrcugbt tbem under your Obedience ^^ they are worthy of fo 
great a Reward i and befides^ all Men Jhall hereby fee how great Re- 
fpeU your Majefiy bath to valiant Spirits ; and hereby ye fiall oblige 
thefe . two Noblemen to defend thefe Lands by all Means p€0ible. Th6 
King moreover gave them three thoufand Men, upon his own Charges^ 
for Year and Day, to affifl them in PofTeffion of their Conquefl, befide 
Borderers, who would Joyn with them* 

These two Captains, beuig glad of their good Succefs, hailed them 
to come and take Seifin of their new Conqueft j and, upon the eighth 
Day of Marcb^ they came to Jgdhurgb with an Army of five thouliand 
Men, purpofing to take Seifin oilhe Merfe and Teviotdale ; thereafter 
to come to Haddingtmut and to Edhhur^b if they were not fiopt. 


T H c £arl of AngnSt feeing no Order taken for RefiftaDce, came to 
the Goveraor, and ifaarply reproved him, that he, ufing the only Coun- 
fel of the Cardinal and PrteAi^ fufivred the Enemy to prevail (o &r. If 

ye ewtintte thus ( faid he ) you mil h fitortfy tbrufl ma of all Scotland, 
utr elfe fj/arced to fuhmit yourfelf as tributary to England. Whereas-, if 
you would follow tbe Counfel of tbe Nobility,* we migbt be able to defend 
our owth and do tbe Englifn one ill Turn for anotber ; and albeit you 
fhould ly afide, yet I bere avow tofpend m Life in tbe Q^^rrel j and^ 
if tbey come to take Seifin in my Lands, Ijball bear tbem Witnefs to it^ 
and perbaps write tbem an Injirumentwitb Jharp Tens and red Ink. 
Jnd wbereas now, being mifntided by tbe evil Council of tbe Qtrdinal 
and Kirkmen, you are in St^cion of me and other of tbe lio^ility \ yet^ 
if you will fellow our Counfel at this Time, we Jhall, God willing, Jhew 
your Grace a real T)emo^ration of tbe contrary, and take a Tart owt" 
fehes in our own Omclufms ; Wbereas your Kirkmen, when tbey have 
brought great Trouble on tbe Realm, were never prtfent at the Off- 
putting thereof Go on therefore refohttely, and IJhM adventure be- 
for f you in all Hazards -, for I had rather die with Honour in the Tie- 
fence of my Country and Herit^^e, than live to fee the fame brot^ht tf 
Sondage. 

The Governor, animated with thefe Speeches, by the Earl's Advice, 
Tcfolved to %Q forward againft the Enemy with th« iinall Forces which 
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Xrere dbout them (the Earl and he both not exceeding three hundred Horfe 
in Gompany) and fent Proclamations to all the Nobility and Gentry, that 
were negr, to follow him* 

The Enemies welre coine that fame Night to yeSurgb^ as we have 
faid J and hearing that the Governor was coming to lodge in Melrojs 
with fo iinair a Company, they thought all was their own, and came 
forward, in the Night, to intrap the Governor in his Lodging j yet he, 
being adyertifed, retired back above the Bridge oi Melr^s^ to a Place 
called T!be Sbiels-, and lodged there, by the Advice of the Earl of Aigus^ 
and fent forth Trumpets to advcrtile the neighbour Gentlemen to- meet 
the Governor zxGaltaJheels in all Hafbe. The Enemv, miffing the Go- 
vernor, fpoiled Melrofs^ and returned towards yedhurgh. Mean time 
Norman Lefly^ Mafter. of Rothes^ and the Lord lAndefays Servants^ 
and the neighbour Barons'; the Laird oi Locbletin alfo, and the Gentle- 
men of the Weft End of jFi/^, to the Number of twelvelcdre able Men, 
having ridden all that Night, met the Governor at Gcubenfide-, foreanenc 
Melrofs ; whereof he was very glad : And feeing the JS«^/i^-Men tar- 
rying a little at Libbertmn^ Crofs to view the ScottiflhlAtxis Array, and 
underftand their Intent ; the Scots marched Sautb-Weft from Mehrofs^ 
round about Jncrantj pretending as if they minded not to meddle with 
the EngUJh ; who, marching towards Jedburgb^ fbyed long at l^be 
Sandy-Cafeway^ it being fo narrow that they could not march but two 
a Front. Meanwhile the Laird of Sakkugb came pofling to the Go- 
vernor, ihe wing him that his whole Followers were coming, with all 
Speed, within fix Miles. He counfelled the Governor to fend back all 
the Horfe to a Hill where the Artillery flood, and to draw themfelves 
into a low Place, oiit of the Eng/i/b-Mcns Sight j whereby the Englijh^ 
Men would be perfwaded that they were fled, and would follow them with- 
out Order, Which fell out accordingly. For th« JBnfg/d/b-Nicn^ believing 
that the Scots fled, purfued them fo feft, that they were all out of fireath. 
The firfl Battle, led by Sir Sryan Latoun and Sir Robert SowiSj had, 
in the Midfl of the Battle, a thoufand Spears.^ and, on their right Wing, 
£ve hundred Hagbulters, and, on the left, five hundred Bows. Sir 
Ra/pb Ivors led the great Battle, containiig a thoufand Spears, a thou-^ 
fand Hagbutters, and as many Bows. The ScotSj at the Beginning, had 
only three hundred Men with the Governor, and two hundred with the 
Earl (A Angus. The En^ifh hafied them to preveen.the Flight of the 
Scots^ thinking, by one Encounter, to put an End to the War. But 
they, lighting on the Ambufh of the Scots^ all wearied, and out of Breath, 
albeit they were difcouraged, yet, contemning the Fewnefs of their Num- 
ber, fet upon them. The Scots had providently gotten the Adyancaga 
both of the Wind and Sun ( being both in the Soutb-Weft) fd that the" 
Sun-Beams and Smoke of the Powder took all Sight from the BngH/b ; 
befides, the Scottifl^Meos Spears were an Ell longer than the Englijb ; 
whereby the Englijh were born down before they could reach at the Scots ; 
who, encount ring them mofl violently, beat back the Vanguard upon the 
great Battle ^ and fo, difordering both, put them to Flight, killing their 
two Leaders, Sir Ralpb hers and Sir "Bryan Latoun^ and a great Nun^- 
ber of Gentlemen and common Soldiers, to the Number of flye hundred ; 
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■with the Lofs of two &(rf/j/56-Meny flain rakelefly bjrihcir own Artillery. 
There were taken a thoufand, whereof eighty were (tentlemen. The 
Governor, at Night, returning to his Standara, kneeled down, and gare 
folcmn Thanks to God for the unexpefted Vifiory j the like whereof hath 
fcarcely been read of, that fo fmall a Number difcomfited fo great a 
Hofl,* and fo well appointed. The chid* of the Captives were, Mr. 
Howard the Queen'a Uncle, Mr. Hutcbifon Major of Sfhrky the Lord 
Tif^wis^ Sir John Hitbringtottny many of the tbrms and Sellies^ and 
other Gentlemen of the Borders, and Knights of great Efieem. This 
Battle was fbughten' in TeTkadale^ at JMram-Jihir^ the ninth of Marcbi 
One thouiand five hundred and forty £ve. 

After the Battle, the Governor calling for the Ear) of JkgiU'i 
highly commended his Valour, Refolution and Wifdom ^ and thanked 
Sir George ^ouglas^ his Brothei , for his valiant Service, aifuring them, 
that that Day's Service had clearpd diem of all Afperfions of Diiloyaky^ 
and I>ove to England'^ laid upon them by their Enemies* He thanked 
the Laird of "BMcleugb. alfo far his wife and fortunate Counfel. He gave 
Thanks alfo to the Maftet of Rmb&s^ the Laird of Locblevin^ and the 
reilr of all the Gentlemen of Quality, acknowledging their honourable De^ 
fexvings, to their perpetual Praifc. Thereafter they rode altogetber to - 
wards Jedburgb y and finding on t|ie Fields the dead Bodies of Sir Raipd 
Jhers^ and Sir ^yan Lafmn^ be commanded them to be buried, oi 
eheir Corps to be given to their Friends, faying, Tbeir Taking of Seifin 
has hem no lefs unft^tmate than nnformaL They fupped that Nighe 
in Jedburghx ^V^ '^^ Proviiion that had been made for the EngMfih 
Men i and, the next Day, caufcd a Herauhi to proclaim, ihat all thf 
Lands of ^tlandy which bad been conquered by King Shry^ were now 
redeemed by the Help of God : And therefore, that zti thae had bees 
ferced to take on the An|/ Ot^, as Subjeds to England^ fliould tiow re-» 
nounee the fame, and return to their due Allegiance to the Crown of 
Scotland^ and have a Remiilion for all bygoae. Some counfelled the Go- 
vernor to ride forwand to Wark and jNbrbamj which were ferfaken by the 
Engl^Moh for Fear : But, in r^ard of the fmall Number, and Want 
of Artillery, he returned to Mdinhurgb. 

King Haij^ hearing of this Difcomikiirff, was highly discontent; 
but he was eu(X)uraged h^ the Duke of Norfoik putting him in Mind d[ 
the variable Succefs of fiattles, according to GkKi's Providence y that, as 
the Scots had gotten, the better now, lb the next ( as ofttimes before ) 
flfould fall to them 9 tteit there were Men enough to the Fore in En^ 
gland. Hereby the King being confirmed, iRfithottt any Fear of the 
Scots J pa&^ forward to trance to have his Pennon.

T H 1 R I VM an AmbafTador, at this Time, fcBt from Stofktnd to 
WrancVf to fliew tie King what had befallen, and to crave Supply from 
him dgaifift the Kii^ of England'^ whom they exped^ to come in Ke- 
yenge of tMa Overthrow. This AmbaJBador, had alfo Conuniffion to ac- 
f^fe the Earl of Lenrnx, that he had broken the King s Diredion j efpe- 
cially in the Diftribution oi the Money which the King had fent, *od " \ 
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to lay maoy other falfe Accu&tions to hk Charge^ to make him odious 
to the French King. 

The King of Francey informed of the King of Fngland^s Enter- 
prize againft him, lent, notwithfianding, Manfieur Mongomery de Lorgei 
with a hundred Men at Arms> and three thoufand Footmen, to confirm 
the Scottijh-Mcxiy and to raiie an Army in Scttiand^ to draw back the 
'BngHJh King out of France^ and to try the Caule of the Earl of Lennox 
his fianilhment.. He landed in Scotland the ninth H^LjoiJuly^ in the 
Year fordaid 9 and, ihewing his Letters to the Council and Governor^ 
procured an Army of the bdl of the Nobility and Gentry, to be haftily 
levied, to the Number of fifteen thoufand Men ^ who, convening ziHad-^ 
dinpfiM'i joyned with the French', dnd pafl: forward to Sargany-Haugb^ 
over againfl Warky where they eiu:amped the Space of ten Days, and 
lending forth, every Day, a Part of the Hofl, they wafted and fpoiled all 
within fix Miles. The French-Men and my Lord Bume dealt earneftly 
with the Governor to pafs over Tweedy and beliege Wark ; but he refu- 
fed, in refped he was deftitute of great Artillery, and other NecejQTaries 
for a Siege. So the Army disbanded the twelfth Day of Auguft^ One 
thoufand five hundred and forty five. Some of the Frencb-Mtn flayed 
in Edinhurghj fome were fent to St. Andrews to winter. 

H&nfieMT de Lorga went to StirUng to be informed anent the Earl ^f 
Lennox his Banifhment : ^ And, having received clear Information of aU 
Things by fuch as knew the Matter perfeSIy, he fharply reproved the 
Cardinal, That, contrary bis Promiies whereby he allured tnat young 
Nobleman to leave Irance^ where he lived in great Credit, he had moc- 
ked and diiappointed him. Hereupon the Cardinal, enraged, after hot 
Words, gave Mof^eur de Lorie a Lie before the Qjiecn's Fre(en«:e ; who 
immediately returned the Cardinal a Box on tk« Car 5 auul, if other Men 
iiad not parted them, he had prefently flabbed him, called him Fa/fe 
Where's SenTriefl^ who had made the French King to fpend his Money 
in vain, and, by his falfe Delations, had put the Eart out of his Favoun 
And albeit the Queeft entreated the Cardmal to give Place for a Time, 
till ibe might tecoDcile the Matter ^ yet Monfieur de Large would never 
confent therettf, nor would come in the Town or Palace where the Car- 
dinar was. . But diverfe of his Men were kindly entreated and propined 
'with Horfes and ^awks in St. Andrews^ till much of the Winter was 

^afl, at what Time he returned Home with them to France.

T H It Cardinal, perceiving his Favour with the Qjietn and Governor 
to be diminiihed, and. the Earl ci Angus to be highly advanced for his 
Valour and Wifdom, he fet his Intent to bind the Governor ;p his Opi«- 
nion, and procured his eldeft Son, as alfo my Lord Rutboen^ and fun* 
dry other Gentlemen their Sons to be given him to be kept at St. Andrews^ 
as Hoftages and Pledges, that the Governor ihould be ruled by the Car- 
dinal in all Af&irs of the State. To this Ef&ft, he invited him to &. 
* Andrews to Tide^ where he entertained him moll; fumptuouJGfy the Space 
of twenty Days. After which he held a Council with the Oergy, in the 

^lack-Friers at Fdiuhurgh^ the twenty fixth of January-^ One thou- 
fand 
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fand five hundred forty fix^ for eftablifliing the aflcieut Liberty Qf the 
Kirk, and Reformation of Ibme 'notorious Faults of the Clergy. 

These Purpofes taking fmall EflFeft, they were .informed that Mr. 
Gewse Wifheart-i a Preacher of the Gofpel, was in the Laird of Ormi- 
fiouns Houfc, within feven Miles to Edinburgh* They, having a fpecial 
Malice againft him, fent to apprehend him : But the Laird of UYmi- 
ftoun made many Shifts and Delays to get him convoyed aw^y fafe. The 
Cardinal, informed hereof, forced the Governor, againft his Will, to 
ride foith with him about Midnight, and clofed the Houfe round about. 
The Laird, notwithflanding, reKifed to deliver him, till the Earl of 
SotiKpel came and was Cautioner, upon his Faith and Hoilour, to kee^ 
him skaithlefs. Neverthelefs, this facile Earl was enticed by the Car- 
dinal to render him into his Hands i who carried him to St. Andrews^ 
and imprilbned him in the Sea-Tower. But, from that Timcforth^ the 
Earl "Botbuei proipered never, neither any of his Afiairs. 

In the End o^ February^ the Qseen, Governor, Cardinal and Lords 
held a Convention in St. Jobnfioun. There they caufed^hang four honefl: 
Men tbi eating of a Goole on Friday \ and di owned a young Woman^ be- 
cauie (he refuted to pray to our Lady in her Birth. Thefe Sentences be- 
ing pronounced by the Earl of Jrgyle^ Juftice-gencral, at the Cardinal's 
Inftigation, fron^ that Day to his Death, he was ever difeafed, botb in 
Body arid Spirit. . . . .

I If a Convention of the Lords, which followed flhortly thereafter at 
"Rdiuhuxght diverfe of the Lords plotted the Cardinal's Death, for his 
Tyranny and Perfecution of God's Servants ; but he efcaped, through 
the great Confluence of People, and fpecially the. Barons of ^fe. At his 
Return to St. yindrews-, he conrocate an Aflembly of the Clergy for con- 
demning Mr. George Wijheart of Herefy ; and fent to the Governor for a 
Commimon and Judge-Criminal to fit upon him. When this Meflage 
came to the Governor, and he had almof); confented tlvpreto, Sir IDavid Ha- 
milton oiTreJiom b^an to diflVade him, faying, I tnarvei^ Sir^Jw what 
Keafonyou tbus confeta to tbeMurJer of the 'Preachers ofCbrifi's Evan- 

feU whereof you ham been a ^rofeffor yekrfelf -^ yea^ feeing you yourfe/f 
^am commanded, and defired aU Men to read and exercife the Old and 
New Teftaments, which is the only T>ittay againft Mr. George Wifheart. 
Tou are now, hy the Grace of God, advanced to the T'lace of a King 
in Scotland ; you ought tberrfore to honour God who bath honoured you, 
hy procuring a free Paffage to his Word through this Realm ; wbichf 
if you negle'd, truft not to have fo good Succefs in your 4ffairs as before 
you have found. Remember how God rem the Kingdom from Saul, and 
gaveittoDAvid,for his^ifobedience. 

B Y this friendly Adinonition the Governor being moved, wrote to the 
Cardinal to continue the Accufation of Mr. George, till he fpake with 
him ; which if he did not, his Blood be upon his Uead j for he would 
HOC coafent to his Condemnation.

T H B Cardinal, inflamed with this Anfwer^ haftned the more to the 
Execution of his Purpofe. He being therefore brought out of the Gaftle^ 
to the Abbay^Kirk, to be jexamined and accufed^ the Sub-Prior, Dean 
yobn Wifiram Dodor in Divinity, made a Sernipn upon the thirteenth 
Chapter of Matthew^ difcourfing of the Definition, Caufes and Reme- 
dies of Herefy very orthodoxally. After Sermon, Mr. George Wijheart 
was fet up in the Pulpit, and over againft him was fet Mr* yohn Lcm^der^ 
with a long Roll full of Maledi<9:idns and forged Articles of Dittay^ which 
he read againft: Mr. Qeorge-^ uttering withal mofb bitter and defpiteful 
Railings and Threatnings. To the which Accufation in general, ah4 
to every particular Article, he anfwered very modeftly, and withal very 
pithily. Notwithflanding, the Cardinal and Prelates incontinent condemn 
Bed him of Herefy, and adjudged him to be burnt, Thereaftet, he be- 
ing led back to the Caftle till the Fire fhould be prepared,' the next Mor- 
ning* the Cardinal fent ibme Priefis and Friers to whom he ihould make 
his Confeffion. He anfwered, T^hat he bad nothing to do with them > 
hta if the godly Man^ who had made the Sermon the T>ay before^ would . 
€ome to bim^ he would open his Mind to him. Hereupon, the Sub- 
Prior being lent to him, and acknowledging his Innocency, after many 
Tears, and lomc Conference^ he required if Mr. George would have his 
Sacrament. Tea^ gladly-, ( faid he ) if I might have it as Cbriji injii* 
tuted it. Then the Sub- Prior returned to the Bifliops, and ihewed them 
that he had conferred with Mr. George^ who had taken it upon his Soul, 
that he was innocent of all that was laid to his Charge, and that he fhbuld 
4ie guiltlefs thereof. The Cardinal, commoved herewith, anfwered^ 
Well^ Sir^ and youy we know what a Man you are feven Tears ago. 

The Sub-Prior asked, if they would confent that Mr. George flbould have 
the Sacrament. The Bifliops, after ConfultatioD^ concluded, That^ fincc 
he was condemned as a Heretick, he fhould have no Benefit of the Kirk. 
With this Anfwer the Sub-Prior returned to Mr. George ; and, having 
promifed to pray each one for the other, they parted with fljedding of 
Tears. Meantime, the Captain and the Gentlemen who were with him^ 
being to dine, asked if Mr. George would eat with them. He anfwered^ 
Jfitb a good Mll^ and more gladly than ever heretofore^ hecaufe I per- 
ceive ye are good Men and godly j and that this jhall he my Uji meat 
on 'Earth : nut I exhort you^ that ye would give me Audience -^ with 
Silence^ for a little T^ime^ while I hfefs this Meat-^ which we Jhall eat * 
as brethren in Chrifi ; and thereafter I will take my Leave of you. So, 
the Table being covered, and Bread fet thereupon, Mr. George difcour* 
fed Half an Hour of Chrift's laft Supper, Death and Paflion ^ exhorting 
them to leave Malice and Envy, and to fix Love and Charity in their 
Hearts one towards another, as the Members of Chrift. Thereafter he 
blefifed the Bread and Drink, and ate and drank himfelf, and deiired the 
reft to do fo ; for they fliould drink no more with him ; for he was to 
tafte a bitter Cup, and that only for the Preaching of the Gofpel, and 
Zeal to the Glorv of God : ^ut ( faid he ) pray ye for me^ and I for 
ycuj that our Meeting may he in the Joys of Heaven^ with our Father ^ 
fince there is nothing in Earth but Jnxiety and Sorrow. Hayiiig thu9 
faid, he gave Thanks to God, and retired to his Deyotion^ 
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Meantime the Artillery of the CafUe was cbal'ged, and laid to 
the Wall-Heads, and Gulhions and green Cloths fpread thereon, for the 
Cardinal and Bifhopa to lit upon i and all the Gentlemen commanded to 
ftand about the Scaffold in Armour. During this mean Time, Mr. 
George was difcourfing to the Captain of fundry Fore-Tokens of Things 
to come, which he had feen. tor there appeared (faid he) in the 
. North-Eaft, a great Fire upon the Sea^ which^ moving to and fro -^ at 
length came upon the City of St. Andrews, andj Hghtivg tipoit the Cajiky 
brake afunder \ which^ he thought, did portend the Wrath if Gd to 
feize jhortly^ not only on that wicked Man who was Lord of that CaFhy 
hut alfo upon the City. He faw alfp a great mifty and fmoky Cloud arife 
in tht Soiith'Eafi^ and move forward till it came juf): above Dwpender* 
l^rWy befide Haddivgtoun ^ and, having ftayed there for a Quarter of an 
Hour, it divided it iclf lb, that the one Part flood right above Had^ 
dingtoun ; the other Half moved North-Weft^ till it x:ame above the 
'SiixWo^ Lizerask^ and there appeared like Blood defcending out of the 
Firmament y which he laid, in his Judgment, portended. That there 
ikould be a Council holden upon l^unpenderlaw^ which ihould occafioa 
much Trouble to Scotland^ and procure much Sloodflied, efpecially a 
great W rack to the Town of Haadiugtoun \ and all by the Occafion of 
that wicked Man, who flopt the Peace betwixt Scotland and England i 
which he prayed th? Lord to forgive him. 

. As he was difcourfing theCe Things, the OfiGicers and Tormei^ocB 

l^rought him forth to the Fire, which was prepared without the Cafller 

Gate againft the W((fl Block-Houfe, where the Biihops might ly on t\» 

Wall-Heads, and fee this Sacrifice. He, being then bound on the Skraf- 

fold with Iron-Cbaios> psade his Prayer to Almighty God for his affiiAsd 

Churchy in Danger to be devoured by ravening Wolves ; nocwithfiandisg; 

God, according to his Fromife, would, in his own Time, confound all the 

Enemies thereoC With this, having recommended his Spirit to G^ 

the Tormentors applied the Fire to the Powder, which kimiled moft hi- 

deouily ; and, withal, there came fo vehement a filafi of Wind from the 

Sea, and fo great a Cloud of Rain brake from the Sky, that the Noi& 

put all Men in great Fear. It was fo forcible, that it blew down the 

Stone Walls, and them that fat thereon, to the Number of two hundred 

Perfons, which fell about the Draw- Well in the Bifhop's Yard, and di- 

verfe fell intp it, whereof two "v^k drowned immediately. The Captain 

exhorting Mr. George to remember of God, he anfwered ftoutly, not- 

withftandingof theFire, and faid moreover. Captain^ God forgim tha^ 

Man-i that thus perfecutes Gad's Servants ; within few Tiays be Jhall 

kf as Jhamefully^ on that fame Tlace^ as now be lies glorious. When 

he was now burnt all beneath the Middle, they defired him to rpmember 

on God, and qiake a Sign thereof. Which he did, leaping up a Foot 

high in the Fire, to the great Joy of all thofc that favoured God's Word, 

But the Clergy difchargcd all Men, under the Pain of Curling, to pray 

for him, as being, a Heretick. This Martyrdom was committed ti^ 

firft of March^ One thoufand five hundred and forty fix ^ whereof the 

Clergy was highly puffed up with Pride and Infolence, which fhortly 
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turned to M if chief. The Cardinal and Archbilhop, who before had been 
at Enmity, were that Day reconciled. 

T H 5 Cardinal, immediately thereafter, paft to Jrhrotb^ where he 
married his Daughter on the Mailer of Crawford^ with great Solemnity. 
At his Return to Sf. Andrews^ being informed that there was a Navy pre- 
pared in England to deftroy the Co^ oi Scotland^ efpecially of Fife j for 
providing Remedy hereof, h^ fent for all the Gentlemen and Barons ofFife^ 
efpecially my Lords Rothes and Lindefay^ the Lairds of Weemyfsy Loch- 
iecifh Lundie^ Largp^ Jllardes and St. Ninians^ charging them, againft 
an appointed Day, to be ready to ride with him and vilit the Coaft^ 
for providing Fortifications for Refiftance of the Fnglijh. But, in the 
mean Time, Norman Lefly came to him for certain Bufinefles ; upon 
the which -they fell in Altercation of Words, both uncharitable and un- 
chrifiian. Norma^t^ departing to his Lodging, returned the iixth of 
May. lo ^he Mdming, betwixt four and five Hours, he with his Com'- 
plices came to the CafUe-Gate, and, gripping the Porter in Hands, feized 
upon the Place. Peter Carrrdchael paft up to the F^afi Block-Houfe* 
Chamber^ where the Cardinal lay ^ who, being let in, fiabbed him im*^ 
mediately. The Cry running through the City, his Friends came ruflir 
ing forward to ladder the Walls and refcue him, thinking that he was 
alive* They that were within, to afifure them of the contrary, fhewed 
his dead Body to the People upon the Wall \ where, when it was lying, 
one called Gtobry pifled in his Mouth. At this Sight many remembred 
the Prophecy of Mr. Wijhemt^ which had foretold this long before. 

' The Governor and'Qiieen were highly commoved heireat ; therefore 
tlMy caufed fummon the Doers of this Fa^, to compear within fix Days 
to underly the Law } and, upon their Difobeyance^ denounced them to 
the Hcurn. Whereupon thefe, who thought tb^nnfcly^s accelibry to the 
Slaughter^ cmred into the Caftle, and fortified the lame ; t^iz. The 
Jjiitds of Gravge and Titmiffiey Mr. Henry Primrqfe ( Sahaves ) the 
dd ParfoQ George .Le^y^ Sir Join Jucbinkck^ and thefe who had been 
in the Caftle at the iirft. Many alfo who had nothing to do with the 
Slaughter, but feared the Governor and Qjieen's ill Will. Thefe Men, 
consent of the Strength of the Place, refufed to obey the Authority, 
and coptemptuQufly rejeded all Offers of Appointment to be made with 
them > and fent Meffengers to England for Support. 


B Y this Time Winter approached ; and the Governor, being dally 
called upon by the Queen and Court, at length refolved to fiege the 
Caftle ; and brought thither an Army, with two great Canons, Orook^ 
MsfW and ^eaf-Meg : But, after thrfie Months Siege, the Peft arifing 
in the Town, he was conftrained to leavd his Purpofe without Efl^d. 
Hereby thefe that were in the Caftle became exceeding infolent, and op- 
prefied all the Country about, with fpoiling of Goods and raviihing of 
Women, notwithftanding of the manifold Admonitions of fundiry godly 
Men who were with them^ and foretold them of that which came Co pafs 
thereafter. 

In 
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I N th« Wefi Borders the JE^g/z^-Men had taken many of the Strengths 
that were in my Lord Maxwefs Bounds, and had utterly wafted the 
Country j wherefore Robert Henry-^ Lord Maxwell came to E^inhurgh 
to the Queen and Governor to entreat for Supply. Hereupon the Go- 
vernor aifembled an Army at TPeehks^ the twentieth Day of Juhf-^ One 
tr.oufand live hundred and forty feven ; with whom he paft forward to 
Meggetland^ where, hdx^t^GuddiefcUugb^ the Lords fenced a J uftice- 
Court in the Queen's Name and the Governor's, and acciifed the EaiJ of 
Rothes for the Slaughter of the Cardinal j who compearing perfonally, the 
Matter was put to the Cognition of an Ailize of fifteen, all Lords, by 
whom he was abfblved. 

The Hoft paft forward to Langbope Caftle, and took it bv three 
Davs Seige, and brought home the Captains thereof Prifoners to Edin-^ 
huigh i where the Governor was informed. That the French Navv, be- 
ing fix Gallics, and 'two great Ships, were defcried at St. EhVs Head^ 
failing for St. Andrews. 1 be Governor, well content hereof, hafted him 
to St. Andrews-^ with the Gentlemen oitife^ Angus ^vA Slrathern^ and 
welcomed the jR^^;iri&. Captain, "Pvior o£ Cdpua^ direflcd from the Frtfwb 
King to befiege the Caftle, and to bring the Keepers of it Prifoners to 
him. They clapt about the Houfe io haftily and unexpededly, that 
many were clofed out, and diverle were doled in againft their WilL 
Then th?y mounted their Ordnance, both upon the CoUege-StcepIc, and 
alio upon the Walls of the Abbay-Kirk, wherewith they condemned the 
Caftle clofe ; fo that no.inan durft walk tisercin, or go up to the Wall- 
BeaaT^ The Captain told the Governor, that they had been onexpert 
Warriours, who had not mounted their Ordnance on the Steeple-Heads 
in that Manner ; and that he wondred of the Keepers of the Caftle^ that 
they had not jirft broken down the Heads of the Steeples. He caufed 
alfo the great Battcry^co be laid to the Caftle, the two Scattijh Canons, 
andfixJFrwc^: And, to prevene Slaughter, be devifed, that the Canons 
jhould pafs down the Streets by Ingynes, without any Man with them j 
which Thing when the kalian Ingyneer, which had b^n fent from JE«- 
j;/^»^ for the Support of thefe within the Caftle, perceived, hefaid, that 
now they had to do with Men of War, and therefore had need to take 
Jieed to themfelves. They anfwered, that they fliould defend their Caftle 
againft Smland^ Prance and Ireland;^ all three. But the Battery, with- 
in lew Hours, made fuch Breaches in the Walls, that, defpairbg of their 
Strength, after Confulution, they yielded the Caftle and themfelves to 
the King oi France. The French Captain entred and fpoiled the Caftle 
very rigoroufly \ wherein they found great Store of Vi vers, Clothes, A> 
-mour. Silver and Plate, which^ with the Captives, they carried away 
in their Gallies. The Governor, by Advice of the Council, demoliflied 
the Caftle, left it fliould be a Receptacle for Rebds, . This befel in the 
Year One thouiand five hundred and forty feven, iii the Month of 
Augtifi. 

A T this Time the Goyernor was advertifed of the Coming of the En- 
gUJh Army, direfied againft Scotland for to feek Performance of the Con- 
dition of Marriage between the young Queen of Scotland^ and their 
I . joUng 
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young King 'EdwardVl. wherefore he fent Proclamations through all 
Scotland aiid the Jllcs, to all Manner of Man betwixt iixty and fixteen, 
Spiritual and Temporal, the Father as well as the Son, to compear at 
l^dinburgb in their beft Array, with a Month*s 

Viftuals, to pafs with the Governor, for the Defence of the Realm, 
againfl: the Ehglijh. 

The Scottijh Army accordingly affembled upon the Weft Side ofEsk^ 
above Muffelburgh^ and were muftered to the Number of forty thoufaiid 
Men, whereof ten thoufand were in the Vanguard under the Earl of ^«- 
gns ; other ten thouland were in the Rear with the Earl oi Huntley. The 
Governor himfelF commanded the Steil or Battle, wherein were twenty 
thoufan4 Men, confifting of the Gentlemen of Lothian-) Fife-, Jugus\ 
Stratberti^ Stirlirg'Shut:^ and the whole Boroughs ; the Earl of Jrgyle 
and Wejf Higbland-Mcn were in his right Wing, and in the left JH^ac- 
kodj Macgregofy and the Ifles Men. 

The £f^/ij^-Men had been how four Nights in Scotland^ and were 
encamped betwixt ^Prejioun and Tranent. They, feeing the Scottifh Ar- 
my of fo great Number, and fo well appointed^ were very loth to ha- 
zard the Battle : And therefore fent Ambaffjidors to the Governor, with 
very courteous Demands, cntreatinjg the Governor, the Qyeen and Coun- 
cil oiScotland-f zsCbriftianSy to keep their promiled Condition of Peace 
and Marriage, accorded upon bet\lirixt their late King ffary arid them, 
under the great Seals of both the Kingdoms. 

The Governor having refeflfed this Demand, the Proteftor of JBff- 
glandy confidering what great Blood fhed, and other Inconveniencies 
%ould follow, if the two Armies ihould joyn in Battle ; therefore fent 
again the next Morn to the Governor and Council, entreating, that if 
they would not fulfil the Cpntraft of Peace and Marriage, for the prefent j 
yet they fhould keep the young Queen ftill in Scotland-^ under the Govern- 
ment of her own Lords, and not deliver her to* any foreign Nation in 
Hope of Marriage ; neither yet contraft her with France ^ nor any other 
'Realm, for the Space often Years, while Ihe might be of lawful Age to 
choole a Husband to herfelf, by the Advice of the Nobility ; and, in the 
mean Time, Peace and Reft to be kept within the two Realms j which 
if the Governor would condition, he promifed. That, whatever Skaith 
they had done in Scotland at that Journey, he Ihould caufe Recompence 
to be made thereof incontinent. 

These Letters coming to the Governor, he revealed the fame only 
to his Brother yobn^ Archbifeop of St. Andrews., George T>une Abbot 
oiDumfermling.) Jrcbibald ^eaton^ and Mr. Hugh Rigg of Carbary; 
by whole Advice he concealed the ProteSor's Letters and ^^reafpnabl^ Of- 
fers from the Nobility, for Fear left they had embraced theni ; and cau- 
fed a Rumour be fpread through the Camp, That the Prote<9or of En- 
gland had brought an Army into Scotland to carry away the young 
Qjxeen perforce, and to conquer the Realm. 
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The Englifh-Mj^n^ being loth to give Occafion of^O^^i Bloodflied 
as was to follow if they joynedi Battle, concluded to rctutn Home peace- 
ably, without doing any Harm to the Realm of Scotland ^ efpecially 
feeing they were dcfiitute of Vi&uals of their own, and coiild not N 
able to purchafe any in Scotland. 

This Report coming to the Governor and his Council, made them 
very proud ^ lo that, by their flubborn Infolcnce that Day, and not by 
the Manhood o^ England^ great Mifchief befel lb the Army and Gnn-* 
monwealth oi Scotland: For the Gk)vernor incontineoe fenc die Heraulds 
through the Army, charging all Men to pafs forward in Order of Battle* 
The Earl of Aiffls^ knowing that the Bnglijh Army cJwjW not ftay in 
the Place for Want of ViSuals, marched at great Leifurc, refolving to £et 
upon them in the Flight- Whereupon the Governor fcm the Lyon-Hc- 
rauld again, commanding him, under the Pain of Treajbn,^ to marcb 
forward with Speed. Which Charge he obeyed, and paft over the Wa^ 
ter of £sh^ and flood by- weft the Kirk, till the Governor and the whole 
Hoft came forward. The Protc^or oi England feeing this, by the 
Advice of the Earl of Warwtcky commanded the Lord GrOf of jSn* 
gland'i Captain of the great Horiemen, to pafs forward on fl|y Lord Jn^, 
gus^ and charge his Battle with the barded Horfe and Demi-Lances ;. 
fearing his Battle moft of all, as whom they knfew to be a valiant Warri- 
OUT i and therefore they commanded my Lord Gray to hold him off till 
the Footmen of England fliould be retired out o^. JDaoger. The Earl of 
Angus^ feeing the Lord Gray come againft him with three cbo^faad. 
Demi-Lances, caufed his Men receive the Encounter refolutely at clofc 
Order, pitching their Spears in the Ground, and holding tliem faft like a 
Bulwark agaii^ the Enemy ; fo that their >Spears, beipg Jbipger than thp 
J^»j;/i/%*Meas, at the firft Shock they rufhed to the Ground the Numbeir 
of two hundred both Horfe and Men ^ the reft fled back, and ftiewed thi: 
Protcflior, that it was as impoflible to break Ht^ Scottifl^ VangMard whei^ . 
they flood, as if they were a Stone- Wall. 

T>iE Proteftor was fo difcouraged yith this Report, that be was 
refolved to flee ; and defired one of the chief of the fiord«i)ers to convoy* 
him the fafefl Way. But the Earl of Warwick found great Fault with 
this Purjpofe, laying. That he marvelled of the Protcflor's Lack of Cow- 
rage in 10 dax^erous a Time, who had ftown himfelf wii^ and fi>rward 
in all Times bygone : 2ft/ / cY?ztf ( faid he ) if you Jhall fiee av^ay 
and ahandon the King of England'^ Army and Canon^ IJhall appeal 
you hefwe the Council i^r England as a falfe Traitor and Oward^ who 
wmld kje fo many worthy Footmen as are here^ to he e^ertroden hy the 
Scots : Sut^ for my Tart^ I vow to- alight on Foot, and ahide with 
them^ for any Djin^ that Iha^oefeen as yet. 

A T this Time the Earl of Angus t Battle was ccMoing ibrvad, and 
bad beaten dovn fundry of the Lord Qray^ great Horfeipen, and had 
left them behind them \ which the Argyk-Mca perceiving, they broke 
away, and run to the Spoil. By this the EngUJihMtn wgre^ returning 
back, when orfe in the Governor's Battle, feeing the Argyle-lAtn out of 
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Array, aied, Ff^ fy^ Hreafon. The Mailer of, the Scottijh Ordttance 
alio, difcbarging a Field-Piece, killed therewith the Mafter of the En^ 
glifh Ordnance, and broke the Axel- Tree and Wheels of the Canon which 
he was going to flioot. The HigblanJ-Mcn hearing the Noife hereof, 
and a great Duft a):iiing out of the fallow Earth and red Land, through 
which they were inarching, fo that none could fee another, they brake 
Order and began to flee. The Boroughs, feeing that, fled alfo. A very 
fhange Accident, for the Binglijh apd Scots were fleeing both at an 

lofiaut, 
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The Protefior and Earl of Warwick-^ feeing the great Battle of Scots . 
retiring back, at the£rll, believed it to be a Train to draw them in an 
AmbuBi, becaufe they faw the other Battles ftanding flill in Order : But 
lb ibon as sthey perceived them to caft away their Weapons and Armour^ 
then they cried out, Ml is our own-, the Scots are fleeing j and, found- 
ing their Trumpets, came forward together upon the Earl of Jnguss 
Battle ; who, feeing fo great a Number unexpe^edly coming upon them, 
returned toward the Earl of Ubintleys Battle, to have Help of them. At 
this Time there fell io great a Kain, and fo thick a Mift, that n0ne 
could know another ^ fo that the Earl oi Huntley s Men believed the Van- 
guard to be the Enemy ^ and therefore refilled them, fo that diverfe wei^ 
ilain* But the 4Si:i3//, ^having cafi away their Armour, were not able to 
refift the Englijh^ who made the Onfet very fiirioufly both with Hbrfe 
and Foot. So that there were ilain of the Scots to the Number of ten 
thoufand Aden, mofl Part of whom were Lords, Barons, Gentlemen and 
honefi Burgefles, with many Kirkmen. Many alio were drowned in the 
Water of EJ^ in their inconliderace Flight. Amongfi the reft were flain 
the Lord Flemings the Mafter of Erskine^ the Mafter of Graham^ the 
Mafter of Lit'ingfivuft', the Mafter oWgilvy^ the Mafter c^Sucbani with 
many other Lords and great Barons. Of En^HJh Men were flain twelve* 
Cbore of Hoi'&men by the Earl of Angus^ among whom was the Lord 
Qray of EtJglanJy aiid his eldeft Son. Many were taken Prilbners, where- 
to foxKc were had in England^ and fome were ranfomed in Scotland. This 
unhappy Battle was foughten the eighteenth Day of September^, One 
thouland five hundred and forCy fevea ; wherein, through the wilful 
Mifgoverniment of the Governor and his privy Council, there i>efel great/ 
Miiery to the Kii^dom of Scotland-^ againft the Mi«d of the Nobility^ 
and that in God's juft Judgm^t, that thefe, who refufed Peace, ihould 
j&U in Coufufion, through unjuft War, aini Breach of Covenant : Fdr, 
after this Time, the Governor never received his former Reputation, 
till, at length, he was put by his Place and Authority. The Qjieen- 
Mother, albeit ihe was lore grieved at the Slaughter of fo many Noble- 
men f yet <be was not evil content of , the Governor s Ldfs of Reputa- 
tion, and forefaw an OccafioD to lend her Daughter to France^ aa 
ihortly be&l. . 

The EngUJb Army came forward to Leitby and remained there a 
While, every Day palling forth and fi>raging the Country, taking fome 
Houfes, and carrying away many Captives, there being none to make 
Refifhnce. The lame Month the Governor and Qjieea held a Council 
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in Stirling ; wherein it was refolvred to fend the young Queen to France^ 
for Fear of the Effg/i/h-Mtn (which they needed not to be afraid of) 
and difpatchfd an Ambaflador to France-^ ftiewing the King the Eftate 
of their Affairs^ and defiring Support againft £;jf /^;/^, promifing withal 
to iend their young Queen fo ioon as Time could fcrve. The French 
were glad of the Oftcr j yet they were flow in fending Supply to Scot- 
land* • • 

• 

Meanwhile the Bnglijh fortified Haddingtom^ and put a flrong 
Garifon in it j which they kept three Years^ They fortified*aHo hxh- 
Keith and droughty ^ and buiit a great Strength near to droughty ^ upon 
^dgillo-Law \ and infcfted the Country fb, that, fix Miles about them, 
there was no Land laboured but it paid Duty to them. The "Garifon of 
Haddingtoun alfo wafted all the Country ten Miles about the Town. 
Their Ships alio lay all that Year in T^iy-Mouth, betwixt Uroughty and 
T)uiide€ ; lo that the Gentlemen of Fife were conftraincd to watch and 
ward continually, for Safety of their Goods. At length, the Gentlemen 
of the Country, being advertifed that the EvgHJh had compared with 
fundry Scots^ to land, by their Conduft, at the Eaft-Ferry^ and to bum 
the fame, and Luchersj with the Country adjacent, and to be conduced 
" by them fafcly back to their Ships j Lord James Prior of St. Jndrews^ 
George E^v\ of Rot hesy John^ Lord Linde/ay^ J^rdrew Mod of LargOj 
and diverfe other Gentlemen, with the Provoft and Burgefles of St. An- 
drews^ came fecretly at the Break of Day, and lay in Ambufti near to 
Tartincrag^ till the Englijh were landed, and begun to forage the Coun- 
try. Then they brake forth betwixt them and their ^hips, and Hew to 
the Number of eightfcore of their beft Men of War and Mariners j of 
whom they had great Miffing thereafter in guiding of their Ships ^ io 
that they had no great Defire thereafter to land in Fife. 

About the End of the Ytar the Governor befieged the Fort of 
^rmghty^ for three Months Space } but came no Speed j whereof fome 
lay the Blame upon the Treafbn of his Gunners corrupted by the Enelijh. 

■ 

- The Siege being raifed, thefe of the Fort became exceeding info- 
lent, and fpoiled and burnt the Country at their Pleafure j and among 
the reft the Town o( Dundee^ and the Caftle oi Wefter-Tury^ with the 
-Villages adjacent. The Garifon of LtcihKeitb alfo fpoiled Leith and 
Kingborn.^ and infefted all that Part of the Coaft ; lo that the Qyeen 
and Governor began to fear worfe to fbjlow ; And therefore called the 
privy Council to determine anent the fending away of the youn^ Qyeen 
to France. Many of the Nobility voted againft that Refolution, lis high- f 

ly prejudicial to the Realm and Liberty of Scotland^ which hereby 
ihould become a Province to Franfe ; and, befide that, fliould continually 
have /ore Wars with England. But the greater Part, fearing that they 
ftould not be able to recover the Realm out of the Eng/t^-Mens Hands ; 
and many having a blind Love to France ; others being bribed by Gifts 
and Promifes from Irance : It was determinate, that the young Queen 
ftiould be fent away to France. She fliipped, at the ^ Seas, in Jpii 
One thoufand fiyc hundred and forty eight j the Lord James her Bro- 
ther, 
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ther, the Lord Erskine^ with fundry Barons and Gentlemen being in her 
Company. 

At this Time the French Army landed in Leitb'^ to the Number of 
fix thoufand Men, ciz. A thoufand Horfemen and Men at Arms, and 
five thoufand Footmen ;. of the which there were three thoufand "^^w/^i^- 
Men, under the Commandment of the Ringraw. Monfieur d' Effie was 
Commander of this Army j which did little Good in Scotland^ but fpent 
the King of France!^ Money. They remained in JEdinhurgb a certain 
' Time after their Landing, which was in May-^ in the Tear forefaid \ 
while Word came of the Approach of the EngUflj Army, to the Number 
of forty thoufand Men, conduced by the Earl oi Hereford^ who avowed, 
before l^n^Edward-^ to ride as far within Scotland as Tinkie-^ notwith- 
flanding of the French Army. 

The Governor and French-Mfin came to MuJJelhurgb to meet them, 
who were at Fawfide above ^Pinkie* The French and T>ntcb advancing 
forward in the Vanguard j the Englifh perceiving their good Order, and 
a great Army of Scots behind them, they retired in good Order toward 
Haddingtoun. The Frencb-Mtn would not follow them, allcdging, that 
it was not their Cuftom. to chafe any but thofe who h^d fled in Field. 

These Englijh-Mcn had viflualled Haddingtoun ; and, having thus 
fliewn themfelves, came to Aherlady^ and Ihipped in fome of their abl^ft 
Gentlemen to pafs over and fpoil the Coafl of Fife. They came firft to 
Anfirutber and Tittenweem^ but fearing to land there, thefe Towns be- 
ing fo populous, they came Weft againfl St. Ninians^ where they landed, 
thinking to march on Foot to ^ittenweemy and fortify the fame with 
Men and Viftuals, and to fpoil the Country. As they were coming to 

St* NinianS'Muir in arrayed Battle, with fome Artillery brought from! 

"" their Ships, Lord James Commendator of St. Andrews^ the JLairds of 
Weemyfs and Largo^ with fundry others of the Country, when they faw 
the Fires arifing, came pofting thither, and, joyning with the common 
People who had convene4 to flop their Landing, skirmilhed fo hotely 
with them, that they chafed them back to their Ships, and flew a great 
Number of them, befide many that were drowned and taken Captives. 
There died to the Number of fix hundred and twelve, and an hundred 
Prifoners taken. This bcfel in June^ in the Year forefaid. 

About this Time the Governor and French-Mtn pafl to Hadding- 
toun^ with the whole Army of Scotland^ but did no Good. The Town 
was well fortified, and furnifhed with all NecejQTaries, and ftoutly defen- 
ded ; and, on the other Part, it was but flakely purfued by ih^ French^ 
who had now gotten the Prey they defired. 

Ik Winter, being returned to^ Edinburgh^ they behaved themfelves 
exceeding infolcntly. One Day the Provoft of Edinburgh^ William Ha- 
milton Laird cf Stenboufey who was alfo Captain of the Caftle, was com- 
manding two French'M^n to Prifon, for railing a Fray in the Town ; 
the French-M^Uy aflcmbling in great Numbers, encountred thofe who 
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were with the Provoft, being unarmed, they killed the Provoft himfelf, 
James Hamilton his Son^ ^acidKirk^ l^atid Sarl^ery William Chap- 
man^ Mr. William Stuart^i William Tuwesy and Elizabeth Stuart a 
Woman. The French King, being informed of their Infolency and Mif- 
government, fcnt in Scotland a noble Man of War, named Monfieur dc 
T^ermes-^ to command the Army. Movjieur d* EJfie^ who had the Charge 
of the Army before, ere he departed, took the Fort oi Inch-Keith from 
ih^EngliJh. 2)^ T^rw^j alfo beficged the Caftle of Sr^//^/&/j^, and Ihortly 
wan it, and the other Fort befidc it. ^ 

The Garifon of Haddingtoun could not be well fupplied with Vi- 
d:uals ; fojr thefe who brought it, either in their Coming or Departure,, 
were purfued, and many of them taken and flain, efpecially in the Day's 
Chafe. They received fo great Damage and Slaughter, that, on the firft 
o/iOUohery One thoufand five hundred and forty nine, they burnt, the 
Town, and returned Home : So that, by x^a^ French Afliftance, Scot- 
land enjoyed Peace ; efpecially becaufe the lEnxHJh had civil Wars among 
thcmfelves : For, at this Time, the Earl of Warwick took the ProteSor, 
fitting at the Council- Table, and carried him to the Tower, where he 
was beheaded ; and,* not long after, young King Edward was pitifully 
put to Death ( as is thought ) by Poifon j and the Earl of Warwick be- 
headed by Queen Mary^ who fuccecded to her Brother. , * 

, During this Peace ( which lafied five Years ) the Lord Semple 
flew the Lord Sanquhar 'i. William Crighton-, in the Governor's Chamber } 
yet he efcaped Puniftment by Means of John Hamilton Biftiop of St. 
Andrews^ Brother to the Governor j who entertained the Lady Sten- 
hoafe-i commonly called Lady Qilton^ Daughter to this Fiohert Lord 
Semple^ as his Concubine. The Governor . alfo, by Perfwafion of his 
Brother the Bifliop, held Jufticc Airs through all Scotland j in the which, 
under Pretence of Juftice, moft avarjcioufly taking Bribes and Fines 
from Thieves and h6neft Men indifferently, they loft the Hearts of all 
good Men. 

« 

A T the fame Time, the Laird of 'Keath^ John Mehil^ an ancient 
and honourable Baron, was taken by the Bifhop of St. Andrews^ ' and be- 
headed at Edinburgh ; his Head let upon the Tolbooth, and his Lands 
dealt to the Governor's Friends ; for fending of a inifiive Bill into Efn- 
gland-^ in favour of his Friend being Captive there. The Queen, per- 
ceiving that, by thefe Proceedings, the Governor was become exceeding 
odious to all the People, thought good to ftir her Time \ and, pafEng 
intft France with cenain of the Nobility k£ Scotland-^ fhe obtained of the 
French King to be made Regent of Scotland^ inftead of the Governor, 
who had fo mifguided the State, having no Refpefi to the publick Well, 
but to his own Profit and Advancement of his Friends. To this Effed 
the French King appointed Moifieur d^ Ofell to be his Ambaflador in 
Scotland^ and to give her Advice how to rule the Realm, to the King of 
Frances Pleafiire, and herl)aughter's Profit. He was a Man of lingular 
good Judgment, and great Sxpeiioice, tfpecially in Warfare, 

At 
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At her Return, a Parliament was holden at Edinburgh^ wherein the 
Queen prevailed fo far with the Nobility, that they conftnted that fhe 
ihould be made Regent oi Scotland in the Governor's Place, whereunto 
many of the Governor's near Friends were brought to confcnc, by great 
Gifts, Penfions. and Promifes. 

I N this Parliament, the Governor rode up, from the Abbay to the 
Tolbooth, with the Lords and Hcraulds, having the Crown, Sword and 
Sceptre born before him. The Queen and Movjieur d' OJfel rode up . 
apart by ihemfelves, and ftayed till the Parliament was fenced j wherein 
the Governor difcbarged himfelf of his Authority, and the Queen was 
defied Regent j who rode down, having the Crown, Sword and Sceptre 
^)orn before her, by the fame Lords that had carried them up before the 
Governor i who now rode down as a private Nobleman among the reft j 
many remembring what had been foretold him at the Burning of Mr. 
Wifbeart'i That if he fufiercd God's Servants to be cruelly perlccuted for 

£ reaching of the Gofpel, which before he had profefled, the Authority 
lould be taken from him, and given to another. The King of France 
liad taken upon him to content the Governor for the Over-giving of his 
Place i and, beiide.many Gifts beftowed on himfelf and his Friends, ere- 
ated him Duke of Cbattelroy. 

The Queen, having rewarded the Noblemen of her Opinion, chan- 
ged her Officers of Eftate \ among the reft Mr. Bjihie was made Compt- 
roller ; who ufed fuch Rigour in his Office, that, ihortly the^after> 
he was depofed. 

The twenty eighth Day of Jpril^ Francis IL then Daupbine of 
FrancC'i Son to King Henry II. married Mary^^ fole Daughter and Heir 
to King James of Scotland^ with grcac Pomp mid Triumph^ in the 
■ City of Taris. 

1 N the Month of December^ One thoufand five hundred and fifty 
eight, there ^^s a Parliament holden at Dumhiane ; wherein the French 
AmbaiTador required of the Efiates of Scotland^ that the Imperial Crown 
thereof, with the Sword and Sceptre, ihould be fent unto franciy that 
the Daupbine might be crowned therewith, and proclaimed King of 
Scotland i and that the Seals of Scotland mi^ht be broken, and new Seals 
inade i wherein the Arms of Bratice and Scotland might be quartered, 
and the Money of Scotland thereafter to be ftamped therewith ^ and that 
it fliould be lawful for Irencb^Mcn to purchafe and enjoy Lands inScot^ 
land^ and to fail and refort to the Coafts thereof at their Pleafure ; that 
Taxations Ihould be taken up in the Name of the T>aupbin'e of France 
and Queen of Scotland. 

These Defires weoe granted by the Eftates, by the Qyeen's Pro- 
curement, to the manifeft Mifchief of the Commonwealth, if God' had 
not prevented the fame. The Duke was not prefent at the concluding 
of thefe Afts, but protefted to the contrary. The Earl oiGlencairn alfo 
and the whole Barons voted to the contrary, alledging. That the Crown, 
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Sword and Sceptre fliould n6t be fent out o^ Scotland^ till they faw Suc- 
ceflTion of the Queen's Body. The Seals were broken and made new j 
Movjieur d' Ojfel was made Keeper of the Palace oi Litbgow : But the 
Crown was delayedj^ and not fent over at that Time, ^.

I N the Month of Jpril^ the fame Year, Walter Mill was taken, by 
Sir Heugh Curry Prieft, to the Bifhop of St. Andrews and Sir George 
Strachan. The Bilhop, on the twentieth Day of the fame Month, con- 
vened the Clergy in the Abbay-Kirk oi St. Andrews \ where FrktMalt- 
wan preached a Sermon far from the Meaning of the Scripture and Spi- 
rit of .God } which when Walter Mill heard, he fell on his Face, and 
cried out, Alas ! This frier is not ajhamed to lie. Thereafter Mr, An^ 
drew Oliphant accufed him of Herefy. 

Hereiick^ ( faid he ) why didfi thou pafs ahout through fundry Hou- 
fes [educing the People to Herefy j and teaching them Charms and En- 
cba}ttmcnts^ to bold them from God's Sermce. Verily-^ "Brother^ ( an- 
swered he ) I held no Man from the Kirk ; but', contraryways-^ exhor- 
ted all Men to the Service ^God j and^ that they rfiight unde}fiand the 
Work of their Sahation^ I taught them the Lord's Prayer, the Belief, and 
Ten Commandments. 2?///, feeing thou ari a Trieft^ why bqft thoufoT^ 
faken the Mafs ? T%ou hadji the Cure of the Tarijh ^Lunan in Angus, 
befide Red-Caftlc, from which thou fedft', and one with thee called Sir 
John Petry, Servant to the Ijord Innermeath j and you and he were 
condemned by my late Lord Cardinal of Herefy-, and ordained to be 
burnt-, wherever ye might be apprehe7ided \ fo that we need no further 
Accufation againjiyou at this Ijme. brother-, indeed I fert^ed the Cure 
at Lunan twenty Tears^^ with the Approbation-, to this i>^y of aU, the 
Tarifhoners., who never heard me teach erroneous T>oUriney efpecially 
my Lord Innermeath himfelf: Sut when the furious Cardinal per fecu^ 
ted mef and many more-, for the preaching of God* s Word-, I was con^. 
firainedto keep my f elf quiet-, and go about asking for God^s Sake-, re- 
proving Vices-, and inJiruUing People in the Grounds rf Religion j 
for the which lam now taken and brought to this Tlace. The Bifhop 
faid, Wtlt thou burn thy Faggot^ and thy Life Jhall be fafe ? T^hat 


( feid he ) I will not do-, to confefs my f elf to be a Heretich lamtt poor 
Death. 7)o with me as ye think bejt : Hut it were better for you to 


indigent Man-, not caring for this Ivor Id j but affured that my Reward 
is in Heaven. I am alfo of great Age^ and have not Caufe to fear 


give fomething for the Relief of my Wife and poor Children.

After this, the Bifhop condemned him of Herefy, and kept him 
' two Days j becaufe they could not get a criminal Judge to condemn him 
to Death. Then the Biihop fent for the Provoft of the Town, being, for 
the Time, Bailie of the Regality, and defired him to execute him to 
©eath^ as being condemned of Herefy. I will ( faid the Provoft ) do 
any Thing that pertains to my Office-, according to Jufiice-, at your Lord- 
Jhip^s Command: Sutfor the innocent Servants of God-, and Preachers 
of his Word^ I will not meddle with tbem. The Biihop faid, Trovojl-, 
you are SaiSe of my Regality ^ and ought to judge all fuch as tranfgrefs 
'^ mtbin

within m Sounds. Tes ( replied the Provoft ) and if your Lordjhip 
. pleafe^ Iwill take him^ and gi^je him a fair /i(ftze of temporal Men^ 
who perhaps will ahfoke him. I am content ( faid the Bi/hop ) yon 
do fo-, and make me qmt of him any Way yoti pleafe^ 

But fome wife Men, who were Friends to the Provoft, ihewed him 
that It was perillous to abfolve a Man condemned of Herefy by the Cler- 
gy already. The Provoft, confidering this, defired the Bifhop to give 
him Leifure to advife till the Morn j which having obtained, the next 

Day, early in the Morning, he departed off the Town.

T HE Bifliop, being fruffrate in this Manner, fought up and down a 
long Time for one to be Judge, and could find none j till at length he took 
one of his own Court, named Alexander Somertd^ a Man void of all 
Honefly, Religion, or Fear of God j^ who fat in Judgment and condem- 
ned him to the De^th. But the Merchants, for the Love of this poor 
Servant of God, had hid all Tows, and all other Things which might 
fcrve for his Execution. He \^s burnt oli the iVbr/>&-Side of the Ablwy- 
Kirk. Being on the Scafibld, ^nd in-DeHfion delired to recant, he an- 
fwcred, with great Boldnefeof Sgirit, I marvel of your Rage-, O Hypo- 
crites^ thatfo cruelly perfecute Ccod^'s Servants ; as for me^ lam four- 
fc&re and two Tears old-^ and cannot Hie' long hy Courfe ofNatute : Sut 
a hundred hater than IJhallrife out of the AJhes of my ^ones^ whojhall 
fcatter the proud Tack of you^ Hypocrites and Terfecutors of God's 
Servants ; and who (f you thinks your f elf worthieft^ jhaU not die fo ho- 
neji a ^eatb as Idle now. Itrufi in Gody IJhall he the laji that Jhall 
fiffer Heath in Scotland y^r this Cauje. 

Thereafter Taul Meffan came in Scotland^ and preached in 
Vbundee^ and in fundry Gcntlemens I^oufes in Anius j and alfo in 'Rfe^ 
cfpccially in C^wpar^ Lundie and Fawfide^ and lundry other. He had 
miuiftred the Sacrament of the Lord's Supper in Lundie and Cowpary 
and caufed Images and Popery to be abolifhed wherefoever he preached : 
For the which Caufe, he and thofc who refet him, cfpecially the Men of 
Hundee^ were fummoned to compear before the Qpeen and Council at 
'Edinburgh^ the twentieth oijuly^ in the Year forefaid : But he wasfo 
affifted by temporal Men, and their earneft SolUcitation for him, that 
the Mattemras delayed. 

The fame Year there arofc great Troubles in the Borders of Scot^ 
land and England^ called the Quarter-Roads \ in the which there was 
great Slaughter made x>n both Sides. At a Road in England were taken 
Ciptivcs, the Mailer of Marjhat^ the Lord Gray^ the Matter oiGraham^ 
with iimdry Gentlemen and Barons; many alfo ilain on both Sides. 
There was alfo impofed upon the Kirkmen and Boroughs, a, Taxation 
of twenty four thoufand Pounds, viz. Sixteen thoufand Pouilds upon the 
Clergy, and eight thoufand Pounds upon the Boroughs. 

Upon the eighth of Novemher^ Mary Q^ttn of England^ Daugh- 
ter to King Henry VIIL departed this Life, to the great Comfort of 

E c c ^ God's 
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God's Servants, whom Ihe had perfccutcd moft cruel//- Qycen EHzor 
hetb^ her Sifter, fuccecded to her. 

The Lord of Ivers his Brother provokied WilHafn KirkcaUie of 
Grange to fight with him, in lingular Combat on Horfeback with Spears ; 
who,, keeping the Appointment, accompanied Mi'vCt^ Monfiewr d* OJfel^ 
Lieutenant to the French King, and the Garifon of ffaywoutby and Mr. 
Iters accompanied with the Governor and Garifon of Sfrwicky it wai 
difcharged, under the Pain of Treafon, that any Man ihowW come new 
the Champions within a Flight-Shot, except (Mae Man fcr either of thpoi 
to bear their Spears, two Trumpets and two Lords to be Judges. When 
they were in Readinefs, the Trumpets founded, the Heraulds cried, and 
the Judges let them go. Then they eiicountrcd very fiercely : But Gra^t 
ftrUck his Spear through his Adverfary's S^ouldf^r, and fa^re him off his 
Horfe, being fore wounded : But^ whqth^r he died or not, it i$ un<- 
certain, / .,^'* - .

I N this Year began the ItJproai for Ileligiop. The CUrgy, pearceiving 

the whole Gentry and Gomnions bept to bear God's Word preached, were 

fore afraid j and held an Aflefljiblyj in the WacJ^riers oi J^Jinhurgb-i to 

coniult how to fupprefs the Proteftants. They made diverfe Conuituti- 

ons J as, frji^ That no Man ihould have Benefice of the Kirk hut 

Priefts. Secondly. That no Kjrkman ftiould commit Whoredom } or, if 

he did, for the firft Fault, He ihould pay great Sums of Money ; for the 

fecond, he ihould lofe his Benefice. To thi^i A^ opponed the BiCbiop of 

Murray^ a great Fornicatoy and Adulterer, ^Uedging, Thar it was 94 

lawful to him to keep his Whore^ as to the Biihop flf -Sf. A&drews. 

Thirdly. They made an Aft, That Sir Damd Lindefays Book Ihould 

be aboliihed and burnt. 

U K T o this Affembly came John jErskifie'oi^m, CQnuoiifliwKr fcr 

the Kirk, who follicitwl the Biffipjw, for the I^ve they had to God, tp 
leave off their Perfecution of God's Saints, and ful&r thfffl Co worfliip 
God according to his Commandnients, and to hare the common Piajrerp 
in all Farifli-Kirks, vbile further Order might he taken. Thiis Petition 
the Bifhops proudly rejaSed, thidking they had hoth theOyeeq «nd 
French King on their Side : And therefore, confulting with the QijeeQ, 
they caufed Taui M^an, John WiUocky Wiltiam l£xn ( HarkftB ) nod 
yohnT>ouglas^ to be fummoned again to compear at Edinburgh^ at a cer- 
tain Day, as heretical Seducers of the People : But, hy the Moyea of the 
Laird of 2^ffff, they efcaped, and were not fumaMDed at th^f'Iune. Yet 
the Q^en and Clergy were fo commoved at the Preachers ofthc Gofpel,, 
that they broke their Promife, and caufed deapunoe them all Co the Horo, 
and charged fundry Barons and Gentlemen to ward iixc maintaining oi 
them. Hereupcm the Mafter of JUndefof, the Lairds t^Zmtdu elder and 
younger, the Lairds QiAbhotihail and NewhalL, with ibndiy other. Gen- 
tlemen of i^, and alfo oi Jt^us and Stratbern^ afiembled at Sf, Joba- 
fiom-t in Mril^ One thoufand five hundred and fifty nine, refolving to 
put their Xiyes ia Jeopardy^ ior the Maintenance «nd ^pagatioh of 
the Qoipel.

• yobn Knox having preached openly, after Dinner they deftroy^d all 
the Idols ip the Town, Thereafter, aflembling on the Bridge, they • 
caufed John Knox to couceiyc a Prayer to God Aiipighty to direft them 
to do that whiQh. might ferv^ moft for the Glory of God, arid Good of 
his Kirk. Then they concluded to pafs and demolifh the Charter-Houfe : 
But the Prior^ fufptSing their Purpofe, had brought down his Tenants 
of the Highlands of Jtbolc' to defend the Place. They, knowing the 
Hazard, defired the Prior to put their Wives and cldeft Sons in their 
^ Tacks i Vhich if he would do, they promifed to hazard their Lives in 
his Defence : But the Prior refuled this- Then they dcfircd {he Prior 
to give them Wine, and of his beft Drink, to encourage them j which 
was alfo reiiifed ; and nothing given to them but fait Salmond and imall 
Drink j whereby they had no Courage when they had moft ado. The 
CkMJgreg^tion feiu; the Laird qi Moncriefy being the Prior's Kinfmaxi, to 
Gounfd'him to lejave Idolatry^ and ferve God according to his Word : 
But he refilfed to obey their. Deiii;e j whereupon the Congregation paft to 
the Chdrter-Houfe, took fijrth the Prior, fpoiled the Place, and gave the 
Spoil to the Poojr, The next Day they caJft down the Charter-Houfe, 
the Grsy-Frier$, the Black-Friers, and Friers of I'uUilt^n. 

The Qjjeen, who wa^ at Stirling^ hearing of thefe News, was high- 
ly iiacenfed ; and, having fent for the Duke, flic faid to him, I marvel 
rfytUy myi Lordy who artftcond^P^rfon in Scothind, having none between. 
y9u and the Crown hut my T> aught er^ who as yet bos no I§ue^ tbatygu 
pta no* to your Hand^ to take Order with thefe whp^ in this Manner^ 
dejh-oy tbft Volicy of this KimdmL Qfbu know I am a Woman^ and 
ignorant of the ^ifp(0im am Nature of Scottilh'Men : Sut it is your 
mother's Du^ and yours to. maintair^ the Likerty of the Kirk.

and marched forward to Stljohnfiouu. The firft Night they came to Jucb^ 
terarder^ where they remained eight Days, till Artillery came ^om £^1;;;- 
httrgb and Stirling. Thele of &L Johnjiqun^ undermnding the Q^en^s 
Fury againft them, gathered all that they might in JR/^, Angus^ Strath-^ 
ern and Merns^ with fome of Lothian ; and lent a Poft in Uafle to their 
Friend and ^Brother the Earl of 4S/?;;r^/r;/, defirine him to come in all 
Hafte &r the De&nce of God's Caufe* The £^n incontinent, with fo 
many as he could get together, fped himfelf to come to them, in all pol^ 
£ble Hafte, with eight hundred Men.' 

The Qjieen informed of the fiasl's. Coming, and that the Congrega* 
tion was of greater Power than they were indeed ^ and that thpy were all 
xefotute to fight it out to the Exfre^nity \ an^ - i9:Token hereof, each ojf 
them had put fix Qyarcersof a Cord ahout hM Ne^^^^erewith he fiioulJ 
be hanged if he did fee.; and, if the^ got the ViAeu^^y^vtbey fiiquki hang 
ib 'many c^ ihtB'eneb as they might overtalie; sco^^tJiat they arere 
fiandiag in the Inch^ with three thoufand Men in array^^Battfe i and 
bad put th<^ Earl of Gkncatm to defend the Town with two thoufand 
Me% who bad ^ dt Enmity againft tfa^ Dpke/ The Qiicen, and thofe 
who were with bwf , being afraid at thefe News^ knowing that they had 

not 
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not Forces enough againfl them, fent the Earl of ^athwel and Lord 
James Prio'r of St. Andrews to the Congregation to take up the Matter. 
The Queen chofe the Earl of Argyle and Lord James lo treat for her j 
and the Congregation chofe the Earl oiGlencairn and the Laird of Z)«». 

These four agreed the Matter on thefe Conditions, tirft. That the 
Conigregation ihould leave the Town void to the Queen, to enter there- 
into with fo many Scots as Ihe pleafed. Secondly. That no trencb-Mzn 
ihould enter the Town, or come within three Miles of it. Tbitdiy. That 
the Qyeen ihould not moleft nor trouble any Inhabitant in the Town \ 
but, having repofed hcrfelf three or four Days, ihould leave the Town as 
ihe found it. 

HERfet^to?^ the Congregation departed every Man to his Houfe. 
The Queen was thankfully received into the Town, and liberally enter- 
tained by the chief Men thereof: But, within four Days, ihe, forget- 
ting to keep Promife, called the Freffcb-Mcn into the Town ; who fpoil- 
ed and troubled the fame. Then ihe called the Magiilrates of the Town to 
underly the Law, for fuch Crimes as ihe had to- lay to their Charge. She 
difcharged alfo my Lord Rutbven from the Office of Provofl:, and gave 
the fame to the Laird oiKinfawns^ to whom ihe gave the Charge of cer- 
tain Bands of Soldiers to keep the Town. She baniihed all the Congre- 
gation, efpecially Patrick Murray and his Brethren, and the Bailies of 
the Town, and returned to Stirling. 

The Earl of Argyte and Lord James^ hearing that the Qjieen had 
broken her Promife, came both 'to St. Andrews^ and joyned themfelves 
to the Congregation ; and, hearing that the Queen was come to Falkr 
land^ minding to come to St. Andrews againfl them, they fent Word 
through JS^, Afigusj S^athern^ Merns and fiuchan^ that ^1 their 
faithfol Brethren would come to their Support. Their Number incrca- 
fing, they paft to Car ale ^ and deftroyed all Images and Altars, and burnt 
the Rood. The next Day they came to St. Andrews^ and reformed all 
the Kirks thereof, and deftroyed all Momimeots of Idolatry, and caufed 
John Knox preach openly. 

V 

The Bifliop, being not able to hilodcr thefe Proceedings, flole out of 
the Town, and came to FalJ^and to the Qjieen, and informed-her of all. 
She, being highly incenfed, made Proclamation to all Manner of Men 
to follow her to Cowpar and St. Andrews ; and commanded the Soldiers 
to be ready to mvch forward with her the next Day. 

The Congregation, hearing this, prevented the Time, and came 
that Nigbt to Cmpar-, being about three thoufand Men. The Men cS. 
^Dimdee^ Stratbern and Merns met them, about a thoufand Men. The 
next Morning they paft forth to the Muir, thinking the 'Queen would 
come that Way. The Qyeen herfcif flayed at Falkland. Her Army, 
being two thoufand Frencb-l/ita^ under the Command o( Monfieur d' Of 
fely with fix Shot of Artillery, and a chouOmd Scotmh-Htn codunanded 

\ 
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by the Duke of Cbattelroyy majchcd to Tarhat-MUij on the Soutb Hind 
of the Congregation. There they flood at a Confultation. 

I K the mean Time, Patrick Learnumt Laird oil^arf^^ being Pro- 
voft of St. Andrews^ came to the Coogr^tipn with five hundred Men 
veil armed* They, encouraged herewith, marched forward and flood 
in Battle- Array, over againfl the Enemy. The French feeing fo great a 
Number, divided in five Companies, two of Horfemen, and ^the reft 
Footmen, and believing them to be more, than indeed they were, feat 
a Pofl to taUdand to the Queen, to ask what was her Mind \ for the 
Congregation were more in Number than they expefied, and very refo^ 
lute to fight it out. 

The Qiieen, hearing this, fent away the Earl Marjhal^ the Lord 
JJndefay^ and the Laird of Wavgbtmn incontinent, to take up the Mat- 
ter. Ine Earl Marjhalj taken with Sickaefs, as he alledged, , came no 
further than the SbeelSrid/^e. The other two poflred fo fitfl, that they bur* 
fled their Horie before they came to the Congregation ; whom they found 
in arrayed Battle, having chofen forth five hundred of their befl Horfe^ 
men to prick, and flop the French from crofCne; the Water of Edin^ 
Then they began to reafon with the chief Men of. them, fhewing th«n> 
That it was great Rafhnefs to them, who were Noblemen and chief Gen* 
tlemen of the Country, to hazard themfelves in Battle againfl a Numbet 
of mercenary Soldiers, being Strangers. They anfwered, that they came 
only in Defence of themfelves, their Friend^ and Religion, fo grievoufly 
purfued by the French-M^n and £i£hops, whom they wifhed to return 
firom whence they were come, and fo they fhoold depart in like Manner. 

Them my Lord Lindefaj paft to the Duke, where he fioocl, and

The Duke fhewing himfelf tradable, my Lord Lindefap defired him 
to ^any flill till he returned back to him. Then he pofted to Mn^eur 
d* Offel^ Slewing thVt he and Wimghttmn Were fent by the Qjjeen to take 
up' the Matter betwixt the two Armies ; and therefore difcfaar^ed him, lA 
the Qyeen's Name, to march any further till he had ended his Commif^ 
fion. Then he fpake 10 Monfieur d' OJfel^ de laCbappel^ and Cbaraious^ 
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It is far againft your Ommifjion^ ( faid he ) who arefent hy your Ma- 
Jier th€ French King to defend the Reaim againft our Enemies of, En- 
"glaiid, and to giz'e our ^een-Regent pr^able Cmnfel for Go'vern- 
mein of this Kingdom^ that you are come forth in arrayed battle your- 
fekes^ and fome of the Nohiliiy of Scotland fiirred up hy you to. de- 
fir oy the refi : So that thereby this Reahnjkall become an eafy Trey to 
any Enemy. I am fure it is not the King of France'i' Will') that you 
fpend his Men and Money in dejiroying the Nobility of Scothnd ; e^e- 
daily the Earl of Argyky Lord Imits the j^een's brother ^ with many 
other Noblemen Jianding on yonder Fields who are fnoft willing to plea- 
fkre andferve the King ^France, when he hath ado. I counjel you-^ in 
the NameofGod^ to go no further on againft them i /5r they are deter ^ 
ptinate to do what they are able in Defence of the Trotejiants^ and to 
flop you from entring into thefe I'ownSj efpecially feeing the ^een is 
not here in proper Terfon j neither would tbeyji^er herfelf to enter 
thereinto^ except with her ordinary Court and Train^ all Soldiers being 
remoted. Te are Strangers^ lofe not the Hearts of Scottilh-jlf^;^, nei^ 
ther procure the Nobility of Scotland to turn Enemies to the Kihg of 
France, who are now his Friends ; which if you do^ you will get no 
Thanks at his Hands and Ms Cbunvil. Likewife^ it is an old Scottilh 
^ot'erby I will fuffer my Friend to need, but I cannot fee him. bleed. 
Think you then that my LordT>uke willfuffer you to deftroy his Friends 
and Kinfinen of the Coftgregation ; efpecially the Earl of Argyle his 
S\fl&rs Son ? Beware left^ whenyou^ having the Vanguard^ fl^dlljoyn 
in Battle With the Congregation-^ the Tkikes Friends and Follower Sj 
prefirring their own Friends of the Cpngregation before Strangers^ JhaU 
encounter you on your SackSy and cut you ^. Beflaesj the Congregation 
^refyr more, in Number than ye are^ as you feoy and know the Country 
and Strengths better than you. Unalfy^ fifar as Iptrcehe^ they biam$. 
you onfy^ as iywbofe Cbunfet the 2v^en bath been moeed to perfecuse 
them : And therefire they ban:e refohed that you fhall not efcape their 
Hands aiicer beware threfbre to hfs the good Name which hfifre 
you ha^e purehafed. beware to lofe the Hearts of the NoUHty and 
Commoffs of Scoihnd^ for the ^leafure of the ^ijhops. iBewart to ha- 
zard yonrfelfand Countmnen in fo evident a Danger. Think not that 
a few Frerith--iti5?« ofWarjkall be able to conquer Scotland • Vfe my 
Counfel therefore in Time^ before it turn to worfe. * 

Monfieur d' Offel^ confideririg my Lord Lindefafs Words, thbugbt 
them very probable j yet he rode up to the Top o^Tarmt-^i^ and 
fpi«I the Congregation and their Number j who had drawn Up their Men 
in fuch Sort) that the Multitude feemed faf greater. He perceived alio 
the Duke's Followers fettled a-back fropi the Vanguard a little j and foinc 
of them, under, the Affurancc, gone oyer to the Congregation. 

T H B s 1 Ti^hings made toy Lord Lind^m's Words fettle more deeply 

-in bis Heart : Wherefore be called on my Lord LindefaV', and referred 

the whole Matter to iim and my Lord Duke. My Lordf Litidefay^ for 

the mbre Afiiirance, obeaSnid the Reference under his Hand aftd iAj 

Lord Duke's, and mumed back to the Congregatiofl j and, after coming 

ta 
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to and fro, they condud^d on tbefe Articles. Blf/f. That the French^ 
with their Artillery, Ihould-prefently retire back to Falkland'^ and, the 
next Morning fo foon as they might fee, depart over the Ferry to Lo- 
tbian^ and no more return to Ftfe, Secondly. That the Queen fhould 
grant them free Liberty of Confcience, to ferve God as they pleafed, 
^irdly. That the Queen fhoUld ride up and down 'Rfe as Ihe plcafed, 
having no Frencb-Mcn of War in her Company, fave only her ordinary 
Court/ Fcurtkfy' This being done, within twenty four Hours they fliould 
disband their Army, and continue loyal Obedience to the Qpeen, accor- 
ding to their Duty. 

These Articles wdre accorded upon, and fubfcribed by both Par- 
ties, fer contrary to every Man's Expedation j who looked that it fllould 
iiot pafs without a bloody Battle. 

A t L Things being performed according to the forefaid Appointment, 
the Congregation, who were in Owpar^ were informed, the next Dav, 
by Meffengers from ^erth-^ of the OppreflTion committed upon the Citi- 
zens thereof, by the new Provoft the Laird oiKinfawns^ and his Men of 
War : Wherefore they paft immediately to TPerth^ bcfieged the Town ; 
and, having taken it, they put out the Laird oi Kinf awns', and reftored 
the Oflice of Provoft to the Lord Kutlrcen. The Earl di Huntley and 
jny Lord ErsTdne had been fent to ftay the Siege by the Queen : But 
they refufed, and continued affaulting the Town, killing many of the 
pefendants, with the Lofs of one only Man on their Side ; and having 
demoliihed tte reft of idolatrous Places, they reformed the Parifli-Kirks ; 
and having flayed there a Day or two, being advcitifed that the Qgeen- 
]R.egent was fending a Garifon oiFtencb Soldiers to Stirling^ the Earl^ of 
^Jrgyk and Lord James h^&sA thither- and prevented them. Havinp 
reformed Stirling^ the third Day thereafter they came to LitbgffuO^ an( 
reformed it.

The Qjicen, hearing that they urere coming to 'BdinhAr^ht fled, 
with her French-Htn, tb 7)ftmBar. The Congregation reformed all the 
"Kirks of EeHtihurib, dcftroycd all Idolatry^ and made the Gofpel to- h6 
openly preached oy John Knox, yobn ff'imck, WtlHam Itarlaw. " At 
this Time came from England-, Cbrifiopher Goodman, a learned Prejachef, 
long bred in 'Qtne'Oa. He ftayed a long Time in the College of St. 

Jndrews. '

In the Month dijv^y^ One thoufarid five hundffed and fifty nine. 
Word came to Scotland of the ^beath oi Henry II. Kingof jPr^wri?, being 
wounded in the Eye by the Splint of a Spear at a Tumament. . The 
Qjleen-Regent was verjr foriy at thcfe News, and' feared to be expelled ' 
out of ScotlanJ by the Con^egation. On the other Part, the Congrega- 
tion became altogethi^r fecure, as thinking to find no mote Refiflancet 

. The Qj^en^ informed .hereof by fecret Efpyals, took Purpofe to 
return to Edinh^rgb : But the Town and Congregation withftanding 
jier, ihe retired to Leitb^ and fortifiied it very ftrongly, haying Abun- 
dance 
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dance (^ Viduals, many good Warriours, and the moft Part of the Ar- 
tillery of Scotland. 

About this Time Qjieen BUzahetb oiEfi^land caufed reform all 
the Kirks oi England^ and overthrew all Idolatry whidi had been fet up 
by Q^icen Mary^ after the Death of King Edward VI.

W H I L s T the Skirmiihing was hotteft betwixt Edinhurgb and Leitbj 

about the twentieth of Auguft^ the Earl of Arran efcaped out of Erancty 
( where his Life was fought by the Houfe of Quije^ becaufe he fiood fo 
confbnt for the .Reformed Religion ) and came through Flanders and 
England^ Unknown to any before he came Home, whence he bad been 
abient fourteen Tears. By his Perfwafion the Duke his Father left the 
Opeen-Regent, and joyned himfelf to the Coi^regation. The Earl oF 
Arran alfo agreed his Father, with the Earl of Glencairn^ the Laird of 
Reatby the Laird of Gm^^^, and many other Gentlemen whom his Fa- 
ther had forfeited. 

The Congr^ation caufed proclaim^ that all who 'would joyn with 
them fliould compear at Edinhurgb the fifteenth Day of Oaober. At 
which Time aflcmbled the Duke, his eldeft Son the Earl of Jrran^ the 
Earl of Giencairny the Lord Rtab^en^ the Mafier of Linde/ayy with 
all the Goptkmeo of the Congregation, and the Boroughs, and bdfieged 
Leitb for the Space of a Month, but came not Speed. The Soldiers 
alfo began to mutiny ^for Want of Pa^. Whereupon the Lords of the 
Cobgftgation relbkred to coin all their Silver- Veflel and Rings : But 
the coining Stamps 1>eing fldQ away, they were couflrained to fend to 
their Friends in Serwicky Sir Ra/pb Sadler and Sir James Crqfts^ to bor- 
row a little Money to put of the prefent NecefCty, The Queei^ ad?ertifed 
hereof by her fecret Efpyaltf, fent the Earl of Betbwel to lie in wait for * 
the Laird of Ormiftoun^ who was fent for the fame, a|id to entrap him 
in bis R Aum ; which he performed, wounded and took himfelf, and took 
the Maoey from hiin. The Earl oi Arran and Lord James Stuart^ ad- 
yertifed hereof, paft haftily out of Edinburgh^ with the moft Part of 
the Horfemes, to relieve the Laird of Ormiftoun out of his Hands. The 
JEarl, knowing of their Coming, fled away before j wherefore they took 
his Caftie ofOi^btoun^ and brought great Sjpoil out of it to Edinhurgb : 
But finding Ixitb fo firongly fortified, and beina; loth to hazard them* 
felves agai^ the Brencb^ they wrote Letters, fubfcribed by all the Lords 
and Barons there prefent, unto England for Support \ which was promt* 
fed to them, and a Day prefixed when they fliould come both by Sea and 
Land. So the Gmgr^tion delerted EditAurgb and retired. The Qyeen 
immediately^ with my Lord Setbwel^ my Lord Crigbtoun^ and the 
Erencb^Mtn^ cntred into Edinburgh again, and rcflored all the Altar? 
.and Images, and ereded the Mafs in the Kirks, and blotted out the lord's 
TrMeTj the belief %xA Commandments^ which were patent upon the 
Kirk- Walls. 

I N September following, the Brencb toaich^ forth of Edinlntr^b, and 
wafted and fpoiled IMbgpw and StirUvgy and the Coqntry thereabout ; 

and 
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and came down-tht 'North'S>ii^.oi Forth ^ and made great DeftruSion in 
Kingborn^ T>yfart and Ueetlvjs^ and filled all the Beflial thereabout. \ 
They fpoiled the Laird of Graiiges Houfe and Villages^ and iync blew 
up the Hoiife with Gun-Powdcn ^ 

I N the mean Time, La "Bafiie-^ a French Captain, with fifty of his 
CompaDy, came forth to fpoil ^tuuekeir j w|iich the Maftcr oi Linde- 
fay and the Laird of Cmi]gi&/7//, perceiving, they, with their Followers, fcC 
upon him right manfully. La 'Bafiidy having drawn his Men within 
the Ruins of an old Houfe, long Time defended himlelf ftoutly with a . 
Halbert in his Hand. The Mafler of Z/i/;^</^j encountriil'g with him 
Hand to Hand, they fought a long Time very eagerly ; . at length the Ma- 
^x oi Lindefay l^tMck him on the Forehead with a Broad-Sword, and 
clave his Brain-Pan. Many of his Soldiers were killed, the reft w^re car- 
ried to Dundee. The Queen was very forry for La Hajiie^ fox he was a 
yalorous and adiive Gentleman. 

■ 

The Congregation, at their Departure out of £^/;/^«;^^, had divi- 
ded themfelv^ in two Companies ; the one to ftay at Glafgow^ the other 
at T>)farfva Fife. Thefe, and others who joyned with them, affembled 
at Caupar^ and flayed there eight Days to determine upon the Articles ^ 
to be agreed upon betwixt them and their Friend|^ who were at Gla^ow^^ 
on the one Side, and the Qyeen of Efig/and on the other,* f* obtaining 
^f her Support. Many of the Gentlemen of Fife^ at this Time, were on ^ 
the Qpeen s Faftion, namefyy Weemyfs^ Sa/muto^ Sa/^eryj and the Ab-: 
bot of T>umfermHng^ 

Upon the twenty fourth of January'^ One thoufand five hundred* 
and iixty, the Fnglifh Ships came into the Frith, and their Admiral, 
Mr. Winter'^ landed at Aherdour. They remained flill in the Frith till 
the Land- Army came unto them, ^ 

The Frencb'M^n^ being at that Time ^in the T/^^wy/r, were infor- 
med that they were French Ships fent for their Supply. Being encoura- 
ged with thefe News, they determined to go to Cowpar^ and fet upon 
the Congregation ; and fell to Confultation, whether they fhould go thi- 
ther the nearefl Way, or go about by the Coaft of St. Andrews^ and from 
t{ience to Cowpar. They refolved upon the laft, in refpe<ft that the 
Snow was fo deep, that the Horfemen could not travel the nearefl Way : 
But, when they were come to Kincraig^ and deferred them to be JS/i- 
^/(/^ Ships indeed, they became greatly afraid j and, leaving their Meat 
half-prepared, thev hafled back, fome to Kingb^^rn^ fome to l^imfertn- 
ling : But the Laird oi Grange flew many of them by the Way. The 
Finglifh Ships came up the Frith, and ftiot at the Caflle of "Bruntif.and^ 
and took it, with the Lofs of fundry 7r^;/fi&-Men. 

Upon the twenty .iixth oi January ^ diverfe of the Congregation 
came from Stirling^ and cutted the Bridge of TillihQdy^ ?o flop the 
trenctf-^lAtn firom pafling Oyer. So they were cojiftrained to ftay all that 
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Night in.F^/i&r/>-Muir, withcfut either Meat or Drink*; and many of 
them were killed before they could get the Bridge repaired. 

At the fame Tinic^ thfe Marquis o^ Elheuf, Brother to the Duke of 

Giiife and Queen-Regent, came from France^ with eight Ships to fup- 

port the Qyeen : But five of his Ships were broken with the Force of 

' Tempeft, himfelf beaten back with the other three, to the great Comfort 

of the Proteftants. . * 

Upon the thirtieth Day of J^inuary'^ the Queen' direfled Captain 
Ciillen from Leith^ with fome Veliels furniflied with Artillery and Sol- 
diers, for Support of the French-Men who were in Fife : But he- and his 
Ship? were taken by the Englijh-Men. Whereat the Qjieeo ^ook great 
Dilpleafiire, and lay lick eight or iiine Days. 

Not long after this, the Prior of St. Jndrews^ the Maftcr dtlAnie' 
fay^ and the Laird of Grange^ paft to Wefter-Weemyfsj and took the 
JLaird thereof ^ and alfo the Lairds oK Seafield^ Montwbarny^ SalmutO 
and Sa/gony^ and carried ibme of them to St. Jndrtiios^ and kept them 
there. 

Upon the fourth of February^ the Gentlemen and Boroughs of Fife^ 
who had taken Part -with the Queen, came to St. Andrews^ and fubicrib- 
ed with the Congregation. And, upon the feventh Day,' the Prior, with 
the Lords and Gentlemen of the Congregation of F(/^, paft to Glajgew^ 
and joyned with the Duke and his Son, confulting anent their PaiBng to- 
meet with the Ef^U/h Army. 

The twelfth Day of FehrtMfy^ the EngUfh Ships took two Firencb 

Ships' conung to fupporc the Qjieen. There came alio feventeen Frnglifh , 

Ships more from "Berwick^ and joyned with the reft. They kept mcb- 
Keitb thA none could ftirnilh it. 

Upon the feventeenth Day they took another Ship coming to fun- 
port the Qjieen with Horfe and Money, and had her to Berwick. The 
twenty fecond they took a great Ship, which the Qgeen had fumifhed to 
pafs to France with Letters. 

I K* Marcb^ the Lor4 Bjuiboen^ the Prior oi St. Andr^msy and the 
Proyoft thdreof, with the Laird of Tittarro^ and fdrty Gentlemen, took 
Ship at Tittenweem in Fife^ in an Englijh Ship called ^be Hmndy and 
failed to Berwick to bi;ing in the Land- Army, and to confirm the Band 
made betwixt them and the Congregation. They returned ihonly to ?iV- 
tetmeem with ten Ships ; and, upon the tenth of Marcby they, with 
my 3Lord Arran^ my Lord lAnaefay^ and other of the Gsogregation, 
met at St. Jobnftoun j to whom the Earl cS^Wmky^ with the Boroughs 
and Gentlemen of the Kortby came ; and, after three Days Conference^ 
joyned with the Congregation, , and forfook the Q^een. 

Thek 
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T aE N the Lords of the Congregation and Gentlemen oiFife njet at 
Ccwpafy and concluded to pafs and ipcet the Ef?gUJh Army ziHadding- 
toun. They ient forth Proclamations, That "all Men fliOuldl)e at Leith 
the thirtieth of March-^ with thirty Days Vi<9:uals, under the Pains to 
be reputed as Partakers with the French-^ and Enemies to the Com-, 
monweal. »' 

About this Time, the Frencif-yi^rt^ hearing that the Duke was be- 
fieging Ci^le-Sempli with a great Army, they rode to fupport my Lord 
Semple : But, the fame Day that they came to Glajgpw^ he had taken 
the Caftle. Theyftayed three Days- in Qlafgow-^ and did great Skaith : 
But the Congregation would not fight with them, ilor hazard a Battle be* 
fore they jpyned with the JB;^^/^. 

* 

The twenty eighth ol March -^ the Lords and Gentlemen by-north 
Fmtb^ having caften down the Abbay of J^umfermltng^ came to Stir- 
lifig^ but could not enter into it becaufe of the Jf^;v»^^-Men j and there- 
fore returned back to Cqftle-CampbeL But the next Day the Frencb-lAti\ 
departed to Zjeitb } in the which Journey threefcore of them were flain. 

The Lords, hearing of their Departure, came to Stirling ^ and from 
thence 'to Litbgow i where having met with the reft of the Congregation, 
on the firft of Jpril^ they paft to meet the Enilijh Army at Hadding-* 
toun and Jbetlady'^ being about eight thoufand Men. The fame Day 
the Q?<^i^-'Regent paft to the Caftle of Edinburgh. 


U p o K the fixth of Jpril^ the J5;(^/(^Men skirmiihed with the 
Frendh^^ti at Lejlakigy and repulfed them back to the Town dfLeitb 
with great Slaughter. 

There tame alfo of jEng^Jh-Metiy at fuiidry Times, with my Lord 
Gray and my Lord ja/bot^ the Number of twelve tliouland Men, be- 
£4es thofe who were in the Ships, which were thirty Sail. 

U p o K the thirteenth Day, Leith was inclbfed about with the Siege, 
that no Man might pafs in or out i and the Aflault was made with twelve 
Canon, and twenty Imall Pieces. 

Upon the fifteenth Day, the Fhncb-Mcn iffued forth to the Tren- ' 
ches, where the EngUJh White-Qokes flew an hundred of them. 

U p 6 N the feventeenth Day, the Engl\fh Ships came to the Pier of 
Leithy and Ihot amongft the Frencb-Mcn^ and killed forty of them.

U p o N the twentieth Day^ the principal Bloclr-Houfe of Ltitb^ cal- 
jled St. Anthony "& Kirk, w^ battered down ; and alfo the High-Kirk> 
where the Vivers lay, with many Hqufes on the JE4/?-Side of the Towq.

Upon the twenty eight Day, the EnkUJh^ giving the Alarm, jkffaul- 
ted Ijeitb-t aad killed Iburfcore JFrencb'Mca. 
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Upon the thimcth Day, they burnt the Mill oi Leitb-^ and brought 
away the Goods which were within the Fort. 



Upon the third Day of May^ the EngJiJihyitn and the Congregation 
entrenched befide S(?«j'/cze?«, beyond ' the Witcr of 2>//Z^, and condem- 
ned the rJock-Houfe befide the Mill oiLeitb^ and alfo the Bridge. 

U p Q N the eighth Day oi May^ the Englijh and Scots aflauked Leitb 
on the Night j but the Ladders were too ihort j fo that they were repul- * 
fed with great Slaughter : Therefore the Englifh-lA^n lent to Herwick 
' for more Men and longer Ladders, which came to the Camp the thir- 
teenth oiMciy-i the Men being about five hundred. 
• 

Upon the twenty firft Day, the Englifh Ships^ encountring with tea 
French Ships fent to the Supply pf Leitb^' took four of them, and forced 
the reft to return Home. 

Upon the twfenty fifth Day, the Vrencb again iflued out of Leitb: 
But they were repulfed into the Town, and twenty four of their Men 
kiljcd. 

Upon the twenty eighth of -^kfe;^, a Parliament was* proclaimed, till 
the tenth of July thereafter. 

Upon the tenth Day of June^ One thoufand five hundred and fixty, 
the Queen-Riegcnt departed this Life in thcCaftle oi Edinburgh^ being 
overtaken with cxtrcifac Mclahcljoly, That the Nobility had rifen up 
againft her. 

There had been divcrfc Treaties of Peace, by Means of the French 
and Englifh Arabafladors j but the French refiifcd to give over the Townj 
unlefs they got Leave peaceably to tranfport Bag and Baggage. To 
which the Congregation would not aflent. Then there came three hun- 
dred Men to the Camp from England. 

The twenty eighth of J^i^ff^, tht French ifluing out of X^i/i&9 their 
Colonel and many Men were ilain^ .and the reft repulfed. 

To revenge this Repulfc, upon the fixth of ^^/f^, they iflued ft)rth 
again. The Englifh and Scots^ who were in their Trenches, perceiving 
them, ruflied betwixt them and the Town, and ilew elevenfcore of them. 
.The Town efcaped narrowly untaken. 

« • 

Upon the tenth of Jufyi the Peace hetwixt the Scots^ Engiyh and 
JF\rencb was at length concluded and proclaimed. And, upon the thir- 
teenth Day, the French ihipped and departed Home, leaving the Town 
void. 

T H E- Parliament began, upon the twentieth Day of y«^, xt'Edin- 
hur^by and endured twenty Days. In the which the Religion Reformed 

was 
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was cftabliflicd. All the reft of this Year there was great Peace and 
Qjiietnefs, and good Adminiftration of Juftice in the Country. 

Upon the fixth oi December ^^ One thoufand five hundred and fixty, 
Francis II. King of France^ Husband to Queen Mary^^ ( ihe being eigh- 
teen Years of Age, having remained twelve Years in France ) departed 
this Life without SuccefTioa 

■ 

The next Year, One thoufand five hundred and fixfy one, upon the 
twenty firft of Auguft^ ihe returned to Scotland-^ and arrived at Leitby 
with two Gallies and four Ships ; and was honourably req^ived by her 
Lords and Subjeds. She made her £ntry int9 Edinburgh with exceed^ 
ing great Magnificence. • 

Upon the feventeenth of December -i flie paft out of Edinburgh to 
Lithgow i and fi'om thence to Stirling^ Perthy Dundee ^ and Famand\ 
and thereafter returned to Edinburgh. 

I N December following^ the whole Eftates afiembled at Edinburgh ; 
where it was enaSed, That all beneficed Perfons ihould quit a third Part, 
of their Living, to be aiTumed b^ the Qyeeu for Augmentation of her 
Eftate, and Maintenance of the Mmifters of the GofpeT. Thereafter the 
whole Kirkmen affdmbled with all their Aflifters, the Earl of ^otbwel 
being their Head ; and dealt with thejQueen to reftore the Mafs : But 
God difappointed them of their Intention. 

Upon the firft of January^ the QjJieen paft to Seatoun^ and ftayed 
there four Days ^ where Lord yobn^ Prior of Coldingham^ was married 
upon Jean Hepburn Sifter \o the Earl of Sothwel 

Upon the tenth of February ^ the Qjieen's other ^tothety James 
Prior of St. JndrewSy was made Earl of Murray ^ and married Agnes 
Keith Daughter to the Earl oi MarJhaU in the Abbay qf Hofy^ood- 
boufe. At which Solemnity nine Gentlemen of Fife wete knighted^ 

Upon the fifteenth Day, there came an Ambaflaclor from Sweden to 
the Queen, defiring Licence to the King of ^^^^;!r to come into this 
Realm. It is thought he expeAed to have the Qjieen in Marriage^

U p o N* the twenty eighth oi February', he received his Anfwer and 
departed. 

Upon the. third Day f^Marcb, the Qjiecn paft from Edinburgh to 
^umfirmUrigi and from thence to T>yfart and to 7)ury. ^

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In the fame Year of God, One thoufand five hundred and fixtjr two, 
the Earl oi^Bothwel-, with other Gentlemen, came to Valkland^ thinking 
to feize upon the Queen's Perfon; or (as fomc fay) to poyfon her : 
But the Matter being difclofed, they were imprifoncd in the Caftle of 
lEjdinhurgb. Mr. Gacin Hamilton alfo was imprifoned, and fo was the 
Earl di Jrraih who was allcdged to have difcloled the Confpiracy. 

Upon the firft o(JpriIy the Queen having returned to St. Andrews^ 
the Duke fent a Letter to her Grace, humbiy entreating that his Son, the 
Earl of Hotbwel^ and- Mr, Gacin Hamihoui might be let fcrtb upon 
Caution i w^ich being refufed, the Duke came to St. Andrews for the 
fame EfFecft^ but in vain. Thereafter the Q^een caufed charge him to 
render to her Grace the Caftle oi T)umbartaun^ which he obeyed j and. 
the Queen made a Servant of her own Captain of it. 

About this Time, the Proteftants oi Prance dcftroyed the Images, 
and all the Monuments of Idolatry in Rouan^ and other Towns ; their 
Captain being the Prince oiOmdy. . As they were advancing forward to 
Ttiris tb do the like, the Papifts, and the Duke oiGuife their Captain,^ 
met them in the Fields. The Confiid was doubtfome ^ but the Vifiory 
inclined to the Proteftants. 

In Aprils the King 0I Sweden ^ Brother came to St. Andrews^ defir- 
ing the Marriage of our Queen to the King his Brother : But he got de« 
ferring Anfwers. After this the Q^ieen paft to Locbletin^ and to . £-* 
dinlfurgb. 

In the ftme Year, the Town oiBjman was bcfieged and taken by the 
French King, to the great Difcontentmenc of the Proteftants. 

Upon the JKfteenth Day of ilf^, there came an Ambaflador out of 
Sweden very well accompanied. He was honourably received^ and got 
Prefence at Hofy-rood-boufe. The fame Day my Lord Fleming was ho- 
nourably married. The AmbalTador departed the lafi oi May. He re** 
ceired from the Qyeen a Chain wojth a thoufand Crowns, 

Upon the twentieth of May^ the Laird of Letbingtoun^ Secretary 
to the QjieeU) was fent to England fer certain Affiiirs anent the Meeting 
of the two Qiaeens. 

There was, at this Time, in Nmnandy^ a Battle betwixt the Pa^* 
pifts and Proteftants , in which great Slaughter was made on both Sides i 
and the Prince of Omdy was taken. 

The tenth of yiify thereafter, the Papifts and Proteftants of France 
ittet tc^ether at the Town of Orleans j where great Slaughter was com- 
mitted on both Sides, and fpecially on the ihaven Sort* The Duke of 
Guife was killed by his own Servant, treafonably^ by the Shot of a Dag ; 
but the Murderer was feycrcly puniihed to Death. 

There 
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T H £ R B was an Appointment made for a Meeting of the two Queens 
at Tork > and the Qiiecn had prepared herfelf to depart the twenty fourth 
Day oijuly^ and the Nobility warned thereof j but Occafiofls hindred 
the fame: For the Q^ttn oi JEngland h^d fent ten thoufand Men to 
flewbat'en in France 1 for Support to the Proteftants, the Earl of War-^ 
wick being their Lieutenant. The Queen of Scotland took Journey to 
the North Land, and came to Aberdeen the thirteenth of Augufi. At 
which Time the Earl "Betbwel brake Ward in the Caftle oiEdinhurgby 
efcaping out of the Window by a Tow. 

Upon the twentieth Day of September^ the Queen made Proclama- 
tions through the North Country, that all Men ihould be at her in Fier 
of War : And this was/ becaufe the Laird of Fpndlater^ Son to the Earl 
<A Huntley^ brake Ward in yiherd^en^ and held all the Caftles belonging 
to his Father and himfelf^ and would not render them. The Earl of Hunt* 
ley raiild to the Number of a thoufand Men. Lord Robert^ the Queen's 
Brother^ was fent to T)undee and "Eidhihurgh ; and ihortly thereafter the 
Qpeen fent five hundred Light-Horfcmen to France^ in Support of the 
Protcfiants there. % 

The twentieth of September the Caftle of Im^ernefs was taken, and 
the Captain thereof, called Gordon^ was hanged. At this Time, John 
Gordon^ Laird of Hndlater^ took, certain of the Qpeen's Men of War in 
"Banff^ and took their Weapons from them. The Earl of ffuntley and 
he, being charged to compear before the Queen's Grace at ^erdeen-^ and 
refiifing, were denounced to the Horn. ^ 

The Earl of Huntley^ with his AfTiftants, came forward to fianffi 
the twentieth fiiOBober^ thinking to have taken the Qyeen at Aberdeen. 
The Earl oiMurray-i the Earl of Alortofm^ and my Lord Linde/ayy being 
in the Town, they, leaving the Queen in the Town, paft to the Fields the 
twenty eight of OUober j and fought with the Earl df Huntley at a Place 
called ^be "Bank ofFair^ alias Correichy. There were ilain to the Earl 
oi Huntley two hundred ; to the Q^een fixfcore } the Viflory inclining 
to the O^ccf^- And the Earl himfelf being killed in the Taking, his dead 
Body was brought to j^erdeen^ and laid in the Tolbooth. 

The thirtieth of OBober^ five Gentlemen of the Name of Gordon 
were banged zt Aberdeen i and, on the fecond Day oiNotrmbery the 
Laird of Findlater beheaded. Adam^ the youngeft Brother, was fpared ; 
and the Duke commanded to keep my Lord Gofdon^ his Son-in-law, 
fure ; and albeit thereafter he came to 4^^. Johnjioun to interceed for bim, 
yet he got no Anfwer wliich pleafed him. 

Upon the fourth of Noceptbery the Queen came fi-om Aberdeen to 
IDftnnMer i and from thence to Sotmngtoun^ Arbroth and ^Jbundee. 

Shortly thereafter the Earl of Murray came from' the Qyeen to' 
St. Andrews^ becaufe he would not confent to the Marriage of the Qjieen 
with the Lord J)arnky. There was a Conyentioo of the Nobility kept

Ik the Monch of ^iif^f 9 One thoufand five hundred and fixty four, 
the Qyeen fent for the Earl oi Murray : But he was advertifcd^ That if 
he came he would be put in Ward > and therefore he abfenced himielf. 

About this Time, the Earl of Kotbes^ with certain Gentlemen, 

came to Tarrat-Well^ befide Howbill^ thinking to have taken my Lord 

^arnley from the Qyeen, as they rode from St. Jobnftoun to the ^eens^ 

ferry: But Ihe being advertifed, had paft by before they met. In yuly 

next they were fummoned to underly the Law. 

At this Time, there came an Ambafiador (rom England'^ defiring 
that the Earl of Lennox and his Son ihould return into England^ others 
wife to lofe all his Lands there ; but th^s was refufed ; and. my Lord 
^arjiley was created Duke of BMbf^^ and Earl of Rojs. 

U p 0;K the eighth oS^July^ the Queen was married to my Lord Darn'- 
ky^ in the Abbay of Holy'roodrhoufe^ with great Pomp and Triumph j 
the moft Part of the Nobility being prefent, except the Duke, the Earls 
oijrgyle^ Murray and Rotbes. They being charged by a Herauld to 
come to Edinburgb to the Qjieen, upon their Refufal, were put to the 
Hox^n. Proclamations were madey That all Men ihould meet the Qjieea 
at Falkland th^ thirteenth Day of Augtfi. 

This fame Year, the Lord Gordon', the Earls of Sotbwel and Su- 
therland were rSflored to their Liberty and Efiates. 

The twentieth Day of Jtigufi^ by open Proclamation at Ckwpar^ all 
Men chat had been at the Tarrat-Well were fummoned to ward in i>ufn- 
bartom ; and the Emrl oi Rotbes put to the Horn. Thereafter theQjieen 
went to GlaJgoWy having commanded, by open Proclamations, all Men to 
attend her in Fier of War, to rcfift the Lords that were at the Horn.* 
From Glafgow ihe fent a Herauld to Hamiltoun to charge the Duke- to 
render his Houie, under the Pain of Treafon. 

Thb next Day, the Lords who were at the Horn* came to Edin- 
burgh y but theCaftie ihot at them, and therefore they departed to SDftfn- 
fries : But, hearing that the King and Qi^een were returned to Edin- 
hurgb% they came to Glafgow. 

Upon the twelfth Day of Septewher^ the King and Q|ie;en made the 
Earl of Lennox Lieutenant of the Weft Parts ; and thereafter came to' 
&irlingy JRfe and Dundee^ and put fundry Gentlemen of Fife and Jngus 

in Ward, tor affifting the Lords who were at the Horn.

The Earl of Sotbwel was now retunied fiom France^ and landed at 
Coldingbam in a Piiik ; and gaye his Prefeate to the King and Qpeen, 

and 
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and. was received in great Favour, and made Lieutcnant-General of the 
Borders. . 

The eight Day of OUoher^ the Queen received great Sums of Mo- 
ney from th« Boroughs ; and gave eleven thoufandMerks for the Supe- 
riority oi Leitb. 

The tenth Day, the Earl of Huntley was proclaimed again the Earl 
oi Huntley '■, and immediately the King and C^een, with the whole Body 
of the Realm, paft out of Edinburgh to 'Dumfries^ with certain carted 
Pieces. The Duke, the Earls ol Argyk^ Murray and Rfftbes^ hearing 
of fo great Power, fled into England. At iiumjries my Lord Maxwel 
met the King, and came in his Will, and rendred two of his fpecial 
Caftles to him. 

About this Time, there came a great Englifh Ship carrying twenty 
bcafen Pieces of Ordnance. Some think that Aie came to receive the 
Lords that were at the Hornj others, That fiie attcoded the Earl of 
Siffbwel in his Return from France, to have taken him. Juftice Aiis 
were proclaimed through all the Shires, for Puniihment of all them that 
took Part with the rebellious Lords. And, in 'Decemker, a Proclama- 
tion was made, to the twelltb Day thereof, to forfeit the Lords that were 
in England' 

I N January following, there came an Ambafiadoi iroin trance to 
make the king Knight of the Cockle. 

U » o N the twenty fecond of Fehruary., the Earl of Setbwct was mar- 
ried cm the Earl of jEftw/Z^'s Sifter. The King and Qpeen made the Ban- 
quet the firft Day ; which continued five Days, with Jufting and Tui- 
nament. At which Solemnity were made fix lOiights offife. 

Upon the eighth Day dfMarcby the Q^een rode in Parloment to 
thcTolboothof£^'0^fff-^!^, with the Crown, Sword and Sceptre carried 
before her, by the Earls of Huntley, Cramjffrd and Jthok : But thft 
King rode not that Day. In this Parliament the Reftitution of the Earls 
of Huntl^ and 'Botbwel was ratified.

The fixth of T>ecemher thereafter, in the Year fbrefaid, the Lord 
Mayor oi London', aflifted with diyerfe B^rls and Barons, the Aldermen 
of London in their Scarlet Robes, with their Officers,, and greateft Num* 
ber of their befl Account about the City, to the Number of feurlicore of 
the gravefl and moft worfhipfiil Citizens, in Coats of Velvet and Chains 
of Gold, all on Horfeback, in moft folemn and fhtely Manner, by Sound 
of four Trumpets about ten of the Clock in the Forenoon, made open and

Her Msyefty anfwered, laying^ I blame 
you swt to expeU a reafonable AnfweY : Sutvot^ may think it a great Mi- 
racle^ hco) ihat a Child^ horn at four of the Clock this Mornings Jhould 
be able to anfwer fo wife and learned a Man as you are^ fern from fo 
great a Prince as you bcj, about fo great and weighty Aff^airs as ym 
Jpeak of in an unknown Tongue^ by three of the Clock in the Jfiemoon. 
And thus, with prudent and gracious Words, fhe ended, and gave him 
Leave to depart. 

I N the Year of God One thoufand fix hundred and three^ upon 
the twenty fourth Day oilfdarch^ hcin§ Tlburfday^ about two a-Clock 
in the Morning, deceafl Qyeen Elizahetb of England^ « her Manour 
in Richmond in Surrey^ ihe being then aged threefcore and ten Years, 
and had reigned forty four Years, five Months and odd Days l whofe 
Corps was privily conveyed to Whitehall^ and there remained till the 
twenty eight of Jprily and was then buried at Wejimitifter.

About ten of the Clock at Morn in the fame Day, which, after 
the Account of the Church oi England^ is the laft of the Year of Chrift 
One thouland fix hundred and two, having proclaimed King James z}i 
the Court-Gate, entred-thc City oi London h^Ludgate ; where, finding 
Roi^ert Leekrd M^Ljov of Londofij Aldermen and Citizens, they, all to- 
gether, with a Multitude of other good Subjeifts, rode to the Crofs of 
Jfifi-Cheap y and, on the WeftSiAo. thereof, with Sounding of Trumpets, 
caufed to be proclaimed King James of Scotland-^ the fixth of that Name 
in Scotland^ and of England-, France zr^d Ireland-, Defender of the Faith, 
fhe firft, as lawful Heir, lineally defcended from Margaret eldeft Daugh- 
ter to Henry VIL and EHzal>€th his Wife, eldeft Daughter to Ed- 
ward IV. married to James IV. King oiScotlandy in the Year of God 
One thoufand five hundred and three, (a hundred Years and more fincc) 
who had Iffue, King James V. Father to Mary I. Mother to James VI. 
now King of this whole Ifland, England^ Scotland ^tid Wales^ with the 
Realms of France and Ireland. Sir Rohert Cecil', principal Secretary^ 
tcad the Pnoclamation ; Jfilliam ^ethick^ zMz^Qarter^ principal King 
at Arms, pronounced it with an audible Voice. From thence they rode 
into Milk'Streety to th« Houfe of James^^emhertom^ one of the Sheriffs 
of London 5 .where they dined. And after that, in Council, this Mor- 
ning being T^hurfday-, was direfled in Poft Sir Rohert Carte Knight, to- 
wards Scotland-, td fignify in Scotland what had been done in. England y 
which he performed to the King at Edinburgh-, upon Saturday at Night 
billowing, which was the twenty feventh of March-, and the firft Newsi 
to the King of his Sifter's Death. 

This Charge was very plaufible and well-pleafing to the whole No- 
b^ity, txA generally to all Commons both of Scotland and En^and ; 
among whom the Name of King was then fo ftrange, as few could re- 
jnembef or had feen a Kipg before, except they were aged Perfons ; con- 
fidering that the Government of the Realm had continued near the Space 
of fifty Years under the Reign of two Qiieens, which is the greateft Part 
of a Man's Age. , 

But Tidings being brought Wreof in Scotland io.ih^ King, he cal- 
led a Council to him in taking Chtler for fettling all Things in his Realm 
of Scotland ; began his Voyage towards Englaitd-, and did fo much, that, 
after manv Days Journey, and lodging in the Hoofes of funcfry Noblemen, 
he arrived at Londofi the feyenth of May-, One thoufalid fix hundred and^ 
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three ; and he was lodged at the Charter-Houfcj making many Knights 
by the Way as he came. 

y antes I. Son to Henry Stmrt and Mary late Queen of Scotland^ born 
in Edinburgh Caftle, began his Reign over the Realm of England^ the 
twenty fourth oi March ^ the laft of the Year One thoufand fix hundred 
and two ; aged thirty fix Years and better. He had reigned King of 
Scotland in Peace with a^noft all Chriftian Princes j which Peace he alfo 
brought into England. God make us thankful, and grant him in that . 
bleffed Peace many Years to reign over us. 

Divers Prifoncrs, toujching the late Earl ofEffex^ were delivered 
out of the Tower oi London y namely^ the Earl oi Southampton^ on the 
tenth of Jpril. - 

The twenty feventh Day of the fame Month, Proclamation was 
made for the Apprehenfion of William and Patrick Ruth^ens^ Brethren 
of the late Earl of G^zwry. 

The twenty eight of Jprilj the Corps of Queen ERzahetb entrcd 
in the Vault of her Grandfather Henry VII. in his moft beautiful Chapel, 
mod triumphantly > where the reverend Father in God Anthoty Watfim^ 
Bifliop oiCbeJier^ made a learned Sermon. There were efieemed of JMour^ 
ners in black, fixteen hundred Perfons. 

I N this mean Time, on the fifth oi Aprils King James departed from 
Edinburgh^ attended with Multitudes of his* Nobility, Earls, Lords, 
Barons and Gentleman oi Scotland ; and fome Frencb-MtUj as the French 
AmbajGTador being in Scotland i befides, in his Train, many gallant and 
wcU-aopointed wntlemen, w1k> all attended upon him that Day from. 
Edinvnrgb to Thmglafs^ a Houfe of the Lord Hime^ where he repofcd 
bimfelf that Night* 

The fixth of April-^ his Majefly prpgreflfed from Tbmglafs towards 
^erwickj having then attending upon him many more Noblemen, 
Knights and Gentlemen, befides the Lords Wardens of the Marches and 
Borders of Scotland and England^ with feveral Companies to receive him. 
The Lord Governor of Serwick alfo, accompanied with the Council of 
War, the Conftables with their Coronets of Horfes, and diverfe Captains 
and Gentlemen of the Land-Penfioners, and others, advanced ferward to 
meet, entertain and condud his Majefly into the Town of Berwick. 
This feems a happy and ftrange Day, when, peaceably, fo many En-- 
glijh warlike Gentlemen went out to bring in an Englijh and Scotiijh 
King, both included in one Perfoo, into that Town, which, for many 
hundred Years, had been an Enemy, or held for the one Nation or the 
other ; But the King of Peace hath ^ ordained it' to be. Thofe Com- 
panies met him, and was gracioufly ri ^eSed of his Highnefs : So, fill- 
lyig in among the other Troops,, they fet forward. And when his High- 
nefs came within Half a Mile of the Town, and began to take View 
thereof, firom the Cafile came fik a Tempeft, as it were Thunder. It 
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was credibly reported, that a better Peal of Ordnance was never, iii any 
Soldier's Memory, difcharged in that Place. The King being come 
near to the Gates, the Smoke of Gun-Powder evani/hed j and ilTucd out 
of the Town William EeJhy Gentleman, Porter of "Berwick^ with other 
Gentlemen of Account, and, humbling himfelf before the King, pfefen- 
ted unco him the Keys of the Ports, who received them gracioufly ^ and, 
being entred betwixt the Gates, he reltered the faid William Sclby the 
Keys again, and graced him with the Honour of Kliighthood for his Ser- 
vice. This done, his Majefty entred the fecond Gate j and, being within 
both the Walls, he was received by the Captain of the Ward ; and fo 
paffed through a double Guard of Soldiers well armed in all Points. Be- 
twixt this Guard his Majefly pajQTed on to the Market-Crofs, where the 
Mayor and his Brother received him With no fmall Signs of Joy. But 
the common People omitted nothing their Power c6uld attain unto, to 
exprefs loyal Duty and hearty AfFeftiori, kneeling, fhouting, and crying 
KSod faz'e King James, till they were, in a Manner, intrcated to be 
iilent. Then Mr. Cbriftopber Tarkinjon^ the Recorder of Herwick^ a 
Man grave and reverend, made a brave Speech to his Majefty, acknow- 
ledging him their folc and fovcreign Lord \ tp whom^ in the Town's 
Name, he furrendred their Charter ; prefehting his Highnefs alfo, from 
them, with a Purfe of Gold j which, as an Offering of their Love, he 
gracioufly received : And for their Charter, he anfwjered them, That it 

* ihould be continued j arid that he fhould maintain their Privileges, and 
uphold them and their Town in all Equity, by reafon it was the princi- 
pal and firft Place honoured with his moft gracious Perfon. From thence 
his Majefty paft into the Church, to humble himfelf before the Exalter 
of the humble, and thank him for his Benefits beftowed upon him and 
his People. At which Time preached before him the reverend Father in 
God TLoby Matthew-, Bifliop oST^urham^ who m^de a moft learned Ser- 
mon J whilk finilhed, the King, departed to his Palace j and then they 

-gave him a Peal pf great Ordnance more than before, never having King 
to reft within their Walls for many .Years before. 

The next Day, being the feventh oi Jpril^ his Majefty afcertded the 
Walls J whereupon all the Cannoneers, and other Officers belonging to the 
great Ordnance, flood evtfry one in his Place j the Captains with their 

• Bands of Soldiers likcwife under their Colours. Among which warlike 
Train, his Majefty, to Ihew an Inftance how he loved and refpeScd the 
Art military, he made a Shot himfelf out of the Cannon, fo far, and with 

•fuch Sign of Experience, that the moft expert Gunners gave it juft Corn- 
emendation. After this he left that Part of the Wall, and being atteTJJed 
upon by his Nobility both of Scotland 2xA England^ the Lord Henry 
Hawardy Brother to the late Duke of Norfolk^ and the Lord Ckibham 
. being newly come to the Town, and guarded by the Gentlemen-Penfioncrs 
ofSerwicky he beftowed that Day in^urveying of the Fortifications, com- 
mending the military Order of the \iijwn, and fo returned to his Palace. 

The eighth of Jpril^ the Trumpets warned for. the Remove j and 
all that Morning his Majefty, with Royal Liberality, beftowed, among 
the Garifon Soldiers, ana every Officer of War, according to his Place, 
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rich and bountiful Rewards. After Dinner^ his Majefty mounted on 
Horfeback, apd took Leave of Sermck^i and proceeded into Ev^nd i 
where he was received by Nicolas Forejier^ High-Chamberlain oF A&r- 
thumberland^ accompanied with a Number of the Gentlemen of the 
Shire j who, riding before his Majefty, led the Way to Withringtimn j 
where, by the Mailer of the Place Sir Robert Carte and his Lady, be 
was received with all Duty aiki Affedion, the Houfe being plentifiiUy 
furnilhed for his Entertainment, dxc* 

The ninth of Jj^riV, he fet forward to Newajik-i being fkteen Miles 
from Withringtoun ; where his Maje% was met by the Mayor, Alder- 
men, Council and befl Commoners of the fame. In joyful Manner the 
Mayor prefented him with the Sword and Keys, with humble Submiflioo, 
giving to his Majefiy alfo, in Token of Love aind Loyalty, a Purfe foU 
of Gold. His Grface returned to the Mayor the Sword and Keys, rati- 
fying all their Cufloms and Privileges that they were pofielTed of; and 
fo was condu died to the Mayor's Houfe, where he Was richly entertained^ 
and remained there three Days. 

Sunday being the tenth of JpriU bis Majefty went to tirt Church, 
before whom preached the Biffaop of T)urbam. 

MondM he befiowed in viewing the Town, the Manner and Beauty 
thereof, iBridge and the Key, beii^ one of the ikireft in all the Nmtb 
Parts : Befiaes, he releafed fill Prifoners, except for Treafon and Papi- 
ftry, giving Sums of Money for the Relief of many that lay for Debt. So 
joyful were the Townfmen of Newcafile of his Majefty being there, that 
they thankfully bure all the Charge of hii Houihold^ during the Time </ 
Jiis Abode with them. 

The thirteenth Day oi Jpril^ his Maje% fet forward towarda ^ur^* 
bam ; and when he came near, the Magiftrates of the Town met hiiSy 
in behaving themfelves as others before them. It was by his Highnefd 
alfo thankfully accepted ; and paffing through the Gates, when be entred 
the Market- gs^te, there was an Oration made to him ; which being ttAtd^ 
he pafied towards the Biihop's Houfe, where lie was royally received by 
the Biihop, attending him with a hundred Gentlemen in Town's Liyery^ 
Coats, d^c.

The fourteenth Day, his Majcfly took Leave of the Bifhop of 53«f^ 
"him > whom he greatly graced and commended for his learned Humani- 
ty and Gravity, promifing to refiore diverfe Thingis taken from the Hi' 
jhoprick. His Maieffy removed towards Wahowtbi fixteen Miles from 
7)urbam ; where, by the Gentlewoman of the Houie, Mris. Jamiefwt 
he was bountifiiUy aitertaioed. ,

The fifteenth Day o£Jprii, h'i$ Majefty fet forward to Tori, his 
Train ftiU iacreafing by the Number of Gentlemen from the South Parts, 
that came to oier him Fealty, whofe Love he gteatly tend red ^ yet did 

their Multitude fo oppreis the Country, mi suide PxQvifioa ib dear, 
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that he was fain to publilh an Inhibition againft the inordinate and daily 
Accefs of Pcopl? coming, that many were ftopt of their Way. The high 
Sheriff of 2^r>^-Shire, very well accompanied, attended his Majefty to 
Mr. Inglehee% btfidc Tcp-Clifi^ being about lixteen Miles from Wal- 
worth i who, with great Humility, received bis Majefty j where he re- 
fted that Night. 

The fixtecnth of Jpri/y his Majefty removed towards 2^r>&, being 
fixteen Miles from Top-C/iff j and when he came about, fome three Miles . 
from Tbrky ( the Liberties of the City extending fo far ) Mr. ^Buckie and 
Mr. Rifhertfon^ Sheriffs of the City, met him, and, with hutnble Duty, 
prefented ham with their white Staves, which his Grace received and de- 
livered them again ; fo they attended him towards, the City. Withih 
a Mile of which when his Highnefs approached, there met him the Lord 
Surfy', Lord Prefidcnt of the Norths with many worthy Knights and 
Gentlemen of the Shire. Thcfc alfo attended on his Perfon to^ork^ where, 
when he came near without the City, there met him three of the Ser- 
jeants, Mr. Woo^j Mr. Damforty and Mr. Wejirope-^.viho delivered their 
MaceS) which his Majefty delivered 4gain, commanding them to wait 
on him ; and, the fame Time, the Serjeant-Trumpeter, and fome others^ 
did, in like Manner, fubmit themfelves ^ w^om, in like Manner, ho 
commanded to wait on him. Then he rode till he came to one' of the 
Gates of- Tork^ where the Lord Mayor of the City, tlie Aldermen and 
wealthieft Commoners, with Abundance of other People, met him there. 
A long Oration being made, the Lord Mayor delivered him the Sword 
and Keys, together with a Cup of Gold ; which Prefent his Grace thank- 
fully accepted, delivering the Keys again to my Lord Mayor : But 
about bearing of tlic Sword there was fome Argument j the Lord Prefi- ' 

dent taking it fbr his Place, the Lord Majmr efleeming it to be his. But 

the King demanded the Sword, feeing they would not be pleafed, that 
he fhould have the Difppfition thereof j whereuhto they humbly axi- 
fwered, it was all at his Pleafure. His Grace delivered the Sword to the 
Eaxl of Cumherland^ who bure it bef6rc him from the Gate to the Min- 
ftcr ; in which Way there was a Conduit that ran white Wine all Day ; 
white Wine and Claret, every Man to drink as much as he lift. From 
the Minfler his Grace went cm Foot, under a C»nopy born by four 
Knights, to his own Houfe, being the Manour oiF St. Mary\ where he 
was honourably received by the Lord ^urly ; who gave cheerful Enter-, 
tainment to all his Fbllowers, during, the Time of his Continuance iii 
Tork^ &c. 

The feventecnth Day of April-^ beiiiig Sunday-^ the Kiiig went ofl 
Foot to the Minfter to hear the Sermon, which was preached by Dn 
^ori^orougby Dean of Tork and Biihop of Limrick iti ireland ; whofc 
Dodrine and Method of Preaching was highly, by his Majefty, com- 
mended. The Sermon ended, the King returned on Foot, m the fame. 
Sort as he came, to his Manour j where he was royally ^yfied by the 
Lord ^urly^ during his Continuance in that Manour of St. Mar/i. It 
is faid to exceed all the reft in any Part hi^vgland before j Butteries, 
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Pantries and Cellars always held open, in great Abundance, in all 

Corners, 

Monday -i the eighteenth cH Aprils his Majefty was feafted by my Lord 
Mayor of York i whom he knighted by the Name of Sir Robert Walter^ 
After Dinner, his Majefty commanded all Prifoners to be let at Liberty, 
except Papifts and wilful Murderers^ and rode from York to Gr/wy?^;;^, 
being a Houfe of Sir Edward St€nhope\ where he lay that Night, and 
dined the next Day. 

The nineteenth Day of Jpril-, his Grace rode to !P^;;^rf-Caftle j 
which when he had viewed, be rode to l^unc^er-^ .where he lodged at 
the Sign of the 'Bear and the Sun. 

The twentieth Day oi Aprils his Majefty rode toward Jfarfope-^ the 
Earl oi Shrewsbury s Houfe ; and, at "Battin^ the High-Sheriff of 2^r>&- 
Shire took bis Leave of the King, and Mv.Jskoth^ High-Sheriff of i\5?/^ 
//;;^i&^7W-Sh4re, received him j and fo conduced him ,till he came within 
a Mile of Blyth j where his Grac* alighted, and fat down on a Bank- 
Side to cat isind drink. After which fliort Repaft he rode forward to War- 
fope ; but, in the Park, he was fomewhat flayed : For there appeared 
a Number of Huntfmen all in green; the chief of which, in a Wood- 
Man's Speech, did welcome him, offering to Ibew him fome Game; 
which he gladly condefcended to fee, and with a Train he hunted a good 
Space, and went into the Houfe ; whve he was fo nobly and royally re- 
ceired, with Abundance of all Things, that ftill €;very Entertainment 
feenied to exceed other. 

The twenty firfi: Day of JpriU bis Gtace took his Way toward 
Newark upon Trent^ where that Night he lodged in the Caftle ; where 
the Aldermen prefented him with a fair gilt Cup, which was kindly ac- 
cepted. In this Town, and in the Court, was taken a Cut-Purfe doing 
the Deed ^ and, being a bale pilfering Thief, yet he was Gentleman-like 
in the Outfide. This Fellow had good Store of Coin found about him j 
and, upon Examination j confefled that he had, from Berwick unto that 
Place, played the Cut-Purfe in the Court- The King, hearing of this 
Gallant, direfied a Warrant to the Recorder of Newark to have him 
hanged ; which was accordingly execute ^ and all the reft of the Prifo- 
ners of the Caftle pardoned. 

The twenty fecond Day of Jpril^ his Highnefs rode to Bea'ver- 
Cajile^ htrntiug all the Way as he lode. At ^^^^rr-CaflJe his High- 
ndfs was royally received by the Earl of Rtaland and his Countefs, and 
plentifully entertained. 

The twenty third Day oi Jprilj his Highnefs rode forward toward 
Burly-) and, by the Way, dined at Sir John Haringtons ; where that 
worthy Knight made him moft ro3ral Entertainment. From thence he 
rode to BurJy ; where his Grace, with all bis Train, was received with 
great Magniiicence, the Houfe feeming fo rich, as if it had been fur^ 
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nifhed at the Charges of an Emperon The next Day, being Eafter-D^y^ 
there , preached before him the Biihop of Lincoln > and the Sermon was 
no fooner done, but' all the Offices of the Houfe were fet open, that every 
Man might have free Accefs to Buttries, Pastries, Kitchens, to eat and 
drink at their Pleafure.

The twenty feventh Day of jipril^ his Highnefs removed toward 
Hincbifighroke^ to Sir Oliver Cnmwers j and, by the Way, dined at 
Sir Anthony Mildmay% j where nothing wanted in a SCrbjefi's Duty to 
his Sovereign. Dimier and Banquet, being pail:, and the King at Point 
to depart. Sir ^^/AewMf prefented his. Grace with a gallant Sarhary Horfe, 
and rich Saddle and Furniture fuitable y which his Highnefs thankfully 
accepted, and rode toward SiT*0/wer Cromwers ; and, about fomc half 
Mile ere he came there, his Majefty was met by the Bailie of Huntington j 
who made to him a long Oration, and there delivered him the Sword } 
which his Highnefs gave to the Earl of Soutbamptoun to bear before him 
to Sir 0//crr C^^wo^^A Houfe J where his Highnefs and his Followers, 
with all their Comers, had fuch Entertainment, as not the like had been 
feen before. There was fuch Plenty and Variety of Meats, and Diver- 
fity of Wines, and the Cellars open at every Man's Pleafure. There at- 
tended alfo, at Sir Olif^er Cromwers^ the Heads of the Univerfity of 
Cambridge', all clad in Scarlet-Gowns and Corner-Caps ; which having 
Prefence of his Majefty, there was made an eloquent and learned Oration 
in Latin', welcoming his Majefty, and alfo entreating the Confirmation 
of their Privileges ; which his Grace moft willingly granted. Mr. Crom- 
wel prefented bis Majefty with many rich and acceptable Gifts ; as, a 
very great and fair wrought ftanding Cup of Gold, goodly Horfes, deep- 
mouthed Hounds, diverfe Hawks of excellent Wing j and, at the Rc-^ 
move, gave fifty Pounds Sterling Money among his Majefty's OflBlcers, 

The twenty ninth Day of Jprify after Break-Faft, his Grace took 
Leave of Mr- Oliver Cromwel and of his Lady, late Wife to Seignor Ho- 
ratio Taulo Vicino. From thence he departed to Rovfioun j and, as he 
paffed through Gudman-CbeJIeri a Town clofe by Huntington-, the Bai- 
lies of the Town, with their Brethren, met him^ acknowledging their 
Allegiance, convoying him through the Town. There they prefented 
Jiim with threefcore and ten Teem of Horfe, all traced to fair, new 
Ploughs, in Shew of their Husbandry i which while his Majefty, being 
very well delighted with the Sight thereof, demanded why they offered him 
fo many Horli:s and Ploughs ; he was anfwered. That it was their ancient 
Cuftx)m, whenfoever any King of England pafled through their Town, 
fo to prefcnt him : Befides, they added. That they held their Lands by 
that Tenor, being the King's Tenants. His Majefty not only took well 
in Worth their good Minds, but bade them ufe well their Ploughs, be- 
ing glad he was Land-Lord of fo many good Husband-Men in one Town. 
In his Way toward Royftoun^ the High-Sheriff of Huntingtoun-Shirc took 
his Leave of his Grace, who was there received by Sir Edward ^eny 
Higb-^Sheriff of ^^r//&r^-Shire, attended on by a goodly Company, in 
Number fevenfcore, fuitably apparelled in blue Livery-Coats and white 
Doublets, and Hats with Feathers, all mounted on Horfeback, with red 
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Saddles. Sir Edward,) after his humble Duty, prefenccd his Highoe^ 
with a gallant Horfe, and rich Saddle and Furniture correfpondent, being . 
of great Value j which his Highnefs accepted graciouily, and caufed hiiQ 
to ride on the f&id Horfe before him. The Knight mounted quiclsily the 
faid Horfe \ and, in brave Manner, conduced his MajeAy to one Mr. 
Cbtjier's Houfe ; where his Majefty lay that Night, on his own kingly 
Charges. 

Thi thirtieth Day oi Jpril, his Majefty rode to Standown to Sir 
I'bomas Sadler's j and, by the Way, the Biihop c&JJmdon met him, at- 
tended by a goodly Company of Gentlemen in tpwny Coats and Chains 
of Gold. At Sir ^b&mas Sadler't his Majefty was royally entertained for 
himfelf and his kingly Train. There his Grace flayed Sundi^-, before 
whom the Bifliop of Z^Ti/cw preached. 

The fecond Day of .^^, being Monday^ his Majefty removed to ■ 
^rmhurn-, a Houfe of Sir Henry Coke's Coiferer to the late Qbeen Eli- 
zaheib, and now alfo Cofferer to his M^efty ; where there met him tl)e 
Lord Keeper of the great Seal, the Lord Admiral, with moft Part of the 
Nobility of the Land and Council of Eftate, who were favourably re- 
ceived. At which Time, the faid Lord Keeper made a brief and lear- 
ned Speech to bis Majefty j tp which his Majefty anfwered with great 
Grace an4 princely Wifdom. But to fpeak of his Grace's Entertainment 
at ^roxWs, it was fuch, and fa abundant, as there was no Man, of 
whatfoever Condition, but had what Appetite defircd j his Majefty alfo 
receiving thereby great Contentment } and, continuing but one. Night, 
departed the next Day, thanking the good Knight for his great Expeoces. 

The third Day of May^ he came to Hbeohalds^ a Houfe belonging 
to Sir Robert Ocif. At this Houle there met his Majefty all, for the 
moift Part, of the old Servants and Officers in Houfhold of the late Queen ; 
and with them the Guard of his Majefty *s Body j all of them being cour- 
teoufly received to their own Content. Alfo, in his Houfe of Ibechaldf, 
- the fourth Day o^ May, his Majefty, with diverfe Noblemen oi Scotland, 
of his honourable Council, viz. The Duke o^ Lennox, the Earl of Mar, 
the Lord i&mf, Sis George Hume Ttta.iw^T o^ Scotland, SiiJamesEl- 
phingjiom Secretary to the King, the Lord of Kink/s,. now Mafler of 
the Rolls, alfo the En^UJh Nobility ; made of his Council, the Lord 
Hfitiry Howard Brother to James Howard late Duke of Norfolk, TV 
mas Lord Howard Son to the faid Duke, who was alfo made there Lord 
Chamberlain, and the Lord Mo^nj&y, not then returned out of Ireland. 
His Grace flayed at Jbeebalds four Days, with Entertainment, fuch, and 
fo cofUy, as hardly can be cxpreffed, confidering the Multitude that hi- 
ther relorted, beftde the Train, rxme going thence unfatisfied. The King 
made Knights there, as is faid, twenty eight. 

The feventh Day o^ May, being Saturday, he removed from Theo- 
halds toward London, riding throfcgh the Medows j where, within two 
Milea o« this Side Waltbam, one of the Sheritis oi London, called John 
Smertfin, and alfo Sheriff of .^V^^f/ffSf, met his Majefty with imy Men 
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in Livery-Coats ; where an eloquent and learned Oration was piade to 
his Highoefs^ by Richard Martin Genileman of the Middle-Temple. 
Bclides thefe Men in Livery-Coats that, attended the Sheriflfe, all moun- 
ted on gallant Horfes, moft of the Sheriffs Officers attended upon him ; 
who condu(9;ed the King within fome two Miles of Z^/?^^» ^ and, at 
Staiiforhill-i the Lord Mayor oi London prefented himfelf, with whom 
were the Aldermen in Gowns of Scarlet, and Chains of Gold about their 
Necks, with all chief Officers and Council of the City j befides live hun- 
dred Citizens all very well mounted, clad in Velvet -Coats, and Chains 
of Gold, with the chief Gentlemen of the Hundreds, who made a good 
Show to entertain their Sovereign. There alfo met bis Majcfly all the 
Officers of Efbte, as, Serjeants at Arms, with their rich Maces, the 
Heraulds in their Coats of Anns, and Trumpeters, every one in his due 
Place. The Duke of LemoX'^ bearing the Sword of Honour before His 
Majeily, paiTed oyer the Fields, and came in at the B^ck-Side of the 
Charter-Houfc, where he was moft royally received and entertained by 
the Lord Thomas Howard. He lay there four Nights, and, at his De- 
parture, made about eighty Knights. 

The eleventh Day oiMay^ his Grace rode in Coach ibmewhat clofcly 
fiom the Chartcr-Houfe to Tvhiteball } and from thence was convoyed by 
Water to the Tower of Z/(7;;j^(7f?, and there were attending on him the 
Lord 2^iab and the Lord, Surfy^ ( fworn the faid Day Privy Counfcllers 
to his Majefty at the Cbarter-Houfe ) the Lord Admiral, the Earl of 
Nbrtbumherland^ the Lord Worcejter, the Lord Hffmard^ and others. 
The firft Pay his Majefty viewed the Offices in the Tower, as, the Ar- 
mory, the Wardrobe, the Artillery, (jf. The next Day he few the Ord- 
nance-Houfe, the Mint-Houfe, and, at the laft, the Lyons, (b>c. 

The twentieth Day of May^ being Friday ^ his Grace made Barontf 
uA Knights, in the Tower, to the Number of twelve, or thereby. 

The feventeenth Day Q^May forefaid, Frockmatjion was made againft 
Rovers in the Borders. 

The twenty fecond Day of May^^ his Grace knighted Sir Robert 
Ijeehrd Mayor of London^ and others. His Majefty was, that Day, 
moft royally ferved ; and, at Night, diverfe Fire- Works on ^^\tbames 
were flicwed for Triumph. 

In the Month oijtme^ there came Ambaffadors from the Talfgra'De 
of Rbine^ from the Eftates of Holland and T^land-^ from the Arch-Duke 
• of Jtifiria'f and from the Frencb King. 

The fecond Day of July thereafter, the Feaft of St. George was roy- 
alty kept at Tfifid/or by the King ahd Knights of the honourable Order 
of the Garter; where the Prince, the Duke of Z^«f;(?;v, the Earl of &«//&- 
amptwn^ the Earl oi Mar^ and the Earl oiTemhrokey were inftalled. 
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' ^ H E twenty firft Day o^July^ were created at Hamptoun-Courtj in 
the great Hall, by the King's Majefty, under his Eftate, and the Queen 
prefcnt, to the Number of thirteen or fourteen Earls and Barons. 

Triday-i the twenty ^ond Bay of July-, the King and Qjieen removed 
to Wejhninfter. 

Saturday'^ the twenty third, the King dubbed Knights in his Garden, 
the Judges, Serjeants^at Law, and many other, three or four hundred. 

Sunday-, the twenty fourth oijidyj were performed the Solemnity of the 
Knights of The Satb^ riding honourably from St. James's ta the Court, 
and made Show with their Squires and Pages about the Tilt- Yard j and 
after went to the Park of St. James^ and there alighted aU from their 
Horlies, and went up to the King's Majcfty's Prefence in the Gallery, 
where they received the Order of the Knighthbod of l^he ^atb. 

The twenty fifth Day o^Jtdy^ being Mihtday-, And the Feaft of the 
bleffed Apoftlc St. James^ King James of JEngland^ the firft of that 
Name, with the noble Lady Queen Jnne^ were together crowned and 
anointed at Weflminfter^ by the reverend Father in God John Whitgifi 
Archbifhop of Canterbury^ in Prefence of the Nobility, and namely Sir 
Kobert Leehrd Lord Major of London-, in a Gown of Crimfon- Velvet, 
his Brethren, the Aldermen, in Gowps of Scarlet, and twelve principal 
Citizens admitted to attend on them. Thefe, in the Morning early, en- 
tred in the Mayor's Barge at the T'bree Cranes Stairs^ ' and were rowed 
to Wefiminjfer. All other Citizens flayed firom pafling thither, either 
by Water or by Land, as much as might be, . 

FriV^, being the fifth of Juguft^ by Commandment from the Ordi- 
nary, was kept Holj^Day, with Prayers, Sermons and Bonfires, and all 
that Night all Men to praife God for the King's Efcape from being mur- 
dered by a moli wicked Traitor, the Earl ofGowry. 

The fourteenth Day of Juguft^ Sir William Detbick Garter-, min- 
cipal King at Arms, was fent to Teterbprotigb in Nortbamptoun-^w-i 
with a rich Pale of Velvet, embroidered with the Arms of the mighty 
Princefs Mary Queen of Scotland^ having Letters direded to the reverend 
Lord the Biftiop of Teterborougb in that Behalf j which Pale of Velvet 
embroidered was, by him, folemnly carried and laid upon and over the 
Corps of the faid late Qpeen, affifled by many Knights and Gentlemen, 
and much People, at thfe Time of divine Service j and then the faid Bi- 
ihop preached a Sermon in that Behalf in the Morning, and made a great 
Feaft at Dinner, and the Dean of the fame preached in the Afternoon. 
The faid Qpeen of Scotland was royally and uimptuoufly interred by the 
faid Garter-, on the firft Day of Jugufi-, One thoufand five hundred and 
eighty feven. 

Upon the fixth Day of J\5^««^^r thereafter, the high and mighty 
Prince trederick Duke of Wortenberg^ who had been eledcd before to be 
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one of the Company ofthemoft noble Order of the Garter, in the 25'th 
Year of the Reign of Queen Elizabeth ( which was the Day appointed 
for that Adion ) the faid Duke was invcfted j the Robes, .Garter, and 
other Ornaments of the faid Order, and other Ceremonies were performed 
in the Cathedral Church of that City 5 and all the reft of that Day was 
ipent with great Feaft and Triumph, very admirable to Beholders, (jc. 

■ 

The fifteenth Day thereafter. King James^ Queen Anne his Wife, 
and Henry Frederick the Prince, paft triumphantly from the Tower of 
LondoH'i through his Royal City and Chamber 0^ London^ to Wejimiiifier. 
The Companies of the City, marflialled according to their Degrees, were 
placed ; the firft beginning at the upper End of MarhLane^ and the 
laft reaching to the Conduit 0^ Fleet- Street^ or thereabouts, their Scats be- 
ing doubled railed ; upon the upper Part whereof they leaned the Strea- 
mers, Enfigns and Banners of each particular Company, decently fixed j 
and diredly agaihft them, quite through the Body of the City, fo high 
as Temple-liar^ a fingle Rail, a far Diftance from the other, was like- 
wife ercSed to put off the Multitude, The King, richly mounted on a 
white Gennct, under a rich Canopy^ fuftained by eight Gentlemen of the 
Privy Chamber^ for the Barons of the Cinque-Torts^ entred his Royal 
City ofLondony^nd palled the fame toward Weftminfler^ through fevcn 
Gates or Pageants : Of the which, the firft wasereded at the jE^/? End of 
Fen-Cbnrcb i over the which Gate was reprefented the true Likenefs of 
the notable Houfes, Tdwers and gteeplcs withirt the City of 'London. 
The fecohd Gate, a moft fumptuous Piece of Workmanftiip, was loftily 
raifed in Grace-Street by the Italians. The third Gate, upon Cornbill^ 
by the Exchange, reprefenting the feventeen Provinces of S^/p;r^, or the 
Dutcb Nsitioni and, by them, raifed clofe to St. Mildrad's Church. . In 
the Poultrey a Scoffold was erc<Sl<=J ^ wL«r«, ^t ti>« CUj'a Coftj co delight 
the Queen with her own Country Mufick, nine Trumpets and a Kettle- 
Drum did afiually found the T>flnijh March^ dxc. The fourth TJate, 
wherethrough his Grace paft at Charges of the Citizens, was raifed at Weji- 
Cheap at Super-Lane End, adjoyning to the Eafi Front of the great 
Crofs. In the Cheap was erefied a fquare low Gallery ^ fome four Foot 
from- the Ground, let round about with Pilley-Stairs, where ftood the 
Aldermen, the Chamberlain, Town-Clerk, and Council of the City, and Sir 
Henry Montague Recover of the City, who made to his Majefty a gra- 
tulatory Oration, as folio weth. . • 

Biib Imperial Ma/ejfy, if is not a Tear in Days^ Jince^ with Jccla- 
mations of the Teopl^ Gtizeus and Nohies^ aujpicioujly here^ at this 


as a glorious ^Bridegrooms through your Royal Chamber. Sut, to come 
nearer^ adeft quern querimus. 'twenty and more, are the Sovereigns we 
have [eried Jmce our Oynqueft j 'hut Conqueror qf Hearts, it is you 
and your Toflerity, that we have vowed to live, and wijh toferve whijft 
London is a City. In Pledge whereof, my Lord Mayor ^ the Aldetmen 
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and Commons of the City, wijhing a golden Reign to you^ prefentsyour 
Grace with a little Cup ofGold-^ &c. 

A T the End of the Oration^ three Cups of Gold were given ( in name 
of the Lord Mayor, and the haill Body of the City) to his Grace, the 
young Prince, and the Queen. From thence his Majefty pall to the 
little Conduit at Patifs-GziCy where was placed the fifth Gate or Page- 
ant, Arbour-like, and fo called Tbe Jrl^our of Mujick. From thence 
he paffed through Tauts Church- Yard j upon the lower Battlements of 
which Church, an Anthem was fung by the C^irifters of the Church, to the 
Mufick of loud Inftruments y which being finiihed, a little Oration was de- 
livered by one of Mn Afo/(P4/?^'s Scholars, at the Door of the Free- 
School, founded by Dr. Collet, fometime Dean of TauTs Church. The 
fixth Arch or Gate of Triumph was ereded above the Conduit in Fleet- 
Street, whereon the Globe of the World was feen to move. At temple- 
Sar, when his Grace was upon the Point of giving a gracious princely 
Ifarewel to the Lord Mayor and the City, a feventh Gate or Arch was 
ereSed j the Forefront whereof was proportioned in every Refpe6l like " 
a Temple, being dedicate to yames. Lqftly. The City of JVefiminJier 
and Dutchy oi LanMjier at The Strand had invented the' Invention of a 
Rain-Bow ', the Sun, Moon and Stars advanced betwixt two Pyramids^ 
which Piece of Work was begun and ended in Twelve Days. Of all 
which Pageants and Devices^ Speeches, and Songs declared in them, ye 
may read at Large, in a Book intituled, T'he Mimiificent Entertain- 
ment given to King James, vpen the T>ay of bis Triumphant Taff{^e 
from the Tcwer, through bis Hmourahk Gty (f London^ tbe i§tB oj 
March 160I by Thomas Decker. 

The Nineteenth D«iy4*C^d^gr#^, tn the Afternoon, about Five of the 
Qock, a joyful Peace was proclaimed at the Crofs in Weft-cheap, to the 
Honour of God, and Tranquillity of thefe our united Kingdoms, with ; 
the High and Mighty Prince Philip, the Third of that Name, King of 
Spain, and Jlbert and i^^^/ Arch-dukes oiJuftria, aad Dukes oi bur- 
gundy. William Segar, zlizs Garter Kingat Jrms, read the Proclama- 
tion, being prefent, £ight ot Ten Heraulds, in their Coats of Arms; 
Serjeant Trumpeter, and other Eight Trumpeters founding j and Sir Wil-- 
Ham Rhennie,^ one of the SheriJBs oi London, in Scarlet, all on liorfe- 
back, dated at Whitehall the Day and Year fbrefaid. 

The Twenty third Day of OBob^, King James was, in moft folcmn 
Manner, at the great Crofs in Weft-cheap, proclaimed King of Great 
Britain, France and Ireland, Defender of the Faith, ^c. Sir \lbomas 
Rennet, Lord Mayor oi London, his Brethren the Aldermen, in Scarlet, 
with Heraulds and Trumpeters^ all on Horfeback, being prefent. /

The Fourth Day o{ January, Afternoon, Charles DukeofJlb^ny^ 
a Child of fome Four Years old, lecond Son to King James, now Prince 
oi Great Britain, was created Duke oiTork, in the Hall where the King 
fat moft Ro3rally under the Cloath cS State ; at the whilk Time, the He- 
raulds gping bdfore; the Knights of the Bath followed ', after them, the 
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LoidChambellain, Eztl of Snffb/kj in his Robes of Eftate, going alone; 
then Henry Howard^ Earl of Nortbampton^ and Charles "Blunt Earl of 
^evonjhire^ carrying the Robes of Eftate for the Duke of Tork ; after, 
the Earl of Southampton carried the Coronet ^ the Earl of Cumher/andihQ 
C'olden Rod j the Earl of Worcejier the Cap of Eftate j and the Earl of 
Nottingham bore the Duke of >^/^^/wy in his Arms, fupported by the Earl 
ofUorfet^ Lord Treafurer, and the Earl of Korthurnherland \ who, all 
corning in this Order before the King, the Duke of Albany was, after the 
Patent read, created Duke of Torky the Robes and Coronet put on him, 
the Golden Rod delivered into his Hand ; all which performed^ they 
went to Dinner, the Duke of Tork and the Earl fitting at one Table in the 
upper End of the great Chamber, in the Robes of Eftate; the Knights of 
the Bath, by thcmlelves, at another Table on the Side of that Chamber. 

The Right Honourable, ^oger Earl of Kttiland^ appointed by the ' 
King's Majefty.to- be AmbalTador to his loving Brother Chrifii'an IV. 
King of T^enmark^ as well to folemnize, in his Behalf, the Chriftxiing of 
the King's Son, as alio to prefent his Highnefs with the moft noble Order 
of the Garter, took his Leave of the Court at Greenwich^ on Sunday the 
26th of June 160 J Years, and on Monday embarked himielf at Gravef- 
endy in his Majefty's Ship called The Golden Lyon^ being worthily ac- 
companied with Nine Knights^ Twenty Sqqires, his Friends and AJlie?^ 
befides about One hundred Gentlemen and Yeomen, his Servants and Fol- 
lowers. OnTuefday the Twenty eighth, his Lordfliip faikd at Gravef* 
end. On Wedne[da% at Night, we loft Sight of Land ^ and the Wind 
and Weather being tevourable, on Tiiefday Seven-night following, we ar- 
•rived, and fafely anchored within iht Sound of l!)enfnarh Upon Thu*p 
day his Lordfliip landed at E^nore^ and was vifited and faluted from 
the King, On Friday he refted himf^ir^ c**aJ on Saturday took JoUrney 
to Ccpenhagen-i where the King thert was, with Seven fcorc Wagons pre- 
pared for his Tranfportation f his Majefty alfo having fent Two very fine 
Coaches, and fome Gentlemen, his Servants, to attend on him by the 
Way- His Lordfliip was met by Ramellious^ and Ibme other of the 
King's Council, who, by an Oration made in Latin^ faluted his Lord- 
fliip with moft kindly Welcome, fignifying, that it was the King's Plea- 
fure, that himfelf and all his Train fliould be free of all Charge during 
their Abqde in his Country ; and to that End had fo ordained, that in all 
the Towns and Villages where we patfled. Wine and Beer, and all other 
Vifiuals were plentifully and freely offered unto all Men. This Oration 
was anfwered by Mr. Nantotm^ a Learned Gentleman that attended my 
Lord for that Purpofe. That Evening we came to Copenhagen.^ The 
Antbaflador and Tiis Brethren were lodged in the Court j and the Knights 
and Gentlemen in the Town. That Night the Earl was vilited in his 
Lodging by fome of the King's Council, and fome Complements pafled 
betwixt the King and the AmbalTador, by Meffages only. Sunday'^ itt 
the Morning, being the Tenth of ytdy-^ his Lordfliip was appointed to 
have Audience of the King; ^and thereupon,' about the Hour of Nine, 
his Lordfliip fet forth of his Lodging, with all his Attendants, in very 
good Order, and richly befeen. His Gentleman of the better Sort had 
aLiyery of Scarlet, and with Five or Six Silyer Laces about ^ and the 
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meaner Sort with as many Guards of White Sattin. The King's Majc- 
fty flood in an Half Pace, in a great Chamber, at the Side of a Square 
Table, placed under an Cloath of Eftate of Crimfon Velvet. He was ap- 
parelled in Black, for he then mourned for his Brother, which died at 
Rdjia. At my Lord's Approach be uncovered his Head, and defcend- 
ing the Half Pace, embraced my Lord with much Kindnefs. Then be- 
gan Mr. Nantoun my Lord's Orator his Oration in Latin^ which he per- 
formed with great Eloquence ; and in handling the Parts of his Oration^ 
he fiift prelented the King o( Sritains Letters of Credence, and Deputa- 
tion for the Baptizing of the Child ; and then the Commiflion for the Or* 
dcr of the Garter. All which the King of Denmark received and read, 
and, by lome few Inftrudions given by his Majefty to Ramellims his 
Counfelior, Ramellious anfwered the Oration pointedly, with great Learn- 
ing and Readinefs. After the which, the King difcourfed a while in 
the- Italian Tongue with the Ambailador, taking Knowledge of the 
Knights and Gentlemen, whokilTed his Highnefs Hand, and alfo pro- 
ceeded to the Church to the Chriffaiing of the young Prince, in Manner 
following. 

The Streets of Copenhagen'^ through which his Royal Highnefs 
ihould pafs, were fet with certain Enfigns and Burghers, both of Shot and 
Pick. The King's Trumpeters rode foremoft, founding j then followed the 
Kettle-drums ; then the Aing's Houihold Servants on Foot ; after whom 
followed Fifty Gentlemen, all mounted on great Horfes, apparelled in 
Black, who mourned as the King did \ then came the Lord Amb^iTadors 
Attendants, followers and Servants, accompanied with divers Thanes on 
yoot ; the Bilhop ofSreaniy with the Deputies of Saxon jBrun/wick and 
iirandenhurg^ accompanied each other ; the King, the Lord Am baifa- 
dor, and Duke U/rick the King's Brother, rode all three together •, the 
Queen Mother followed, invefted in White Sattin above, in an Chariot of 
Crimfon Velvet embroidered, and richly gilt, bearing the young Prince 
in her Arms ; the Chariot was drawn with Six White Horfes, fumptu- 
oufly harneffed and plumed j and an Guard of Sniffers fuited in Red and 
Yellow Silk, bearing Light Torches thereabouts j after followed a fpare 
Chariot of Purple, richly embroidered j and after it, divers Coaches of 
the Qjjeen's Women, apparelled into White, like unto Nuns. Thus, 
with great Triumph and Rejoycing of the People, who were there in 
great Numbers, they entred our Lady Church of that Town, where the 
Baptizing was to be performed. The Chancel was hung with Crimfon 
Velvet and Sattin figured, and round about beautified with the moft fair 
Ladies, in great Abundance, all rich in Jewels, and Head Attires in 
Pearl, clofs drefTed j but their Garments were black and plain : And tru* 
ly, in my Judgment, both for Habit and Behaviour, they feemed to be 
the moft modefi Women in the World. In the Chancel were ereSed two 
Trevifes, the one for Queen Mother and the Prince, the other for the 
King and the Ambaflador. After divers Anthems and Hymns' fung, and 
conforted with eloquent Mufick, in great Variety, a Bifliop, ailiftwd 
with a Deacon, in rich Veftments, ftanding before the Altar, began to 
read certain Prayers both in Latin and l^anijh Tongues; which perfor- 
med, the Biihop came to the Font, and the Qieen Mother^ being led by 
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the Ambaffador and the Duke Ulrrcky brought the Child in her Arms td 
the fame ; and there fee delivered the Child to be held by the Lord Am- 
baflador, while fee herfelf flipt back the Head Attire for the Baptifm ; 
which the Bifeop, after certain Prayers performed, by putting Water on 
the Infants Head, with the Sign of the Grofs, faying, Neame dt ^arnt-^ 
which was Chrjjiian^ done, by the Lord AmbalTador and other Deputies, 
at the Requcft of the King his Father. All which accomplifeed, the 
Qiieen Mother, with the Prince, retired unto her Trevis. The Billiop 
began a Sermon in Latin upon the Gofpel for that Day j which ended, 
the Trumpets founded, and they royally retired as they caipe. 

That Day the King made a folcmn Feaft to the Ambaffador' and 
the other Deputies, placing the King of England's Ambaffador at the 
Table-End, at the Right-Hand of Queen-Mother j himfelf fat on the 
right Side of the Table-End, and his Queen on the left. The Duke his 
Brother, the Bifeop of Sr^^w, and other Eftatcs, were placed according 
to their Degrees j and fo were the Englijh Knights and Gentlemen, as 
many as the Boards might cgntain. To be brief^ it were fuperfluous to 
tell you of all the Superfluities that were ufed. It would make a Man 
fick to hear of their drinking Healths, Ule hath brought it into Fafei- 
on, and Fafeion hath made it a Habit, which it ill befeems our Nation 
to imitate. 

^ Munday^ being the eleventh Day oLJuiy-i the Lord Ambaffador Was 
entertaiiaed with the Sight of the King's Stable of Horfe, and with tht 
Arfenal or Stor«-Houfc of the King's Munitions; which truly, when it 
ihall be performed, will be one of the moft excellent Provifions in Chri- 
ftendom. There was but one Side of it built, the other lay in the Foun- 
dations. The Fabricaition is of three Lofts ; the nethermoft is Artillery 
upon Carriage, fo neat and clean Kc^t, c1j«c cLw Biafo !&» us bright as 

Gold, and the Iron as black as Jet. The Bullets are built in Piles, ac- 
cording to their Bore j and. all Provifion fo ready and neceffary, as it 
were not exprcft with Words what it is in Form, So is the middle Store- 
Hoiife of Armour, Picks, Shots*, Eniigns, Drums, and all martial In- 
flruments : Alfo the uppermoft Loft, with Powder, Cordage, and other 
Neceffaries, plentifully flored. 

Tuefday-i ^^^ twelfth Day, was fpent in feeing the Kiflg of T>efmark's 
Ships, and other Compliments, 

Widnefday^ the thirteenth Day, my Lord Ambaffador and his Attcn*- 
teadants kiffed the Qjieen's Hands and young Prince ; then took theit 
Leave, and returned from Copenhagen to Effinore j and, by the Way^ 
the King and Ambaffador hunted. 

^hurfjday^ tbe thirteenth Day, the King r<!ceivcd the Order of the 
Garter within the Caflle oliElfinare \ which Service was performed by 
William Segar Nsrrey King at Arms ; unto whom the King gave a rieh 
Suit of Apparel,' and a Chain of Gold with his Mediagle hanging there- 
at. . At the In Veiling of th^. King the CaiUe difcharged fifty Cannons^ 
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and the Kling of 'Englmc^^ Ships, lying before the Caftlc, reported at; 
many. Then, after Noon, the King went aboard in the Englijh Ships, 
and had a Banquet prepared for him upon the upper Decks, which were 
hung with a Covering of Cloth of Tlffiie. Every Health reported fix, 
eight, or ten Shot of great Ordnance : So that, during the King's Abode, 
the' Ship difcharged a hundred and fifty Shot. 

The Cafl:le oiElfinore is a Quadrant, and one of the goodlieft For- 
tifications in that Part of the World, both fer Strength, and moft curious 
Architefture, and was built by Frederick the King's Father. There 
ate in the fame many princely Lodgings, and efpecially one great Cham- 
ber. It is hanged with irijh Tapeftry of frefh-rcoloured Silk, without 
Gold, wherein all the l^anijh Kings are exprefied in antique Habits, ac- 
cording to their Several Times, with their Arms and Inlcriptions, con- 
taining all their Conquefls and Vidories. ' The Hoof is of inlet Woods, 
and hang full of Branches of Brafs for Lights. 

Vridf^^ the fifteenth Day, the King htici|:ed ^ and, by the W^y, fliew- 
ed my Lord Ambafiador certain Water-Mills (of his own Device) for 
the Forging, Hammering, and Boring of the Ordnance, both great and 
fmall. In the which Work, a do2en Men did^ with great Eafe, the 
Offices of three or fourlcore. The Chafe continued about two Hours i 
the Deer, being brought within Toyles, were killed with Musket-Shot, to 
the Nuihber of eight or ninefcore, the m(^ Part Stags. After the which, 
the King feafted my Lord Ambafiador in a Lodge, very royally. 

Satforday^ the fixteenth Day, in the Morning, fix or eight of the 
IQng^s Council repaired unto my Lord Ambaflador's Lodging in the 
Claftle ; and there^ in Prefence of his Lords anj. his. Attendants, made a 
folemn F r o t^fUtiun vf »im lUu i fi ' ^ ^^ Acce ptation of thofe Favours ani 
Honours, which his loving Brother the King of England had done unto 
him, piomifing all princely Requittal if it lay in his JPower, yielding 
always great Thanks to the AmbafOidor for his long and painful Journey 
to do him Hanpur ^ and thenswith prelented him with a hit Chain, and 
a rich Jewel fet with Diamonds, and his Pi&ire alfo hanging thereat : 
Alfo fixteen other Chains were given to the i^nights, and fome of the 
Gentlemen, my Lord's Followers ; and about ten of his Mediagles ef 
Gold unto others. .

l!" H A T Day, .RameiUous invited both the King and AmbaiTador to 

, dine with him, at his own Houfe, near the Caftle -y and, in his Dining-

two Chairs and Cufliions of the fame ; aod, upon the Cloth of Eftate, 

were fet the Arms and Stiles of both the Kings, which before was not 

ufed, becaufe the JKoDg recdyed cfae Order in his Chamber, aad pot is 

las 
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his Chapel. The Cheai was great, and my Lord Ambaflador, being 
weary with thef? bachanal Entertainments, took his Leave of the King's 
Grace, intending, that Night, to lie aboard, for his more fpeedy Dif> 
patch homeward. The King, by no Perfwalidn, could alter his Deter- 
mination ; and therefore, after many Embracements on either Part, with 
kii&ng the King's Hands, his Lbrdfliip departed, and was accompanied 
unto the Shoi« by his Majefty ^ where the Pinnace and the Loog-Boat 
lay ready to convoy him aboard. 

Sunday and Monday we were becalmed in the Sound ; and on Taef- 
day-, the nineteenth of j'w^, we fet Sail for £»^&«(/. Our Ship, falut- 
ing the Caflle, was ref^uted by the fame ; and the King, ftanding upon 
a Ck>unterfcarp that lay into the Sea, gave Fire onto a Cannon widi 
his own Hand, for our la^ Farewel : And truly I mufi fay thus much 
of him. That, for his Royal Perfon and princely Carriage, I hold him 
CO be the goodlieft King in Chriftendom. 

Smard^-, the "thirtieth oijuly., after we had -been thirteen Days at 
Sail, carried by contrary Win(Js, we arrived at Scarhorou^b-Vioii^ in 
^jfe-Shirp. 

T H s eighth of Augufi following, the Lord Amba0adDr came, with 
his Attendants, Followers and Servants, to ^<2ffl^w^rCouit, where hiff 
Lordibip^ and the reil, kilTed the King's Hand. Whom aQ I leare, fox 
this prefent, to next Occafio*, and the reft of all Matters my Author con^ 
tiaues to fpeak further of, and reft.
